I want yon to send such troops as yon have ready, say 2,000 cavalry and 
lightest artillery, forward to Pleasant Hill to-day. We ought to be 
felt by the enemy to-morrow. Onr advance to-day will develop the 
condition of our troops, tlieir readiness to move, and put them where 
they can be quickly united in the advance, if news to-day gives ns 
further intelligence. It was a great misfortune that the news from 
Sedalia does not say which way the rebels came from, but we have 
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every reason to believe tliat they came from Boonville, as onr wire^5 
seem to liave been open ail -tbe way from Jefferson City to Pleasant 
Hill. All onr information goes to sliow tlie enemy imicb divided, and 
we can concentrate as easily and quick as he can. 1 have directed 
Colonel Drake to send forward troo])S, If those coming need amis, to 
get them lierej if wanted at Paola, to get them at Fort Leavenworth. 
I liavc written General Deitzler to call on yon for any sui’p/ns. Jjet 
him have what you can spare. I shall have more arriving from Leavtni- 
wortli to-day, and can 8ux)ply new demands in this vicinity as hist as 
they arrive. 1 get nothing on the wires this morning. Cne tiling I 
got ti'om the stage man, which I consider significant; First. He says 
lie sent his horses to Kansas City for safety.

Captain: I liave the honor to report to the major-general command- 
ing the following movements: I sent a scout of twenty- five men down 
the Lexington road, starting it at noon. The detachment^ crossed the 
Little Blue, returning late last evening. They report nothing of impor- 
tance. Captain West, Company P, with fifty men, left at 2 a. m. to-day 
on the same road, to return to-night. I repaired the telegraph line 
between this place and Kansas City yesterday, and to-day Captain 
Moses, Company M, has gone to Pleasant Hill with forty men to scout 
the country and repair the telegraph line also. I also intend sending 
this p. m. a small scout on the road toward Blue Springs and Lone 
Jack. An agent of the stage company came in last evening from Lex- 
ington. He states that on the night of the 13th the militia, under Cap- 
tarn Eads, left the place, crossing the river. The next morning guer- 
rillas, rebel officers, and soldiers commenced coining in in small squads 
of from five to fifteen until when he left (4 p. m.) there must have been 
100 there. They stated that they were Price’s advance, and that he 
was at Boonville, not stating his force. They intend conscripting and 
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Haij tliey intend to lioM tlie State. This man also jinlg'ed from a remark 
rvhieli one of them dropped tliat there was a rebel force on the north 
side of the river. Todd was expected into Lexington yesterday. I 
have received no further news of importance. Oap tain West has just 
returned. He traveled fifteen miles on the Lexington road, but could 
learn nothing. I shall send out to-night a large scout, which will prob- 
ably go to or near Lexington, if it meets with the approval of the 
major-general commanding.

After full reports on tlie routes, the <iuartermaster-general 
ordered that no more trains be sent from Fort Leavenworth to Forts 
Gibson and Smith, but that those places be supplied by Little Rock. 
General Grant lias decided that if they cannot be so supplied these 
posts must be evacuated and the troops be drawn in. We have no offi- 
cial information from General Steele and have had none for several 
weeks. W e learn, however, from other sources that he neither opposed

I have received disxiatch from General Steele dated the 9th. A 
recoiinoitering xiarty had returned to Pine Bluff from Mouticello with 
rex)ort that the rebels had withdrawn to the south side of the Saline, 
and were moving in the direction of Camden. The cavalry crossed at 
Mnunt Elba, and the infantry and artillery at Warren. When Monti- 
cello was evacuated a brigade was bridging the Arkansas, but they 
had -withdrawn also. General Steele has ordered one brigade of Den- 
nis’ division to DevalPs Bluff’. General Dana reports that the One 
hundred and twenty-fourth Illinois and Forty-seventh and Sixty-sixth 
Colored embarked for White River on the 14th. Boats were sent to 
Natchez on the iirevious evening for the two Illinois regiments. The 
F’ifty-third Colored were to leave Vicksburg by the first boat. The 
total strength of these regiments is about 2,700. The movement of the 
rebels may have been occasioned by the fears entertained of a move- 
ment up Red River referred to in the caiitured rebel dispatches. I have 
information from Monroe, La., of the 11th instant, that a force of 4,000 
infantry, on their way to join Magruder, were suddenly recalled. The 
force withdrawn from Arkansas may be moved in this direction, or an 
attempt to cross the river may be renewed. It will be advisable not to 
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send any more troops from Morganza, but keep tlieiii and tlieir trans- 
portation in readiness to move at any moment, Fustruct General Law- 
ler to get all the information he can from the direction of Alexandria. 
Your trooi)S on White Eiver will also be kept in constant readiness to 
move. General Dana thinks theforce detached from Yicltsbnrg Aveakeus 
tliat post too much. Look,into this as you go up the river, and if satis- 
fied that the movement from Steele’s front is not a feint send Dana’s 
troops, or as many of them as you think necessary, back to him. 1 Avill 
not leave here until 1 get General Grant’s dispatches in rcdation to 
future operations.

General : A A^erbal message by your scout has just been received. 
I moA^ed back to the south side of the BlackAvater this morning for tlie 
following reasons, viz: 

First. My comniand is entirely out of subsistence, and some iiortions 
of it have been out for three days, and tlie country Avhere it Avas sta- 
tioned Avould not longer subsist them AAuthout bringing great distress 
upon the inliabitants, and I therefore moved so as to be nearer to my 
base of supplies. 

Second. My information when I started was that a division of rebel 
trooxis had moved south through BroAvnsville during last night, and 
that all forces of the rebels Avest of Waverly had been ordered to move 
east, and this, in connection Avith the sIoav advance of tbe rebel column, 
induced a fear that Price Avas about to move his whole army south or 
bacL east, and I thought it better in such a contingency to be farther 
south. 

It has been ascertained, however, by a reconnaissance this morning 
that General Price had his headquarters at Waverly last night, and 
that Shelby's entire command had returned from the Aucinity of tlie 
railroad and joined the main army. Price advances slowly tOAAmrd Lex- 
ington, and to-day a large iiortion, I think fully one-half, of his army is at 
Grand Pass. When I advance again, which will be as soon as I get 
supplies, unless otherwise ordered, I shall advance upon a line farther 
east, iirobably through Marshall, certainly as far east as BroAvnsville. 
It is of the utmost imxiortance to niy command that the subsistence 
train be sent forward at once.

It is composed, as you are xierhaiis aware, 
militia infantry, mounted, and eight guns of field artillery. There 
IS some trouble yesterday, but it is now all happily settled. JBrigadier- 
meral Fishback, of the State Militia, with his troops, was ])laced^ 
icier my command by General Blunt’s order, brigading the troops of 
s division. He objected, not to being idaced under my command, 
it said that this was “turning his command''bver” to the commanding 
[icev of tlie troojis, which he did not rvant to do. He accordingly 
acle an order for the militia to return to Kansas. In a conversation 
itli General Blunt yesterday morning, at which I was present, he 
loke of this order and stated that if General Blunt would revoke this 
■der as under tlie proclamation of martial law he deemed he had a right 
i, he, General Fishback, would be satislied and would serve as directed 
general orders. He took no exceptions to serving under an officer 
' inferior rank, but expressed himself satisfied with me as a com- 
aiicling officer, objecting only to the “turnings over” of liis militia to 
le militai'y authorities. He furnished General Blunt with a copy of 
s order, who peremiitorily ordered him to revoke the same. FivSh- 
ick claimed that this was a violation of the understanding, as he had 
aderstood General Blunt to say he would revoke his order himself, 
ccordingly he declined to revoke his order and directed the militia to 
arch. They saddled up and started, and it was some time before the 
ovement was known at headquarters. As soon as it w'as known, 
eneral Blunt dispatched a force to bring the militia back to camp, 
his order was obeyed with much more alacrity than the first, and as 
le head of the column was turned, and the bbject of the change became 
Buerally known, a shout went up such as would cheer the heart ot 
irery jiatriot in the State if it could have been heard across the line, 
-eneral Fishback and Colonel Snoddy were placed in close arrest, 
tid the balance of the officers and men returned to their duties 
lieerfnlly. General Fishback now sees and deplores his error, and 
dinitted to me to-day that General Blunt had kept his engagement, 
bile he had failed in his. He regrets the step taken with great earnest- 
ess, and is very anxious to be relieved from arrest that he may do his 
uty as an officer and citizen of Kansas. 1 have no doubt he was be- 
layed into the step by the injudicious advice of others, and I think he 
muld do his duty if relieved from arrest. Colonel Snoddy is better as 
e is. Difficulties are bred around him wherever he goes, and he lives 
1 an atmosphere of iierpetual strife and animosity. His regiment has 
lected Colonel Montgomery in his stead, and under General Blunt’s 
rders I have recognized the election for the jiurposes of this campaign, 
lolonel Montgomery is an experienced officer, having formerly been 
olouel of the Third Regiment of Kansas troops in service, and until 
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recently in command of a negro regiment in Sontli Oarolina, where lie 
did ids duty bravely and well in the desperate attack on Fort Wagner. 
General Pomeroy will inform yon as to the state of feeling now, winch 
I believe to be united and harmonions. All they now ask is a lair oii- 
portnnity to meet the enemies of the country under the leadership ot 
the gallant chieftain whom the kindness of the Government has assigned 
to tiie Department of Kansas.

General: Your dispatch of yesterday has just been received. As 
a measure of precaution I would suggest that some force of your State 
militia be sent to prominent [points] of your southern border for tempo- 
rary service. You are no doubt aware that this department has been 
almost depleted of troops to re-enforce our armies in the South, so that 
to-day 1 h a^’e absolut(‘ly no force exceirt four or five companies of the 
Invalid Corps, winch are scattered all over tlie department aiding or 
enforcing the draft, aside from the forces far out on the frontier and on 
ex]>editi'ons against the Indians. The Eighth Minnesota Eegiment and 
four coin])anies of the Thirtieth Wisconsin, on their way from the 
frontier to go soutli, will reach Saint Paul to-day or to-morrow, and if 
absolutely needed I will send them to Southern Iowa. As General 
Sherman is greatly in need of troops I shall be loth to divert the force 
from his command, but will of course do so if it becomes absolutely 
necessary for the protection of your State. I am sure that you will not 
ask for them until the necessity is imminent. I have no idea that any 
considerable, force from Pri(Mfs army wall undertake to move as far north 
a-s the Iowa line, and I think for the present that a force of your militia 
will 1)(“, sufficient to protect yoiir borders from small iiarties of guerrillas.

He expressed him- 
self as desirous of making a lasting xieace not only for hiniselt and band 
but for the benefit of all the bands hostile to you this last summer, svnd 
nromised to use his influence by sending out the next morning some 
young men to the various tribes for the chiefs to meet me at X ort Lice 
with such overtures as I felt you gave me authority to 
treatment, and other conditions which I left for the result of the con- 
ference, and instructions which I respectfully ask may Le given from 
your headquarters. Further I did not commit myself. I think, aside 
from the natural desire, as winter approaches, to meet their necessities 
by friendly advances, that there is an oiiportiniity by proper manage- 
ment to conclude an honorable and lasting x>oace. I draw those con- 
clusions by observation and conversation with the Two Bear and some 
of theupper Yankton ais, who are now on Sand Creek. The commanding 
general is so well acquainted with the question that I will not propose 
how this may be brought about until I am informed of my power to act in 
the matter. Colonel Hill left with his command in boats on the IJth. 
The detachment of the Sixth Iowa Cavalry will leave to-morrow by the 
transportation used by my command. I shall in'oceod to carry out tlie 
generaPs plans in regard to the fort immediately.

Since tliat time the following- named troops have 
arrived from Morganza and Yicksbiirg: Twentieth and Twenty-third 
Iowa, Thirty-fifth Wisconsin, and One hundred and twenty-fourth Illi- 
nois Infantry Volunteers. The three former regiments were sent up 
White River yesterday morning. Colonel Guppey’s brigade, of this 
division, has also arrived from below, with the exception of the Twenty- 
eighth Illinois, which is expected to-day. The Eleventh Illinois Cav- 
alry and L Company, Second Illinois Artillery, are also expected to-day 
and will he forwarded up White River as fast as transportation can be 
secured, should General Steele so desire. From Colonel Parsons, chief 
ciuartermaster, from Saint Louis, I learn that soine four or five boats 
will be down the river to-day, consequently there will be ample trans- 
portation. Inclosed xdease find a copy of a letter received at 7 a. m. 
this day from General Smith, at Memphis, Temn The call being of an 
urgent nature, and requiring immediate action, I have sent one brigade 
to General Smith’s support. The force now left at this point consists

Sir: Tbe presence of General Price and bis army in Missouri, and 
tbe iiossibility of bis coming in tbis direction witbout liis army being 
destroyed, renders it necessary that 1 sbould take tbe necessary steps 
to provide against sucb an emergency. It is my intention to bold b^ort 
Smith in any event, eA^enif necessary to abandon every otlier point in 
tbe district. If I become satisfied that Price is coming bere, I sliall 
Xirobably order you to move to tbis place Avitb all of your force, except- 
ing jierbaps one regiment and one piece of artillery. That regiment 
would be left for tbe purpose of bolding Gibson, and saving tbe public 
property if xiossible. If a superior force sbould tlien approacb Gibson 
tbe command could move to this place or retire toAvard Port Scott, ao- 
cording to tbe direction from Avbicb tbe enemy might come. You Avill 
tben jierceive that it is my intention in case Price comes in tbe direc- 
tion of Fort Smith, to concentrate bere all tbe troops in tbe district, 
with tbe exception above named.

Major-General Cuetis: 

I arrived here one hour ago; have received nothing from you in an- 
swer to my telegram of last night. If telegram was sent to W^arrens- 
burg to be forwarded by messenger (as I requested) it has probably 
been captured, as there were several guerrilla x>arties in my rear on the 
inarcln There has been no rebel force here except from 200 or 300 
guerrillas. I understand Colonel Ford was here yesterday and left 
last night, supimsiug that Shelby’s force Avas advancing. 

My advance came up to a small party of guerrillas near this iilace; 
drove them through the town, killing 1 and capturing 3. I have yet 
heard nothing direct from General Sanborn, but have scouts hunting 
him. In my opinion he fell back on the Georgetown road to unite with 
General A. J. Smith. It is certain that Shelby Avas at Waverly yester- 
day and directed conscripting officers in this neighborhood to report to 
him at that place. Price has been at Marshall, Saline County, and a 
dispatch was received here yesterday from a rebel Avith him that he Avas 
moving up tlie river to Waverly (Waverly is tweuty-tAvo miles from here). 
There is also a rumor among Price’s friends here (and nearly every one 
here is his friend) that he (Price) had been attacked in his rear and had 
sent for Shelby to turn back to his assistance. This is probable, I 
, think. I shall endeavor to get a disx)atch to Saiiborn to-night, and 
shall also send scouts to ascertain the position and movements of the 
enemy. Conscripting has been going on briskly here, and the people 
of the city and county (La Fayette County) are intensely rebel, and I am 
certain that the majority of them would have hailed the adA^ent of the 
army of Price rather than ours. My stock is in good condition and men 
in fine •spirits; forage abundant, commissary supplies (over the river) 
sufficient for the present. Have no Avire here to repair telegraph. Can 
you not send repairer this Avay from Independence? And also send 
dispatch-boat down the river. I hope the troops I telegraphed you for 
last night aauU be sent forivard rapidly. Noav is the time to concentrate 
and crush Price. Celerity of movemeut is everything. I am anxiously 
Avaiting to hear from you.

General: I have the Iionor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter ot the 14th instant.* It is impossible to state the exact number 
ot the tJtes and Apaches who will accom])a.ny me on tiic expedition 
against the Kiowas and Comanches. Tliere are now at Maxwell’s 
Kanch about 250 warriors (Utes ajul Apaches), and I think I am safe 
.in saying tliat 100 of tins number wall accompany me. At the same 
time I received your letter I received one from Captain Bell, chief com- 
missary of subsistence, dated October 14, and in whicli the ration to 
be issued was fixed at one and one-lialf pounds of meat and one pound 
of breadstuff iier day to each Indian. I have issued to 100 Indians, as 
directed in the letter of the chief commissary of subsistence. I issued 
to 100 after I had satisfied myself that about that number would ac- 
company me. More would go if they could be satisiled that their 
families would be fed during their absence. Their families are desti- 
tute, and unless some iirovision is made for them during the absence 
of their heads I am of opinion that those who accompanV me will not 
remain iii the field for a great length of time. I Avould suggest that 
the families of those who accompany me be fed at Maxwell’s (if only 
flour) for the time the Indians remain with me. I have as yet re- 
ceived no guns,_ aminunition, blankets, and shirts. As the Indians 
will not come this way, I will wait liere and obtain your order for these 
articles and take them to MaxAvell’s with me and issue them there to 
the Indians who accompany me. I will then take tlte Indians across- 
the country from Maxwell’s to Fort Bnscom, and meet the command 
organized from this post at that point, where active operations can 
commence. I iun not informed as yet wdat trooxis are to Ibrm my 
command. This I would like very much to know, and it is imiiortaiit 
that I should know it as soon as practicable, in order that I may prop- 
erly organize the staff departments of the expedition. 1 will require an 
officer to assist me in organizing and issuing to tlie Indians at Max- 
well’s, and, unless otherwise directed, I shall take Lieutenant Ilaber- 
korn, from Captain Baca’s com])any, to accompany me to Maxwell’s and

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from there to Fort BaBcom ivitli the Indians. I uuderstaiid that Lieu- 
tenant Taylor expects to go on this expedition. It so, I shall appoint 
him quartermaster and commissary of the exiiedition, to receive all 
public property from Fort Union, and he will accompany the troops to 
Fort Basoom. I would suggest ttiat sugar and coffee be issued to the 
Indians after the expedition leaves Bascom. They will then see that 
no distinction is made between them and my soldiers. I regard them 
of great importance on this expedition, and after organizing and start- 
ing I desire that proper means be placed at my disposal to insure their 
remaining with me and to make them contented. The Utes are 
anxious that the Apaches from the Bosque join them at Fort Bascom, 
but they object decidedly to thchTavajoes, and I would suggest that no 
Navajoes accompany the expedition. I arrived here late last night 
from MaxAvelPs. I send this letter by special express and will await 
your reply.

Captain: I have the honor to report that on the IGth instant the 
iricket below liere on the river brought in lour Kiowas (three men and 
one woman). One of these represented liimself to be a chief, named 
Siddmore, who was employed by the Government at Fort Lamed as a 
spy during the Texans’ invasion. He had a certiiicate from Capt. J. 
■VV. Parmetar, of the Twelfth Kansas Volunteers, da.ted May 7, 18()4. 
Hot having any one at the i) 0 St who could talk to tliem in their own 
language, and they not being able to talk Spanish, I liad to send to Mr. 
Hopkins’ hay camxi, some eighteen miles from here, for an interpreter. 
In consequence of this delay, and also my desire to communicate to 
them the instructions received from headquarters, I wa.s coinpelled to 
allow them to remain at the post until the 17th. During the night I 
iffaced them in, charge of the post guard so as to prevent their going 
around the garrison and finding out more or less the condition of the 
camp as regards situation and strength. The next morning I had them 
brought t(j the office for a talk through the inter]?reter. They say that 
they were sent here by the principal chief (who is sick in their cam])), 
to see us, and that they were told by other Kiowas and Oomanches, 
who Avere here some time ago that we were friendly and Avanted them 
to make a treaty with us. They claimed to have been always friendly 
to the whites. They say for tliis reason they moved their camp far 
away from the other Indians Avhenthey commenced their depredations 
o]i the plains. After they got through AAdth their story I told them 
that Ave did not belieAm their statement; that unless they agreed to 
make good the stock taken by them from our people on the plains at 
different times during the year we Avould consider them enemies and 
Avordd not make any treaty Avith them, and for the other chiefs to kee]) 
aAvay from tins x)ost until such time as they concluded to give uji or 
make good all the stolen xiroperty now in their xiossession. During thq 
coiiAmrsatiou I understood that their camp (a large one) is at or near the

work at them. With one or two more companies I could complete the 
buildings before the winter sets in, and at the same time it would save 
the adobes already made.

IHstriet of lAttle lioek . — Bince the last reiiort the troops of this dis- 
trict Wiivo hn])roved in health and efficiency, and the supply depart- 
ments seem to he working- well. The quartermaster’s department have 
at length erected suitahle Imildings for the shelter of supplies, and the 
latter are now being forwarded promptly. 

IHstriet of Helena . — The troops in this district are in good condition 
exc,ept the Thirty-hlth Missouri and the Fifteenth Illinois Cavalry. 
The latter is rejiorted as quite deficient in drill, discipline, &c., but is 
of good material and needs a commanding officer of more force than 
Maj. E. Carmichael, its present commander, who, although a good man, 
does not pretend to be xuolicient in drill. There seems to be a disposi- 
tion' on the part of the officers at Helena to allow their men to iilunder 
and rob liouses of everything they can carry off. Tlie acting assistant 
ins])ector-genoral states that he has heard of many cases, but could 
only get direct testimony in one, of which he will soon make a report. 
He recommends to the department commander a general order on the 
subject, believing it ivould be beneficial. The suiiply departments 
appear to be well regulated here. , 

• No report of the District of the Frontier has as yet been received, 
communication having been for a time cut off. The light artillery of 
the department is, with exception of one battery (Third Kansas), in 
good condition. This battery has been rexmrted to the deiiartment 
commander. On the 17th of Se|>tember the cavalry division ot the 
department was reorganized under the control ot Brigadier-General 
West. The division now consists of nineteen regiments organized into 
four brigades,. This division shows an aggregate, xuesent and absent, 
of 15,667, with 6,387 serviceable and 2,271 unserviceable horses, but 
the x)i“esent for duty numbers oidy 5,054 officers and men ; large num- 
bers are on extra duty throughout the department in direct violation of 
General Orders, Ko. 21, trom these headquarters. General W estis work- 
ing hard to get his command in good condition. The horses are being 
insx)e(!ted and classified, and a cavalry dexiot and recuperative stables 
have been located in accordance with the instructions of the chief of 
cavalry of tliis division. The quartermaster in charge of the depot has 
gathered 150 tons of prairie hay, and a quartermaster has been sent to 
Saint Louis to look out for forage for the department. General West 
hah taken hold well, is ivorking vigorously, and it is hoped the cavalry 
of the Department of Arkansas will soon compare favorably with that 
of other departments. The health of the troops in the whole depart- 
ment is better, and scurvy is disappearing; altogether the last inspec- 
tion shows considerable improvement throughout the whole command.

Captain Davy, witli tlie detacbmeii.t of Minnesota ctwalry 
sent to tb('. relief of Caiitain Fisk, is with them; also a portion oi Fisk s 
IdalK) train, wbitdi was found safe and conducted back to :^)rt Kiee. 
Oaotain Fisk is rejicrted to have gone down the Missouri Fiver, it

No. 151. i' N'eio Orleans, October 20, 1864. 

In imrsnanci*. of General Orders, Ho. 00, War Department, Adjutant- 
General’s Office, bearing date August 0, 1802, and General Orders, ]Sr(i. 
31, (vurrent series, headquarters Military Division of Wast Mississippi, 
whereby it is provided that an enrollment be immediately made for 
service 'in the militia; also, that special commissions be established 
to hear and determine all claims for exemption from military service, 
and that commanders of deiiartments aiUd districts will establish such 
regulations as will be m^ccissary in the case, it is ordered: 

First. The provost-marshal -general of the (hqiartment will cause an 
enrollment to be made Ibrthwi'th, by the provost-marshals of the several 
parishes, of all able-bodied male citizens between tlie ages of lifteem 
ardfnty-live within their respective parishes, giving the name, age, and 
occupation of each, together with i-emarks shoAving Avhether he is in 
the service of the United States and in what capacity, and any otlier 
tacts Avhich may deteiniine his exemiition from military duty. All 
i-easonable and 'pro])er expenses of such enrollment will be approved 
upon vouchers showing the detailed statement of service performed 
and expenses incurred', to be approved by the provost-raarshal-geiieral. 

iSecond. Immediately upon completion of the enrollment, the rolls Avill 
be sent to these headquarters, through the office of the provost- 
marshal-general, whence they will be submitted to the special commis- 
sion to be hereinafter authorized. 

Third. The commanding officer of the Defenses of Ncav Orleans and 
of the District of Baton Ihiuge and rrirt Hudson Avill establish speinal 
commissions as provided in section 2 of Order No. 31, above cited, Avhich 
reads as follows : 

Commanders of districts -will establish special commissions to hoar and determine 
all claims for exemption from military service on account of alieimge or physical 
disability. The pica of alienage Avill not be .admitted if the claimant has at any 
time exercised the rights of citizenship under any general, State, or municipal law, 
or has at any time been in the service of the rebel government, or in tluat of any one 
of the States in rebellion. AVhen any person enrolled in the militia has established 
his plea of alienage his name will be transferred to the enrollment for police pur- 
poses. Any person who may be found physically disqualified for held service, Init 
fit for garrison duty, will Im tr,ansferrod to the battalions to be organized tor local 
' service", and no exemptions will bo made ex-ceiit in cases of absolute disability. 
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As provided in Bpeciul Orders, No. 82, liead(iu{irters Arniies of tlie 
United States, dated in the field, Virginia, August 28, 1864— 

All deserters avIio taho the oath of allegumcc will, if tliey desire it, be given cm- 
ployineut in the (jniivteriiiastor’s and other departiuents ot the ariny, and thc^ same 
remuneration paid theni as is given to civilian employes for similar sorvic(;8. Forced 
military dirty, or service endangering them to capture hy the Confederate forces, 
will not be exacted from such as give tbeniselvcs up to the IT. S. military authorities. 

Exemption will not be made for disability, unless it be of such per- 
manent character as to render the person unfit for service for a iieriod 
of more tlian thirty days, to be certilied to by the medical officer of the 
commission. 

Oommissions authorized in this order shall consist of a held officer, 
a medical officer of the army, and a line officer. Tri-weekly reports of 
proceedings will be forwarded to these headijuarters. 

'Fourth. Uxion the receipt of the rolls by the si^ecial commissioiia^ 
immediate notice will be given, by handbills posted in each parish, of 
the time and ],)lace at which claims of excmxition will be received and 
determined. Thii limit of time ailoAved for the presentation of such, 
claims Avill be ten, days from tlie reiicipt of the rolls by the commissions. 
All xiersons claiming exemx)tion Avill present their case with jiroof 
before the expiration of the time, and if the evidence show him to be 
exeuiiit under the regulations contained in article 3, liis name shall 
be stricken from the foil by a line drawn throngli it, leaving it still 
legible. 

Section 12 of the act approved February 24, 4804, for enrolling and 
calling out the national forces, is here given, for general information : 

Section 12. And bu it furtlicr enacted tlmt any iiorHou avIio .sliall i'orcildy resist or 
oppose any enrollment, oi' Avho slmll incite, counsel, encourage, or_ who sliall con- 
spire or confoderato witli any other ])or8ou oi' persons forcibly to resist or oppose any 
such enrollment, or who shail aid or’assist or take any part in any forcible resista nee 
or opposition thereto, or wlio shall assault, ohstrnc.t, liiuder, impede, or threaten any 
officer or other person employed in malving, or in aiding to make, such cnrollmoiit 
or emjiloyed in the performance, or in aiding in the perlbrmance, of any service in 
any way relating tliOreto, or in arresting or aiding to arrest any spy or deserter 
from the military service of the United State.H, shall, upon conviction thereof in any 
court Competent to try the oJfeiise, he punished hy a line not exceeding $5,000 or by 
imprisonment not exceeding live years, or by both of said punishments in the dis- 
cretion of the court. And in Gase.s where such assaulting, ohstracting, hindering, or 
impeding shall ])roduce the death of such officer or other person, the offender shall 
be deemed guilty of murder, and upon conviction thereof ipioii indictment in tlio 
circuit court of the United States for the district within wliich the offense was coni- 
mitted, shall bo punished with death. And nothing in this section contained shall 
bo construed to relievo the pai’ty off'endiug from liability under proper indictment or 
process for any crime against the laws of a State committed by him while viohiting 
the in'ovisions of this section.

Later dispatches from there wu^-re 
sent you last night wdth an indorsement of Major-General lioynolds. 
He wall send more troops to Memphis if he thin'ks it necessary, but I 
do not apprehend that it is. From a prisoner taken yesterday I learn 
that on tlie 6th instant Iverson wars in command of Hood’s cavalry. 
Beauregard commanded Hood’s army, wdiich was reduced from 50,000 
to 25,000, The army has lost conlidence in both generals and the ])eo- 
ple have lost hope in the suceess of the rebellion. Grant assaulted on 
Darbytowai road and was repulsed. Great depression all through the 
South and large numbers iireparing to come to our lines. Another 
prisoner sktes that Lee has evacuated Eichmond. Gholson had been 
mustered into the 0. S. service as a. brigadier, with his command of 
-^,o00 men. Gardner says that all captured lessees shall be held as 
prisoners of war.

Saint Lonis: 

In the matter of depredations by my eavalry and artillery 1 cannot 
find more than irregularities arising from ignorance. The horses taken 
from Tippett are all here and turned over to the quartermaster. The 
receipt given was signed by quarterniiister-sergeant of C Company. 
There are also eight otlier horses, two mules, and one wagon. A 
buggy was tahen from near Union by a man. named Schilling, of 
Company B, cavalry, who is noiv in Saint Louis, and I have ordered his 
arrest. One officer I have sent to Saint Louis for examination. A 
great deal of thieving was no doubt done IxdAveen Saint Louis and 
iJnion by diffeiamt commamls, eacli one striving, by deception and 
otherwise, to x>lace the stigma on others than that he belonged to. The 
iucompetency of officers in my command is the great evil that I have 
had to contend with. I am slmvly correcting it, however, and I think 
there will b(‘. less trouble hereafter. My command is made up largely 
of Germans, ami it has been very hard to restrain them from dexireda- 
tions on people known as Southern symxiathizers, from the fact that 
their countrynien living in the district through which we have xiassed 
have been so Imdly used by the rebel raiders.

If we mass our 
forces in the right position, and do it rapidly, we can move against 
Price in force and crusli him. With this clispositiou of troops I do not 
see how he can escajic us. I consider it of the highest importance that 
we mass our forces on a line south of Price’s position, and then it mat- 
ters little whether he (Price) moves east or west, ive oau cut him up; 
while, on the other hand, if our forces are divided, and with, the kind 
of forces we have on the border, we cannot successfully resist his col- 
umns unless Rosecrans attacks him vigorously in the rear, and he will 
make his retreat through Kansas. I make these suggestions for your 
consideration.

I approve 
of Lieutenant Haberkorn going with you if Colonel Selden can spare 
him. You can have Lieutenant Taylor for your commissary and quar- 
termaster. I cannot conjecture why he expected to go, but he is a 
capable officer and if he tries can be distinguished.

Sir: We engaged the enemy this a. in., 9.30 o’clock, at Byram’s Ford, 
on the Big Blue. We engaged with our cavalry and artillery, he using- 
only his cavalry. The cavalry dismounted, lighting on foot. Being 
pressed, and the enemy exhibiting a disimsition to outflank us, I fought 
and fell back to the open prairie, where, being re-enforced by Colonel 
Moonliglit, we engaged him, repulsed, and drove him from the field, 
charging him four miles across the prairie. Our killed and wounded 
is inconsiderable; the enemy’s will not fall short of 200. The enemy 
appears to be falling back and moving in a southwesterly direction 
with his main command. We liave captured 150 stand of smaU-arms 
from his dead left on the field. We are out of rations and forage, but 
luy command is elated and in high spirits. The fight was a handsome 
one, and the officers and men beliaved most manfully. I beg leave to 
suggest that a large cavalry foi-ce with mountain howitzers be sent 
forthwith down the border. We need ammunition for Sharps rifles 
and for howitzers. We need a good supply, as we have i)iffitJipally 
exhausted onr supplies of both.

I would send a party of cavalry from Donald- 
sonyille by the way of Bayou Goula and the Park down Grand Eiver 
to interce])t them in that direction, but the commanding officer at that 
post telegraiihs me that he has but twenty-five cavalry in camp.

No 
indications of attack, bnt nothing official. Will leave for Devall’s 
Blnff this afternoon or to-morroAV morning.

Two citizens came from Erederick- 
town ill the night and rejiorted a large rebel force coming into Ered- 
ericktown yesterday evening. I concluded that the force seen was the 
Enrolled Missouri Militia from Gape Girardeau. I sent twenty-five 
men with telegraph materials and ivorking party to put the line in 
order to Eredericktown to-day. Guerrillas are committing depreda- 
tions on all sides of us. My scouting parties have come in collision 
wnth them south, north, east, and ivest. I can^t possibly garrison Ered- 
ericktown and Farmington from the troops here. The Sixtii Missouri 
left this morning for Saint Louis. Blajor Montgomery ordered the 
rebel surgeons’ horses taken soon after we arrived here. I returned 
two of them, but one horse and mule could not be found. I am satis- 
fied that the mule was branded by Montgomery’s men wnth a IJ. S. 
brand wEich was found here, and that the major has the mule w^ith his 
TOinmaud. Can’t the stragglers from the Eorty-seventh that are at 
De boto be sent up here'?

You have doubtless exercised your best judgment, but I still think to 
have threatened at the Little Blue and to have moved south with the 
remainder of your command to the Independence and Warrensburg road 
would have been better. By placing yon near the enemy’s lin e of retreat 
Price’s retreat would then have been a necessity and with the infan- 
try south of you and always behind you you could have swung around 
in safety. As it is now you must be lelt to conform your movements to 
those of the enemy, having in vieAV your supporting force of inlhntry as 
well as your union with Blunt’s forces and the position of your depot of 
sui)plies at Warrensburg. I am well satisfied that Price will enter Kan- 
sas as soon as practicable. Should he leave to-night, as I judge he 
will, open communication with Smith by Lone Jack. I suggest push- 
ing Winslow’s cavalry forward, giving him a regiment of Missouri 
State Militia or Kansas, which knows the country.

General : The enemy have been resisting my advance very stub- 
bornly.

I have had all 
my brigades engaged. Winslow is now in at the Blue and the firing is 
brisk. The enemy have left at least 40 killed in our hands to-day be- 
sides a larger number of sick and wounded at Independence. The 
colonel commanding the rear guard was wounded to-day and fell into 
our hands. WinsloAV reports a number of wounded in front. Have 
heard nothing from General Curtis’ forces. General Sanborn saw four 
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or five long coliiiiins on the other side of the Blue this afternoon making 
off in a southwesterly direction. I have sent eil’s brigade to Little 
Santa Fe and from there to the Fort Scott military road, to intercept 
tliem, if possible. My people have been going for three days and nights, 
but are in good spirits. I mentioned in a former dispatch that we cax)- 
tured two rifled O-jiounders, horses and drivers, complete, in our fight at 
Independence. It was gallantly done by a charge of Oatherwood’s 
regiment. AVe have near a liundred prisoners, including a number ot 
officers. General Cabell lost his sword. The enemy are now out of 
Missouri.

One extra has gone to the mines and the 
Livingston will go down to Huron extra and return. She will follow 
Ko. 2 east from here. We have had a report here to-day that some 200 
rebels under Ryder or Anderson were marching this way from Carroll- 
ton. Our men are quite vigilant and will watch closely for any ap- 
proach of the enemy. The colonel has again started the block-house, 
and I am trying to get him to order other fortifications built, such as 
rifle-pits, but he will not order in the citizens from the country. We 
could raise a rebel force with teams to the number of seventy-five, 
which would do any amount of valuable service. I would work'^ them 
on general principles, as they claim never to have done anything. They 
should be made to work, then they will keep right. We never wiil 
have peace in this country until that class of men have learned that

being brought otf and cared for. I captured 150 stand of small-arms 
from his dead left on the field, and charged him beautitully for four miles. 
The officers and men behaved handsomely and are deserving great 
credit. In the hist engagement the enemy used four pieces of artillery, 
wdth but little effect. We are entirely out of rations and ainmunition. 
The former w^e need to feed our brave men, and the latter to feed the 
enemy.

Orders flave been 
issued to-day changing tfle stations of troops as well as detaching from 
your command one company U, S. Yolunteers and one section of tfle 
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battery, under Lieutenant Whipple, for Port Ripley; one company XT. 
S. Volunteers (F) for Fort Wadsworth; one company Second Cavalry 
for Sauk Centre, and relieving it by Company G- of same regiment, and 
relieving Company F by Company I of same regiment. There are rea- 
sons why Captain FTix’s company should be stationed north rather than 
south of the Minnesota River. It is desirable that the company for 
Fort W^adsworthTShould be dispatched as soon as i^racticable and that 
all the changes indicated should take place promptly also, so that the 
several conimands may reach their respective destinations before the 
cold weather sets in. Orders were sent to Forr Wadsworth 11th in- 
stant to retain such of the IT. S. Volunteers engaged in escort duty as 
had not left that post on their return, but it is not yet known whether 
they reached there in time to effect the object. Probably the sixty men 
of Company I may not have left before the receipt of the order. The 
ten six-mule teams sent you lately by direction of General Sibley have 
doubtless reached you ere this, and will enable the assistant quarter- 
master to furnish all the transportation necessary to carry out the 
various provisions of the ordei', a copy of which is inclosed.

Company E, Second Minnesota Cavalry, will be relieved by 
Company G of tliat regiment at the line of outposts north of the Min- 
nesota Eiver, and will then inarch without delay to Sauk Centre and 
take post there. The commanding officer of the company will, immedi- 
ately upon his arrival, assume command of the post, relieve the detach- 
ment of Company K, Second Minnesota Cavalry, now there, and direct 
it to rejoin the company at Fort Snelling and report his proceedings to 
these headquarters by letter. 

VII. Company F, Second Minnesota Cavalry, will be relieved from 
duty at the outposts south of the Minnesota Eiver by Company I of the 
same regiment, and will then march to Fort Eidgely and report to the 
commanding officer at that post tor duty until further orders. 

VIII. The assistant quartermaster at Fort Eidgely ivill furnish the 
necessary transportation to carry into effect the lour preceding para- 
graphs of this order.

General : I received a letter from Major-General Curtis dated the 
19th ultimo, in which he says : 

General Bluut is at or near Fort Lamed looking out for Indians, and may co-ojjer- 
ate witk you in crushing out some of the vile hordes that now harass our line of 
communication. 

This is to inform you that a report has reached me, coming through 
Mexicans, that the Kiowas and Comanches are now encamped on a 
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creek called Palo Puro, some 200 miles in a northeasterly direction from 
the mouth of Uto Creek, on the Canadian or Colorado Pliver, east of 
Fort Union, U. Mex. This would make them about, say, 200 miles 
south of Fort Lamed or southwardly from that post. I shall, within 
ten days, send a force of 300 volunteer troops, 200 mounted and 100 on 
foot, A\dth two mountain howitzers, and, say, 100 Ute and Apache 
Indians, i. e., 400 in all, under Col. Christopher Carson, to attack the 
Kiowas and Comanches. This force will move clown the Colorado to 
within fifteen miles of ITte Creek, and there doubtless take a road run- 
ning' northeast toward the States, which road is said to come into the 
Arkansas from the southwest near the mouth of W alnut Creek. I hope 
you may be able to time your movements so as to reach the Indians on 
the Palo Duro, or near there, at the same moment with Colonel Carson, 
so that a blow may be .struck which those two treacherous tribes will 
remember. I will send a copy of this letter to Colonel Carson.

their post ot ox)eratioiis, and thence commence the movement against 
the I^iowas and Gomanches, As the season is now getting late every 
moment becomes inore and more precious. Every officer and soldier 
must therefore do his utmost, not only to take the Held promptly, but 
to accomplish .all that can be accomplifshed in punishing these treach- 
erous savages before the winter fairly sets in. They have wantonly 
and brutally murdered our people without cause, and robbed them of 
their property, and it is not proposed that they shall talk and smoke 
and ijateh up a peace until they have, if possible, been punished for the 
atrocities they have already conimitted. To permit them to do this 
would be to invite further hostile acts from them as soon as the spring 
opens and our citizens once more embark in their long iourneys across 
the plains. Tlie various chiefs of the staff departineiits will furnish 
Colonel Carson with tlie means of transportation and supplies neces- 
sary to give this order practicable effect.

Send 
your spare wagons, if you liave any, with men disabled hy rapid march- 
ing, to Warrensburg under a brave and competent officer. Keep the 
men in the wagons and forage in a body with their accouterments on.

General: Your dispatch of 8 j>. m. last night and also one for Gen- 
eral Curtis received. _ Have been drivin g the enemy all night. Their rear 
guard is very strong. Price’s whole command is moving on the military 
road to Fort Scott. His whole force was at Independence, and but for 
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my attack on him yesterday, lie intended to take Kansas City. I am 
nearer to liim than I could get by any dank movement of my wliole 
force. I sent McKeil last nigkt to Little Santa F4 to get on tlie military 
road aliead of tkem, if iiossible, or on their dank, if in motion. My 
advance is now engaged. My difficulty is that the militia cavalry can- 
not dght as old troops, and lose too much time. They cannot dght 
continuously all day, and my force is too small to rout Price’s army. I 
have sent your dispatches to General Curtis, but do not know where he 
is. Have not heard from him. If Smith gets to Pleasant Hill to-day 
he should strike at once for the military road, but from the way the 
rebs are traveling I think he will be too late. Winslow’s lighting dur- 
ing the night has been very good. Major Le Fever is wounded, and 
five or six other officers. My loss is 4o or 50 killed and wounded. 
Seventeen of the enemy were killed in the capture of the guns yester- 
day, and their loss has been heavy in wounded and. prisoners. I will 
do ray best to delay the enemy for Smith to come up.

General: Since my last dispatch have moved to this point in pur- 
suit. Generals Curtis and Blunt, with their forces, some 3,00() volun- 
teers, besides militia [are liere]. We had a severe battle to-day, froin 
daybreak until about 3 o’clock, on the Big Blue, while General Curtis 
was engaged with a heavy force at Westport. My loss is heavy. Col- 
onel Winslow badly wounded in the leg. He behaved inost gallantly. 
A rebel general, said to be Marinaduke, was killed in my light last night. 
Price liad from 20,000 to 30,000 men fighting Curtis and myself. They 
charged us very gallantly on the prairie and X was obliged to protect 
my people by double- shotted canister. They are badly punished and 
demoralized. They burned one dozen wagons on the road to-day to 
prevent our getting them. I arrested General Brown and Colonel 
MoFerran to-day, the first for disobedience of orders and gross neglect 
of duty in face of the enemy, and Colonel MoFerran for permitting his 
regiment to be broken up and straggle scandalously. I shall prefer 
charges in these cases.* Have heard nothing of McHeil to-day ; he Avas 
ordered to be at this point at daylight this morning. Enemy are mak- 
ing a stand about five miles from here on military road. Shall start at 
daylight in pursuit with General Curtis’ troops.

I do not wish to embarrass you with 
minute instructions. You know where to find the Indians, you know 
what atrocities they have committed, you know how to punish them. 
The means and men are placed at your disposal to do it, and now all 
the rest is left with you. I need not re]ieat to you the orders given to 
all commanders whom I have sent out to fight Indians, that women and 
children will not be killed ; only men who bear arms. Of course I know 
that in attacking a village women and children are liable to be killed, 
and this cannot, in the rush and confusion of a fight, particularly at 
night, be avoided, but let none be killed willfully and wantonly. We 
make war ujion men who have murdered and robbed our people. I 
have Avritten to General Crocker that if thirty of the Mescalero- Apaches 
wish to go under Gadetta they can come to Bascom with Oaiotaiu Fritz 
andjoin you there. In this case the general Avill give them a blanket 
and shirt aiDiece and arm them. They complain that their horses are 
poor. They will be told that they can get better ones from the Kiowas. 
You had better come at once to Fort Union and see everything started 
to suit yourself, and then return to Maxwell’s and go on with the Utes. 
Eemember to take eA^'erything from Union which you will require for 
packing, as at Fort Bascom you Avill find little or nothing belonging to 
the post for this purpose. Should you get among the buffaloes you can 
stay out, if necessary, a much longer time than you otherAvise could.

Major: I have the honor to state that the present system of recruit- 
ing for colored troops has proved a failure, and cloes not meet the wants 
of the service, and I take the liberty to sugg’est that experience has 
demonstrated there are but two ways to get soldiers : First, that par- 
tially adopted by the Government at the commencement of the war in 
accepting by regiments, and then bolding the officers responsible for 
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lailure to keep fall ranks; and, secondly, that of the peremptory draft 
■which, when tlioronghly adopted and rigidly adhered to, is the best; 
blit if we cannot have this the first will answer oiir purpose. The same 
reasons why these men shonld not be taken from the iilantations here 
are equally applicable to northern farms; yet, as the season is nearly 
over, these objections lose their force. And I request that regimental 
commanders may be authorized and directed to at once, under the di- 
rection of the commanding general of division or post, proceed to recruit 
and enlist any and all able-bodied men that may offer their services, 
and for this purpose they send officers with detachments of men, and 
with permission to have for their own regiment all they may so acquire 
not to exceed the ma,xiinum allowed by law. As strange as it may 
appear, 1 have never yet been able to obtain permission to recruit for 
my regiment, and if I had it long since conld have acquired and inain- 
tained_ the maximum number; but when Iliad a few more than the 
prescribed allowaiice, they were taken away, which destroyed all in- 
ducement to effort. It has long since been demonstrated that one set 
of regimental officers will not recruit for another. Only in case of a 
general system lilte the present, some little may be done, but nothing to 
be compared with what officers of regiments will do for themselves. 
The disinclination of planters to have recruiting parties come upon 
their plantations has probably influenced the adoption of the present 
system more than any one thing; but as I have in Illinois often gone 
to tlie houses, farms, and workshops of citizens and solicited not their 
slaves, but their sons, to go out in defense of their country, it is to be 
presumed we could be safely trusted with this duty here,

Your dispatch of 15th received.* Since my last Price drove Curtis’ 
advance on the Independence road from Little Blue to the vicinity of 
Westj)ort, where a pretty sharp action took place yesterday morning, 
which was terminated by our cavalry liaving crossed the Big Blue aiid 
coming into the fight about 10 or 11 o’clock. The enemy gave way 
after a sharp contest, in which he made some gallant charges, retreat- 
ing at high speed and in confusion across the ])rairie, pursued by our 
troops and those of General Curtis, about 3,000 cavalry, until night. 
Our cavalry resumed pursuit this a. m. on the Line road to Port Scott, 
and I have no news of what has happened since 1) this morning. In 
the pursuit Pleasonton overtook the enemy’s rear guard at Little Blue, 
eight miles east of Independence, and pushed it across the Big Blue by 
the^ evening of 22d, losing some 49 killed and wounded and taking 
2 jiieces of artillery complete, including drivers and a number of xiris- 
oners. In the battle of yesterday our loss in killed and wounded was 
some 200. W e captured a number of prisoners. The enemy will prob- 
ably go by Port Scott and the Indian Territory. Can General Steele’s 
command do some mischief either to him or General Magruder before 
they reunite, in case we do not overtake and scatter them, of which I 
think there is considerable hope.

It is proper that I should state,. for the information of the major- 
geueral commanding the division, some outline of the state iii whicli I 
tbund this department on assuming command. The offices of the ad- 
jutant-general, quartermaster, and commissaries I ffiund conducted in 
good order and according to regulations except so far as they had been 
interfered with by special orders from deiiartment headquarters. 
Several special funds have from time to time been created and iilaced 
in charge of the quartermaster’s department. Principal among these 
are the hospital fund, the sequestration fund, and the Corps d’Afrique 
Bind. The hospital fund seems to have been generally Aviscly adminis- 
tered, and the only items that seem excessive are two, in the aggregate 
$50,000, paid to the city for cleaning streets. The sequestration fund, 
accumulated by seizures and sales of property, Avhether justly or not it 
is impossible to state, will, in my judgment, be swallowed up by recla- 
mations ordered from W ashington. The Corps d’Afrique fund accumu- 
lated by sales of cotton found near Port Hudson has carried the burden 
of all sorts of expenditures. The board of education and the schools 
established under ,it and the bureau of freedmen have been supported 
by this fund. There are no records whatsoever to be found of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the xirovost-marshal-general’s office before 
the appointment of Colonel Bobinson. It is known that heavy fines 
were inflicted and large sales made, but nothing appears on any records 
remaining. The iirovost court, administered by A. A. Atocha, can 
furnish no accounts of receipts and disbursements, although the exainb 
nation now pending will charge that officer with large amounts of 
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receipts. Tlie extraordinary jurisdiction assumed by this person and 
tolerated by the department commander deserves extreme censure. 
Two instances have already come to my knowledge in which this 
civilian has sentenced soldiers for desertion — one to two years’ and the 
other to thirteen years’ confinement at Shi]) Island. I immediately an- 
nulled the sentences. It is impossible for me to make any estimate of 
the amount of public money and public property that has been irregu- 
larly diverted from its proper channel. Two instances liave been 
brought to me of bands of regiments emi)loyed in playing for thirteen 
nights at meetings held for election purposes, at $30 per night, and pre- 
sented at this office for payment, and the i)arties were exceedingly sur- 
p)rised that the usual custom of tlie department was not adhered to. 
It is certain that a considerable amount of money for electioneering 
expenses was paid out by order of General Banks, and that Govern- 
ment transportation and armed protection was given to certain candi- 
dates. I find, further, that ho-uses seized by military authority have 
been assigned as quarters to civilians; men and women Avholly discon- 
nected with the army, or with tiny charitable or benevolent institution. 
This laxity in the administration of affairs at department headquarters 
readily and of necessity contaminates all lower officials, and the at- 
tempt to reduce them to strict conformity with rules and regulations 
api)ears to them an invasion of customary jirivilege. It is true that 
this department, having been compelled to take the city of New Orleans 
mto its own hands, and having vast charities to provide for, as well as 
leing charged with the duty of superintendence, care, and education 
jf the freedmen, has been in an anomalous position, which may excuse 
and perhaps justify many of the extraordinary proceedings that have 
taken place. Still, I regret to state that there appears to be a singular 
looseness ami inaccuracy in all monied matters, and a disposition to 
consider public money and public property as the means of reaping 
private advantage, which renders my administration of affairs difflcuit 
and embarrassing, especially when personally a stranger to most of the 
officers under my command. I state these facts, and could add many 
more, not as any inatter of excuse for myself or my official actions, but 
that the difficulties in administering the de])artment mav be under- 
stood,

fore such tribunals, except in cases where an officer or soldier may vol- 
untarily and without conipensation in any form whatever a]ipear in 
the defense of a brother officer or soldier. While persons before mili- 
tary tribunals will be permitted to employ proper counsel to assist tliem, 
they will not be xierinitted to employ those whose time and labor belong 
to the Government. No x>erson will be ji^rmitted to xRRctice before 
any military tribunal in this command who is not thoroughly loyal to_ 
the United States Government, and avIio has not taken the oath of 
allegiance thereto, and at all times faithfully observed the same. Nor 
will these tribunals permit any person to appear before them as coimsel 
in any case who has been dishonorably dismissed the service. Military 
courts are seats of honor and justice alike.

guard to deliver him to Tim Reves. Wilson’s body was pierced with 
many bullets, and when found was disfigured and'mutilated by hogs. 
On his person were found many private papers, and some orders from 
me, identifying his body beyond all possible doubt. There is no Con- 
federate major in our possession here, except wounded in hospital; the 
Commissary -General of Prisoners will probably not turn over one froin 
Alton to you for execution; I therefore earnestly recommend that four- 
teen privates of Price’s command be executed in retaliation — eight for 
Wilson and six for his murdered" associates.

General: I commenced fighting at daybreak this morning at Trail- 
ing Post, oil the road to Fort Scott, and after two engageinents with 
Price’s force succeeded in capturing 7 pieces of artillery, 1 major- 
general (Marmadnke), 1 brigadier-general (Cabell), 5 colonels, many 
other officers, between 500 and 1,000 prisoners, 2 stand of colors, ana 
between 50 and 60 wagons. All the fighting was done by General San- 
born’s, Colonel Philips’, and Lientenant-Coloncl Benteen’s brigades. 
General McHeil having failed to come up. The cavalry beliaved most, 
handsomely, and the enemy admit that they were badly defeated where 
they expected to obtain a victory. I cut Price’s army in two, and wiili 
proper support could have rendered our success even more decisive 
and glorious than it was. The enemy does not iioiv attempt to make a 
stand, and I am jnishing him as fast as the jaded and exhausted con- 
dition of my command will permit. General Curtis is giving me every 
assistance that he can, but as yet his troops have not been engaged. 
General Sanborn, Colonel Philips, and Lieutenant-Colonel Benteen 
handled their brigades admirably, and carried out all my instructions. 
Col. jST. Cole, my chief of staif, rendered me every assistance and I 
recommend him'to the favorable notice of the Government. Major 
Suess, Gaptain Yates, and Lieuts. C. Thomson and G. H. Thompson, of 
my staff, also rendered me most valuable assistance. I will ivrite a more 
detailed report when there is less fighting to do.

Major : I liave the lioiior to report tliat in accordance with instruc- 
tions received from department headquarters by telegTaph on the 22d 
instant, I proceeded to Keokuk, Iowa, to examine into the troubles on 
the southern border, I arrived at Keokuk on the inorning of the 23d 
instant, and at once consulted with Mr. Hiatt, mayor of the city, Cap- 
tain Willes, assistant quartermaster, commanding post, and other promi- 
nent citizens. The fe(ding of all was that there was probability that 
the guerrillas of Missouri would make a raid on Keokuk. There is only 
one (‘Oinpany oi:‘ the militia armed in the city, and that is so scattered that 
it would be of little use in case of a night attack. There are, however, 
about 300 or 400 men in the hospital who are not yet able for active 
held duty, but are able to do good service there if they were only armed. 
I think if these men had arms and a good officer to organize them that 
there would be no danger of the guerrillas making any raid on Keokuk; 
but as the city is now I think there is a chance that they may make a 
dash on the town for plunder at any time, as the amount of Govern- 
ment and private inoperty there must be a. j:freat temptation to them. 
I went to Alexandria, in Missouri, a few miles below Keokuk, to see 
what the feeling was there. I found tlie wdiole community under arms 
and the town bairicaded. It is evident that people along the border 
do not know when they may be attacked. Mayor Hiatt stated that one 
reason they felt so uiisate was that they liad no officer whom they had 
confidence' in to take charge of matters, and thought if they had some 
one of experience at the head that they could soon, organize so as to 
make themselves sate. They also seem anxious to have that part of 
the State under martial law, as there are constantly persons passing 
tlirough whom they are sure are rebels, but the civil law cannot touch 
them. I consulted witli Lieutenant-Colonel Viall, aide-de-camp to the 
Governor of Iowa, who has charge of the militia in the southern part of 
the State, and he assures me that they are strong and well armed 
enough to protect themselves. Tlie result of my visit to Keokuk is to 
satisfy me that there is no danger of any large force coming into Iowa 
at present, but that at anytime it is posvsible for 100 or 200 men to come 
down on such towns as Keokuk and do great damage to the Government 
and citizens; but if it were known that 200 men were there with arras 
I do not think that any such attempt would be made. In stating that 
the people of Keokuk wish some officer of experience at the head there 
I would say that they all seemed to like Captain Willes, commanding 
post, and to think that he was endeavoring to do the best he could, but 
that he had not mucli experience in the management of troops. I tele- 
graphed to you with regard to sending arms for these convalescents, 
but have received no answer yet. I will inform you at once by tele- 
graph if anything of imi>ortance happens.

The men have nearly all rejoined tlie’ir regiment, 'and 
seem very mncli ashamed of tlieir late gross breach of discipline in 
leaving the camp without _ authority. Three of the companies did not 
participate in tlie extraordinary proceeding, but remained at their posts. 
The whole of tlie np])er pi-airies have been Imrned over, rendering it 
dilhcnlt to subsist the animals employed in military inovemeiits. I have 
deemed it i^roiier to separafe the companies of tl. S, Volunteers, and 
have order(',d one comjiany to be stationed at each of the forts — Aber- 
crombie, Wadsworth, Itidgely, and liij^ley. A great many of these 
men can only be controlled by the strong hand, being desperate char- 
acters and given to open boasts of their secession proclivities. I dare 
nqt trust them except at posts wliere there are other troops.

Eeither Thomas nor Washburn consider Mem- 
phis in danger. Thomas says Forrest, with about 10,000 men, is at- 
teinpting to cross the Tennessee above .Decatur. He thinlcs that with 
the forces he now lias he will soon be able to clean out West Tennessee 
and North Alabama. Intercepted dispatches from Jeff. Davis, dated 
at Montgomery, September 30, renew tlie orders to Kirby Smith to 
cross the Mississippi and re-enforce Forrest and Hood. Disjmtches of 
the 9th and 11th report that the rebel force in front of Steele is falling 
back to Oainden and Monroe, probably witli a view of crossing the 
Mississiiipi. Ganby is fully impressed with tlie importance of prevent- 
ing this and is noAV probably on the Mississippi, at Vicksburg, or the 
mouth of White Eiver.

A refugee from Alexandria the 5th instant reports the Twenty-sixth 
and Twenty-eighth Louisiana and Miles Legion at that place. There 
Avas no general officer there except General Buckner and no artillery. 
There v^ere no troops at Opelousas except home guards. A small body 
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were doing picket duty this side of New Iberia. All the troops on the 
Teche were under command of Cai)tains Miii’iiliy and Franklin. Caj)- 
tain Whitaker, with about 125 men, made a raid into the La Fourche 
District on the 22d instant, crossing below Lake Natchez, carrying off 
horses and mules. It is reported that Colonel Scott has again made 
his headquarters at Clinton, La., and that Brigadier- Con oral Malvry 
has relieved Ceneral Hodge in command of the district, bringing with 
him his own brigade. A band of guerrillas under Captain Bugg is rcv 
ported near Uihon City, Tenn., live of whom were killed by Federal 
scouts on the 10th instant.

Sir : I feel it my duty to make to you the following statement: 

I am a U. S. citizen; was caj)tured some four months since near 
this place by the rebel troops under Colonel Harrison, and, after some 
delay, was sent to Alexandria, La., to await some di.sposition, which 
came by fbrAvarding me through the lines by the last exchange of 
prisoners made between Colonel Dwight and Colonel Szymanski. 
During my stay in guard-house in Alexandria becaine acquainted 
with the following facts (from various sources, and from the frequent 
canvassing of the matter in the room ad joining me, being occupied by 
Maj. A. W. McKee, being guarded by a rebel cor]>oral and sergeant): 
Our acquaintance. Colonel Mollit, from Shreveport, cori’oboi-ated our 
information, and since arriving in our own lines we lind the intelligence 
gained on the rebel side fully identilied by parties on tliis side. We 
know that such a matter was contemjdated, and hence watched our 
opportunity to give information on the subject. To the subject: The 
rebels, under Generals Walker, Taylor, and l^ligmu*., about two months 
since, attempted to cross a force of nearly 7,000"men and 2,000 hciul of 
cattle to the other side of the river. (Tli'e cattle they crossed by mak- 
ing them swim.) To enable them to Avork Avith dispatch they commenced 
negotiating Avith a U. S. coinniander of a gun-boat there, lying at 
or near Mr. Joshua James’ residence, Carthage Bayou, La. Tiie com- 
mander came uiion terms for performing his. services for Avhat I under- 
stand he lias receh’ed his i)ay (my authority being from the C. S. 
officer canvassing the matter). Said commander aaois to deli ver up his 
boat to the Confederate officers by a certain strategy to cover any sus- 
picion should his maneuver fail, and in vicAV of tlie negotiations the 
Confederate authorities have conveyed to the spot the entire crcAV of 
the 0. S. gun-boat Missouri, they lying at Shreveiiort to huAm them in 
readiness to take charge of the abandoned U. S. boat. (From our men 
in prison at ShreAmport Ave learn that the crew of C. S. gun-boat Mis- 
souri did leave S[hreAmport] about that time, and one of "their number 
came back badly Avouiided.) We learned that the U. S. commander 
arranged Avith the C. S. commander to go ashore Avith his entire crcAV 
of officers under pretense of capturing Captain James, and Avhile .under 
the expedition the C. S. forces Avould cai>ture the boats Avith only a 
negro sailor each for a guard, and they Avould immediately proceed to 
the IT. S. boat, then Avithout officers, and unsuvspicious, qiroceed to the 
capture. We learn tiiat after visiting the house of Mr. James they 
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■went forth to a frolici or dance, but one or more of the officers, not 
thinking all was rigiit, unknown to the balance i)roceeded to his boat 
and iinmediately gained his vessel, c(nnmumcating his distrust and 
clearing the ship for action only in time to frustrate being taken by the 
other two boats now nninned by G. S. sailors, who proceeded near the 
vessel but did not proceed to attack, seeing demonstrations for a blind 
reception. After the 0. S. sailors returned ashore they proceeded to 
capture and x)arole the entire cre.w then ashore. During the taking of 
the two boats by G. B. sailors from guards, we uuderstand they killed 
the guards, but tliey in their resistance severely wounded the command- 
ing officer of the Missouri crew. The delay in the negotiations and the 
subsequent failui'e of the plan made it impracticable for the 0. S. 
[troo])s| to cross in large numbers, hence but few crossed. Being but a 
])rivate citizen and not knowing that this will even be read by you, yet 
I think from the matter mentioned should such a case of traitors exist, 
your superior facilities of comparing notes will enable you to bring such 
^ party to justice, should he be guilty of betraying the country.

Without presuming to question either 
the extent or eniiiieinje of your familiarity with the vsceiies of diabolical 
cruelty whiidi. characterized the early history of Kansas, I have only 
to say in reply that my troops are instructed to fire upon the mieinies 
of tlieir country whenever and wherever these enemies are found in 
arms. Those instructions will be continued. Your troops are at liberty 
to avail tliemselves of the same well established usage of war.

You will therefore remain and occupy it, unless you 
find yourself likely to be overjiowered. .Tf you lind yourself obliged to 
leave, you will, of course, be governed by the position of the enemy as 
to the course you take. Price was badly whipped on the 22d and 23d, 
somewhere between Boonville and Independence, by Genersil Eose- 
craus, and is now being inirsued down the Kansas border. 01: course 
we cannot tell where he will strike the river. I do not now think lie 
will stop to fight either you or me. In one of your dispatches some 
days ago, you stated that your refugee Indians reported a large force 
of the enemy had crossed the Arkansas :lbrty miles above you, but in 
your subsequent dispatches made no mention of it, and do not state 
whether it was correct or not. Have you learned anything since in 
regard to it"? I started your wagons ui) on Monday, with a detachment 
of the Second [Kansas] Colored as escort, with orders to go through to 
Gibson with it if it did not meet an escort from Gibson. If the detach- 
ment of the Second Colored goes through to Gibson send it back imme- 
diately to this place. If you have a detachment at Mackey’s Salt AVorks 
see that it does not remain there too long. It is possible that Price may 
come by Webber’s Falls. Keep your scouts well up toward Maysville 
and Evansville. You are directed to increase your beef rations just as 
much as you think proiicr. TJse every exertion to get in beef-cattle, 
also send as many to this place as you can. Last night I received a 
dispatch trom General Halleck, dated the 24th instant, saying General 
Steele was collecting a large force to meet Price on his way down, and 
also that General Steele had been ordered to send supplies to me here.

Colonel : Y"©!!!’ dispatch of 22d instant arrived here at noon to-day 
(five days out). We have been skirmishing all day in sight of this 
place witli the enemy. They are about 1,200 strong, now in this neigh- 
borhood, under Colonels Brooks and Buck Brown, and are very bold,. 
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I am well fortifiecl, and intend to fight it ont on this line. Last .Thurs- 
day, as I was coming- from Oassville, with a train and 170 men, I was 
attacked by OOO rebels under Brown, and i-epulsed them after two liours’ 
severe fighting near Bentonville. Brooks, with 700 men, was also 
watching the road fifteen miles south, near Cross Hollows, but I made 
a flank movement, and brought my train off in safety. I have .subsist- 
ence fora thirty-days’ siege, if they wish to try me as long as that. 
Price is at Kansas City, hemmed in by the troops of Curtis, Blunt, 
Kosecrans, Ideasonton, McNeil, Sanborn, and Brown. They fought 
him on Saturday, Sunday, and Monday (21st, 22d, and 23d), and "de- 
feated him in eacli battle. If ho escapes at all it Avill be in such a 
demoralized condition that he can do us no liarm. Price marched from 
Pilot Knob (where lie was reiiulsed by Ewing) to Franklin; tore up 
most of the southwest branch railroad; burnt bridges; marched up 
main branch to Jefferson, destroying railroad and robbing the country; 
attacked Jefferson; was reiiulsed by A. J. Smith’s veterans; passed 
on to Sedalia, Boonville, and Lexington, thence to Kansas City, and 
liad started south, but had to halt and turn back, as his retreat had 
been cut off. Telegrapliic report from Saint Louis up to noon yester- 
day says Price’s array is being dissolved like mist in the sun; if his 
army is not annihilated will have to escape in small bands. Deserters 
by hundreds are coining into our lines. Longstreet has superseded 
Early.

His 
force is reported about 20,000. 1 will receive orders foom yon at Mount 
Vernon to-morrow .morning, if I occupy it in advjince of Price.

Things are pretty quiet throughout the district. Bill Anderson’s 
band reported in Carroll County; also some guerrillas reported at or 
near New Market, and a militia force has gone out after them. The 
radictils and Union men feverishly anxious for your return before the 
election. Can you not do so? Jack Jefferson will be shot to-morrow. 
Major refuses to do anything for him. He escaped yesterday, but was 
retaken before he got out of town. General court-martial and military 
commission still in session, but I am compelled to act as judge-advocate. 
Many records are awaiting your action. Five or six death penalties, 
and inore accumulating. 'Some of the militia have been molesting the 
laborers on the railroad near Macon and have killed one, and the labor- 
ers are altaid to stay unless something can be done. Colonel Hayward 
wants you to do something to make them sate. I have furnished them 
with sateguards and am" taking steps to arrest the guilty parties. 
Colonel Forbes is doing nothing. I have got everything satisfacitory 
with the county committees above, but Shanklin, aided by Craig, is 
trying to make trouble with Grundy County. I am compelled, during 
your absence, to do some things my judgment condemns. A report has 
been very industriously circulated here that you were under arrest ibr 
cowardice, but the publication in the city papers of the Democrat’s cor- 
respondence dispelled the bad effect. 1 am most unpleasantly situated 
while Craig is in command, but have adhered to your instructions.

Commanding Bepwrtmcnt of Kansas, at Shanghai : 

General: General McHeiPs brigade moved, yesterday alter your 
command. Geiuiral Sanboim is now niion the Lamar road, and will push 
until he strikes tlie enemy’s trail and will follow it up as fast as he can. 
He has been directedto report often. My two other brigades are mov- 
ing to join you, but from the exhausted condition of the animals this 
must be sIoav. My artillery xiarticiilarly cannot go fartlier as it is, and 
not being able to obtain fresh horses, I have taken the best horses for 
four x)ieces and leave the rest behind. Escaped prisoners state Price 
blcAV up liis ammunition train yesterday, and has but one gun, left. In 
relerence to tlie iirisoiiers captured in the late engagements, the 
misunderstanding doubtless originated Irom some of your staff 
officers not comprehending your orders. The Missouri troops felt 
hurt in not being allowed any iiarticixiation in guarding the prisoners, 
and this feeling Avas increased by a Oolomd Ritchie, Avho in the 
most violent manner began to seme hold of officers of my staff 
and declare they Avere arrested by your orders. In this liianner 
lie arrested your provost-marshal, and as no remonstrance of mine 
had any effect on his conduct, I directed General Sanborn to keei) 
him (xuiet until I could I'exiort to you. I rexiaired to youi.' quarters, but 
found you had left, and I then requested Major McKenny, your aide- 
de-camp, to report the facts to you, which he promised to do. A num- 
ber of persons have since informed me that Colonel Eitchie’s mind is 
so Aveak that he is not fit to bo intrusted Avith any business of iinxior- 
taiice. I trust this explanation Avillbe satisfactory.’ Your arrangement 
for Captain Hall, provost-marshal, to take charge of the pi’isoners and 
escort them to LeaveiiAvorth, shall be strictly carried out, and I will see 
that he is furnished a sufficient guard, of both Kansas and Missouri 
trooiDS, if he desires it. 1 have heard of no imxmtatioiis or reflections 
upon the Kansas troops, and my desire is that the Missouri troops 
should serve Avith them in perfect harmony. I Avas informed last night 
that General Eosecrans left Little Santa Ee yesterday morning to over- 
tcike us. I haA^e not been able to hear of him since. From the effects 
of a severe fall and exhaustion from my late arduous service, I am un- 
able to move this morning, and I forward the certificate of Jiiy medical 
director to that effect, with tlie request that as soon as I can do so I 
may be permitted to return to Saint Louis, Avhere I can obtain proxier 
care and attention. I sliall direct the different brigades of my com- 
mand to rexiort to you directly, and wishing you, general, every success,

Dear General : Yours of this morning is duly receiAmd and am glad 
to hear you haA^e pushed forAvard your troops. Price destroyed a large 
amount of transi)ortation, and strcAved the Avay AAdth his material of every 
kind, Avhich he could not burn. Straggling rebels are being taken, and 
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all apxiearanceB indie, ate tlie exhausted condition of the rebel force. I 
am also well infonned by intelligent men of our militia, who have been 
in their camp as prisoners for three or four days, that our prisoners in 
Price’s hands are treated very badly. Several have been shot down in 
the presence of the provost guard. Most of them are driven along on 
foot, after being robbed of their clothing, including tlieir shoes. All this, 
howmver, must not [wovoke us to acts of barbarity toward our pris- 
oners, but will be a matter of settlement wdien we secure the com- 
mander, which I trust will not be long i)ostponed. 1 approve of your 
arrangements for escorting the prisoners, and in view of your indispo- 
sition, recommend tlmt instead of taking leave of absence to which 
your certiliciite of the surgeon entitles you, that you will proceed your- 
self in the same direction, taking a general charge of their proper care. 
I prefer they slioidd stoj) at Leavenworth, as an exchange will proba- 
bly be made, and delivery tlirough Arkansas may be most convenient 
and preferable. Besides I Avill try to make immediate terms of exchange 
with Price, so as to stop the cruel march Avhich Price’s prisoners are 
now xierforming. I am sorry, general, that I cannot have you longer 
with me in this interesting and eventful camj^aigu, but hoxm we 
may meet again and review the incidents of march and battle that 
reward such signal success during our associations in tliis cami)aign. 
I highly apxirove of your efforts to maintain a good understanding 
between troox^s of diherent States and different dex)artmeiits, and assure 
you it wall be heartily reepu'oeated by me. As to th e matter of Colonel 
Kitchie, I hope you will authorize his discharge, and I will guarantee no 
further consideration of the subject Avill be entertained. He belongs to 
anotlier deiiartment, and as an act of (iourtesy I accex')ted his services as 
a volunteer aide, but do not wish you to make anybody accountable for 
his extraordinary and xierhaps excessive zeal.

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the Territory, I find that we have now as many ITavajoes and Apaches 
on tlie reservation as we can feed during the winter, so that no more 
will be permitted to come in until further orders. If necessary, you 
will have runners sent to inform the Navajoes of this decision. As soon 
as provisions have been accumulated, enough to warrant others in 
coming in Avithout danger of sufiering, word Avill be sent to tliat effect, 
so that the remnant of tlie Navajo tribe still at large may proceed to 
join their people. If any of those still at large commit eitlier murders 
or robberies they Avill be pursued and destroyed wlierever found. 
When the season tor planting came this year those at large AYCre 
invited to come in and help put in a crop, but tlien they would not 
come. Now that the Avinter is setting in they are anxious 'to come and 
eat the fruit of the labors of others. It is true tlieir labors in planting 
would have had poor residts, but they AAmuld have shoAvn a disposition 
to help raise their oaaui susti'.iiancc, Avhich Avould have been praise- 
AYorthy. Noaa’ they must take care of themselA'CS until another spring 
opens, AAdien again they Avill have an opportunity to put in a crop. 
Tell them tins. Ascertain as nearly as jiossible how many NaA^’afiies 
are still at large, and Avhether they are poor or -rich, and report' the 
facts.

Sir: I informed you a feAA^ days since verbally of tbe approa 
some of tbe Sissetons under Red Featber for tbe purpose of ent 
into obligations of peace and placing tliein selves under tbe prote 
of tbe military authorities of tbe GoA^’erninent. Five lodges of 
Indians baAre arriAmcl, beaded by OAvarkee, AA^bo AAms sent from S 
Lake last spring Avdtb a message to the Sisseton camx). He re 
tbat Red Featber, Avitb. seven lodges, is on the Cheyenne a shor 
tance above tbe Bears Lodge and moving down; tbat tbere are li 
lodges of the Light Band of Sissetons beloAv Devil’s Lake, Avbo Avil 
come doAvn tbe Cheyenne, and that sev^eral other small camps are nii 
down as fast as tbey can detach themselves from tbe hostile bands 
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it is imijossiblo to say Iiow many lodges will 1x3 dowu, as those desiring 
to come down have, not made their plans known Avhile in the vicinity of 
those opposed to peace. He reports that the scarcity of bnlfalo has 
compelled the Indians to break up tlieir main camp, and they are now 
in numerous small camps, the hostile bands keeping as close together 
as circumstances will permit. Those desirous of peace are moving 
toward Devil’s Lake, and it is thought there Avill be from 50 to 100 
lodges that will surrender themselves during the fall and early part of 
wiiiter. All those that have not jxarticipated in the outbreak will be 
down as fast as tliey can escai^e from the hostile Indians. 

Habriel Eenville was directed some days since to send messengers to 
Ked Leather to have him change his direction and go to the scouts’ 
camp, oil the James, instead of coming to this post. Fearing that those 
messengers may not find the camp, 1 liave directed Owarkee to return 
with one of his men to Eed Feather’s camp and take him doAvn the 
James. The remainder of the men and all the families that have come 
in Avill start to-morroAV to join Eenville’s cam p. I learn finm thelndians 
that have come in that the'two horses taken by Eaul M aza-kad6-mannee 
and his party, the particulars of whic,h I lieretofore reported, Avere in 
the possesssion of three Warpekute Sioux, Avho Avere returning from 
the settlements Avith six stolen horses. They escaped Avith four of them, 
passing along the Coteaii betAveen the fort and the hay meadow to 
escape the scouts on the James and the troops atthemeadoAv. Samuel 
J. Brown, Joseph Eamilliard, and Lorenzo Lawrence arrived from Fort 
Tliompsou on the 24th instant. They reiiort that tAventy-fonr lodges of 
the Sioux from Fort Thompson have crossed the James for the purpose 
of hunting on tlie Ooteau. Tiiey propose to locate along the Sioux, 
EedAvood, &c. A portion are supiiosed to have reached the Hole-in- 
the-Mountaiii by this time; others are along the Sioux, and otliers on 
the lakes between the Sioux and the James.. As the location of those 
Indians on the east of the James is contrary to the policy of the Gov- 
ernment, and their approach to the Minnesota frontier is calculated to 
excite the fears of the settlers, I Avould respectfully recommend that a 
sufficient force be sent from here to remove those along the ui3x>er 
Xiortion of the Sioux Eiver, and that a force be sent from Fort Eidgely 
to remove those on the Eedwood and Sioux Eivers near the Minnesota 
line. The Indians from the Missouri that Avere on the Ooteau in Sep- 
tember Avere ordered across the James, and Avere Avarned not to return. 
Maior Balcombe, Indian agent at Fort Thompson, has also been notified 
that the Indians from the Missouri Avould not be allowed to hunt or 
occupy any portion of the country east of the James; yet we find them 
moving toward the frontier in large numbers, and if measures are not 
lironixitly taken to send those back that are now here the entire camx) 
of Sioux located at Fort Thompson will be over here before the winter 
sets in.

If Price’s 
treat, as now reported, continues, the disturbances irhich have grown 
Lt of his near presence vdll probably in the course of a few weeks 
bside. There liaA'-e been a terv small raids in this section ; some of 
em made by men who, formerly in the rebel service, or rebel sympa- 
izers, driven over the border by the presence of martial law in Mis- 
uri, collected together on occasion of Price’s advance, seized arms 
d horses, and made their Avay in squads over the border. These oc- 
rrences and the general and notorious activity and moving about of 
Ml of secession proclivities, have caused much excitement in this 
gion. The militia, if armed and organized as reported by the adju- 
nt-general of this State, are sufficient for protection of towns against 
lerrillas, if brought together in time. But as the incursions and 
ids are all made by mounted men, no sufficient protection can be 
forded to the country generally, and no punishment inflicted on the 
arauders with militia infantry. In this place there is a militia com- 
my, well armed and under energetic and capable officers, numbering 
0 men, and supplied with ammunition. An artillery company is 
ganizing, and receives two guns and 150 rounds of ammunition, as 
;pected, this day. The main and sufficient dependence for the defense 
this place, however, consists in about 400 convalescents in the hos.- 
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pitals liere, capable of bearing- arms in aii emergency, i have orcbn-ed 
tlieir organiza-tion in provisional companies, one in ea{4i li()S])it.al, witli 
arms, accouterments, and ammnnition, to be kept . ready for rise in a

There are about siiventy-five of tlie -above nnmbcr ol con vali' scents

A few hours after my ari'ival here 
last evening about h p. m., I was reliably informed that two mounted 
rebel soldiers from Price’s army, who had been skulking for some days 
past in Iowa, had just passed over into Illinois by the ferry, and were to 
pass tlie night at the house of a political friend seven miles from here 
in Illinois. " It being evident that these men would proceed on their 
way early in the morning, and there being no time to advise the mili- 
tary authorities in Illinois to secure their arrest, I sent a, small sipuid 
whicli arrested them and brought them back here this morning. The 
men confessed that they belonged to Elliott’s battalion, Jeff. Thonip- 
soii’s brigade, Shelby’s division, of Price’s army. I have mlvised Gen- 
eral Cook of this proceeding and have asked to be advised ol his 
wishes ill tlie premises, saying to him tliat unless ho should wish their 
more direct custody, I would send the men as prisoners of war to Kock 
Island, with the affidavits and other papers in the case.

Colonel: A small detachment of Indian women and children were 
dispatclied from the vicinity of Fort Snelling, by direction of the brig- 
adier-general commanding, to join the train for the Missouri lleserva- 
tion at Lake Shetek. Henry Belland, chief of tlie expressmen, was 
sent with them and has just returned. He reports that Lieutemuit 
McGrade failed to find any scouts at the camx>, and only fell in with 
one lodge of Indians, the tenants of whicli he took along with liim, and 
the supposition is that the scouts who should be on duty at the desig-^ 
nated spot have, without any authority, scattered for the xiuiqmse of 
hunting buffalo, and that the Indians ordered to be sent to tlie Missouri 
have acconipanied them. General Sibley directs that you cause an 
investigation into this conduct and repiort the facts as soon as ascer- 
tained, with a view to the prompt discharge of all the scouts who have. 
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by their reraissness, prevented the dispatch of the stragglers to the 
Missouri Iteservatiou and left Lieutenant McGrade without the guides 
that were directed to accompany him on his trip.

Lieutenant Freudenreich is 
entitled to credit for the soldierly manner in which he acquitted 
himself througliout this long march. He is a young officer of much 
promise.

Gliief of Btaff: 

The necessity of re-enforcing the armies actually confronting the 
principal armies of the enemy — Lee’s and Beauregard’s — is of such vital 
importance that you are selected to go West as bearer of orders 
intended to accomplish this end. Your position as chief of staff' makes 
it proper to intrust you with authority to issue orders in the name of 
tlie lieutenant-general to further the object of your mission. How 
that Price is retreating from Missouri, it is believed that the whole force 
sent to that State from other dej)artments can be spared at once. The 
ffict, however, that a considerable force is pursuing Price, and may go 
so far that some time may elapse before they can be returned to Mis- 
souri and be distiibuted for the proper protection of the State, has 
induced me to make two separate orders, one for the withdrawal only 
of the command of Maj. Gen. A. J. Smith, the other embracing also the 
command of Maj or-General Mower. You will deliver whichever of these 
orders you may deem best ; or, in case of doubt, telegraph to these head- 
qu-arters for instructions. The destination of trooiis withdrawn will 
(fopend on circumstances. If it is found that the enemy, under Hood or 
Beauregard, have actually attempted an invasion of Tennessee, or those 
under Forrest are approaching the Ohio Eiver, you will send them 
directly to Major-General Thomas, to confront and frustrate such moye-

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nieiit. TJiider other circumstances, they will be sent to join this army. 
The aim will be to get all the troops possible, especually veterans, with 
the armies operating against Eich, monel. Gieiieral Slierman will be 
instructed . that no force, ex(!ept that already south of the Tennessee 
and such as General Oanby can send, will be used be, tween the Tennessee 
Eiver and the Atlantic and the Gulf of Mexiem. If he goes south and 
draws Hood after him, he must take care of himself witliout the support 
of a pursuing column. I am satisiied on full and mature reflection that 
Sherman’s idea of striking across for the sea-coast is the- best way to 
rid Tennessee and Kentucky of threatened danger, and to make the 
war felt. I do not believe tliat General Sherman can maintain his com- 
munications with Atlaiitai with liis whole force. He can break such, an 
extent of roads that the enemy Avill l)e effectually cut in two for several 
mouths, by wliich time Augusta and Savannali can be occupied. 
Augusta cuts the same line of I'ourd that Atlanta does, with tlie advantage 
of water communication with tlie Atlantic. This also has the adva,n- 
tage of cutting the southern line of railroads as well as the central. 
You will remain in Missouri until all the troops ordered from there are 
actually in motion. If in your judgment any other troops than those 
mentioned in orders can be spared from there you will telegraph the 
fact here, and orders will be given for their removal. Being all the 
time in telegraphic communication with headquarters, you will com- 
municate regularly and ask for such iustructious as suggest themselves 
to you from time to time.

General : In the course of catechising- two men who deserted from 
Mobile, machinists Avorldng- in the ordnance department, one of them 
who aiipeared to be an intelligent man and not overwilling to say more 
than he cmdd well avoid, in reply to my question, ivhat had become of 
Generals Gardner and Higgins, said it was understood in Mobile that 
their business was to erect batteries at suitable iioints on tlie Missis- 
sippi Eiver to interrupt commerce. 1 remarked, “You mean to help 
the army across the river.” “Yes, sir; that is also a part of their 
work.” I learn by Commodore Palmer’s letter that yon no longer feel 
undei any appiehension, as there is a sufficient number of gun-boats 
up the river. I think the commodore will always be able to send one 
or two, in case ot necessity. The sickness has cramped him a little by 
killing oh our engineers, I hope tlie fever is over, however. I inclose 
you one of your Hew Orleans papers, which appears to me to be a 
pretty strong rebel paper. It purports to be the organ, of the French- 
American population. _ Ho dpubt it is, and its sympathies are pretty 
manitest. I am watching with great anxiety the movements of your 
army up the river. One of our officers just escaped from Texas came 
clown the Eed Eiver and informs me that the rebels are fortifying its 
banks very strongly.

SiE; I have the honor to reiiort that in obedience with Si)ecial 
Orders, Ko. 1, Irom headciuarters District of South Kansas, dated 
Paola, K^mis., October 24, 1804, 1 left Paola with my command and part 
of the Sixteenth Kansas State Militia at 5 j), m. and j^roceeded to 
Mound City, Kans., arriving there at 7 a. m., the 25th instant. During 
the night march Private Gilstrap, of B Company, and Private Knight, 
of E Comically, Seventeenth Kansas Volunteer Infantry, fell out of 
ranks and were caii)tured, and from evidence received supimsed to have 
been killed by the enemy. The enemy having jmssed Mound City and 
the place considered i^erfectly safe from any attack from the enemy, I 
lelt there the morning of tlie 27th instant and arrived at Paola at 5 
p. ni. same day; distance, thirty-five miles.

SiE: I haye the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your official 
..cammunicatian of the 2GtJi , instant. .It would . have been answered 
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before blit for tilie press of Imsiiiess wliicli Imd to go by the southern, 
mail. The information upon whicii your letter is ba.sed differs from 
that Avhieh lias reached me through other channels in regard to the 
complicity of the Gomauches in the late robberies and murders on the 
plains, i am advised tliat these troubles first comm (meed with the 
Oheyennes and Arapahoes, and in the. attempt to conciliate tliose tribes 
Oolonel llent and Indian Agent Golley, acting on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, issued to those Indians a liberal supply of stores. This 
excited the jealousy of the Oomanehes and. Kiowas, Avho alleged that 
they did iiot under.kand why they, Avho had remained quiet, should be 
excluded trom the bounty of the Government, while those who had 
been murdering and robbing’ slmuhl be thus lavored, and as no attempt 
was made to remove this 'cause of complaint, they, too, commenced 
depredating, and I was not aware until tlie receipt of your letter that 
any doubt existed as to the guilt of the Gomanclu'n etiually with the 
Kiowas. It is certainly understood that the interruption to our line of 
travel to the States is owing to the hostility of the Oheyennes, Ainpa-- 
hoes, Oomanehes, and Kiowas. The attack upon the trains at Walnut 
Greek and tlie murder of our countrymen were known to be by the Oo- 
manches and K.i(,)was. Th(‘. liorses taken from the mounted compaiiiy 
on the long route lietween Forts Lamed and Lyon wnre taken by tlie 
Oomanehes and Kiowas. The mules taken from Mr. Bryant’s train 
near Fort Lariied rvere lieyond a doubt run off by the same Indians, 
who, it is alleged, cra.wled through a, Mexican tiaiin and up to Bryant’s 
train before they gave the yell which stampeded the mules. These 
mules other Oomanehes and Kiowas, mounted, were^ ready to take 
charge of as soon, as they broke from, the wagons, so it is said. The 
taking of oxen at Pawnee Fork, where there Avere several men killed, 
is weii known to Imve been by (.tmmnolies and Kiov-a.s. 

The large number of mules taiken fi'om Don Ambrosio Armijo’s train 
this side of the Up])er Grossing of the Oimarron, were taken by Oo- 
manclu's amlKioAvas, for theyAvere recognized as suchby the teamsters 
in charge of the train, tfiui outrage in Mr.. Allison’s train at theLoAAmr 
Oimarron Springs Avas, as I have been informed by eye-AAdtnesses, com- 
mitted by Oomanehes. Tlie Mexicans with the train Avitiiessed the 
Avhole transaction, and saw the live Americans taken out from amongst 
themseWes and shot doAvn in cold blood. The bodies of the sufierers 
AV ere after Avai-'d buried by Oapt. Kicliohis S. Davis, First Infantry Gali- 
fornia Volunteers, Avhom I sent to the crossing of tlie Arkansas to render 
what assistance he could. When these Americans Avere thus brutally 
murdered and scalped, the M.exicans, their companions, Avere Ihrnislied 
by the Oomanehes with the means to return unharmed to the settle- 
ments. All the stock taken by the Indians at tlie points named along 
the Arkansas Eiver Avas driven soutliAvard directly into the Gomanche 
country, Avhere it is understood those Indiaiis have a large depot of 
stolen cattle, horses, and mules. 

The expedition iioav on tlie plains under the command of General 
Blunt is for the purpose of making Avar upon the Oomanehes and 
KioAvas. For this purpose it is undei\stood that expedition moved into 
the country of those Indians. There can hardly be a doubt that Avhile 
the Oomanehes Avere thus robbing and murdering at the points named, 
other parties of Oomanehes were depredating on the frontier settlements 
of Texas, and have brought herds of cattle away from that State as 
well as out of the northeastern portion of Mexico. But these latter 
raids of these Bedouins of our plains do not prove the former not to 
have been made. 
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The discrimination which the Gomanclies have frequently made in 
favor of the peojile, natives of this Territory, and against Anglo-Ameri- 
cans cannot be regarded in any other light than as an insult to the 
Government and to our peo]>le, and I suppose no one will doubt what 
it becomes my duty to do in reference to it. It seems to me that this 
iavor shown to the Mexicans lessens the weight of the information 
which you have received. The Mexicans, linding themselves thus 
favored, of course ihel inclined to favor the Indians in return, and the 
Mexicans would doubtless be further induced to this course from a 
desire to continue the trade which is carried on with these Indians by 
the very men from whom you get your information. I also feel myself 
compelled to differ with you in regard to the past conduct of the 
Comanches on (mr eastern frontier. I cannot venture for information 
upon this subject as far back as eighty years, but I am advised that in 
the year 1856 the Comanches, in connection with a few Kiowas, made 
a raid through the settlements in the direction of the Navajo country, 
and it is said that on their return from the Rio Grande they robbed 
houses, violated women, and killed the stock of the citizens. After 
they had collected various small lots of mules and horses they finally 
drove off from near Las Yegas fifty-odd mules, the property of our 
j)resent Governor, Connelly. 1 cannot enumerate all the robberies and 
outrages which thev committed from time to time from 1851 to 1856, 
during my first S(\iourn in New Mexico, particularly about Ghaperito 
and oil the Pecos. ‘ I myself was sent in pursuit of them on one occa- 
sion. Then three Mexican captive boys got away from them, and these 
General Garland sent home to their friends in Mexico. I am informed 
that in 1860 they drove off 100 and odd head of cattle from Mr. G id- 
dings and killed a number of his fine sheep, which at great cost he had 
brought from the States. About this time, too, they attacked the 
grazing camp of Messrs. Moore & Rees, on the Pecos; killed one man 
and di^troyed and ran off horses and cattle from that camp. In the 
early ]iart of 1861 they drove off’ 450 head of cattle belonging to the 
United Estates. To these robberies may be added a large list men- 
tioned in a letter from Mr. Levi J. Keithly, which was publivshed about 
the same date. 

In May, 1861, Colonel Collins, the superintendent of Indian affairs, 
in company ivith Captain Wainwrightof the army, met the Comanches 
at Alamo Gordo, when several chiefs werepresent, among them Esaquipa 
and Pluma de Aguila, who are known to be the principal chiefs of the 
band of Comanches which occupies the country along the Canadian. 
Stipulations of peace were agreed upon with those chiefs, and they 
promised not to return to the settlements again unless permitted to do 
so by the authorities of the Government. This agreement, however, 
was violated in a few days after the council ; the Indians returned to the 
settlements, and after being wmrned off by Captain Duncan, U. b. Army, 
were attacked by him and one of their number killed and several 
wounded. Since then I have not heard of their committing any depre- 
dations upon the settlements of New Mexico. But if you Avill contem- 
plate the record of their atrocities upon our people on the plains this 
year, audcountamongthoseatrocities the going up to unoffending citizens 
traveling with trains, the shaking of hands with those citizens, and then 
coolly shooting them down; the scaliiing of their victims; the scalping 
of two innocent boys yet living and now in the hospital at Fort Lamed; 
the killing and the mutilating of the bodies of the five Americans with 
Allison’s train, I think you can hardly fail to see that I should be derelict 
of my duty if I should refrain from making at least an attempt to avenge 
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our slaughtered and plundered citizens. For all these reasons I liave 
sent Colonel Carson into the field with as many men as can be spared 
to make such an attempt, and it is not proposed to embarrass him witli 
such instructions as you have done me the honor to suggest. If, ho\\’- 
ever, you are satisfied that any portion of the Comanche tribe have not 
particij)ated in the late oiitra.ges, and who still seriously desire to b(‘. at 
peace, and will send a reliable agent with Colonel Carson to designate 
that ijortion, he Avill be charged to make the discrimination unless we 
have information wliicli may lead him to believe that such agent is 
mistaken. 

I beg to apologize for the length of this communication, and in clos- 
ing it to assure you that it has been with reluctance that 1 sent these 
troops inio the field to make war, but I cannot see what else there is left 
for us to do, unless it be to bear all these outrages uncomplainingly, 
and as soon as sjiring opens witness their recurrence with increased 
barbarity, for these Indians would attribute our refraining to strike to 
our fears, and then kill and rob our ])eo])le with impunity.

Ihe minutes show not only that the Comanches have during November 
last destroyed several ranches, but are now prowling upon the borders 
with the evident design of rexieating their dexiredations uiion the prop- 
The suiierintcndent says in his communication 
that he Delie\es that the statements of the settlers are not exaggerated, 
and submits the jiropriety of calling the attention of the Secretary of 
W ar fo tlie subject. He further says that the Indians of the plains will 
cei tainly have to be chastised before we can have any security in pass- 
ing over the xffains. He thinks that a large military force should be 
employed, and that three columns, one from Texas, one from FTew Mex- 
ico, and mi e fiom^ Kansas, should simultaneously enter the Indian coun- 
tiy , and that a single column Avould, in his oxiinion, do nothing effective. 
1 would lesxiectfully suggest, xirovided it meets with your apxirobatioii, 
that copies ot the inclosures be transmitted to the Secretary of War for 
his intorination and such action thereon as in his iudginent the exigen- 
cies of the case shall require. j & e.

Captain: Your dispatcli of the 2()th instant has been received, and 
in reply I can sriy that the two companies, A and F, First XT. S. Y"ol- 
imteers, will start for Forts Wadsworth and Abcrcroiiihie tp-inorroAv; 
Company A, Second Cavalry, for Fort Snelling on Monday or Tuesday, 
and that the other companies (with the exception of the section of Third 
Battery, which will start on Monday also) are on the move. Company 
H, Second Minnesota Cavalry, has Just arrived with about seventy 
horses to be turned over, which rvill leave me about 375 men on hand, 
besides tlie battery. On the return of Lieutenant McOrade’s detach- 
ment the number will be increased to about 440, with accominodations 
for 500 at; this post. On the frontier about 200 more dismounted men 
could be comfortably located, and if this number is taken from the gar- 
rison of this post about 250 more men could be accommodated here dur- 
ing' the winter. There are accommodations for about 400 animals, w'hich 
could be extended to 500 in case of absolute necessity. The trans- 
portation at our disposition will l)e materially diminished after the two 
companies for Forts Wadsworth and Abercrombie are dispatched, as 
they take six t(‘anis, Avhich Avill be unable to return to this post. This 
nuiiiber should therefore be furnished if it cannot be made up of Major 
Brackett’s battalion. The companies included in my estimates for 
accommodations areF, H, L, Second Minnesota CaAUilry; G, Gonnecticut 
Cavalry, and i, First IT. S. A'olunteers. As soon as the horses brought 
in by Company 11 are turned over I shall cause an informal inspection 
of ail tlie aninials at the post to be made and report Avithout delay the 
result.

First day: First column, due north from Pleasant Hill to the War- 
rensburg and In dei>en deuce roads. Second column, by Lone Jack 
to Big Snibar Fiver, down river to Snibar and Independence road. 
Third column, with wagons and batteries by Lone Jack, and on road 
two miles west of Chapel Hill to camp near Snibar Post-Office, on 
Independence road. Wagons enough to carry 15,000 rations for troops 
and 15,000 rations to be left at Lexington will go with this column.

itations Avill be issued to the columns of this division from wagons 
sent from Kmobnoster by way of Dunksburg. In this movement of 
columns the iniantry Avill be deployed as skirmishers, sweeping all the 
timbered country until, in case of the Third Division, it reaches Lexing- 
ton. After leaving Lexington clean out the river bottom in the same 
way, and seize the Boonville ferry-boat, Avhich is somewhat below Lex- 
ington.

Chief of Staff: 

I desire the lieutenant-general to understand that from the commerice- 
ment of ray efforts in this campaign I have had to occupy a debatable 
position as to my authority over troops, while a necessity jiressed me 
forward. The militia caviled about going beyond State lines j and 
General Rosecraus’ commanders, except one or two, ever since we 
formed a junction, exiiressed a conviction that they had done enough 
and urged with much truth their long marches and general destitution 
as the reason for delay. I used argument, expostulation, and orders, 
and held the troops together till Ave fought at Chariot, opposite Fort 
Scott. Here General Pleasoiiton, without consulting me, flanked off 
most of his force, and insisted that ffirther pursuit Avas needless. I 
didnotkuoAv where General Rosecraus was, as his headquarters had been 
shifting -fifty or sixty miles in the rear, and matters required immediate 
action. I therefore informed General Pleasontoii that I assumed the 
responsibility and must exercise the prerogatives of my rank and direct 
him to resume the pursuit. To this he yielded and ordered his brigades 
to join me. They were in full march Avhen my adA^ance, under General 
Blunt, overtook the enemy at Hewtonia, and General Sanborn’s brigade 
came up in time to secure a victory Adhere we had only been able to hold 
our own for two hoprs AAuth considerable loss on both sides. The pur- 
suit AAms resumed, when the order of General Rosecraus came directing 
his troops to their several district locations, and they immediately com- 
menced to carry out that order. Tliis left only my department Audun- 
teers, who had borne the brunt of the last battle aiid were sadly reduced 
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ill iiniul)er.s, not exceeding 1,000 effective men. My inilitiii had left me 
at h ort ticott, .supposing very reasonably that the united regular volun- 
t<‘(‘i\s were enough to pur, sue Price. 1 saw no alternative, apd with 
niortilication turned Iroin tlie retreating toe. Both General Eosecrans 
and General Plea.sonton were 100 miles in my rear, and it seemed 
inipossible to correct the mistake. I am sure they would not have 
withdrawn their troops if they had been itresent, both .supiiosing I could 
not a-gfiin overtake l^rice. I had fallen back twelve miles to this place, 

- when I received your dispatch, informing me that “the lieutenant- 
general desires that Price shall be pursued to tlie Arkansas,” and I 
iinmediatx'ly i.s.sued orders announcing this to all the troops, directing 
tlunn to return by the shortest lines to the ])ursuit. 

I still occupy a. debatable position, and luive telegraphed General 
Eosecrans my desire^, that, as a, large juajority of the troops are his, he 
slnuild come mid assume the command. The necessity of pushing 
Price’s forces beyond the Arkansas is so obvious I have not hesitated 
to disregard department lines, and act only in view of results which 
seem to involve the safety of our little garrisons in Iroiit, and the future 
peace ot the inliabitants of Missouri, Kansas, and Arkansas. I was 
not well when 1 started, and have been eighteen days without changing 
my clothes, luit 1 am now well and. willing to do all in my power to 
execute the Avishes of the lieutenant-general, and only fear that coniiicts 
or doubts in relation to orders may embarrass my movements. Price 
is noAV entering a mountainous (•ouutry very destitute of supplies, and 
his men Avere actually tailing dead Avitli starvation in his rear. They 
hang together under the impression that aax kill all prisoners, a false- 
hood Avell ealcnlatecl to retain his forces intact. He still has three 
piec'cs of artillery, and his numbers contimie very great. He has 
destroyed most of hi.s train and is very destitute, but all liis men being 
mounted lie continues to make rapid ])r()gress, Avhicli can only be over- 
come l)y extraordinary efforts on tlie part of our troops. Ihie delay 
occasioned by General Eosecrans’ orders Avill be equivalent to thirty-six 
hours, but it is partially compensated by a little rest and food Avhich 
Ave are ('luibled to procure in this vicinity. I must, in conclusion, say 
that 1 desire to avoid all reproachful imputations against Generals 
Eosei'rans and Pleasonton, AAdio haA'e acted no doubt upon their best 
judgment ot things as seen at their oavu standpoints, and .1 iniiist aAvard 
to General Pleasonton high commendation for his skill and gallantry 
on the field. I do not mean, hoAvever, to depreciate others of Avhoin I 
shall speak in my jiroper reports, and Avho have not only been gallant 
on many fields but constantly Avilliiig to aid me to tbe utmost of hiiinan 
endurance to carry out Avliat I consider a complete result of this cam- 
liaigin*

S. Volunteer Infantry 
come lip (I hope they won’t) I will send out a detachment of them, 
some tliirty, to Ijightniiig’s Hest and have them jrat up a good stock- 
ade; but if they do not come I will not be able to keep any force there 
this winter. I have sent for a portion of the new scouts to come in. 
They will he here to-morrow; also for Eenville, as I wish to give him 
some, insti'iictions. Please inform me in your next whether or not it 
was the general’s intention to hav^e him on the list; I hope it was. I 
intend for the iiresent keeping twelve scouts, under Charles Crawford, 
stationed here, four of them to attend only to carrying the mail and 
eight scouting; the remainder under Eenville at James Eiver and vi- 
cinity. Eed heather came in this aifternoon. I have not seen him yet. 
He was r(', ported at one of the picket posts. I have given directions 
for him to stop at the agency to-night and come to the fort to-morrow. 
I understand that he has ten lodges. I propose to send him and all 
Indians that come in to the James Eiver and place them under the im- 
nu'diate charge of (raliriel Eenville. Does the general wish any further 
treaty nnide with them than merely the assurance that if they remain, 
loyal to the Covernment, and show their sincerity by acts, they will 
be protected from all enemies'? But they must conform to all rules laid 
down for them. Buffalo are reported as being very numerous both in 
the vicinity of the Jaines and Cheyenne. I send the mail out early in 
the morning, but if Eed Feather imparts any news of importance (I 
understainl he has none) I will send another set of couriers with dis- 
patclies. How do you want men rej)orted who are absent from tlie 
post merely temporarily"? For instance, as escort to train going after 
hay, and those who stay at the field to guard hay, &c.

Mobile are the Jordan Eiver, navigable twenty-hve miles, Wolf Eivc'.r, 
navigable twenty miles (but very shallow at the mouth), and tlu‘, Pas- 
cagoula Eiver, which is navigable at high wmter as far as Ihitm’iirisig 
Miss. The coast is low and sandy. The towns on the coast are Bhh'hls- 
borough (or Bay of Saint Louis), Pass Christian, Mississippi City, 


about thirty miles from the coast. There is also a road running along 
the coast, but it is broken by water at Bay of Saint Louis, Biloxi, ami 
Pascagoula, at which places there are no ferries. From East Pascn- 
goula a road runs direct to Mobile, which is good in dry weather, 
crossing no streams excexit one about ten yards in width, across whieJi 
is a corduroy bridge. It runs through Pascagoula Swami>, which is 
four miles in extent and bad in wet weather, With this exception this 
road is always good, leading through an open, piney woods country, 
a distance of forty-five miles. 

At Spring Hill the road diverges, running through the intrenchments 
at three different points, and thence into the city. Between Mobile 
an cl Apalachicola are the Tensas, Perdido, Escambia, Yellow Water, 
and Choctawhatchee Eivers. The Apalachicola is navigable to Chat- 
tahoochee, at the junction of the Flint and Chattahoochee Eivers, a 
distance of eighty miles. At its month is a deep and safe harbor. The 
important roads are one from Pensacola to Mobile, one from Peiisaeola 
to Milton, thence northerly into Alabama, also easterly tlvroiigh Eneli<',o 
Anna, Eoches Bluff, and Marianna to Cliattahoochee; one from Apa- 
lachicola, runiiingwesterly to Saint Joseph, tbence northerly to Marianna, 
and one from Apalachicola Bay (opjiosite tlie town), running nortlu'rly 
on the east hank of the river to Ohattahoocliee, said to he a good romi. 
In seven parishes of Eastern Louisiana^ thirteen counties of Southern 
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Mississippi, two seaboard counties of Alabauia, and seven conntieB of 
Western Florida there is no rebel tbrce of any account except at Mo- 
bile. There are, liowever, small bodies stationed as follows, viz, at 
Mandeville, a provost guard of about twenty men under (Jajhain Bon- 
iiey; at Gainesville Springs, a small company under Gaptain. Bernardo j 
at Augusta, Miss., a comi)auy under Gaptain Gillis ; on the line of r) ones 
and Jasper Goiinties, M iss., a company of twenty-live nien under (hip- 
tain Bai'kley, and betw(*.en Mobile and Apalacliicola lliver are. vai'ioiis 
small bodies of rebel soldiei's, but fcAv together. According to the best 
information to be obtained the defenses of Mobile are as folloAVS, \iz, 
there are three lines of iutrenchments extending entirely around tlie 
city. The first (or inner) line is about one mile from the city, and is 
protected from assault by a, Avet ditch. The outer lines have only dry 
ditches. Batteries are. erected on each line, guariling each avenue of 
approach toAvard the city. The number of men garrisoning these Avorks 
is said to be about principally men Avho are unlit for services in 

the field. This number comprises tlie entire land force used :for the 
defense of tlie city. The navy consists of four vessels, as follows, viz, 
the lIuntsAulle and Tuscaloosa, l)oth clad Avith three plates of 2-inch 
iron, and carry foiii’ 32-]Aounder guns each, tAV(A forward and tAAu:) aft. 
They are propellers, and Avere intended for rams, but Avere found to 
lack in speed. The ITashville is a side-Avheel steamer, the Aidieels i)ro- 
tected l)y iron plating. She is coAmred fore and aft Avith tAVo plates of. 
2-inch. iron. She Avas intended to be idated entire, but could not cairry 
the Aveiglit. She carries four 32-pounder guns. The Morgan is a Avoodei i 
vessel, similar to the Gaines, and carries six guns. There arenootlier 
armed vessels, exce])t small picket-boats, carrying one small field piece 
each. There are tAvo vessels built like the Tennessee afloat in Mobile 
Harbor, but have neither plating nor guns as yet. 

The political status of this section of country is favorable to the 
Union. The people generally are tired of the Avar, and, in faijt, many of 
them Avere never in fhvor of it. For eighteen months past the forests 
and canebrakes have swarmed Avith ]nen AAiio havm Ihul thither tor con- 
cealment from conscript officers and scpiads of soldiers sent to arrest 
them. In many instances they Inive assembled in sufficient numl.)ers to 
resist their persecutors and compel them to leaAm their neighboiiioods. 
The country is barren, and many of the people in a starAung condition. 
Before the Avar they x)rocured their subsiisteuiie by the sale of Avood, 
lumber, and naval stores, and now that they have not that source of 
supply they can scarcely obtain enough to sustain life, and, as usual, 
those who suffer most are those Avho are in no manner responsible for 
the x)resent state of affairs. Such as had no pro])erty to leave liiive 
very generally come within our lines, and nearly all Avho remain Avould 
gladly do so had tliey the means of subsistence here. Tliese statements 
apply more especially to the eastern x^arishes of Louisiana and tlie 
southern counties of Mississipx>i. In these counties are a few Avealthy 
men Avho formerly owned xdantations and a large number of slaves. 
Their plantations they retain, but their slaves are in the employ of the 
U. S. Government, they having almost Avithoiit exception left tlieir 
masters and come within our lines. Taa^ years ago these Avealthy nien 
Avere nearly all secessionists, but uoav it is difficult to find one AAdio 
Avould not gladly embrace the first oiAxiortunity to reucAV his allegiance 
Avhenever he could be protected in tlie expression of his loyalty. Tliis 
brief and general statement is most respectfully submitted.

Abstract from tri-monthly report of Corps of Special Scouts, organised by 
order of Maj. Gen. E. E. S. Ganhy, and commanded by Lieut. Isaac JY. 
Earl, for the eleven days eommeneing October 20, 1864, and ending 
Oetober 31, 1804. 

I left Hew Orleans (where I was at the date of my last report) on the 
morning of the 25th, on board the steamer Starlight, and arrived a t 
Hatchez at 3 x). m. of the 2Gth. On the moriiiiig of the 27th I went with 
my command about twenty miles down the river and landed oi)posite 
Ellis’ Clifts and cax:)tured 5 men belonging to the signal eoips of Gen- 
eral Buckner’s division. As this was only ai detachment ti’om the corps, 
I captured nothing with them except their horses and arms, which I 
still have on hand. I returned to Hatchez on the evening of the 27tli, 
and by reason of some disarrangement to the boat’s machinery I starte(l 
about 4; ij. in. of the 28th to take the boat to Vicksburg for repairs and 
to gain all possible information in regard to the movements of the enemy 
in that direction. X also caiitured withui the month, in addition to tha't 
above reported, one covered wagon used by the Confederates as a mail 
coach, which is still in my xiossession.

General : A train of thirty-five wagons from Pricers army crossed 
at Dardanelle on the 20th. On the 23d about fifty men from the Third 
Arkansas Cavalry and some loyal citizens atta<;kedthcrebel escort, killed 
15, wounded others, and drove the rest into the mountains, cajituring 
35 wagons, 200 horses, and $11,000 in money. Seven hundred of our 
troops from Fort Smith came up just as the affair was over. We are 
watching Price’s movements closely. I have both infantry and 
cavalry en I'oute for Fort Smith now. General Thayer has orders 
to draw in his outposts and all public property to Fort Smith before 
Price can reach them, in case he should come that way. I think he is 
so hard pushed by Eosecrans that he Avill go west of Fort Smith. Our 
cavalry from ITiie Eluft’had a sharp skirmish with Logan on tlie Little 
Pock road day before yesterday with success. _ No official reports 
received. I will send you a summary of operations for the month. 
Several escai)ed prisoners from Tyler, Tex., have just come in. They 
were assisted off by deserters who have not yet got in. It is reported 
that rebel cavalry is moving from Eed Eiver country toward Camden j 
also that Magruder is about to move wuth his whole force against my 
line. He has" materially strengthened the fortifications at Camden. A 
cavalry scouting iiarty'just returned Jffom north side of White Eiver. 
They had a skirmish) killed 3, cax)tured 15 x>risoners and 73 head of 
horses and mules.

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was lint inidor g’uard for being on a spree, noisy, and would not go on 
duty on the day Ave got to Pilot Knob before tlie light coniinenced. 
The light connneneed in the inoniing, I think, and ended that evening. 
They retreated out of the place that night, I believe. I heard the 
magazine blow up. Next day, some time, Maior 'Wilsoii was brought 
in and he was initin, liiiuand a captain — T don’t knoAv his name — with 
sonie more prisoners, I think about twenty-five or thirty ; some were citi- 
zens and some were soldiers. The citizens Avere taken up to press into 
the army, I think. These prisoners were brought up Avhen \yq Avere in 
a street in the town, passing through the town. Major Wilson was 
not Avounded that I know of. The Avounded had been left in liospital. 
Some time that evening on the march 1 siioke Avith Major Wilson, 
tramping along the big road together. Major Wilson was laughing 
about the looks of Price’s men, ragged and on poor horses, and Avon- 
dered if Price exjiected to stay in Missouri Avith such an army. 1 told 
hiin I had heard if a man deserted and came North, he would be kept 
in prison during the Avai‘. He said it was not soj that they Avoiild let 
him take the oatli and go about his- business. I told him if tliey did 
not keep their eye on me mighty (dose .1 Avas going to loAva or Illinois. 
The next night out about I’otosi all the prisoners, imduding Major 
AVilson, Avere turned over to headcpiarters guard at General Price’s 
headcniarters in a big field. I remember the jilaice exactly; tlmri*. Avas 
a big spring there. 1. don’t think it Avas more than Iia'C or si.x miles 
from Potosi. It Avas after we passed Potosi. I Avas returned to duty 
that night. That Avas the last I saav of Major A¥ilson. 1 never Inaird 
that he^Avas badly treated or hurt {itterAvard, Major Wilson had on a 
blue blouse Avith shoulder straps. I think he had blue pants with yel- 
loAV cord, but am not certain about that; a black hat. -He Avas a^ man 
about medium size, slender made. I don’t renieinber his eyes sure, but 
think they Avere black, or at least dark; upper lip shaved; goat6e,or 
beard growing beloAV chill and lower part of his clu'ek; his hair was 
dark; am not sure Avh ether it Avas right black.

Eepeat what you stated AAhen first examined in regard to an 
IntervieAV between Jeff. Thomiison and Major W’’ilson. 

Oil the road betAveen Pilot Knob and Potosi Jeff. Thompson came 
up and shook hands Avith Major Wilson, laughing, and said that the 
tables Avere turned; that sometime he (Major.

Wilson). He told the coininander of the escort to treaf him Avell. 

It Avas under the 
command of a Lieutenant- Colonel PristeorFisk [Fristoe] or some such 
name. At tliat time the major Avas afoot, and I think Jeff. Thom].)Son 
ordered him a horse or mule to ride. He was on a mule or horse Avhen 
he was turned over to headcpiarters.

I have the honor to report for the information of the general coui- 
inandiug that I left here on Thursday at 5 p. m. and reached Salina on 
Friday at 2 l). m., and found the Kaw Indians there as reiiorted by 
Lieutenant A^an Antwerp, and from them learned that a ii arty of thirty 
Kaws were attaicked by a force of Cheyennes aiid Arapahoes Aidiile 
liuuting on the Saline, iifty miles from Salina, and tliat the Kaws had 
2 men killed and 15 iionies captured, and tliey estimated tlie attacking 
party at from lifty to seventy-five, and state that a larger party is at 
the Big Timber, in the Saline, seventy miles from Salina. As the 
information was so uncertain I directed Captain Ooidcey to start in that 
direction from Fort Zarah, as the Big Timber is only forty miles north 
of that post, and ascertain in regard to the truth of that report before 
sending any larger force after them. I am satisfied that no danger 
need be felt in regard to tlieir advancing on the settlements, and have 
quieted the fears of the citizens by investigating the matter myself, and 
they are the more readily satisfied now that the militia are alloAved to 
return. While the militia were in rendezvous the whole border was 
nervous and ready for a scare, but it lias passed without serious excite- 
ment and A^dll probably remain quiet for some time.

General : The cold weather admonishes me to write to you about 
what it appears to me would be the best jilan to construct habitations 
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for tlie Iiuliana for tlie a-pproacliiiig winter. If yon will liave circular 
excavations made at the ^joints where yon will have the ditfereiit vilhiges, 
each one large enough for a family, and, say, four feet or more in depth, 
with the earth, einhanked some three or four leet high on the north side, 
with steps cut in the earth to descend to the ilooi', they would lie very 
warm even with a little tire. Pray have one made as a model, and il 
they like it eiiconrage the Indians to follow the pattern. In this rvay 
the cold winds wall "be entirely escaped by the children. What is done 
should be done at once before the winter sets in. The Indians can 
spread the floors with coarse reed grass or wdth liay, andean make beds 
of grass wliich 'will be very comfortable. Besides, they will have some 
green hides and skins to spread down. Such excavations require no 
timber, are warmer than the huts tliey have, and are soon made. They 
should be made north of the north acequia, and far enough removed to 
avoid dampness from it. I have ordered Oaptain Bell to buy, it iros- 
sible, and send down from Port Union, Avhere he has gone, 4,000 slieep. 
These Avill furnish wool to rveave into little blankets for the smaller 
children: the skins can be dressed for clothing, and thetlesh issued tor 
food at the imesent established rates. The whole animal, including 
what the butchers call the head and pluck, must be issued. You must 
pardon me for suggesting all these details, but my anxiety is so great 
to make this powerful nation which has surrendered to us as happy 
and as well cared for as possible, under all the adverse circumstam-es 
which encompass us, that every idea looking to this end which conies 
into my mind I send to you, fully believing that you will enter into the 
spirit which animates me for their good. The [greatest]_ economy in 
the use of food in all things must be observed. Tlie making of soups, 
which is by far the best way in wdiich to cook what they have, must bo 
inculcated as a religion. And let me observe that one pound of solid 
food made into nutritious soups (nutritious because well and thor- 
oughly boiled), for each man, woman, and child, per day, for a Prench- 
mau, is more than he wants and more than he gets as a rule. 

I hope the Indian goods wall be at Port Union by the 20th of ITovem- 
ber, and at the Bosque by the end. Then they will have more tools to 
work with, some blankets, shirts, and cloth for the children’s nakedness. 
These articles, with the fleeces of 4,000 sheep, will help keep the Indians 
comfortable. Tell them to bo too proud to murmur at what cannot be 
helped. We could not foresee the total destruction of their corn crop, 
nor could Ave foresee that the irost and hail would come and destroy the 
crop in the country, but not tube discouraged; to work hard, every 
man and Avoman, to put in large flelds next year, when, if God smiles 
upon our elforts, they Avill at one bound be foreAmr placed beyond want 
and independent. Tell them not to believe ever that wm are not their 
best friends; that their enemies have told them that Ave Avould destroy 
them; that AA^e had sent big guns there to attack them, but that those 
guns are only to be used ' against their enemies if they continue to 
behave as they have done. In relation to the excavations it Avould be 
Avell to have them at the sites of the different villages for this reason : 
the Indians aauU then be near where they will erect their houses and 
AA-ull lose no time in going to their labors upon them. _ If the Uavajoes 
had the spirit Avith reference to the Comauches Avhich they ought to 
have toAvard their hereditary enemies, a war party of 500 of the former 
could go out and get all the stock they Avauted. It Avould add to the 
punisliment Avhich the Ooiuanches deserve for their depredations and 
butcheries of this year. Captain Bristol and Oaptain OalloAvay AAmuld 
be the best men to prepare a model for the temporary habitations for 
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tlie Iiidiiius. (JoloTicl Garsoii tells me that some twenty wagons and 
sixty work cattle are eoming, as lie understands, for tlie Indians. Col- 
onel Mc.Ferran wdll have ten wagons, old and condemned, sent doAvn 
from Fort Union. These wall be given to tliein. Thus, little by little, 
ttiey will have many convenieiu’es. Tell them this, please. Some of 
their OAvn horses should be broken to teaming and to plowing. It is 
possilile a committee of the Legislature may come down to see liow the 
Indians are getting on. Pray have them kindly received and shown 
everything. I know I can count on your constant thoughts and earnest 
and pi'i'sistent efforts to second me in this important work, and shall 
feel idways obliged to you for them.

Ma.tok: The assistant quai’termaster at Davenxiort states that no 
horses are purchased there for the Cavalry Bureau. No protection 
worthy of the name can be afforded against guerrilla raids except by a 
mounted force, and as no cavalry is at hand I repeat the suggestion 
made in my letter of the 29th, that thirty horses be provided here, 
which, wdth twelve horses here, including ambulance horses, would 
enable us to make uj) a small mounted force of convalescents, if neces- 
sity should arise. The horses can be kept here in charge of the (piar- 
termaster and groomed by details from the convalescents, under direc- 
tion of iiou-(;ommissioned officers. Horse e(]i'’ii)ments not sufficiently 
serviceable for continued use in the held, but. sufficiently so lor tempo- 
rary use, can be obtained from among those turned in at the ordnance 
depots at Saint Louis. If these suggestions meet the approval of the 
ma.j or- general commanding, I respectfully ask that tliirty horses and 
equipments for forty horses be procured and sent to this point. There 
is but one line officer here, a lieutenant commanding the company of 
Second Battalion Veteran Beserve- Corps. I respectlully ask that 
Lieutenant Morton, Veteran Reserve Corps, now at Camp Beno, be 
ordered here for duty. I -wivsh him to act here as provost-marshal of 
this i)lace. Service of this kind is needed here. I also respectfully 
lepeat my suggestion, that if practicable the services of a detective 
from Saint Louis, one who has had experience in Missouri, be secured 
here for a few weeks. The season in which guei'rillas can couvenieiitly 
operate is about ending by the approach of cold wmather, and Price’s 
retreat must in great part, it is thought,' restore quiet. Because of this 
and because I am aware that the force in this department is small and 
little at hand for use in this section, I content myself with making the 
above suggestions.

tinues. Put they are very Avell sujiplied Avith arms, and I am endeaAmr- 
ing as rapidly as possible to complete the organization of the militia., 
so as to jilace them in a reasonable j)osi.tioii of defense against these 
irregular visitations iroiii Missouri. Accept my thanks, general, for 
the iirtcrest you manifest in the safety of this State and yoiii.'

Deserters from Price’s army, who left the day after the battle of Nle-w- 
toiiia, lioive arrived and report that Price moved on the road to Pine- 
ville. Tlie indications are that he has moved west through the Indian 
Nation and will go direct to Texas and to a point remote from all our 
posts and forces. If he has made this movement, the further loui'suit 
will be very destructive to our cavalry, with no advantageous result. 
My troops are concentrating at Oassville to-day. Home guards brought 
in 50 prisoners yesterday and rejiort that they had killed 60 rebels in 
the fight. A body of 500 rebels were going through Dallas and Laclede 
Counties last night. I have sent for them. A great many prisoners 
represent themselves as conscripts and desire to enlist in the Forty- 
sixth.

Captain : Eed I eather, with twelve lodges, left for Eenville’s camp, 
on the James Eiyer, tliis morning. He expresses himself as being very 
desirous for all his nation to come in and surrender themselves and be 
friends with the whites. He avows his determination to do aU in his 
power to make peace between the whites and the Indians and to render 
any aid in his power toward punishing bad Indians. Told him we 
wished iiroof by acts. He said he would give it. Would notify of the 
approach of all hostile Indians, and would drive oft and kill all he could. 
Says that he has been over two months traveling to get here. He left 
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StaiKliiiff Biiffjxlo some distance above Devil’s Lake. Btanding Buffalo 
went west. He talked of giving himself np, bnt appeared to be alraici 
to make the attemx)t on account of being so closely watched, but 
tliOTight lie might be down after snow flies. Ited h eather says that 
inanv of his nation would be in if tbey were not in such a destitute 
eoii(iiiion; that it is all they can do to sustain themselves by keeping 
in hunting grounds. H'e heard that two Yanktouais chiels had gone 
to Fort Berthold to give themselves up ; that inaiiy ot the Indians troni 
the other side of the Missouri Fiver are coming on to this side, -^ney 
are in a starving condition. Ho buffalo on the west side. He thinks 
they are disposed to make peace, and have no intention ot hostihties, 
are scattered in small parties of from ten to forty lodges. I had a lou^, 
talk with him and was much pleased with his style and general man- ■ 
ner. There appeared to be no attempt at effect. Was very particular 
ill distinguishing between what lie told for fact Irom heareay. I pre- 
Beiited him with 500 rations. He had hunted but very little while on 
tlie wav down, so did not have much meat on hand, but he made no 
intimation of wishing for such a present, and after ^ 

ho had not expected any. Did not come for that purpose, but was much 
Tileased. I told him that such Indians as might come m and surrender 
inu St not exTieiit to be ff 'd by ns ; tb at we were too tar from our supplies, 
niidtlmt I wished them to distinctly understand that they must not 
look to us for food, hutmusthiiutfor it; that all we had to promise them 
Avas if they came in and hy their acts proved they were our tnends, 
W(‘. would protect thoni from their enemies and in their Imntnig grounds, 
(labriel Feiiville in forms me that Wa-a-iia-taii and fitty lodges are about 
surrendering. He sent Iris brother to Beiiville’s camp to tell ^l^ey 
were on tlu'ir way down. Fenville says that he think^i hand ot Yank- 
t( )u ais, eonsi sting of thii’teeii lodges, will soon he in . He says he iin der- 
stands that Joseiih Oamphell and John Moore are trading athedwood, 
and have invited the Indians from the Missouri, and that someot theni are 
now there. 1 also know that they have promised to meet some of those 
Indians at Lake Kanipeska. Would it not he advisable, to have troops 
sent up from Fort Eidgely, break tip tlie timling estabbsbment, and 
drive liiie Indians back to their proper pi ace Eedwood is tootarfov 
me to send a force, and I have not yet been able to send and diive off 
tliose that are on tlie Ootean, but expect to in a iew days. Have a good 
deal for the boys to do now. Gabriel Eenville wishes me to request the 
o'ciieralto have the old arrangement resumed. He ]irefers to draw 
Nations for all he had in Ids band and no pay, than to draw rations and 
■nay for but part, and I would respectfully recommend tlie change 
except ibr those that I have and require at the fort, which are thirteen, 
oiie to act as cliiei; lour to attend to carrying the mail, and two sets^ ot 
two each to patrol every day. _ By taking alternate days they will gi^. © 
their horses rest, and there will always be tour pati'ollmg and toiii 
camp tor any special duty that may turn up. I start the patrols out 
every morning before daylight and have them patrol around and ncai 
the Ibrt for several hoiu’S, then go back into the country and examine 
all places of concealmeut and crossings until about two donrs ot su , 
wlien they return and patrol again around the tort until attei daik. 
Eenville thinks, and I agree with him, that he can have more 
bv having all of his band on the same tooting, and I consider by tai 
tiie best place to keep Eenville is out in some camp were he can keep a 
ceiieral watch over both friendly and hostile Tiidians. 

" in reference to the management of the Indians that 

seek our protection, as they are not very ornamental, I piopose to mane 
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them useful iu the of picketing and patrolling the country: also for 
them not to permit any of these horse- thieves and hostile Indians to 
stay ill their camiis, which I find is frequently the case on the Missouri 
River. Have heard of hostile Indians going into cam j) near the forts 
finding out what they could, then stealing horses, &c., and making olf! 
My directions are not to permit any of them about, and I don’t want 
any of them brought in here even for surgical attendance.

lations toward that Republic at the present time. We are on terms of 

ami y and friendship and maintaining diplomatic relations with the Re- 
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public of Mexico. We regard that country _ as tlie theater of a foreign 
■war miiigied Avitli civil strife, Tii this coiiflist we take no part, and, on 
the contrary, we j)ractice absolute non -intervention anduon-iuterfereiice. 
In coimnand of tlie frontier it will devolve on yon as far as iiracticable, 
consistently with your other functions, to prevent aid or supplies being 
given from the United States to eitlier belligerent. You will defend 
the United States in Texas against any enemies you may encounter 
there, whether domestic or foreign. Nevertheless you will not enter 
any part of Mexico, unless it be temporarily, and then clearly neces- 
sary tor the protection of your own lines against aggression from the 
Mexican border. You can assume no authority in Mexico to x)rotect 
citizens of the United States there, much less to redress their wrongs 
or injuries committed against the United States or their citizens, 
Avhetiier those wrongs or injuries were committed on one side of the 
border or tlie other. If consuls liiid their position unsafe on the Mexi- 
can side of the border, let them leave the country rather thaii invoke 
the in'otection of your forces. These directions result from a fixed de- 
termination of the Pi'esident to avoid any departure from lawful neu- 
trality an d any unnecessary and unlaAvful enlargement of the pr esentfield 
of war. Ibit at the same time you will be expected to observe military- 
and political events as they occur in Mexico, and to communicate all that 
shall be important for this Government to understand concerning them. 
It isliardly necessary to say that any suggestions you may think pro])er 
to give for the guidance of the Government hr its relations toward 
Mexico will be considered with that- profound respect which is always 
paid to the ojiinions ■which you exx^iress. In making this coinmunica- 
tioii, I have endeavored to avoid entering into the sphere of your mili- 
tary operations and to confine myself simply to that in which you are 
in contact with the iiolitical movements now going on in Mexico.

On the 25th [27th] of Seiitember Price attacked Pilot Knob and was 
repulsed with heavy loss. October 1, he attacked and burned a paitof 
Franklin on the Pacific Eailroad; burned Hermann on the 3d instant; 
Cole’s Creek bridge on the 4th; Osage bridge on the 5th; Gasconade 
bridge and thirty cars and two locomotives on the 6th; attacked Jeffer- 
son City on the 7th; burned Gray’s Creek bridge, eight miles west of 
Jefferson City, on the Pacific Eailroad, on the night of -the 7th ; bunied 
the La Mine bridge on the 9th; took Eoonville on the 10th, and bedalia 
on the 15th. Price’s army at the time he entered Missouri is estimated 
at 10,000 armed men and some couscrixits who were un armed. _ His entire 
force in the attack on Jefferson City was about 10,000 effective nien and 
sixteen j)ieces of artillery, four of them being 12-pounders. He has 
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since been re-enforced by volunteers and conscriiits, at least 3^000 
effective men. He has also captured a considerable number of arms, at 
least 1,500 stand. He bas three divisions, viz, Fagan’s, Marmadnke’s, 
and Shelby’s. Fagan’s division has four brigades, viz, Cabell’s, Sie- 
mens’, McCray’s, and Dobbin’s. Marmadnke’s division has three bri- 
gades, viz, Clark’s, Freeman’s, and ’s. Slielby’s division has two 

brigades, viz, Thompson’s and Jackman’s. McCray’s brigade has four 
regiments, viz, Colonel Reves’, Colonel Crandall’s, Colonel Baber’s, and 
Colonel Crabtree’s. Dobbin’s brigade has four regiments and one bat- 
talion. Siemens’ brigade has two regiments and one battalion. Only 
guerrilla parties are reported to have been in Southwestern Missouri 
about the 1st of October, but a raid was feared through the Ayestern 
counties by about 2,000 men under Stand Watie.

General: Iliave not had time until to-day to examine your com- 
munication of the 22d instant. It is scarcely necessary for me to say 
tliat until the President by a counter-proclamation revokes his procla- 
mation of December 8, 1863, or until Congress has acted definitely upon 
the subject, all attemiits at civil government, within the territory 
declared to be in insurrection, are the creation of military power, and, 
of course, subject to military revision and control. The questions pro- 
posed by you are subjects for grave consideration, both in their local 
and national aspects. The President has adopted this policy as one of 
the means of restoring peace and establishing the national authority. 
The orders given by him are controlling order’s, and in their full extent 
and application will be respected by all military authorities. This not 
simply as a question of policy of which the President is the judge, but of 
subordination to superior military authority. In both relations it is 
oil].* duty to give the fullest effect to the means adopted by him for the 
accomplishment of the intended object. The Legislature of Louisiana 
cannot, ho'svever, abrogate or modify any military orders or regulations 
without the consent or approval of the commander of the department, 
or of superior military authority, nor can it in any way whatever inter- 
fere with any question of military operations or military administration. 
In questions of policy or administration not military in their character, 
while the absolute right of interference remains the same, the pro- 
l)riety of that interference is more restricted, but it should undoubtedly 
lie exercised whenever in your judgment the action taken by the Legis- 
lature tends to embarrass or defeat, the x>olicy adopted by the Presi- 
dent. In questions of doubtful expediency, it will be proper to suspend 
its action until the matter can be submitted to him for decision. Ques- 
tions of revenue in an enemy’s territory are under the control of the 
military authorities, unless excepted by law, or by the orders of suiierior 
authorities.

Dear Sir : Matters remain liere about as nsiial. The weather has been 
rainy Ibr three days.^ We have store-houses, however, so that every- 
thing’ is under good cover. There arc now 60,000 sacks of grain in 
good shelter. lJudoubtedly a rise in the streams will be of advan- 
tage to our side. Tor some rveeks past tliere iias been no coinmiiuica- 
tion by watei' between Pine Elidf and Little Itock. Eecently a train 
of 300 wagons with supplies left Little Eock for Port Smith. Major- 
Ceneral Ilerron accompanied tlie escort. I learn on fair authority that 
the I’ebel McCray, who accompanied Price into JMissouri with about 
3,000 men, is now at Searcy, sixty miles northwest of liere. I have 
now at this x>ost 4,000 troops, the greater part of whom have good 
winter (quarters. I have 500 men at work on fortilications, all of which 
I hoiie to have linished in a few days. One of my regiments is the 
Jf’ifty-seventh U. S. Inlantry (colored) and is at work on the last and 
heaviest earth- work. I told them the other day I thought if they 
made a good fort of it, we should call it Port Lincoln, which greatly 
lileased the men and made them shovel iaster. I believe in getting as 
many colored trooiis as possible. The more rebels see that they cannot 
retain slavery, the more readily will they <piit.

General : Tour several reports have been received ana are entirely 
satisfactory. I transmit inclosed copy of a letter just received from 
Governor Stone, to which I invite your particular attention.* You will 
observe tliat the Governor considers the Iowa militia abundantly able 
to protect the border against guerrilla raids, or any other danger to be 
anticipated since the retreat of Price. I desire to remind you that it 
is not always good iiolicy to inaugurate a regular system of military 
precautions, and to post troops and prepare for hostilities, where no 
such arrangements have hitherto existed. I gather from your reports, 
as also from the letter of the Governor, that the anticipation of danger 
entertained some weeks since has nearly subsided, and is rapidly sub- 
siding. It is my experience that it is very much easier to establish 
military arrangements and post troops than it is to do away with such 
arrangements and remove the troops afterward. Once establish such a 
system and I fear it will be fixed upon us long after its necessity or pro- 
priety has passed away. I fear if you make the arrangements you sug- 
gest, the clamor of the people will force us to continue them at much 
expense and inconvenience long after the necessity has passed. I am 
therefore very reluctant to go into any system of defense for the border of 
Iowa, except what is and what always has been furnished by the local 
militia. W e may get an elephant in our possession which we will not be 
able to get rid of for a long time to come. I prefer greatly to stand upon 
the Governor’s letter andtliebelief that since Price’s retreat thereis really 
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no danger on the Iowa border, except what the local militia can attend 
to, as they have always done. I shall delay sending horses, therefore, 
until I hear from you again. As soon as you think you can do so 
safely, you had best return here, placing Major Ten Broeck in charge 
of matters in Southern Iowa, if you think it judicious. Ton will readily 
understand what I mean without further explanation.

Major: I went up yesterday to Ottumwa, the county seat of Wa- 
pello, to learn the condition of things west of this and the views and 
wishes of the citizens. Colonel ViaU, of the staff of the Governor of 
this State, and who, as he informs me, is intrusted with the adminis- 
tration of the militia system in the southern counties, accompanied 
me. Tliere are over 1,000 militia in each, organized in the counties of 
Van Bureu, Davis, and Wax)ello. Of these a company of about forty 
in Van Buren and fifty in Davis are now in active service, patrolling, 
each comi)any, the southern border of its county, being mounted infan- 
try, di’awdug pay and a i)er diem allowance for use of horses. Kone of 
the other militia are on this basis, but the majority of the companies 
have agreed to come to drill mounted, and act, if called out, as mounted 
infantry, most of them being farmers owning horses. They are well 
armed with Enfield rifles (all the militia, whether armed or not) and a 
number of tlie officers and many of the men have been in the volunteer 
service in this war. As estimated, this mounted force, w^hich could act 
at once in an emergency, numbers over 1,600, about equally distributed 
in the three counties named. In this county, for the reason that the 
use of horses involves more expense and inconvenience (few of the 
members of the militia companies owning horses), there are no militia 
organized as, or who wall act as, mounted infantry or cavalry. The 
measure suggested in my previous letters, to i)rovide a small mounted 
force here, will thus complete the protection by mouiited force of the 
three counties in the southern border next east of the Mississippi Biver. 
I was glad to receive this morning the dispatch by telegraph from the 
major-general commanding in regard to detectives.

Six companies of the Fifteenth Confederate Cavalry have gone in the 
direction of Milton, Fla. A xmrtion of Forrest’s and Maury’s command 
are at Pollard. There are three regiments of infantry at Blakely, 
destination not knoAvn, sui)posed to be Pollard or Milton. One regi- 
ment of cavalry from Mobile was ordered to rex)ort at Greenwood’s x^lan- 
tation yesterday 5 the number of men in these regiments are not known. 
Tlie entire force at Greenwood’s is 1,000 men and four x)ieces of ar- 
tillery, but there is some talk of their moving above Blakely, for fear 
they may be cut off by forces from Pensacola. There is one company 
of iOO men at Montrose. There is one set of pickets at Stick Eiver, on 
the road, and one set at Holhnan’s, on the Perdido Eiver. At Mobile 
there are about 8,000, old men and boys. Two couriers are stationed at 
H. J. Helton’s while he acts as a spy for the Confederates. At Blakely 
there is situated one battery mounting eight guns, two large and six 
small ones. Colonel Maury’s movements seem to be rather mysterious.

I have not 
heard from Monticello for several days. Negroes report Camden evacu- 
ated. McCray is reported at Searcy. A recbnnoitering party has been 
sent to that iioint. Eitter’s brigade of cavalry has just returned from 
the Saline, and they confirmed the reports of the enemy’s advance. 
The rest of Geiger’s brigade of cavalry, 1,600, with four 3-inch rifled 
guns, has been sent to Lewisburg to be ready for Price; 500 went with 
General Herron. With the Third Arkansas, about; 3,000 cavalry can be 
concentrated at Lewisburg or Dardanelle. It is reported Ifom Lewis- 
Inirg that Price’s command is broken up and that they will endeavor to 
cross tlie Arkansas between Lewisburg and Clarksville. This informa- 
tion is derived If oni country people. Magruder has received informa- 
tion of Price’s defeat in Missouri. All the infantry that can be furnished 
with trausx)ortation for the necessary supplies ’ will be put upon the 
march as soon as I can learn anything definite ifom Price. Nobody 
communicates with me from Missouri. Last newspaper 25th ultimo. 
Mower took off the best part of my transportation. An officer Avas sent 
for it. Mules are all we want. Colonel Greene, assistant quartermas- 
ter, promised to send them. This place and Devall’s Bluff cannot be 
left without considerable force. If either of these jhaces should fall 
into the hands of the enemy the Department of Arkansas would go up. 
There are no supplies of any sort in the country for the support of an 
army. We are obliged to have forage on an expedition. I have sent 
to General Eeynolds for another brigade.

The commands embraced in them wmre already marching 
to the Mississiiipi Eiver — A. J. Smith to Saint Charles, and Mower, 
now McArthur, to this city under orders previously communicated to 
him by General Halleck. ' Those two divisions, numbering 9,000 men, 
wall reach tlieir respective destinations on tlie river within six days, 
where transportation wdll be in readiness for their immediate embarka- 
tion. By order of General Sherman, McArthur relieved Mower in com- 
mand of his division, and the two divisions of Sherman’s army in this 
department are placed under the command of Smith, who has had aU 
the necessary orders, Bosecrans informs me, to expedite their move- 
ment to the points designated by Thomas. Winslow’s cavalry is 
with General Sanborn, to whom orders have been sent by Bosecrans 
for its return to the Mississippi Eiver the nioment it can be safely with- 
drawn from further pursuit of Price, which seems to be the case now, 
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as Price from all accounts has been pretty completely broken up and 
dispersed. This cavalry will reach the river for embarkation in about 
ten days from this date. In addition to the troops of Sherman, Bose- 
crans will send to Thomas one regiment of colored infantry, which is 
all, he thinks, can be spared from here with safety to this State and 
Government stores, owing to the great activity of guerrillas in dider- 
ent parts of the State, especially in the northern counties.

Major: The rapid and vigorous organization and arming of militia 
forces in the southern counties of this State, which Price’s advance in 
Missouri induced, has given the people confidence in their ability to 
dispose of any raiders, and since his retreat their a])prehen8ions Inave 
almost entirely died out. I can see but one indication of mischief as 
things are now. There can be no question that the recruiting parties 
which dispersed into northern Missouri are still many of them there, 
and it is possible that before making their way south, they may sud- 
denly collect together and attempt some undertaking of consequence. 
It is matter of common knowledge here that mounted men (suspicious 
characters) have been making tlieir way into Illinois the past few 
weeks. The men arrested by my order were on a recruiting errand. 
Colonel Driffield, late of the Third Iowa Cavalry, who was captured on 
the evening of the 2d instant on the packet horn Saint Louis to this 
port, the Kate Kearney, at Clarksville, and who was subsequently 
paroled, told me that he conversed with a number of the party and 
came to the conclusion that they were rebel recruits from Illinois. I 
am told here that it is matter of common knowledge in Hancock 
County, 111., opposite, that recruiting and drilling have been going 
on there for weeks. In view of these and other similar facts, and of 
the notorious complicity of the secret political societies formed against 
the Government, with the rebels, in this region at least, and of the 
giving out as to what is to be done on election day, I think it better 
that I should remain here till after the 8th instant.

attack and rebel raids; it is the natural home of the destitute and 
needy contraband, where his labor will be easily and richly rewarded 
under sure protection. It was never intended that his security should 
be afforded at a high cost to the Government under pretense of provid- 
ing a ‘Greedman’s home” in order that three or four fortunate persons 
should be favored with leases of plantations in so desirable a locality. 
The home of Jeftersoii Davis is a suitable place to furnish the means of 
support and secuiity for the unfortunate race he is being so instrumental 
in oppressing. All Avhite persons not connected with the military serv- 
ice will be required to leave the above limits before the 1st day of Jan- 
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nary, 1865, and after tliat date no white person will be allowed to land 
on any part of tbe same witliont written permission so to do either 
from these headquarters, the headquarters District ot Vicksburg, the 
general superintendent of freedmen, or the provost-marshal-geueral of 
freedinen.

He had a sharp fight, in which he exiiended all his ammu- 
nition and killed 2 rebel captains and IS men, without any loss himself 
and was falling back to Springfield for ammunition. He reports this 
torce to be a part of Jeff Thompson’s brigade, of Shelby’s division. 
This state of things seems to raise the question whether we shall 
damage the enemy as much by moving south as [he is] likely [to] damage 
us while absent, I shall continue to send forward the troops south

At Phillips’, seven miles 
out from here, great damage was done last night. Colonel King is 
mentioned as one of the officers in command.

It was useless to attempt to send 
them with the men who went yesterday. These men went straggling 
out without the least order and discipline and have not all got off yet.

General Sibley directs that no public horses be intrusted to the Indian 
scouts during the winter. It was understood that they were to furnish 
their own ponies. Orders will be issued from this office authorizing 
the assistant quartermaster at Fort Wadsworth to increase the allow- 
ance of hay to the public animals in consequence of the short supply 
of grain. The chief commissary of subsistence has been directed to 
instruct the acting commissary of subsistence to allow the issue of 
hams and dried fruit in lieu of other parts of the rations. It is to be 
regretted that you did not adhere to your original intention to send 
down Company M, Second Cavalry, by the way of Abercrombie, as it 
could more easily have reached Fort Eipley by that route, at which 
place it will probably be stationed. The failure to complete the quar- 
ters of the command is a great disappointment to the brigadier-general 
commanding, who has been led to believe that there was an abundance 
of timber cut for that purpose. If, however, it is impra,cticable to go 
on with the work this season, the greatest energy must be displayed in 
getting everything ready for operations early in the siiring, including 
stone and brick, if the latter can be conveniently made. Lieutenant-

I have received no official dispatch concerning the affair at Charles- 
ton. The telegraph operator informs me that while Captain Diehl was 
at breakfast yesterday morning some twenty guerrillas made a dash 
into town and wounded Captain D. seriously, 1 man slightly, and 
captured 8 men. They then left without tloing further damage. From 
what I can learn most of Dield’s horsemen were on a scout. "The eight 
prisoners were taken out of town some seven miles, robbed of every- 
thing of any value, and then sent back. They report the guerrilla force 
to be some sixty strong, under Colonel Birthright — a new man. I sent 
thirty men, under Lieutenant Eathbun, to Charleston at once. They 
arrived tliere at 3 j). ni., and started with what force Diehl could furnish 
on the trail of the rebels last evening. I will advise you as soon as I 
hear from them,*

Wlieii tlie mesquite roots liayc all been consiinied 
we shall have growing quite a forest of wood for fuel if we plant from 
5,000 to 10,000 trees yer annuiii. Captain Calloway informed me that 
immense numbers could be easily lirocimed.

Your letter of the 28tli ultimo has just been received. Tlie Indians 
must be contented with the amount of food now ordered to be issued to 
them, i. 6 '., twenty ounces ])er day of solid food to each individual. Major 
McCleave, hirst 'Cavalry California Volunteers, is tlie officer I propose 
to send to your x:)ost to act as cominissai’y. Please malce ari'angements 
to have a certain census of all caiitive Indians on the reservation made 
on tlie 30th instant by actual count. At that time it will be well to 
know the strength of each family, with age, sex, &c., of each. Itex>ort 
the number, age, sex, &c., of the orphan children, and what plan you 
have adojited witli reference to their cases. This Avill be an es^iecial 
report required for the War Department. Pray let it be as full and 
complete as iiossible, and give the amount and kind of stock owned by 
each family, or each Indian, as the case may lie. If you require any 
more of the tin tickets to facilitate the issue of rations, please Avrite to 
Captain Shoemaker to have them made, stating the number and size 
(Avith regard to ligures sta.ini3ed on them) of Avliat you require. It is 
left Avith yourself to invest the money due to Indians for fodder as you 
may think Avill most conduce to their interests. A fund should be 
formed to proA’idc graiie cuttings and to pay for puuqikin, melon, chile, 
and otlier seeds. Please let me knoAv if many seeds have been saA^ed 
for planting, and Avhat you Avill require. Tlie seed Avheat must be 
selected from the wheat you have on hand as far. as ])ossible. Sui)- 
liose, for examiile, you cause to be soaaui, say, 3,000 acres. This will 
take from 4,500 bushels to 6,000 bushels, e(iual to ' 300,000 pounds — 
a frightful quantity considering the scarcity. It aauII not do to trust 
too much to the corn croi). Besides, if the Aviieat is soavu early and 
matures early, beans can be raised on the same ground next summer, 
a great gain. The Indians destroy a great deal of the corn crop by 
eating the corn before the ears are filled. Separate ground should 
be planted to be dciiredated on, so tiiat the main fields Avould be left 
iutact to ripen. Captain Bell, commissary of subsistence, has bought 
tAvelve ucAV plows. These shall be sent doAvn as soon as they come. 
If all the able-bodied Indians Avill keep busily at Avork noAV, and day by 
day, until the next planting season has i)assed, 10,000 acres can be juit 
in seed AAith ease. The 4,000 sheex) have been bouglit and are en route 
to you. The fleeces should be given to the poorest Indians. Please 
inform me of hoAv much these slieep a.verage in Aveight per head, taking 
every ounce that can be issued as food. If the ('ommissary Arould 
arrange to have all the blood of slaughtered cattle a,nd shecAp sa,ved to 
be made into haggis and blood-puddings it Avould be great food for the 
orphan children Avho go to the school. The scarcity of food in the 
country is very great, and every resource must be tried to economize, or 
there will be positive sufitering before the next crop aauII be gatliered. 
Please have the land Avhich is to be cultivated measured. A calcula- 
tion can easily be made Avhich Avill determine beyond a. doubt the num- 
ber of acres. Delays in the arrival of the mail have detained me from, 
going beloAA^ I shall start some time this Aveek and shall endeavor to 
return via Port Sumner.

Troops in Mobile Harbor will be required solely for holding 
the harbor defenses. All available forces of the Deiiartment of the 
Gulf on the Mississipxii Eiver and in Arkansas should be organized to 
operate from some iioint on the river, to cut off Beauregard’s communi- 
cations, break the Mobile and Ohio Eailroad, destroy enemy’s sup- 
plies, and, if possible, threaten Selma. General Grant leaves the point 
of departure and line of operations at your own discretion. Price has 
been cut to pieces, and is by this time south of the Arkansas Eiver. 
Beauregard has repaired the Mobile and Ohio Eaihoad, and is also 
reiiairing the Mississippi and Tennessee road. His depot is at Gorinih, 
and his "forces mostly on the Tennessee Eiver. Thomas is in his front 
with a large force. Sherman, with four corps, is operating in Georgia ; 
his destination is unknown. Possibly he may strike Montgomery and 
Selma.

Sir : Your dispatch of October 29 was received here yesterday. 
General Herron, Colonel Sackett, and otliers arrived here to-d’ay. They 
think the train crossed at Dardaiielle, and I have sent down two regi- 
ments on this side to meet it. Price was at Cane Hill on Friday, the 
4th instant. I think he is aiming to cross the Arkansas at the mouth 
01 the Illinois (Webber’s Palls). I took a force across the river with 
the view or moving up to attack him as he crossed the river, but find- 
ing Cooper threatening Fort Smith I brought my force back. Within 
my iortihcations we are safe against Price and Cooper both and shall 
hold Fort Smith. I have no fears. 

On the 19th of October I directed Colonel Harrison, at Fayetteville, 
to move with Ins command to this place if he found that Price was 
‘ippi’oaching Fayetteville. Harrison has not comiilied with my ordei-, 
ana i have not heard from him since Price reached Cane Hill. Desert- 
ers trom Price’s army reiiort that Fayetteville has not been taken, 
i rice has moved very leisurely since the battle of Kewtonia, and 
deserters say that our forces are not pursuing him. 
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I directed Colonel Wattles to liold Fort G ibson, as it is strongly forti- 
fied, but tliat if lie was likely to be 'overpowered to retire into the ^Nation 
and save liis command. It would not have been good policy to have 
attempted to bring the Indians here, as it disorganizes them to take 
them away from the Nation. Will send you the Eleventh Colored witli 
the train when it returns.

(Company M), with their horses. I regret its being contrary to the 
general’s wishes, but it was really necessary, as it was impossible for 
pompany H to take down with its q>yn horses igore tha-ff of 
31 K B— you xih, PT ly ' 
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Companies B and G ; and the liorses of another comi:)any had to he dis- 
posed of, and, as I have previously stated, I consider even three com- 
X)anies ample force to hold this post, and if Company F, First G. S. 
Volunteer Infantry, comes up Tre will certainly he strong enough, and 
■\ve cannot accommodate more than four companies this Avinter. 1 find 
that it will be almost imi)ossihle to build a stockade around this lort 
on account of [scarcity of] timber. W e aauII require all the suitable tim- 
ber in reach for building purposes, audit will also be necessary to keep 
this little mill constantly employed in making lumber for tlie buildings. 
I am having made in idace of a stockade an embankment, to be sodded, 
and two 8-incli beams on top, the loAver one to be i)ierced for musketry, 
when conpAleted to be eight feet high, and Arith a ditch nine ieet AAude 
in Itout, the entrances to have substantial gates, and the upper story 
of both bastions pierced for musketry, so the ditches can be swept by 
both artillery and musketiy. The above AAmrks can be built Avith mucli 
less trouble and expense and in far less time than a go^d stockade, and 
when finished AAull be far more substantial and efficient, and Ave can Avith 
a small three bid defiance to all the Indians in the North Avest, I have 
no special reason to anticipate an attack, but shall always keep a good 
lookout and be prepared for anjdhing that may turn up. Saturday 
night a messenger was sent in from the hay field to inform me that 
after dark a half-breed came to the camp and told them that he had 
been told by two friendly Indians from up country that the Indians 
were getting together to attack the camp. I sent out Lieutenant Hunt, 
with twenty-five cavalrymen and one mountain hoAAitzer, to re-enforce 
the camp. The lieutenant sent in word to-day. All quiet up to 7 this 
morning. They have a strong position and haA^e fortified. I have 
no fears for them. Tliere are noAv here 113 public horses and 61 
mules; 24 of them are kept at work at mill. We are feeding but one- 
fourth ration of grain to animals not AAmrking. All are doing well. Is 
not the adjutant the proper person to take acknoAvledgments in civil 
cases, or does a person have to be appointed for that purpose? If so, 
please haA^e one appointed for this post.

but could not be dispatched for want of transportation until this morn- 
ing, when, on learning that iiart of the train from below would be in 
this afternoon, I kept these companies here in order to use the return- 
ing teams for transportation, as our transportation is so much scattered 
that we have been unable to comiilete the covering of the stables for want 
of teams. The order for Comj)any L was directed to Lieutenant Ledden, 
commanding, Avho belongs to Company H; but as it called distinctly 
for Company L, that company, under Lieutenant Oronkhite, together 
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with H, will start to-morrow morning for Fort Snelling, via Henderson 
Oompariy M, Second Cavalry^ which has lately reported here, was not 
coniprised in the estimate ot troops which could be accommodated at 
this post, but arrangements have been made to accommodate all the 
companies uoav here and expected to arrive vdthiii the next three or four 
days, pin vided orders are received to remove headquarters of the 
Second Cavalry to some other x)oint, as several rooms are at present 
occupied by the non-commissioned staff, band, and detailed men, which 
are absolutely necessary (or the a,ccommodation of the comxianies ordered 
to remain here. Tiie troops will be somewhat crowded, and if one sec- 
tion of the ihird [Minnesota] Hattery could be or<lered to another iiost 
all would be cjuartered comfortably and conveniently. In the disposi- 
tion of Oaxitain Barton’s company I shall be able to jirovide forage and 
stabling for about sixty- live of their horses at the two nearest posts 
nortli and south of hort Bidgely.

Sir: I have the honor to submit to your consideration a statement of 
the information received at this office this 8th day of November, 1864, 
from the following source, the statement of Mr. A. F. Eoaker, from 
Brownsville, Tex., employed by General Herron: 

Left Brownsville July 15; entered Mexico. Entered Texas Septem- 
ber_5, thirty-five miles above Eagle Pass. Went from there to San An- 
tonio. At Brownsville, 15th of September, there were about 1,000 men. 
Colonel Showalter’s regiment. Colonels Ford’s and Bidding’s battalions. 
Colonel Benavides at Laredo, 400 strong. Major Hunter at Eagle Pass 
with a battalion of 300. Colonel Ford commands the District "of West 
Texas. Only one coinxiany at San Antonio. Went from there to Colum- 
bus; froin thence to Crockett, Houston County, September 28. Only 
three regiments, mounted, went from Texas to Arkansas, and there was 
no intention of sending more, for two reasons: that they could not be 
sx)ared, and that the men would not go to Arkansas. Only one comjiany 
at Houston and three regiments at Galveston. Only two companies at 
Sabine Pass. Four hundred or 500 men in charge of xirisoiiers, who 
AVere removed about the 15th of September from Tyler to Hempstead, 
Houston [Waller] County. Crossed the Sabine Fiver thirty-live miles 
above Niblett’s Bluff; xiroceeded in the direction of Alexandria to within 
fifty miles of that place. Mr. Eoaker does not believe that there are 
more than 5,000 men in Texas.

Tlieodore Pinciis was arrested and tried for receiving $1,200 from 
Nicliolas Bermiiigliani for obtaining a permit from the ciistom-liouse 
for a trade store at Baton Eoiige, previously refused to Berniiiigham. 
Of this he has been found guilty. It is contended by his counsel and 
some proof offered to show that this class of business is recognized in 
this community as legitimate. In this a great error has been com- 
mitted. The custom-house, like all other offices of the Government, is 
accessible to any person seeking legitimate business and should be inac- 
cessible to all others. Neither money nor influence should be the 
ground of granting emxffoyment of hired brokers who 

obtain their gains by procuring for the merchants in an underhand 
and secret way what the merchant himself on his own application can- 
not obtain, is manifestly injurious to fair dealing, an extortion on 
honest traders, and necessarily brings suspicion of illegal gains upon 
the officials who have charge of the business. All such dealings are, 
therefore, positively prohibited. In this case Mr. Theodore Pincus will 
repay to Nicholas Bermingham the sum of $600, being half of his brok- 
erage fee. The sentence in this case is light, being the first that has 
come under the cognizance of the commanding general. Hereafter it 
will be much more severe.

General : I have received no reliable information from any jiart ot 
the forces under Price since the dispatches of General Pleasonton, 
written at Port Scott. I sent orders to General Thayer to use his 
cavalry to pick up stragglers in case Price’s routed troops should pass 
through his district, and to make the best use possible of the rest of his 
forces to damage Price, taking care to have Port Smith secure against 
an assault. He had previously been ordered to draw in his outposts, 
Avitli all the x)nblic proxierty, on learning that Price was coming in that 
direction. T ordered all my available cavalry, about 3,000, well mounted 
and well appointed, under General West, with four 3-inch rifled guns, 
to move toward Dardauelle and to attack Pri(‘e’s retreating forces 
wherever they could find them. I have the utmost confidence in this 
command, and believe they are a match for anything Price can 
bring against them if they get together in time, t anticipated that 
Price would break uxi his command into detachments and demonstrate 
at different points, while his main force woiild attemxit to cross the 
Arkansas. Detacliments were therefore sent out for the XRiTpose of 
reconnoiteriug and flanking the road to Port Smith. They will con- 
centrate at or near Dardaneffe before the arrival there of the sui)ply 
train mentioned in a previous disxiatch. General Herron has passed on 
toward Port Smith with aii*escort of 500 cavalry, making in all 3,500 
cavalry from here. Magruder’s force is all this side of the Washita. I 
prespiBo tliey pUl attempt raicl§ upon oar liueg uutil aftor Price has ^’otj 
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across tlie Arkansas. This morning they made a cavalry dash and 
captured 20 of our men at a coal-pit. We have no cavalry to send after 
them. I have ordered Colonel Dye’s brigade to Brownsville.

Brought up from Vicksburg 1,000 of 
Dana’s cavalry, and left orders for them to make a thorough reconnais- 
sance from Gaines’ Landing to-day. They Avill do it well. I will hear 
from them in a day or two, and will report to you. I liave a brigade 
just arrived here from Morganza. General Canby was on his way to 
see you Avhen he was wounded by a single shot from a guerrilla about 
forty miles above mouth of White River, and has returned to New 
Orleans. The wound is high in the leg and tolerably severe, but only 
a flesh wound. I had a full conference with him, and am making prepa- 
rations to aid you all in my iiower.

I went from Benton ville to Cincinnati on the 
line, and finding no road leading to the right of Webber’s Falls, on 
the Arkansas River, I traveled the Line road. I passed General Cur- 
tis’ camp yesterday morning, and for the scarcity of forage I was coip- 
pelled to leave the trail. I got no forage after passing'' Ben tonville* 
only one very light feed. General Curtis started from camp below 
Butch Mill at daylight. He was twenty-four hours behind Price. 
Price will cross at Webber’s Falls. General Thayer thinks different,' 
but there is no forage in the hration, and he will be compelled to cross 
at the nearest point. The country is devastated for fifteen or twenty 
miles where he passed. General Tliayer has wiitteii all information in 
regard to Fort Smith you required. If you want to send messengers to 
me, send on the Cove Greek road. I leave for Fayetteville in the morn- 
ing.

Abstract from tri-monthly re])ort of Corps of Special Scouts,^ organised 
order of Maj.

Ou the evening of November 1 I returned to Vicksburg, Miss., 
a scout ou the opposite side of the river at that place. I started on lae 
scout on the morning of the 3lBt of October, and traveled ahou o ^ 
miles altogether. I captured two Confederate soldiers, and brought in a 
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citizen by tlie name of J anies by order of Major-General Dan ii. I found 
tbe steamer Colonel Cowles awaiting- me at Yicksbnrg to relieve tlie 
Starlight. I took possession of tbe Colonel Cowles on tin.', 2(1, and 
started np the river on tbe 3d. I made various landings, but Avitliout 
mncb success until tlie 5tb, Avben, at Asbton’s Landing, !, seized tliei 
steamer Sylplp 32 bales of cotton, 4 mules, 4 oxen, and 2 Avagons, and 
sent tliem to Vicksburg. I then returned to Bayou Mason am,! ear)- 
tured 4borses, 1 mule, and 40 bales cotton, but could not get tbe eottcm 
aw<Y so I burned it. On tbe Gtb I proceeded up tbe river and landed 
at Columbia, Ark., and scouted eight miles into the countrv, but cai)- 
tured only 2 horses. On tbe 7tb l landed at Gaines’ Landing and pro- 
ceedecl into the country se\mn miles and encountered tbe enemy’s pielc- 
ets at Biiyon JVIason, but made no captures of consequence. During tluA 
otb and 9tb I lay by at tbe mouth of White BiAmr, drew rations and 
g()t soine ot my horses shod.

neglecting to care for or misappropriating tlie same. 

III. Citizens who save abandoned horses, mules, or other imoperty, 
and give notice of it to the nearest military commander, will be entitled 
to a just remuneration for their labor and expense.

Price moved west from Cane Hill, and General Thayer thinks that he 
has gone to the river at a point west of Fort Gibson. It is reported 
that there is no forage or subsistence in the Nation and he must there- 
fore move rapidly. General Thayer crossed tlu', i-iver witli a force with 
the view of attacking Price, but having reason to believe, lie says, that, 
Cooper would move up to attack Fort Smith with. 7,()()() men, he was 
obliged to bring Ids force back. Price is rexiorted to have moved raji- 
idly after leaving Cane Hill, and his rear is reyiorted by Major Melton 
to iiave been twentj^-four hours ahead of Guneral Curtis’ advance on 
the morning of the 7th, The enemy being fully Avithin the grasp of the 
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Omaha, Nebr. Ter., November lO, 1864.

My men are in a starving condition at Kearny, Plum Greek, Ootton- 
■wood, O’Pallon’s Blnli^ Alkali, and Jnlesburg. All estimates have been 
forwarded for two or three months and no attention paid to them at 
department headquarters. If they cannot be supplied the necessary 
result will be starvation or desertion. We have inussed teams and sent 
everything we have hereto tliem to do for a few days.

General : I have just received the inclosed communication* from my 
adjutant-general at Port Sully. I also forward my answer. It Avill be 
necessary for me to go to the expense of a few thousand dollai’vS, not' 
authorized by orders, to make a treaty, and I wish you would get me the 
authority, for by so doing I will save the Government hundreds of thou- 
sands. You can be sure I aauII not vspend one dollar without necessity. 
I liave authorized the payment for the white woinan, as you see. I have 
kept no copy of Captain Pell’s letter, for the mail closes at S p. m. I 
shall leave here in two days to see you, for I want much to talk with 
you. Had I the means at my disposal 1 would leave to-morrow for the 
Indian camp. But, general, jmii know Indians well enough to know if 
an ofiicer vusitsthem as a peacemaker, and has no money to make them 
presents, they look on him as a small individual. Like our white chil- 
dren, they judge ot a man by the length of his pocket. If a permanent 
peace can now be made with the Sioux, I look upon it as one of the 
gieatest achievements in our Indian troubles, and I have every reason 
to believe it can be made. I have written this privately, in a great 
hurry. I can tell you more when I see you. I was anxious this should 
leave in this mail.

General : I liave tlio lionor to submit tlie following’ as the plan 
alluded to in niy telegram to-day: We will send an officer with sixteen 
men to-morrow morning, all dressed as Confederates, to proceed, with 
an escort of 250 cavalry, across tlie Amite at Davidson’s Ford, twenty- 
seven miles distant. The escort returns, the party goes tlirougli the 
forest, avoiding roads and traveling only at night, to Liberty, Miss. 
On Monday niglit it entps Liberty, where is Brigadier-General Hodge 
and no troops except liis escort, numbering between twenty-live and 
forty men, and endeavors to capture him; if successful, rapidly returii- 
ing down east side of the Amite, and joins a column of 400 men, which, 
at 9 a. ni. Tuesday, will bo twenty miles from Liberty. Monday night 
a column of 500 cavalry inarcli from this point to Port Hudson secretly, 
and go into the fort. Monday at dark they niarclr southeast through 
Jmdvson, La., .and at daylight attaek a Confederate cam]) twenty live 
miles from Port Hudson. A column moves Monday evening from this 
point on Clinton, La., separating ten miles from that place and moving 
on the enemy. All the columns move as rapidly as consistent north 
toward or beyond Liberty. , A force of 150 men vill also move from 
opposite Donaldson ville and join the force moving on tlie Clinton road 
at Davidson’s Ford. Operations from Liberty will be on the .Tackson 
railroad and in. such directions as circumstances may seem to make 
profitable. We propose to bring in everytliing which will add to our 
comfort and convenience and tend to embarrass the military operations 
ol the enemy, incliuling all the negroes we find. Of course, we ijropose 
to take everything in a reguhir way and have it properly a.cconnted for. 
General Lee will conimand the expedition. Your senior aide-de-camp 
spoke to me Avhile here about sending me sonio of the secret service 
funds. At the time I declined it, but on reliection I would like to have 
it, as I ain sending out x>n.i'ties almost daily and endeavoring to keex> 
fully advised of the nioveinents of the enemy. One of my spies reports 
to-day that three days since, while she was at Clinton, two couriers 
arrived there from Buckner, who is at Alexandria with 8,000 to 10,000 
men. She also, says that Governor Allen had ordei'ed all of theLonisi- 
ana State troops to the west side of the Mississippi Biver, and that 
Brigadier-General Hodge had countermanded the order.

The steamer Benton passed down the river this afternoon; left here 
at 3 p, m. She informs me that at or near Sibley they saw thirty or 
forty guerrillas crossing the river in skiffs, some being on either side of 
the river. They were crossing to the south side. At the approach of 
the boats they all fell back to the timber. After she passed they again 
appeared and resumed crossing. At Camden tliey saw another party 
crossing, ifo sliots tired. About 3 p. ni. two guerrillas stopped and 
robbed two citizens at the Fair-Grounds. They came this side of the 
Fair-Grounds inquiring the number of troops at this post. About dark 
two telegraph repairers and a citizen came in from near Wellington. 
They report seeing large numbers of rebels in and about Wellington. 
The citizen was in town and among them. He says that there were 
nearly 500. I hear of no large force down the river. All the troops 
except one small company have been withdrawn from this post. I can- 
not pursue the rebels; have hardly force to defend the city. I have 
called out the citizen guards. I sent by steamer Benton sick and 
stragglers to Jefferson City, as ordered. The indications are that the 
rebels are going south, as they are stealing horses and mules and have 
a good many negroes with them.

souri, AAd;iQ, by dashing into the State at points wliich are ringnarded, 
are enabled to xienetrate some distance, doing much damage to our 
people;, and return with imxuinitjq A militia, hpAveAmr aa^cU org’anized 
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and armed, are not a complete protection against tliem, and some meas- 
ures are necessary to forewarn our people of their intended apimoach 
and designs. If we could be thus XJrexiared we are competent to defend 
ourselves. For tins reason I ax)j)rove the suggestion of General Smith 
to employ a detective to act in conjunction with the provost-marshal 
at Keokuk, who, by means of his acquaintance with men in Price’s 
army and knowledge of men in Missouri, may bo able to keex) our au- 
thorities duly advised of hostile designs against this State. I ho]>e his 
suggestion will be adopted, as it would, in my ox>iiiion, supersede the 
necessity of keejxing trooi)s on constant duty liere.

The inoveinents of rebel troops from the extreme south and the con- 
centration of supplies at different iioints seem to indicate a general 
inpvement on tbe pqrt of Beanyegard toward the Mississip^ii, I liaye 
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acquainted Steele, Eieynolds, and Dana fully "witli my views, and tlie 
toroes at my command Avill be disposed of to tlie best ])ossible advantage, 
ilie position occupied by Magruder may eitlier be regarded as threat- 
eniug Steele’s line of communication or indicating liis old intention to 
cross the Mississippi. Three brigades of lieynolds’ troops have been 
sent to Steele, others to Paducah and Memphis, while the main force 
remains at the mouth of White Eiver, under Eeynolds’ own command 
to watch the enemy and frustrate his plans as soon as they are devel- 
oped. _ The country between the White Eiver and Gaines’ Landing, on 
both sides of the Mississippi, is constantly being scoured by Eeynolds’ 
and Dana’s cavalry patrols, and the gun-boats are kept moving night 
and day, so that I have great confidence in being able to i)reveiit any 
troops from crossing. A rebel supply train which recently attempted 
to cross at Dardauelle was captured by Steele. I think he will be able 
to damage Price considerably, if the latter does not cross too high up 
the Arkansas. It was reported on the 10th that the enemy was threat- 
ening Hatchez, and I have sent two infantry regiments there from Mor- 
ganza, who will arrive in time should the place be attacked. My wounds 
are getting on very well, and the accident will not inaterially interfere 
with the direction of matters in this division.

General: I inclose yon copies of dispatclies received to-day from 
Major-General Halleck and Maj. Gen. George H. Tlioinas.* 

The execution of these orders takes away all of the trooiis of Sinitli’s 
and Mower’s divisions and all the cavalry here. 

Hatch’s division is gone, all except the iiielfectives, who were left 
behind when Hatch went, but which will go in a. day or two. Pai't of 
Winslow’s division is with him piirsniiig Price, but is ordered to Hasli- 
ville direct, and the detachments here are oi’dered to join him thei'e. 
This takes all the cavalry. I am thus left with 2,447 colored infantry, 
five batteries of twenty-two guns, about 800 white infantry, and 1,200 
heavy artillery in the fort. With this force I can in'obably hold the 
town against an attacking force of 10,000 inen (I can hold the fort 
against any force they may bring), but should Hood turn, his attention 
this way, you will readily see that I should be in danger of having the 
town captured. At last accounts he was o])posito Florence, butVitli 
railroad running to Corinth, and thence to Mobile, he can move in five 
days from Corinrh to Memphis, and such a move I do not regard as 
improbable. Forrest, with 0,000 or 8,000 men, is in West Tennessee by 
the last reliable accounts we have. It cannot be that General Sherman 
intended to take all the cavalry a. way from here and leave tliis ])oiiit 
so nearly defenseless. There are 500 or 000 Illinois infaiutry who have 
been home to vote that will be back here in a day or two. ' There are 
at this post about 3,000,000 rations, pne-halfof which are in the fort: 
forage is short, and Colonel Clary, depot quartermaster, though con- 
stantly urged, assures me that he has found it impossible to accumu- 
late much of a supply, the river has been so low, and he has been drawui 
on so heavily from other points, but thinks he will be able now to get 
ahead some.

General : I wish most respectfully to call your attention to the fol- 
lowing statementof facts in relation to the recent imirder of my brother 
while a prisoner at Helena, Ark., by a Federal lieutenant of the provost 
guard at that xdaco : My brother, Ben. A. Berry, a member of Colonel 
Neely’s regiment, was captiired at Abbeville, some eighteen months 
ago, was taken North, and after some months was released from prison 
upon a sick parole. He was afterward taken to Vicksburg to be ex- 
changed, but while going down the Mississippi Fiver he jumped over- 
board and made his escape. His health being very bad, he made his 
way to our father’s, in Crittenden County, Ark. On the 3d of this 
month he was arrested while sick iu bed, and taken to Helena. While 
going from the boat to the prison the lieutenant in clnu-ge of the guard 
accused him of belonging to Colonel Dobbin’s regiment; he said he did 
not. The lieutenant then said, <‘Do you dispute my word?” He re- 
plied,_‘a dispute any one’s word wdio says that I 'belong to Colonel 
Dobbin’s regiment.” The lieutenant then took a gun from one of the 
guard and struck at him several times with the bayonet. My brother 
retreated backward some thirty steps, the lieutenant following him 
up, when he fired iipon him, shooting him through tlie breast, killing 
him instantly. This is a simiile statement of the facts. They can be 
established by the following gentlemen, citizens of Helena, who were 
present and witnessed it: Thomas Quarles, John Smith, and Arthur 
Thompson, also one Taunehill, who was, a prisoner with my brother. 
This occurred on the 7th [4th] of this month. I understand that the 
Federal lieutenant says iu his justification that iny brother was run- 
iiing from him, trying to make his escape. This occurred in open day- 
light in the streets of Helena, and he was surrounded by Federal 
soldiers, and no sane man under the circumstances Avould have at- 
tempted an escape. Furthermore, the ball entered his breast, showing 
that he had his face to him at the time he was shot. 

I ask, general, that you investigate the matter and that justice shall 
be done.

The above paper having been forwarded to me byJVIaj. Gen. 0. 0. 
‘Washburn for my action, I state that at the time of the shooting of Ben. 
A. Berry, a x)risoner of war, the fact was reported to me a few minutes 
after it occin.Ted, and I caused an immediate investigation to be made. 
The facts were, that three prisoners of Avar, of whom Berry Avas one, Avere 
delivered to the provost marshal on the 4th of October last, and Avei e 
sent by him to the military prison in charge of the privates of the guard. 
As they w^ere on their Avay tAvo of the prisoners Avere alloAved to stop at 
a store to purchase some necessary articles. Berry passed on in charge 
of one only of the guard, Private Allen Eobertson, Company F, Thirty- 
third Missouri Volunteers. The time Avas about sunset. , When Avitliin. 
about 200 yards of the prison, on the corduroy road, Avhich is elevated 
about four feet above the land adjoining, Berry started to run. The 
guard instantly hweled his gun and shot him. At the instant he Avas 
turning round, and seeing the gun pointed at him, exclaimed, ‘‘ For God’s 
sake don’t shoot me.” The tire and exchimatio]i Avere about simulta- 
neous. The guai-d is a good soldier, only nineteen years old. Had he 
not .shot the "prisoner Avould have escaped. Flo altercation occurred. 
Gapt. Edwin Bancroft, Battery E, Second IJ. S. Colored Artillery, 
Avas on the spot in one minute after it occurred. Berry Avas running 
so fast that Ids hat fell otf twenty feet from the place Avhore his body 
lay. Berry had escaped twice before, but not as related in this letter. 

The 
other tAvo are prisoners of Avar: they did not witness the affair.

General: Since my dispatch of the Slst ultimo Price’s forces were 
pursued through Prairie Grove and Cane Hill into the Indian Nation 
by General Curtis’ command. Our cavalry [he] had with him— Wins- 
low’s; the remainder that could travel Avent as far as Cassville, sent to 
communicate AAuth General Curtis and Fort Smith. Finding the rebels 
going rapidly across the Arkansas, followed by Curtis’ troops, they 
advanced no farther than CassAulle. General Curtis telegraphed me 
last evening, under date of the 8th, that Price crossed the Ai'kansas, 
his rear under fire of our guns, leaving one cannon, some small-arms, 
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and Ids personal conveyance in tlie liands of Ids pursuers. I 'will send 
you an official rei)ort of tlio whole campaign as soon as tlie subordinate 
commanders have time to make theirs, giving details of ox)eratious, 
losses of men, material, and wear and tear to their commands. I may 
sum up the general results about thus: During tlie thirty-eight days 
Price was in this department, with not less tlian 15,000 inounted men, 
he swept a track of about twenty- live miles in breadth, from Bloomfield 
in Southeast to Independence in hTorthwest Missouri, robbing stores and 
plundering for food, horses, and clothing. He was engaged at various 
times wdth, about 3,000 infantry and 7,500' cavalry, and lost probably 
2,900 killed and Avoiuided and 3,000 x>risoners and deserters, 10 x>ieces 
of artillery, 250 wagons, and all his ammunition for artillery, lie prob- 
ably did not take out of the State more than 3,000 animals more than 
he brought in, if so many. His movement was a i)olitical failure, and 
gave the Union tifficet 4,000 or 5,000 more and tire o])position 5,000 or 
(),000 less votes. His failure in a military point of view is coini)lete, 
and his adherents are in disgmst and despair. The State will be the 
gainer instead of losing by the raid.

on duty in the district, such as the Enrolled Missouri Militia and citi- 
zen guards, were impatient to be relieved trom active duty. They had 
been called from their farms at a time.when tlieir croiis were maturing, 
and now croxis must be gathered, stock collected, hogs fattened, or their 
siiring xdautiug and husbandry Avere all in Auiin. An investigation sat- 
isfied me that there no longer existed a necessity for the retention of 
the Enrolled Missouri Militia on active_ duty. Accordingly, I relieved 
them, excepit two coinjiauies, one of Avhich is stationed at Osceohii, and 
the other at Calhoun. The protection of the loyal citizens of these 
remote localities against guerrillas, Avho habitually pass through there, 
seemed to demand this. These companies are commanded by judicious, 
active officers. The chiUing weather and exjiosure of the trooiis dii’ccted 
my attention early to the matter of pre])aring quarters for them and 
shelter for horses and public animals. The erection of huts and sheds 
Inr this purpose was directed, and is being prosecuted Avith energy. 
The commanding officer at Lexington for several days ]Aast has been 
full of apprehension as to the presence of large bodies of guerrillas in 
La Fayette County and the Sni Hills. I sent one battalion , umU'r Major 
Mullins, First Missouri State Militia, into Sni Hills. He returned tAVO 
days ago, having found nothing, or heard of any body of rebels. Two 
squadrons, lately from Lexington, found no enemy. 1 now have scout 
northeast of tliis. To-day I send 100 men from Sedalia through Saline 
County toAAmrd AMuAUArly and Dover, on Missouri EiAWw; 250 men from 
here to Greenton and Wellington, La Fayette County, thence Avest u]) 
the river toward Sibley, Avith instructions to return through Sni Hills 
and to cleanse it thoroughly of every vestige of guerrillas. Major 
IMullinSj commanding Pleasant Hill, is ordered to move north, and co-op- 
erate Avith forces sent from here. South of this all is quiet. I find 
that the public mind is quite restWe, and the heart of the peo])le faint 
since the raid. It Avill require a little time, couxfied Avitli actiAm efforts 
to succor and encourage them, to quiet their ax)prehensions, and make 
them feel that this country belongs to loyal (utizens.

On -the morning of October 8, -while the enemy aqipeared to be 
m full force in front of J efferson City, he moved out with a xiortion of 
his regiment, cliarged the enemy’s line and broke it and drove his rear 
g’uard in confusion some two miles, killing and capturing a number of 
the enemy and settling the question as to wdiether -the enemy Avas about 
to attack or Avas retreating. 

Second. At Boonville, on the 11th day of October, with a portion of 
his OAvu regiment and the Sixth Provisional Enrolled Missouri Militia, 
he attacked the enemy in position by my order, drove in liis entire 
slurmish hue upon the army in position, where he fought them till 
night, kiLing and wounding more than 100 of the enemy, and losing 
but 2 men killed and 2 Avounded.

sive; but the enemy has suffered badly, and all should be satisfied, I 
suppose. My dispatches from General Thayer indicate that the troops 
on the Arkansas will not attack Price.

Colonel: I have the honor to rei)ort my arrival at these headqiiar- 
ters on the Gth instant, since which time I have been busily engaged in 
bringing up returns, withdrawing the Enrolled Missouri Militia troops 
ordered out by General Craig, and returning the 107 organizations to 
their own counties. The latter Avill be relieved from active duty, 
organizations i)reserved, Avhenever the county safety committees so 
recommend. In a largo majority of the counties in this district there 
is coin])arative quiet and peace; in others there yet remains the roots 
of bitterness, in small squads of guerrillas, returned (;onscrij)ts, and 
deserters trom 'Price’s army. There is more trouble in Chariton, 
Howard, Boone, and CalhiAvay than in any other section of tlie district. 
Homicides have been frightfully frequent in Chariton, which is really 
the bloody ground of the district. There is scarcely a. citizen in the 
county but Avliat Avants to kill some one of his neighbors for fear that 
said neighbor niay kill him. The stormy imlitical coniiict through 
Avhich Ave liaAm just passed has done much to increase the trouble. 
“Every foul bird has lioAvn aboard; every dirty reptile hath risen ux).” 
I am much in need of the mounted force of tlie district yet retained 
south of tlie Missouri Elver. My purpose is to make n tho’rougli scour- 
ing of all the river counties and drag out the villainous conscrijits and 
busliAv hackers Avho may luwe gone into Avinter quarters. The election 
l^assed off tliroughout the district Avith remarkable quietness. I have 
learned of but little trouble. There Avas a slight friction at the x)olls 
in Saint Josexih, but that is annual on this border, Avhere so many of 
the sovereigns have been in the habit of voting “ early, late, and often,” 
and on both sides ot the Missouri Eiver. I believe tliat General Orders, 
No. 105, Avas faithfully carried out all over the district. I shall move 
my headquarters to Macon to-morroAV. Will relieve the Enrolled Mis- 
souri Militia brigadier-generals at once, and make a thorough insx^ec- 
tion in iDcrson of the entire command during tlie month.

Admiral: On the 7th instant, having positive information that Col- 
onel Warfield, Second Arkansas (rebel) Infantry, -Captain Warfield, 
C. S. Army, and three other rebel offi<‘.ers, Avere at tlie house of a 
Mr. Carson, in Arkansas, near Island 08, I dispatched a party on 
shore at 2 a. ni., surrounded the house and negro quarters witliout 
alarming a soul, and searched tin* premuses thorougldy. The stable 
Avas situab'd some distance trom tlie house, and in the darkness 
escaped the attention of my officers at first, and when subse<pieutly 
searched evidences of the hasty departure of the desired parties Avere 
all Ave obtaiiual. They had selected this stahle in preference to the 
house, and tlins es<*aped (aipture. Mr. Carson, who is the lather-in-laAV 
of Colonel Warfield, also has a son in the rebel army, and a, 11 his sym- 
pathies and ])roclivities are strongly and avoAvedly Avith the rebellion, 
and his house has long been the rendezvous of the rebels in his Adcin- 
ity. You can judge, theretbre, of my surprise Avhen he introduced one 
of his guests to me as Mrs. Warfield, the mother of two of the rebel 
officers I Avas in search of, and requested th eiirotection of my vessel in 
shipping her cotton by the first transport steamer that inight pass. I 
at first indignantly refused, but she exhibited to me the permit of Mr. 
Bllery, the Treasury agent at Memphis, requesting the cover of a gun- 
boat tor this shipment j the jiermit duly indorsed by Major-General 
Washburn, as also a permit for herself to land at her plantation, sanc- 
tioned by my district commander; and in the lace of all these docu- 
ments, as I Avas upon the siiot and a steamer then at hand ready to 
take the cotton, I considerecl it x^i'oper to give her the required pro- 
tection, although with a very bad grace.

Major-General Hijrlbitt: 

Pew things since I have been here have impres.sed me more 
painfully than what for four or five months past has appeared as bitter 
military ojipositiou to the new State government of Louisiana. I still 
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indulged some hope that I -was mistaken in the fact; but copies of a 
correspondence on the subject between General Oauby and yourself, 
and shown me to-day, dispel that hope. A very fair proportion of the 
people of Louisiana have inaugurated a new State government, making- 
an excellent new constitution, better for the poor black man than we 
have in Illinois. This was done under military protection directed by 
me, in the belief, still sincerely entertained, that with such a nucleus 
around which to build, we could get the Sfate into position again sooner 
than otherwise. In this belief, a general x^romise of x^rotection and 
support, applicable ahke to Louisiana and other States, was given in 
the last annual message. During the formation of the new "govern- 
ment and constitution, they were supported by nearly every loyal per- 
son, and oijposed by every secessionist, and this supimrt and this oiipo- 
sition, from the respective standpoints of the i)artie 8 , was perfectly con- 
sistent and logical. Every Gnionist ought to wish the new government 
to succeed and every disimionist must desire it to fail. Its failure 
would gladden the heart of Slidell in Eurox3e, and of every enemy of the 
old flag 111 the world. Every advocate of slavery naturally desires to 
see blasted and crushed the liberty promised the black man by the 
new constitution.

They give shelter, food, and raiment to tbe predatory vaga- 
bonds, bands of partisans and guerrillas wbo infest and distress the 
country. These guerrillas beyond all question are recognized by and 
are in constant communication with tbe trans-Mississippi rebel army. 
They are tbe mediums of communication tbrougb wbicb these families 
correspond with their friends South. In return therefor they extend 
hospitality and succor to tbe guerrilla mail-carrier and his confeder- 
ates.

I have the honor to report that I have already relieved a large poi'- 
tioii of the Enrolled Missouri Militia from a(3tive service mid sent theiii 
to their homes. I am perfecting and tilling up the 1. l OvisionalEiiiollod 
Missouri Militia companies with the best officers and men, and do not re- 
lieve them from dntyexceptnpbn the recommendation of thecominitteeH 
of pnlilic safety. During the past week I have carefully gathered reli a,- 
ble information touching the condition of affairs in tlic counties of the 
Seventh Military District, and shall. this wumk give like attention to 
the counties comxirising the Eighth District. ^ There is but little troiilile, 
except in tlie river counties. A few bauds of biisli whackers and desert- 
ers Horn Price’s army are yet scourging a few comities. Society in 
most of the river counties is in a very disorgani/ed condition. I propose 
going into said counties myself with a reliable force and again rear 
the bulwarks of civilization. A xiortion of the militia called out duidiig,' 
my absence from the district have not been carefnl of the recognition 
of the great law of meuni et tuum and there will be mucli tronlile 
in adjusting claims growing out of their irregularities. In cases where 
I can now fasten guilt I hold the officers individually responsible, and 
require them to assess uxion their commands a sum sufficient to cover 
damages by them caused, and which might have been prevented by 
proper discipline and attention. Tlie Enrolled Militia of Mivssouri liawe 
rendered so much service without xiay that some of them are cxnite 
inclined to make themselves whole out of somebody, and are not pay- 
ticular in their selection of involuntary contributions to tlieir unx>uid 
accounts. I xuopose to relieve the brigadier-generals of Enrolled Mis- 
souri Militia this x^resent week and divide my district into six sub- 
districts, each under the command of a D. S. volunteer field officer. 
Platte County is comparatively quiet. I have a force at Weston 
and Eidgeley. Olay is not in so good condition, l)ut will soon improve. 
Eay is in better shaxie. Oarroil, Chariton, and Howmrd are in the 
most unhappy condition of any section of the district, and will receive 
my immediate and earnest attention. Jackson and Kyder, with x^^r- 
haps 300 guerrillas, are yet roaming over these counties. I send a 
force into that section to-night to folloAV these villains day and iiigTit 
until they are exterminated or driven, out. The civil courts will at once 
be re-established and the officers duly xn’otected and aided in the 
enforcement of law and good order. I will relieve the Enrolled Alis- 
souri Militia as rax^idly as x)rudence will iiermit, sending cox^ies of the 
order relieving them to department and State headquarters.

Headquarters District op Upper Arkansas, 

Fort Biley, Nans., November 14, 1864. 
Hon. E. M. Stanton, ' 

Secretary of War, Washington, L. C. : 

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that this post is the headquar- 
ters of the District of Upper Arkansas, embracing the territory from 
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this post to a line -west of Fort Lyon, a distance of over 400 miles, and 
tlirongli which the great Santa F6 road passes. The posts are sepa- 
rated troin one another by long distances, some as far as 240 miles, and 
communication difficult, as the whole line is occupied by hostile In- 
dians. Onr usual mode of communication, is by the mail which passes 
once a week each way, and for wliich we lurnisli a suitable escort. The 
mail ;l.rom the west reaches Junction Oity, a small town west tliree 
miles from this x^ost, usually on Thursday night, and is kept there 
until Sunday morning, and sometimes later, and no reason given for 
the delay. As all official communications reach headquarters through 
the mail, the delay Irequently does injury to the service. I would also 
rcsx)ectfully state that the mail communication between this xmst and 
Fort .Leavenworth, deiiartment headquarters, is very irregular and 
uncertain. Almost every week the mail will not arrive for two days, 
and sometimes we receive no mail for three or four days at a time. In 
fact, there seems to be no system or regularity in regard to mail mat- 
t(U's in tills part of the State, and no one can inform you in regard to 
the reason of these irregularities. I resi)e.ctfully ask that the matter 
may be referred to the Post-Office Department for correction.

My Dear General : I have received your various disfiatches with 
iiiclosures, the latest dated Kovember il, 10 a. m. Our dear gen- 
eral is, everything considered, in a favorable and x)romi8ing condition. 
The transfer from the steamer to his house and the meeting with Mrs. 
Oanby xirodnced a sort of unnatural excitement, which was folloAved by 
a severe relapse. All Saturday and Sunday he had fever and suffered 
very great xiain, but yesterday and to-day he is much better, and Aiffiile 
we must exfiect occasional relafises we have reason to hope that he is 
steadily convalescing, and that his precious life is this time spared to us. 
His Ayounds are now discharging freely, his appetite is good, and he 
feels quite cheerful. The Aveather is everything we could desire, and 
he could not, of course, have better nursing than that he receives at the 
hands of his own true wife — maids best blessing here on earth. If I 
had my own Avay I would not bring any business at all before him, 
but it seems a sort of necessity for" him to keep track of important 
events, and his medical advisers say that it will not harm him. 
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Price, as you doubtless know, lias got off into tlie Indian Nation — 
tlie last, iirobably, av c will bear of biin for some time. Magruder, tlie 
general still thinks, is watebing bis oiiportmiity to cross. Under these 
uncertain circumstaiKU'S the general cannot withdraw your forces or any 
part of tlnun at presenij for the co-operation which is expected by Sher- 
man, whose plans liave been received by late dispatches from Washing- 
ton. Last week it was re])orted, on apxiarent good authority, that 
Nat(}hey. was threatened, and with the general’s consent I ordered two 
regiments up ihei'e fi'oin Morganza. They are probably on their way 
baek again beforcis yfvii receive this. The general has authorized Gen- 
(M-al Dana to remove the corps lieadquarters to Memphis, and to leave 
at the District of Viclcsburg an officer who is able and willing to carry 
out his views. Drigadier-General Smith is the only available officer at 
X)resent, and represented to be a good lighting man, luit lacking in manli- 
ness and dignity so necessary in a command where civil matters are 
almost as imiior'tant as militai'y matters. 1 suiiiiose none of your brig- 
adiers would answer to exchange with General Smitli. General Oanby 
leaves the cotton-x^ass business of General Dennis in your hands for 
such action as you may think necessary. There x^i’obably was no evil 
intent, but officers should be specially (‘.aretul on this touchy (luestion, 
which has proved too strong a temptation to many a hitherto honest 
man. I will try to find a mustering officer for the coi'iis. There is a 
Oaiitain Cheek here (late Thirteentli Intantry, now retired), who may 
answer tlie inirxiose. If ([ualified he shall be sent ux) to-nuirrow. 

Having to i'e[)resent the general xiersonally as well as officiallj^ (I live 
in his house siiuie Mrs. Oanby’s arrival), I am, of course, oceuxhed during 
every waking moment. I shall, however, find time to keex) you con- 
stantly posted on matters generally, and the general’s condition esiie- 
cially. As the gcncraPs friend and most valued co-worker, you will 
please to receive the assurance tliat I shall endeuvor during this trying 
lieriod to do my duty as his rexiresentative as faithfully as xiossible, and 
that where imiiortant matters are left to my discretion to decide I shall 
act as I honestly think you and he would act. 

This letter cannot leave until to-morrow, and I may have something 
of imiiortance to add in the meantime. I shall ask the general to leb 
me send you in cixdier cojiy of Gemual Sherman’s xdoius. They are 
materially what we thought they Avould be.

Sir: I have the honor to report for the information of the major- 
general commanding the following from the reports of Major-General 

Herron, special insiiector : t ^ x 

First. The cavalry of the Department of Arkansas : In Sexitember, 
1863, the cavalry was formed into a division under Brigadier-Geimrai 
Davidson, and were keiit, under his management, in excellent condition. 
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After lie left it was turned over to Brig. Gen. E. A. Oarr, and soon 
after divided into brigades, one of wliicli was attached to eacli infantiy 
division. This organization was kept up until September, 1864, when 
a division -of (‘avaliy was again formed and placed under charge of 
Brigadier-General West. The condition of the cavaliy at this time was 
most deplorable. For sixty days the horses had I'cceived no hay a,nd 
only one-half rations of grain, wliile occasionally for a week, at a time 
they received notlnng, and subsisted on wlmt could be jiiclced up. From 
Jamiary Ho September 1 the supply of forage^ averaged about onc- 
tliird rations. In August, 1864, a recuiierative and reniount camp was 
organized at Devall’s Bluff, and soon after Oaiitain Loriiig, in charge', 
of it, reported tliat the horses were dying at the rate of fifty-six^a 
day, a,nd this had lieen the average for ten days jiast, and not from 
disease, hut from poverty brought on hy actual starvation bete-re 
reaching the camp. < At the same time there was cavalry at Bine 
Blufi; and elsewhere, so that the loss avei’aged se.venty-live horses a day. 
From January 1 to October 1 the number of liorses reimrtcd oflicially as 
deml l)y (,;oIonel Garr, chief quartermaster, was 5,000, nine-tenths of 
which died from starvation. General West on assuming charge sent 
Capt. 0. A. .Henry, assistant quartermastm’, to Memphis and Saint Louis, 
to lorAvard forage. Gaptain Henry I’cached Memphis .August L'4, fouinl 
plenty of forage. a,nd shipped 400 tons the day he arrived and 500 the 
next day, all of which readn.al Devall’s Blutf in ten days. He then 
went to Saint Louis to_ hurry up the supplies (.lolomd Gar r had called 
lor, hut tound no reijuisitions in and l(*arned that an aluimlant supiily 
ot loi^age could be had and plenty of transportation. Arrangements 
were immediately made and a full sujiply has since been received at 
Hevall’s Bluff. Full rations are now being issued and General West 
is doing admirably and a iiew vigor has been instilh.ul in officers a;nd 
men. General Herron believes the system of sending the dismounted 
men of companies and regiments to the remount caini) a bad one. He 
recommends, and has so instructed General Steele, that the worst (‘av- 
a.liy regiments be dismounted, and tlie horses turned over to those that 
are efficient and need them. Among those to be dismounted are the 
Fourth Arkansas, hTinth Kansas, and Third Wisconsin. The cavalry 
division immber.s 14,6535 of these 7,088 are effective, 2,570 on detached 
service in the department and 628 without; there are 4,94-2 serviceable 
horses and 1,574 unserviceable. The stock on hand is improving and 
1,000 more will be ready for issue, in sixty days. General Herron has 
directed General Steele to relieve the men on detached duty, wherever 
it is possible, and to use less cavalry on ihcket duty, where infantry 
can be used. He attributes the condition of the cavalry to the follow- 
ing: First, want of forage, which, could and ought to have been, had; 
second, overwork and indiscreet use of this arm of service, by sending 
out unnecessarily large scouting parties, &c.; third, bad management 
in the use ot cavalry for pickets, the number being at least one-tliird 
too large, and much done by cavalry that could be done by infantry. 
There has been, much sickness among the men from the neglect of offi- 
cers, but this and everything else is improving under the vigorous 
policy of General West. ^ 

Treasury Department; This dejiartment was established at Little 
Eock November 30, 1863. It is at present under the charge of B. H. 
Campbell, special agent, and E. W. Crowe, local agent. From December, 
1863, to October 18, 1864, the following amounts of goods were permitted 
to Little Eock and vicinity : Stores to dealers in town, $1,660,413.79 ; family 
and plantation supplies, $260,506.16; total, $1,920,919.95.' All this was 
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Ibr Little lloc-k, except about $104,700, wMcli went to Pine Bluff, Browns- 
ville, and otluu- points. These goods were bronglit to Devall’s Bluff and 
carried on the, raili’oad to Little Bock, except a few brought up the 
Arkansas Ilivcr whcni. it vnis navigable ibr a short time. The articles 
wei-e generally dry goods and groceries, and there Avere no large ship- 
ments of lirpior, cxe(v})t ale. No record aaois kept of the goods or ship- 
pers, exe('pt dnpli<*at(*.H of the invoices, many of which were lost. Pre- 
vious to Ociolan.’ 1, goods were ])e.rmitted to come to Little Bock by the 
si)('<lal iim'.nt of thes Trcnisnry on the api)roval of the provost-marshal- 
ovTK'ral, who limited the amount to $:i, ()()() per month to one person, 
l)nt tliis ofien reacln'd. Irom ${},0()() to $7,()()(). it- is impossible that all 
could iiave been used in Little Bock; inindi must have gone outside, 
as large'. mnnlK'rs of ])orsons in the city were subsisting oil of the 
(Jov('rmnent. in addition, to large amounts for supplying stores, 
fannly and phnitation supplies have Ixmn. ymrehased outside the 
l)e])iirtment and brough t to Li ttle Bock. This, aeiieral Herron thought 
pi'oductive of fraud Jii id injurious to the ymblic service, aud he 
ordered it stopped until General Ganby conld be heard from. Since 
Octoher 1 the Ih-i'asnry J)('i>artinent has been Avmrking under the new 
regulations, a, ml General Steele and Mr. Mellen, supervising special 
ao'ent liave agriicd to alloAV the following ainonnt of g'oods to be brought 
into tiie State: Little Bock, $100, OOO per month; Helena, $00,000 per 
month; Bine Bln If, $25,000 per month; Fayetteville, $0,000 per month; 
Fort Smith and Van Biiren, $30,000 per month; DevalPs Bluii; $0,000 
per month. G(meral Ileri'oii recoimnends that in the cases of Little 
Boclt. Fine Bliifi; and Helena, the amounts be cut down to $75,000, 
$15,000, and $40,000 respectively, believing that av ill fully supply the 
loyal peoi)le. No record has been kept of the goods shipped froin Little 
Bock, hut Mr. Barber tells General Herron he is of the opinion that 
from ;L000 to 4,000 bales of cotton have gone over the railroad to HevalFs 
Bluff. Goods permitted as family and phintafion^ supplies have gone 
into the country from our lines, in some cases thirty miles, and on an 
average fifteen. This Avas left to the discretion of tlio provost-marsh al- 
o-eneral who has grossly mismanaged bnsinesB. General Herron trans-_ 
uiits reixu’t of the special agent of Treasury, shoAving the amount of 
' o-oods perinitted to Little Bock; also a copy of his letter to General 
Steele directing that no ynivate freight .shall come oAmr the Little Bock 
Builroad until all public has been moved, and that all permits to ship 
on railroad shall be first approved by the .special agent of Treasury and 
provost-mar.shal. No more goods can be brought to the department 
until the noAV trade regulations are out. General Herron has directed 
that permits for family and plantation .supplies, in addition to those for 
trade stores, shall be no longer given. , _ . ^

Hdqrs. Department or the Gulf, 

Heio Orleans, Wovemher 15, 1864. 


I. All owners of horses and mares within the parishes of Orleans, Jef- 
ferson, and Carrollton will report to the chief of cavalry on or betore 
the 1st of December next the numher of horses and mares owned by 
them or in their possession. The report will state the professions and 
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trades of tlie omiers, the ages of the animals, the service they are per- 
forming, their size, and description. The place of residence of the 
owners will also be stated. 

II. The failure of any person to comply with this order will subject 
the horses or mares he may own to seizure for the use of the Govern- 
ment without pay. 

III. All sales or transfer of horses or mares, or their removal from 
the i^arishes of Orleans, Jehersou, and Oarrollton are forbidden until 
further orders from these headquarters, excepting only sales and trans- 
fers to the Government. 

lY. This order will not be construed to apply to the authorized num- 
ber of private horses owned by officers of the’ army entitled by law to 
forage; but all officers having in their possession or owning horses in 
excess of the number allowed by law to their grade in rank, will be by 
them tmmed over to the purchasing quartermaster of cavalry horses, 
to be appraised under existing orders and paid for accordingly. 

\ . Provost-marshals within the liarishes designated will rei)ort to 
the chief of cavalry the names of all parties failing to com])ly with this 
order, seize their horses or mares, and turn thein over to Oapt. 0. B, 
Chittenden, chief quartermaster of the cavalry of the Department of 
the Gulf.

The copy of General Sherman’s dispatcli,* dated 3d and transmitted 
from headquarters of the Army on the 5th, also copy of your dispatch to 
GeiuTals Eeyiiolds and Steele, have been received. The directions 
given in the latter in relation to Price have already been anticipated, and 
it is hoped that Steele will be able to carry them into elfect, unless Price 
diverges so far west as to be beyond reach. The arrangements necessary 
on ray part to meet General Sherman’s views are now being made, vs'o 
far as they can be done while Magruder is .still threatening Steele’s line 
or watching for an opportunity to cross the Mississippi. That the latter, 
in accordance with Jeff. Davis’ orders, is still his design, aiipears evident 
iroin all reiiorts received; but he is watched closely and cannot well sm^- 
ceed. It is de.sirable that I should know when Sherman’s operations will 
commence, in order that my own arrangements may be timed accord- 
ingly. At the present low state of water in the Mississipin I do not tliink 
it Avould be safe to leave it to be guarded solely by gun-boats and local 
garrisons, as General Sherman suggests. The troops sent to Missouri 
during the recent emergency were ordered by me to return to Memphis 
in anticipation of Beauregard’s movements threatening tlie posts on tlie 
eastern bank of the Mississippi. These troops have now been ordered to 
Nashville, and for the iiurpose of replacing them and forming a reserve 
force others should be sent to Memphis from the west. Ee-enforce- 
ments should also be sent to the Deioartment of Arkansas, many regi- 
ments having recently gone home to be mustered out of service. One 
of my objects in going to Arkansas was to satisfy myself as to the 
expediency of abandoning Fort Smith and its dependencies. I have 
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never liad any faith in the Arkansas River as a means of transportir- 
tion. If it should be necessary to resort to land transportaition .fort 
Smith had far better be abandoned. I Avill determine this (piestioii so

General: I regret reporting’ that I haye been for seyeral day.s past 
and still am contined to my room by sickness. I haye been expecting 
daily to receive orders from Major-General Oanby permitting me to 
proceed to Memphis. My last instructions from him were to remain here 
until 1 again heard from him. Hothing has been received from Major- 
General Washburn, at Memphis, to excite any apprehensions tor the 
safety of that post. He has no force -with which to operate olfensiyely 
or move outside his lines. The only force here available tor operations 
against the enemy is some 2,000 cavalry. If sent oft the garrison wendd 
be reduced to 5, .500 effective men, about 1,.500 of whom are artillerists, 
and almost all colored. Tiie crest of the fortilications of Vicksburg is 
about live miles long; you can estimate the strength, of a necessary 
garrison. Memxdiis and bTatchez are also as sliort in effective men as 
here. I mention these facts by way of iirelude to show that, although 
I have been and am xdanning and studying the means of breaking 
the enemy’s communications with Corinth, and am arixions to accom- 
plish it in some way or other, I have not the means in hand to war- 
rant the attemi)t at present. I anticiipate a rise in tl_i-e tributaries 
of the Mississii)xn, in which event I trust to execute it with what 
force 1 have, but it would be reckless for me to move my cavalry, 
with tlie necessary infantry and artillery force to promise suiixioi't, 
by a long land march, from this post, leaving Vicksburg exxiosed to 
and in danger of disaster before I could return. Large amounts of 
quartermaster’s, ordnance, commissary, and naval stores and leather 
are collected at Jackson, Miss. The naval stores and leather are being 
shWl^ed to Montgomery, the other suxudies to Corinth, which is a dexiot 
of sux)phes. From twenty-five to thirty car-loads a day are sent off 
from Jackson. The enemy has a brigade of cavalry and two batteries 
at Livingston, another brigade of cavahy at Lexington, and^ forces at 
Clinton, Brookhaven, and Canton, Miss. All of Clialmers’ torces are 
at and above Grenada. This evidently indicates watchfulness and a 
determination to defeat any effort of mine to break that line. Were I 
to attemxit now to march on Canton to burn the Big Black bridge, I 
certainly would be met there, if not before, with largely superior forces. 
The rebel trooxis before referred to could concentrate before I could 
Xiossibly reach the object of the march, and their railroad and tele- 
graiiliic facilities are such that they could x^i’omxitly mass trooiis from 
all imints on their lines of communication. I consider the breaking of 
the road below Jackson, at which xioint it connects with Meridian, as 
being of but minor imiiortance. As I understand from Major-General 
Biosecrans that the Eight Wing of this coiqis is ordered to Middle ien- 
nessee, I do not see any early xirosiDect of such an increase of my com- 
mand as will give me a sufficient column for field service and warrant 
any extended oxieratious. The Third Division of this coi’xis, now at- 
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taclied to tlie Mneteentli Army Corps, Maj. Gen. J. J. Eeynolds com- 
manding, in Arkansas, 'will not probably be returned from Arkansas 
until tbe enemy leaves tbat State. Magruder is iii command at 0am- 
den, and bad in tbat vicinity two weeks ago four divisions of infantry 
and tbree divisions of cavalry, about 22,000 men. He lias fortilied 
Camden witli three lines of works as a base of operations against 


Steele. 

A imison. vstockade has been erected in the court-house square at Jack- 
son, Miss., 150 feet square. One liundred and live of our officers are 
said to be about being sent either to Vicksburg or Meniiihis for ex- 
change, but under what arrangement or form of exchange I do not 
know. All the Federal prisoners in the Soutli are ordered to be con- 
centrated at Meridian. There is a general complaint in the rebel army 
of desertions, and the soldiers say they will not liglit any longer if 
Liiicoln is re-elected. The news items above are reported by my scouts 
and I think are generally truthful.

It is my in- 
tption to increase this description of force by the addition of the war- 
riors who have already come in, and will do so during the winter, so as 
to have them iireiiared to co-operate with the troojis in the spring 
operations against the savages, who still maintain a defiant attitude. 
jNo puy will be allowed them, but J shall station some trusty scouts in 
their camp and direct that an occasional issue of rations si i all be made 
to the Indians whenever they are found in a destitute condition. This 
policy will tend greatly to strengthen the friendly element, and will go 
far toward closing hostilities Avith the upper bands at an early period. 
You Avill jiorceive that tAvo hostile Indians Avere killed by the scouts on 
the James RiA^'er on the 2d instant, and that an attack was threatened 
on the party of soldiers guarding the hay at a distance from the fort. 
Tlie detachment, hoAvever, had been re-enforced, and no danger Avas 
apprehended on their account. I have directed Lieutenaut-Oolonel

Sir: I have the honor to submit to your consideration a statement 
of the information received at this office this 17th day of November, 
1864, from tlie following sources, the statement of James H. Smith, 
refugee from Smith County, Miss., made at Viclisburg, Miss., Novem- 
ber 7; the statement of James McDonald, deserter from Hood’s army, 
Vicksburg, Miss., November Sj the statement of Eobert Day, deserter 
from Shaw’s Arkansas regiment, Vicksburg, Miss., November 8: 

Wood’s brigade and _Maj. G. W. Stubbs’ battalion of State troops are 
camped twenty -four miles south of Jackson, Miss., and six miles west 
ot f’earl Eiver. Stubbs’ battalion numbers about 175 mounted men, 
and Wood’s brigade about 2,000 mounted. Captain Cobb commands 
110 independent scouts, with headquarters at Eaymond, Miss. Be- 
tween Eaymoiid and Port Gibson there are two companies of scouts 
under Captain Whitaker and Captain Conhan. James McDonald 
was a member of the Helena Light Battery from Arkansas in Cle- 
burne’s division, Hardee’s corps, wdrich he deserted on the Stli of 
October. They were then between Marietta and Big Shanty. The 
corps did not number more than 8,000, but they were in" good condition. 
October 25 General Magruder was in command at Camden', Aik. Ohurch- 
ill’s division was eight or ten miles west from Camden, on Washington 
road. Polignac’s division was in the town at Camden, estimated at 8,000 
infantry. Forney’s division (probably part of Walker’s) wnis posted 
near Camden, on Washita Eiver, numbering 2,000 infantry. Parsons’ 
Missouri division was near Camden. It consisted of four brigades, com- 
manded by Generals McNair, Tappan, Hawthorn, and [Colonel Gause], 
and is estimated as high as 6,000 men. Only three batteries wxnn known 
by the informant to bo at Camdeu, the heaviest ofwhicliwas four 
'24-pounders. Parsons’ cavalry division, 3,000 strong, extends from 
Warren, Drew County, Ark., to wdthin live miles of Gaines’ Landing 
and three miles from the Mississippi. The Arkansas troo])S expect to 
be ordered across the Mississijipi and are much dissatisfied on account 
of it. They expect to cross above Catfish Bend, above Gaines’ Land- 
ing.

The general commanding directs that jmu send the steamer Oornie 
and a gun-boat tliis afternoon with 200 infantry armed and equipped, 
under command of a trusty lighting field officer, up to Bayou Portage, 
at the head of Lake Pausse Pointe. Tiiey will take with them eighty 
rounds of ammunition and three day^s’ rations, starting Ifom Brashear 
City in time to arrive at Bayou Portage at or a little before daylight. 
Landing immediately they will inoceed carefully and rapidly, with Mr. 
Decker as a guide, to the point where King’s boats are said to be hid. 
If found tliey will be at once comxdetely destroyed. On no account 
will this force remain on land at this place over six hours, as the rebels 
can easily be re-enforced. Unnecessary delay might cause the whole 
command to be lost. You will see that the movst xiositive orders are 
given and carried out to x)revent x^illaging by the troops. Let the com- 
manding officers know that they will be held strictly accountable for 
the conduct of the troops under their command.

( 'APi’AiN : 1 have the honor to rejireseiit that .1 aiin ])etitioned strongly 
by eiti/ens in different portions of the district to station trooi)S at thW 
county seats. The most urgent among tliese are the people of Mar- 
shall and Lexington. The force in the district, is small, and it would 
be impossible to garrison inany towns. My judgment, founded on 
experience, is strongly aga,inst the poli(',y of sp:iitting up cavalry com- 
mands and distributing’ them by stpiadrons in eveiy town in tlie coun- 
try. It breaks down the discipline of the troo])s ioid destroys their 
efficiency. Such small forces can only act on the defensive, and, as the. 
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guerrillas taniitingiy say, "we hold the towns while they hold the coun- 
try. Less than a battalion under an efficient officer should never, 
excei^t in urgent cases, be stationed to tlieniselves.^ It is now a neces- 
sity to put the troops into winter quarters, and from these quarters 
they can operate, and if active and faithful can keep the country 
scoured for many miles. At present the force of cavalry in the district, 
ainoiinting to only about 1,000 effective men mounted, is stationed 
at Pleasant Hill, Warrensburg, Sedalia, La Mine bridge, and one 
squadron at Lexington. I am satisfied that there .are now fewer 
guerrillas in this district than there have been for eight months, and ^ 

the anxiety of the people for tlie of ^ trooiis is more the 

result of trepidation and aiiiirehension resulting from the terrible out- 
rages by guerrillas in the recent past tlian any I’eal danger in the i 

immediate ftiture. There is, liowever, this fact, that in La Fayette * 

County and Saline^ what few loyal men are there Imver in and about 
the capital towns, and a few troops at such, xioints give security to this : 

class and afford a xiMce of refuge for the few loyalists in the country 
when driven from home. My x>U-i‘pcse is, therefore, to emxiloy the 
Forty-fifth Infan tiy Missouri Volunteers from Jefferson City to the 
La Mine bridge, and station the two squadrons now at the I^a Mine 
bridge at Marshall, Saline County, and to keep one full squadron at 
Lexington. At Kansas City there is no force except one company 
of Enrolled Missouri Militia. The cry therej too, is tor more troops. 

One or two comioanies there would bo sufficient. If tlie force in that 
part of the district be increased, it will have to be done from the En- 
rolled Missouri Militia. I would be grateful im any suggestion the 
dex^artment commander may deem fit to make in the x)re]nises.

General: I have the honor to transmit inclosed copy of a letter*' 
from Captain Pell, General Sully’s adjutant-general, wdio was left at 
Fort Sully, on the Upper Missouri Eiver, to meet and confer witli the 
chiefs of the tribes of hostile Sioux, who have sent word that they 
wished to come in and make peace. Yon will })erceive from this 
report that the whole of the Sioux tribes south and west of the Mis- 
souri Elver, who constituted the mass of the hostile Indians who 
fought General Sully, are completely subdued and willing to make 
peace on almost any terms. I shall apxu'ove of the statements and 
arrangements recommended by General Sully, except in regard to pres- 
ents to the Indians and a renewal of their annuities. The latter they 
have forfeited by the act of war, and the former I have always been 
opposed to in Indian treaties, A treaty of peace will be made with 
these Indians on the sole understanding that they do not commit acts

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of liostility against tlie wliites, tlie treaty to be at an end witli tlie first 
hostile a.ct, and no consideration to be given on either side, excicpt that 
the Indians shall keep tlie peace and that the antliorities of the ITnited 
States shall iirotect them against wrong from the whites. In this con- 
nection I invite yonr ])articnlar attention to the statements of the 
Indians themselves tha.t this Avar Avas brought about by the bad con-^ 
duct of the Avhites — agents and traders. The necessity oi:‘ a change of 
Indian policy and an adoption of the trade regulations I have hereto- 
Ipre forAvarded for api>roA’’al are nndoubtedly necessary to assure x>eace 
with Indians. Until the action of the War Deiiartment or of Oongress 
be knoAvn I shall not i)erinit intercoui-se betAveen Indian agents and 
these Indians. Fair treatment and fair dealing are noAV alone necjes- 
sary to keep peace AAtth these Indians, and J' again respectfully and 
earnestly urge upon the Dex)artinent the adojition of the policy set forth 
in my letter of February 0* to the Secretary of War, and of the trade 
regulations above referred to.

Lieut. Col. 0. T. Christensen, 

Amstant Adjutant- General, New Orleans: 

I reached this place on the evening of the 16th instant, after a tedious 
trip of three days from Fort Smith, by the route on the north side of 
the river. This post is garrisoned by three regiments of Indians, Col- 
onel IVattles in command. I find matters controlled here by the same 
influence that governs at Fort Smith, and indeed the same that governs 
the entire District of the Frontier. The troops at Gibson have been for 
three months on short allowance, and at the present time are getting 
the next thing to nothing. In addition to the 1,800 soldiers to" be led 
here, there are about 6,000 loyal refugee Indians, mostly Creeks, that 
have been driven from home, and the Government has undertaken to 
feed them Avhile the Avar lasts. The contract to furnish them supplies 
is let every six months, and for the first six months of 1864 Avas taken 
by A. McDonald & Co. It is now in the hands of Carney, Stevens & 
Co., of Leavenworth. There is no question but that the contractors 
and the Indian agents have committed great Avrongs against these 
refugees, and are doing so yet. The matter is controlled entirely by 
the Interior Department, but if some attention is not given to it by tlie 
military authorities there Avill be trouble with these Indians next spring. 
Col. William A. Phillips, of the Third Indian Eegiineut, Avho is the 
best officer they have ever had in the Indian Brigade, and Avho man- 
aged matters admirably both for the GoA^ernment and the Indians 
Avhile he Avas in command here, Avas removed by the influence of 
McDonald & Co., and after being kept off duty for a month Avas placed 
on a court-martial at Fort Smith, where he uoav is.

Itydis; has tAventy- 
flve men and lives only eight miles from BrunsAvick, in Saline County, 
making headquarters witli his father ami other rebels in tliat locality, 
tie comes up to the river daily to make observations. Jim Anderson 
Iwes or makes headquarters farthei' from the river, and this Jim Harris 
operates Avith Eyder. Jim fiaijkson is on this side the river, and I 
think I Avill be able to make his hiding })lac,e knoAvn in a few days. 
Eyder’s men last night captured two boxes of slices, one liox of boots, 
and one box of ready-made clothing, shipped from Saint Louis on aboa't 
that came up yesterday. They Avere bought in Saint Louis by Judge 
McDaniels, a noted rebel of Saline County, and sliijiped to Mitchell 
Bell, a rebel preacher of Miami, The boat landed and left the goods 
and Eyder and Harris took them. This is their plan for slioeiiig and 
clothing the bushwhacking whelps. The money robbed from IJiiion 
men is taken to jiay for these things. I would like authority to go 
into Saline County and clean up a small iiortion of that territory. I 
knoAV I could prepare it for a new installment of settlers. The Avliole 
rebel element seems to have taken a sudden fit in tlie Avay of moving. 
Tliey have hardly any men, but the women are iioav on the moAm Avitli 
bag and baggage.

I shall give 
the country east and west on the liver a good rakin g oA^er, and may get 
tempted over the river if I see game. I can imagine that Saline County 
is ill the District of FTortli Missouri. Wliat shall I do with conscripts? 
Lots of them are making their apiiearanee; all of them noted rebels.

No regulations tVoni the War Dei)artmeut have 
been received at this iioint, nor at any other, as far a.s I can learn, but 
the imrchasing agent at Meiniihis, Mr. George H. Ellery, claims that 
tlie President’s order is nevertheless elective at the present time, and 
has given permits to x>urchase and transport cotton to Memphis. (See 
iiiclosuve No. 1.) General N. B. Buford seems to agree with Mr. Ellery. 
(See inclosurcs 2 and 3.) Attention is also invited to Admiral S. P. Lee’s 
Gdieral Orders, No. 1), inclosed. Mr. Ellery, as an espeiaal favor,” has 
furnished one George L. Nicholls Avitli a xu’inted copy of his (Mr. Ellery’s) 
instructions from the Secretary of the Treasury, dated October 5, 1864.

Able and Mr. George Pegram, 
the order in regard to steam-boats landing for fuel, &c., in the lower 
Mississippi has been modilied loan extent that will enable boats to 
nrosecute their business below Cairo free from tlie annoyance to which 
they have been sulijected for a few days past. The following order, which 
is now in force, will be of interest to the owners and ofhcers of boats 
trading in the lower Mississqipi :

The attention of commanding officers in this squadron is iiarticiilaidy 
called to the printed orders of the Navy Bepantment, dated March 81 
and September 11, 1863, and the order of the President of the iJiiited 
States, dated January 20, 1804, and to the circulars and regulations of 
the Treasury Department, for regulating commercial intercourse with 
and in the States declared in insurrection, to wldcli these orders refer. 
Divisional and other (iomnianding officers should make themselves ijer- 
fectly familiar with all the orders, regulations, and circulars on the 
subject. Transports in the service of tlie Army and Navy, and other 
steam-boats moving Avith goods and merchandise, in conformity to the 
aforementioned regulations of the Treasury Bepartment, should, whilst 
lirosecuting their laAvful business, receive all the protection and assist- 
ance that the gun-boats may be able, without injury to the public serv- 
ice, to give them, and they should be allowed to make inoper landings 
to obtain necessary fuel, avoiding exposed and suspicious localities. 
Necessary protection and proper assistance will be given to Treasury 
agents in the performance of their duties, under the Treasury regula- 
tions. Like protection and assistance will bo given for obtaining mili- 
tary supplies in the accessible and controllable portions of the insur- 
rectionary region to parties duly authorized by the general commanding 
the military department. Landing the supplies re(iuisite for the Qov- 
ernment plantations is a necessary part of the system and is allowable. 
Ijandings for the above-mentioned purpose should be made by day- 
light only, and then all steam-boats should keep pickets out and steam 
up, and have their pilots and engineers at their respective iiosts, lines 
attended, and CAmry precaution observed to prevent boarding ajiid cap- 
ture. A sound discretion must be exercised by commanding officers in

I also very respectfully state that it expresses fully my opinion on sanie 
subject, and I earnestly hope that the general commanding will see fit 
to take advantage of the present favorable opportunity to inaugurate 
a thorough campaign against the hostile Indians, and especially against 
the Kiowas, as in my opinion no permanent peace can ever be estab- 
•lished until that tribe is made to feel the power of the Government. 
As the matter now stands, there is no doubt but that all the plain Indians 
believe that they have been successful in the war, and that any peace 
madenowwillbe made under that impression and will be violated as soon 
as it is to their advantage to do so. It is the opinion of every one con- 
versant with the Indian habits that the winter and spring is the proper 
time to make a successful campaign against them, as at that time their 
ponies and horses are in poor condition, nor are they xirejiared to move 
with that rapidity otherwise that renders them so hard to succeed 
against. With 2,000 additional troops in a campaign of three months, 
from the middle of January to the middle of April, the whole fR™ 
combination could be broken up and the tribes scattered, and the 
miserable, treacherous Kiowas annihilated, which I most earnestly 
recommend.

destroyed hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of property, and re- 
tarded the immense commerce of the iilains, causing;’ incalculable loss 
to the country, and now, flushed with victory, glorifying in sii(!c(.‘ss, 
riding horses which they liave stolen from soldiers, pointing with pride 
to the scalps at their belts, enjoying the fruits of their spoils, and, 
speaking contemptuously of the ettbrts of the white man to subdue them, 
they coine to Fort Lyon and insolently demand ])eac(^; demand peairn 
and rations. Shall they have it now ? W e say no ! And we believe we 
echo the seiitimeut of the people of Western Kansas who have suifered 
niost at their hands. A peace witli these savages at this time is an 
Illusion. It is only made by them to be broken in the spring. U mible 
to live on their own resources during the winter, they vseek to xiatcli ui) 
a peace which will enable them to lie at our forts where they can draw 
rations aud trade for iiowdcr and ball with which to murder our citi- 
zens another season. Make peace with them, and tlujy will be ready 
111 the sxning for^ another round of butchery and desolation, and they 
will enact it. tVe can only have a lasting and iiermanent peace Avitli 
tiiese red devds after rve have completely whipped them and taught 
them the jiower of the Government. Then will we have peace and 
quiet upon our border, aud uot before. Let them smoke ever so many 
pqies of peace at Fort Lyon this fall, we jirotest against peace.

Sir: Tour dispatch of the 12th instant has been received. I have 
already been adAused by General Rosecrans that under instructions from 
General Grant the forces under General A. J. Smith had been ordered 
to Kashville, Tenn. To meet this contingency the commanding officer 
at Memiihis was authorized, in the event of his being threatened by 
Beauregard or Hood, to call uiion General Reynolds for assistance, and 
the latter has been instructed to furnish any re- enforcements that may 
be necessary for that purpose, and has accumulated sufficient trans- 
portation at the mouth of White River for any movement that may be 
necessary. Arrangements luiAm already been made for the purpose of 
cutting the Mobile and Ohio Railroad at different places by movements 
from Memijhis, Vicksburg, and Baton Rouge.’ I do not think General 
Steele should be. held, answerable for the advance of Price into Mis- 
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soiiri. Tlie Arkansas Eiver above Little Eock is fordable at every few 
miles of its course, and it was imiiossible to occupy in sufficient force 
all points wliere crossings conld bave been effected witliont a inonuted 
force equal or nearly equal to tbat of the raiders, the crossing (;ould 
not have been prevented, nor would the pursuit by an infantry force 
have been effectual. General Steele has in the field a large mounted 
force for the purpose of intercepting Price’s retreat. _ I am not yet 
advised that he has got beyond his reach, and it is known that 
some of the advance parties of his retreating forces have been cut 
off by Steele’s troops. Soon after the Department of the Missouri 
was added to this division I advised General Eosecrans that it would 
be impossible to prevent raids of this character, but that an invasion 
of Missouri by an infantry force could be prevented. Three attempts 
have been made by the rebels to move an infantry force across the Ar- 
kansas Eiver toward Missouri, and each time they have beeni)revented 
by our throwing re-enforcements into Arkansas. There has been a want 
of foresight on the part of General Steele in not making timely provis- 
ions for the wants of his troops, and a consequent unsatisfactory 
delay when immediate movements were necessary. I recommend that 
he be relieved and Ma,]. Gen. J. J. Eeyuolds assigned to the (iom- 
mand of the Department of Arkansas and Seventh Army Corps. 
In consequence of the want of troops on the east side of the Missis- 
sippi and the difficulty of supplying Port Smith, I have directed the 
abandonment of that post, and the concentration of all the troo])S of 
the Department of Arkansas at Little Eock, Pine Bluff, Devall’s Bluff, 
White Eiver, and Helena. This will furnish sufficient garrisons for 
these points, and enable me to detach a considerable force from that 
department for service in the field.

My Dear Sir: Letters in a rebel mail lately captured by my scouts 
expressed great apprehensions for the rebel cause in the event of your 
election. I rejoice that you are re-elected by so heavy a vote. This 
moral victory at the xiolls wiU confirm and strengthen the armies in the 
field. Whether we succeed or not; wTiether liberty, law, humanity, 
knowledge are beat down by a malignant and aristocratic enemy and 
our efi'orts are fruitless, wffiich I do not apprehend, we still owe it 
to our race, our age, oiu* ancestors, to do the thing vre have uiidertaken 
as well as we can. Let the Macaulay or Hume, whose story of these 
days will go down to the ages that are to come, be able to record that 
wm had sense as well as courage, and that we made vigorous use of our 
means. Our name in history and the respect that will be felt for us 
among other nations depend on the vigor and skill of our present 
blows. I know you realize this. I trust you will think of us down 
here in Arkansas. About a year now we have been on the defensive. 
I wait patiently, however, hoping we may be able before long to do 
something. The enemy south of the Arkansas does not appear to be 
demonstrating now. "We have considered it safe to send some boats 
back to go up the Ai-kansas to Little Eock. The streams have lately 
risen, owing to late copious rains. A great number of the rebels who 
were conscripted last summer in Arkansas have deserted since Price’s 
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d(jfeat. They report tliat lie ^vas badly defeated. My scouts have 
within the past three weeks brought in about 50 rebel prisoners with- 
out accident or loss to our side.

The brigadiiu’-general coininandiiig calls the attention of the troops 
to the great advantage there is in discixiline. He does not do this as 
a censure for hick of discijiline, but to encourage them to the attain- 
ment of a higher standard of discipline. Our chief duty is to be 
ready— ready at all times to exert all the power our natures are capable 
of; ready to outiuarcli the enemy an<l sweex) upon him unawares ; ready 
to weary and exhaust him in watching and enduring; ready to deal 
uiierriiig blows. It is discixdine that enables us to be ready. “Disci- 
pline should exist in the sentiments and convictions rather than in 
external forms only.” This declaration of an eminent writer on war 
should be in the mind of every soldier. Discixdine is a matter of con- 
science. Unless it is in the mind and heart of a soldier to execute 
well what is required of him he Avill not habitually execute it well. 
The well-disciplined soldier is one who takes a pride and pleasure in 
doing every duty as well as he can do it — wlio seeks to avoid doing 
things in a hall- way manner. A soldier should not half do a thing. 
Whetlier it is to take aim at the enemy, come from a shoulder-arms to 
a sujiport, or x)ay the courtesy of a salute, he should do it w^ell. The 
reason that well-instructed a,nd well-disciplined troops are so much 
admired is because they do things in a thorough manner. Discipline 
gives troops character and reputation. Character and reputation con- 
stitute moral jiower ; and !Nax)oleou has declared, and it is undoubtedly 
true, that in war moral i)ower is three times as elfective as jibysical 
X)ower. This was illustrated when the Si^anish army once gave way 
and fled as soon as it was known Conde was at the head of the column 
moving against them. Of course, a dread was iusi)ired in troops that 
resisted Napoleon. Bis name and presence Avere a moral power to his 
armies equal perhaps to 50,000 men. So in re.gard to companies, regi- 
ments, brigades, divisions, corx)S, armies; if the enemy knows that 
they are finely discii)lined, he dreads them. He may assault the posi- 
tion of such troojjs once, twice, jjerhaps the third time; but finally he 
falls back in dismay. But suppose he knows these troops to be undis- 
(dlfiined; he then feels that he can run over them, and is encouraged to 
persevere. If we would gain this re-enforcement of moral x)ower, and 
be able to confront our enemies with it, let us with heartfelt zeal en- 
deavor to attain it. It is AAothin the reach of all. It is by living ux) to 
the letter and spirit of the regulations. Why shoxdd a soldier keep 
the xdates on his arms and accouterments xxolished? Because, among 
other reasons, it indicates that he has the conscience to do what he 
solemnly undertook to do w^hen he entered the service; because the 
bright appearance of his xhates is an eAudence of discipline, and is one 
of the number of things that contributes to the reputatiori of troops. 
Let the soldier recollect timt in the faithful perform aiu’c of tlies:'. little 
duties he is helping to create that moral poAAmrAAdiich is so great ahelx) 
to victory. Thus every x)riAuite soldier can contribute something every 
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day to tbe good name of Ms regiment. If lie is a true patriot and 
wislies to bring the war to a si^eedy and successful end, he will endeavor 
to make some improvement every day in his good soldiership). He will 
do his best everywhere and in everytliing.

Captain: The object of the scout up the river to-morrow is to cap- 
ture rebel porisoners and obtain information. If piracticable, land about 
100 on the north shore of Little Red River, about one mile and a half 
up) the river, to-morrow night, who will scout as far as they can and get 
back next afternoon to pilace of starting. After tlie boat has landed 
the 100 men it will piroceed up) the river, so as to land a sufficient num- 
ber of the rest of the infantry and surround Augusta at daylight the 
next morning. Unless information is gained there making it unsafe, 
rhich it can hardly be, the cavalry will land and start off as early as 
ossible, scouting down the rich country called the Point, taking pris- 
ners, able-bodied negro men, and stock, and return so that the boat can 
start back before dark and take on the men near the mouth of Little 
Red River. By great p)romp)titude and rapidity of movement the coun- 
try visited can be surprised, in which case, doubtless, some important 
prisoners can be captured. It may be that it will be best tor the in- 
fantry that is landed near the mouth of Little Red River to p)roceed on 
instead of returning, and come out and meet the boat opp)Osite Augusta. 
The scout must not be surprised, and if attacked will make a deter- 
mined, fierce, and resolute fight. Economize every minute; thoroughly 
search every house and out-building where there is a probability of 
there being any rebels secreted. Returning, the cavalry will land 
<)pp)osite Des Arc, and scout the country down on the east of White 
River.

General: I have the honor to report the following: The Trans- 
Mivssissix)pi Oontederate government have for some time been taking 
one-half the cotton produced in that country. At first they stored it 
in large ])iles and guarded it with soldiers; now they leave it in the 
gin-house of the producer. The head(piarters of this cotton bureau are 
in Shreveport; i)i'iii<dpal branch at Monticello, Ark., under Colonel 
Ik)lk ; a brancli of this at Hamburg, under Major Eobinson. The resi- 
dents of that i)ortion of Arkansas adjacent to G aines’ Landing some 
time since made an agreement with the cotton bureau, through a man 
named Lelzer, and the provisions of this contract are, that upon paying 
00 cents per bale in specie to Mr. JBelzer as export duty and giving the 
Government one-half the amount raised, they are permitted to sell their 
one-half to the Yankees. The Confederate Government have made it 
no secret that they propose to sell their one-half to the same parties, 
and several gentlemen have visited Shreveiiort to jmrehase this cotton 
from them. The successful man seems to be onerarkham, of Memphis. 
Some two months since he landed at Gaines’ Landing, and with a Con- 
federate escort proceeded to Slireveport, where it is currently reported 
he concluded a contrac.t with the cotton bureau for all their cotton. 
On his return he and his escort were captured by the Eighty-seventh 
Illinois Mounted Infantry (then on a scout from Gaines’ Landing) and 
sent to Memj)his. His agents now return on the steamer Mattie Cooke, 
with permits from the “ Honorable Secretary of the Treasury,” and 
approved l)y the President, for 15, ()()() bales of cotton purchased and 
l)aid for previous to July, 1804. This amount of private cotton is not 
in the country; not more than 1,500 bales remain of x)rivate cotton 
in the whole section that could be trail siiorted to the river. The affi- 
davits and iiapers offered to induce this permission must be fraudulent, 
excejit it was xmi'chased from the Confederate Government. It is a 
notorious faetthatthe Confederates boast that they constantly keep up an 
illicit trade through Gaines’ Landing, and also that they sold quantities 
of Confederate cotton last year to boats like the Mattie Cooke. The 
testimony to prove the small amount of jirivate cotton in that country, 
the complicity of this Mr. Parkham with the Confederate Government, 
can be xR’oduced at any time you may desire to send a force to arrest 
the witnesses, and being xiroininent citizens of that country, I omit 
their names in this statement.

Tri-monthly report of Corps of Special Scouts, organized hy order 'f 
Maf Gen. E. B. S\ Canhy and commanded hy Lieut. I. JT. Farl, for 
the ten days commeneing ITovember 10 and ending November 20, 1864. 

I left De Witt, where I wms at the close of my last report, at day- 
light on the morning of the 11th and inarched about fifteen miles in a 
northeast direction to Saint Charles, a small military post, where I re- 
mained the rest of the day. On the 12th I started down White Eiver 
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on tlie Kate Hart and arrived at tlie month of White Eiver on the 
morning of the 13th, and in the evening started up the Mississippi 
Eiver. Landed at Laconia Landing on the 14tii, bnt fonnd no enemy 
and returned to the mouth of White Eiver. On tlie ISth I started 
down the river. I landed at Williams’ Lauding, fifteen miles below the 
mouth of the Arkansas Eiver, on the west side. I could hear of no 
force of Confederates at that point, but about five miles above there 
had been some wagons crossed from the east to the west side of the 
river, and quite a force liad come down to guard them. I think it was 
a portion of the train under charge of Commissary Montgomery. At 
daylight on the morning of the Ihth I landed at Stock Lauding and 
captured a Confederate lieutenant who had charge of a scouting party 
there and one private soldier belonging to the same. I then proceeded 
about seven miles into the country and captured Commissary Mont- 
gomery, a captain, a lieutenant, and two privates, Avith a train of nine 
wagons, seven of which Avere loaded Avith tobacco and tAvo with. tAAm 
large pontoons for crossing the river. He had an escort of about 100 
men, and, notwithstanding his x>iekets saAv me land, they did not try to 
fight. There were not more ‘than fifty shots fired altogether. There 
were some 9 or 10 muskets captured and about the same number of 
liorses, 37 mules and about 40 boxes of tobacco, Aveighing about 5,000 
)unds, I then returned to Natchez, where I arrived on the 19th. 
nee my departure up the river, according to the best information I 
ciii obtain, the Confederate authorities hawe given up all idea of cross- 
.iig any large body of troops across the Mississippi Eiver. They are 
fortifying Alexandria, and have about 7,000 men there under command 
of General Buckner. Shreve])ort is strongly fortified, and reports vary 
as to their strength, giving their numbers from 4,000 to 0,000 men. 
General Kirby , Smith is at that place. General Magruder, with about 
5,000 men, is fortifying at Camden, on the Washita Eiver. The Con- 
federates are looking for two attacks, one u]a Eed Eiver and one at Gal- 
veston. They are building some gun-boats at the latter lAlace. I learned 
this from a Confederate officer, who mistook me for one of their OAvn 
officers on account of my uniform. He was on his Avay to Galveston to 
get upon a blockade runner. The steamer Sylph, which I seized for 
contraband trade, is at Yicksburg in charge of Maior-General Dana. 
The full amount of property captured, the details of AAdncli are not fully 
arranged, Avill be given in my next report at the end of the month, and 
also the receipts for the property captured.

Inclosed I send tri-monthly report of the Fourth Cavalry Missouri 
State Militia for ten days ending Kovembei 20. I have no information 
of importance to communicate. There are but few bushwhackers in this 
county at present that I can hear of, and the only ones that I have h®^y 
of for several days past were a band of six, some ten miles west of this 
jilace, yesterday evening. I sent Dvo detachmepts of my command this 
morning to make diligent search for them, and, in case they overhauled 
them, to “ muster them out.” The conscripts that have come into this 
station have been turned OA-er to the assistant provost-marshal at this 
place for his disposal. He is acting under instructions from the pro- 
vost-marshal-general of tlie department. Hot having orders nor in- 
structions Arhat disposition to make of this class of prisoners ip the 
reason that I turned them over to the assistant provost-marshal at this 
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place. If it is desired that these conscripts be forwarded to district 
headquarters an order to that effect will be necessary, from the foot 
that the provost-marshal ^at this place has them under his control 
Major Bay, of the Enrolled Missouri Militia, has been in this county 
some two or three days scouting with a command of tliirtymeii, talcing 
stock from the residences of rebel conscripts, by what authority I do 
not know j he says “by the verbal orders of General Douglass.” I 
would like to know the names of the general staff’ officers of tlie Dis- 
trict of nTorth Missouri. I am out of blanks for tri-monthly reports' 
can yoii furnish me any from your office? If so, please forward a 
reasonable sujiply.

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commanded by Joseph La Framboise. I fotiiid that tlio camp had been 
there, but recently moved, and a board left tied to a pole written upon 
in the Sioux language, as interpreted by Mr. Manslield (who was sent 
from the main train with two wagons to transport the Indians on), that 
they had gone to the Big Sioux Kiver to kill bullalo. I then believed 
that I could not get the scouts Spoken of in your letter of instructions 
to me. I here communicated Avith Hubbell and Hawley, who were Avith 
the main train at Lake Shetek, and designated the Pipe Stone Quarry 
as the idace of meeting. I procured the services of an Indian then in 
camp to act as guide. I here crossed the EedAvood. After trav^eling 
six miles met a scout, who informed me of the location of the scouts’ 
camp, AA'hich I found to be on the Horth Branch of the Bedwood Kiver, 
then about three miles distant. I went there immediately with the 
mounted portion of my command, but found no Indians there of the class 
that I Avas lookin g for. I h ere Imind that J oseidi La Framboise and all his 
scouts except two had gone off on a buffalo hunt. The scouts present 
Avere named, respectively, Daniel Benville and J oseph Ken ville. I asked 
of these men for one to become m y guide to the Pipe Stone. They refused 
to leave their camp AAuth me. First stated that they did not knoAV the 
way, and afterAvard that they would not unless ordered by their chief 
scout. During tliis afternoon while j)roceeding AAdth my command I 
met Joseph and Alexis La Framboise returning from their hunt. I served 
the order from Colonel Pfaender on Joseph, directing that the scouts 
be detailed to accompany my command. Alexis La Framboise and tA70 
others reported to me for duty the next day at noon near Lake Benton. 
On reaching the Pipe Stone I found that the train had not arrived. I 
lay here one day and a half in camp, when the train came up. I 
here received two boxes of clothing direct from Quartermaster Carver, 
at Saint Paul, which Avas in part immediately issued to the enlisted nien 
of my command. I here took up the escort. On reaching the Sioux 
Kiver AAm Avere overtaken by a severe storm of rain and Avind. This, 
Avith tlie advantages of good feed for the animals, induced me to lay in 
camp hero for another day and a half. FTo Indians or late signs were 
seen up to this time. On reaching Inkpaduta Lake, about midAvay 
between the Sioux and James Elvers, tlie signs of eight lodges very 
recently moved Avere found, but no Indians seen. At the crossing of 
the James Kiver late signs of seventeen lodges were found and no Indians 
of any character seen. Wecrossedthe Jamesat 2p. m. ofthe 1st instant, 
and camped on a creek three miles beyond. We reached Washington 
Springs, at the base of the Missouri Ooteau, the folloAving day. This 
point is about twenty-live miles from the crossing of the Janies Kiver. 
I here concluded to continue the escort through and back to Minnesota 
for the following reasons, to wit: First. The signs of Indians in consider- 
ably largenurabers without any opportunity to determine their character 
or intentions. Second. A disposition was manifested by the citizen 
teamsters to commit violence to the property under escort if the presence 
of superior force did not exist to prevent it. The correctness of my opin- 
ions in this regard was made more manifest on the return trip. Some ofthe 
teamsters asked my soldiers AALat they supposed I would do if they 
pitched in to break some wagons. They said in my hearing that if it was 
not for my ])resence some of those wagons Ayould never reach Mankato. 
An alleged breach of contract on the part of their employers, Hubbell 
and Hawley, was assigned as the cause of their A^iolent disposition. 
Third. That the oxen sent to transport my supplies Avere of an inferior 
quality, and on reaching Washington Springs several of them AA^ere 
unable to traAml farther without rest. I selected my best team and 
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eighteen of the twenty mounted men to go throngh to the Missouri, 
ami ordered that all the dismounted men, thirty-nine in number and 
two mounted, with the balance of the cattle, should return to the val- 
ley of the James Eiver, where feed for animals Avas good, select a 
camping-ground, and there aAvait my return. This arrangement was 
carried out. 

I reached Fort Thompson the afternoon of the 5th of hTovember, 
three days after separating my command ait Washington Springs and 
nineteen days Irom Fort Bidgely, three of which 1 lay in camp as before 
mentioned. The train was unloaded the day we arrived and ten days’ 
rations for the enlisted men of my command drawn from the acting 
assistant commissary of subsistence at that post, and started on my 
return trip the following morning. On reaching James Biver I found 
the detachment there all rvell and the animals much recuperated. The 
sergeant in charge here reported some Yankton Indians coming near 
his camp in my absence, who stated that they saw no hostile Sioux since 
they were out. A Winnebago was met one day’s march before coming 
to the Sioux, who stated that he had been out from Fort Thompson live 
weeks and had seen no hostile Indians. I reached Fort Bidgely on the 
afternoon of the 18th instant with my command in excellent health. 
Bo accidents or loss of life or j)roi)erty occurred on the Awiy. Messrs. 
Ilubbell and Hawley expressed their entire satisfaction wi'tli tlie con- 
duct of the soldiers composing the escort. First Assistant Surgeon 
Vervais tailed to accompany my command. Tlie scouts reported to me 
Avithout haAnng any clothing, tents, or rations, other than their ordinary 
wearing apparel. For this reason I aams obliged to discharge them at 
Washington Springs on the out march after providing them Avitli 
rations sufficient to return to their camp. The total number of Indians 
turned over by me to Major Balcombe at Fort Thompson Aras twenty- 
two, three of them men, the others Avomen and children. One AAmman 
and child taken up near Fort Bidgely Avas released by my order at Lake 
Benton at the request of her son-in-law, named Antoine Benville, a 
scout in La Framboise’s camp, and upon my being assured by tlie latter 
that she had AAuhtten permission from General Sibley to remain AAuth 
her said son-in-law in Minnesota. I readied Fort Bidgely on the after- 
noon of the ISth instant, being the thirteenth day from Fort Thompson, 
making the round trip in thirty-two days. I was then ordered by 
Lieutenant- Colonel Pfaender, commanding, to take up my line of march 
for this post Avith my command in charge of a lot of condemned IT. S. 
horses. This order was strictly complied with. I reached this post 
yesterday afternoon. .

Maj. Gen. J. J. Reynolds: 

Dear General: I sent yon, t-wo clays ago, a copy of War Depart- 
ment General Orders, No. 277, placing the posts on the eastern bank of 
the Missiseippi under General Ganby’a sole control, and revoking the 
corps organizations of the Sixteenth and Nineteenth Army Corps, so 
far as this military division is concerned. By last Saturday’s steamer 
the gimeral wrote to Washington asking for your assignment to the 
command of the Dejiartment of the Arkansas (Seventh Army Corps). 
The application will, of course, be approved, and the formal order will 
inobably reach ns on the 10th of December, or thereabout. The gen- 
eral has formed the Districts of West Tennessee and Yicksburg into 
one command nnder General Dana, with headc]narters at Memphis, 
and assigned General Washburn to command the post and District of 
Vicksburg, recommending that General Dana be given the authority 
of a depa.rtment c.ommander. It is a relief to the general, greater than 
I can express, and which is to be specially appreciated at this time, to 
know tliat so important a command as the Department of the Arkansas 
will soon be in safe hands. He now feels sure that his views will be 
carried out, and tlnit he can give his whole heart and mind to im- 
l)ortant interests elsewhere. Your letter with cotton x)asses and iier- 
niits for sni)plies lias been received. The general is, so far as I can 
understand, entirely of your oxhnion in regard to this matter. He told 
me to leave the iiaxiers in his room, as he wants to give his decision in 
such a way that it shall not be misunderstood. We have had half a 
dozen gentlemen ( “?) present ]ierraits from the Secretary of the Treasury, 
with oi'ders from the President to render facilities, &c., for bringing 
out cotton from within the rebel lines, in quantities varying from 4,000 to 
25,000 bales. I have respectlully informed these people that we happen 
just now to be in a state of war, that public interests cannot be made sub- 
ordinate to xirivate interests, and that their wishes cannot he comxilied 
with Avithout endangering important military operations, which the 
general is not inclined, to do for the, present. Orders to the same effect 
have been sent to General Dana, in consequence of rumors having 
reached us that cotton operations were going to commence at Memxihis.' 
This question Avorries the general considerably, and but for that I think 
he Avould have been out of his bed to-day. I limit my consultations vnth 
him strictly to matters of imj)erative im^iortance. The general and 
Mrs. Oanby send you their kindest regards, in which they are heartily 
joined by

with the late raid into the G-rossetete country. Hew Orleans, Hovein- 
ber 21; the statement of A. F. Eoaker; the statement of Thomas F. 
Chapman, Hew Orleans, Hovember 21 : 

Captain Loyal, with 100 men, is reported on the Amite Itiver, scout- 
Lieut. John Biobinson has thirty men and a pack 
ot fifteen hounds at Waldress, seven miles northwest of Springfield. 
He has committed many outrages, hunting down men with his hounds 
and burning their houses. Father Marie left Alexandria on the Ist 
instant. There were no troops in Alexandria except the paroled pris- 
oners from Vicksburg and Port Hudson. There were no troops 
between Alexandria and Marksville. The position of troops along the 
Atchaialaya was about the same as when last reported, under com- 
mand ot General Hebray. The Fourth Louisiana Cavalry was scat- 
tered on the Teche at Hew Iberia, Saint Martinsville, and Franklin 
'said to be of poor material). The country occupied by General Hebray 
IS almost exhausted, and as there aip no depots of supplies it must soon 
be abandoned. The advance ot Polignac’s cavalry from Arkansas had 
Alexandria. Walker’s infantry was to retreat to 
bhreveport. A steamer, loaded with stone, was sunk across the sluice 
in the dam at Alexandria about the last of October. Previous to this 
all the machinery in Avoyelles was sent to Shreveport. By the late 
raid into the Grossetete no force of amount was discovered. Con- 
mderable smuggling is still carried on in the vicinity of Placuiemiiie. 
Three companies of rebels are reported at Calcasieu Bay. The inform- 
ant thinks that two regiments ot cavalry could bring from Vermillion 
Parish several thousand head of cattle, many horses and mules. Iii- 
toimation of the movements which resulted in the fight on the Atch- 
atalaya October 17 was given to Colonel Terrell, commanding the rebel 
force, the night before. It is supposed to have been conveyed by Cap- 
tain Johnson, who, as Colonel Terrell informed Mr. Chapman, is a spy 
lor them. Johnson and Marshall stop at Downing’s, in the rebel lines, 
when in that region. One Teagardner carried $25,000 worth of quinine 
teom Hew Orleans across the Atchafalaya, four miles above Morgan’s 
Ferry, on the 12th instant.

Dear Sir: 1 take the liberty, in behalf of Union citizens, to ask 
ypur attention to the dangers surrounding ns. Last Saturday and night 
asquadofbushwackerscommencedrobbingnear Olay andPlatteline, and 
came around near Parkville. They stole eleven horses and loaded them 
down with plunder and led them off’. They evidently went back into 
Clay, as much of the iilunder was taken apparently for rebel families. 
Their operations AA^ere mostly in the German settlement. One man Avas 
shot after he was taken prisoner, and since died. Another was knocked 
doAAm, and some Avere AAmuuded and taken prisoners. Part of the squad 
Avere from J ackson County. Gregg Avas leader. W e learn Clay County 
is SAvarming with guerrillas and the peoiole are mostly rebel. I fearthey 
are concentrating in these thickets. We have no troops here and we 
need Ibrty or fifty mounted men stationed permanently here. If troops 
come and go aAvay the guerrillas come right in after them, and we would 
say that nearly all our able-bodied men are in the Union Army. Over 
300 have been furnished from here, and it seems hard to leave their 
families to be plundered, and Ave ask yon, for the sake of these families, 
as Avell as justice and protection to the citizens here, to give a few sol- 
diers. Our Union men enlisted because they had no security, and many 
are iioav moving aAvay. This place is surrounded by rebels and has 
suffered. It is evident that security cannot be given to farmers scat- 
tered through the country by troops, as these fiends are harbored by

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synipatliizers in the coiiutiy, only by tnlviiiy life, and properly of tli(\se 
sympathizers, responsible Ibr damages done Union jiien. We eariuislly 
ask that something be done fortliis snftering section. Union men (miino't 
travel^ Union candidates did iiotnor <'onld noteunvass the (‘.onnty. Itu- 
rolled sympathizers, bonded men, all voted, a,s Avell as rebels of every 
shade voted. All was quiet nt the election. I have heard of no Kansas 
troops over here except a few who enlisted over here, and came over 
and quietly voted at the election. Wi) liave collected about twenty 
old men and boys and will try and dehmd ourselves from the Imsli- 
whaekers till we get relief. Our al)le-bodied men are in the army. 
Clay County has but few more tha]i 100 Union nieii in it, still they have 
troops at Liberty to xu’otect rebels, ami Union men here are nn])rotected. 
W'^e sxjeak jilainly the tacts and aslc you to redr(\ss our gihwaiices. We 
know you Avould if you knew all the tacts in the case, and we hope and 
j)ray you to send US a small s(iuad of mounted men to assist our citi- 
zens permanently and x)revent their destruction by guerrillas; And we

I have already made I'cqnisition 
on him to send troops there, and I am informed he lias sent a brigade. 
I expect to take all the cavalry here to that point, except two battalions 
here and one at Fatchez. Goodrich Landing and Milliken’s Bend will 
be evacuated, under your instructions of the 18th, and the garrisons 
drawn in here to supply the place of the cavalry which is going, and 
the marine regiment which the general informed me when here Avoiild 
soon go.

Dear General: Inclosed iilease find orders* from Brig. Gen, E. A. 
Carr. I fnrnislied the 500 men to go to LeAvisbiirg before my men had 
time to dry tlieir clothing after coming in from the scout in that direc- 
tion. Out of the 500 Avhich Avere sent to escort General Herron but 
320 returned, and their horses Avere in such a condition that it Arill be 
inqiossible for them to be fit for serAdee AAdthin a less tijue tlian fifteen 
days. I could not uoav march more than 800 men. AA^'liat time the 500 
that AYere to reqiort to Colonel Eyan will return I do not knoAA'. You 
can easily see that it Avill be imxiosvsible for me to furnish the 1,500 
Avhich General Carr talks of for the expedition. If he Avill let the 500 
return from LeNAUsburg and then give me ten days to fit up my liorses 
I can march 2,000. But to march sooner than that I Avill have a dis- 
mounted brigade, which Avill not be Avorth a straAV as cavalry. I am 
anxious to do all I can but I do not AAmut, if it can be avoided, to have 
a dismounted brigade. You know the country through Avhich l AYonld 
have to jiass, and with the bayous in their present condition it would 
be almost impossible to make the exiiedition Avhich he speaks of.

To effect this, I would iiropose that a^^ council of admin- 
istration, composed of three general officers of the military post nearest 
to the agency, be present at each payment, who would report the 
amount of money received and of goods and provisions, and tlieir notes, 
and what the Indians received j that there should be more than one 
trader at each agency, at least two or three, so that there «ould be no 
dianceof the Indian being charged double for what he bought, and 
that on no account should the trader be allowed to credit an Indian, 
except at his own risk, and not to receive pay from the Indians at thepay- 
table On my way down to Fort Bandall this fall I met most of the 
Yankton Indians. They were in almost a starving condition. They 
were obliged to leave their agency and go north among the hostile 
bands to'^hunt this winter, they not having received their annuities 
this year. Many of these Indians I fear wall join hostile bands, and 
the reports they will spread about the justice of the whites will do 
much to prevent a peaceful termination of the present difficulties. 
It will be impossible to maintain perfect peace in the country with- 
out keeping at a great expense large bodies of troops there until some 
steps are taken to regulate these abuses. i 

Our present system of treatment of the Indians has proved an ex- 
pensive failure. I could see this many years ago, and every pffioer ot 
the army who has been stationed in the Indian country can testify to 
this and I would particularly mention in connection with this remark

I arrived at Brunswick on Wednesday night, bToveinber 1(5, and 
17th several families came to me for permission to move tluvir effects to 
Saint Louis by boat. My answer to tliem was tli.at I knew of no rea- 
son why tliey should not be allowed to do so; that I slimild not inter- 
fere. Beveral families moved such things as they chose to a warehouse 
levee to await the arrival of a boat. No boat came that day, and I 
understood that a citizen guard was put over the warehouse to i)rotect 
the property. I was told next day that more went. Boldiers were 
prowling about the ifface all night in a threatening manner, and I was 
asked to let Lieutenant Bryan watch — five men guard the jdace the 
next night — whicli was done. At 1) p. m. 1 had a provost guard 3)atrol 
the towir and gather up all stragglers. All soldiers were "in quarters, 
and I was in the building occupied by Com])any A. At about 11.30 
o’cloclv in the night I Avas called by Lieutenant 'Baker, A\dio reported 
firing in the town. I immediately ordeiaul all the com])anies into line 
and learned that the shooting was near the S(*miimry, and tliat tliere 
had been eight or ten shots ffred from tlie west side of Griind River. 
I marched ten companies in double-quick to the seminary and took 
one company to scout the brush in that locality, placing the balance of 
the men not on iiicket in a position for use in case they were needed. 
While scouring the timber and brush the alarm of lire was made, and 
the report came to me that stables, where our horses Avere <]uart('red 
Avere on fire. I immediately ordered tAvo companies to the vicinity of 
the fire and Areut Avith them and found AAurehouse Avhere those goods 
Avere stored all in flames. I then placed my inen in position for defense 
and took a good many to put out the fire. We did all we could to save 
other buildings and did save all but tlie Ayarehouse. I am told Col- 
onel Moberly had some fcAV things in this building tliat AAU're destroyed. 
I was informed that some rebels had been ordered to leave. This was 
not done by any of my command, but by Union men Avho have been mis- 
treated by rebels. This judge you spoke of I do not kiioAv ; never heard 
of him before. I find that the Avhole disloyal element in that country 
are disposed to misrepresent all our acts, Avhile they are all ready to 
aiAologize for busliAvh ackers and rebels. There are*^ about fifty bush- 
AAdiackers this , side the river now who are dressed in Federal uniform. 
They have driven out most all the true Union men, except at places 
Avhere Federal troops are stationed. They now are compelled to prey 
upon those Avho are neutral, and all these acts are charged to Union 
troops. I have a report of my trip to make in Avriting, AYhich I think 
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will cistoiiisli you a,s to the condition of a ])ortioii of this country and 
acts of many who remained here while bushwhackers were in cominaiid, 
but left for Saint Louis and Illinois wlien Federals made their ai>pear- 
ance. Tliese are the men who iioav .stand ready to destroy the only hoi)e 
left us — our true soldiers.

General : By direction of his Excellency the Governor, I liave re- 
spectfully to again invite your attention to the existing troubles with 
the Indians upon the Gpxier Saint Oroix and its tributaries. These 
troiibles do not take the form of declared hostility on the part of the 
Indians, but are the more aggravating from the nominal protessions of 
peace and friendship. The murder of three unoffending lumbermen, or 
residents, during the past summer and autumn, is contirmed, and gives 
evidence of a very bad spirit, to say the least, on the part of the Indi- 
ans, and one that merits suitable punishment. A feeling of insecurity 
is engendered among the settlers, and _ anxiety and alarm lead some 
to forsake their homes. The Governor is desirous that such measures 
shall be taken as shall deter the Indians from further hostilities, and if 
possible secure the settlers from anxiety and alarm. The inclosed 
slip,* from a late Polk County paper, wliile conveying no official infor- 
mation, is indicative of a feeling which is being engendered among the 
people. The Governor respectfully requests your consideration of the 
matter and such action as you may deem iiroper.

Sir: I have tbe bonor to make tbe following statement in regard to 
tbe cotton trade in this dejiartment, whicli I feel conffdent is carried 
mucb furtber tban you are aware of: Since I left this place, twenty- 
tbree days ago, 1 have been in Confederate uniform a greater portion 
of tbe time, and I find tbat iiersons claiming to be agents of the United 
States Government, most of whom have papers from tbe local agent 
at Memiffiis, Tenn,, are scattered all along tbe river for tbe purpose of 
buying cotton, for wbicli tliey are to pay one-tbird in produce. They 
(tlie agents) say wlien they talk to U. S. soldiers tbat tbe xiroduce is 
to be such as will be of no material aid to the Confederate Govern- 
ment, but in talking to Confederates they tell tbein tbat they are to get 
gray cloth, provisions, boots and shoes, and some ammunition, and 
some quinine for family use. Our agents are permitted to go tbrougb 
their camps and tlieir agents to go on board our transports, and in some 
cases their soldiers. At Bayou Mason I tallied witli ten Confederate 
soldiers, of Parsons’ command, wlio Avere guarding down cotton. They 
told me they could get anything they wanted at the trading boats, and 
tbe fact that two regiments of Parsons’ brigade are empioyed guard- 
ing doAvn cotton at a time that they need their trooxis as mucb. as at xmes- 
eiit is good evidence tbat tbe cotton trade is a x>rofitablo one for them. 
You Avill see by tbe coxiy of tbe letter, which I sent to you some fifteen 
days ago, which was taken from the saddle-bags of a Confederate sol- 
dier, what kind of produce they get (gun caiis). At Stock Landing I 
found our agent from Memxibis stopping at tbe same bouse Avbere the 
Confederate scouts bad their headquarters, a lieutenant and a x)rivate 
of which I captured there. This agent wanted me to treat tbe lieu- 
tenant very kindly, for be was a nice man, and bad been riding with 
and aiding him (tbe agent) e^mr since be bad been there. I asked this 
agent if bis iiapers iiermitted him to buy cotton of tbe Confederate 
Government. He said tliey did, and added tbat tbe agent at Memiffiis 
told them to buy of Jeff erson Davis if they could. I have conversed 
with many leading men in tbat country, avIio are in favor of tbe Con- 
federacy, and they all exxmessed tbe same oxiinions in regard to the 
benefit to be derived by tbe Confederacy from this cotton trade, I being 
at tbe time in Confederate uniform and sui)xiosed by them to be a good 
Confederate. And from wliat I have seen and beard in regard to it, 
and tbe way it is and is likely to be carried on, I consider it one of tbe 
Avorst measures tbat could well be adoxited.

General Lawler 
drew in what few cavalry ]>ickets there were and yesterday before sun- 
down the enemy attempted to cut off my up-river outposts, killing the 
ofacer in command and_ several men. Last night they attacked iny 
left, killing some and driving off the cattle. It is represented that a 
force, large or small, is crossing the Atchafalaya. It will not be pos- 
sible to i^revent the caiituring of outposts without cavalry. Colonel 
Chrysler, Second Kew York [Veteran] Cavalry, is here to take away the 
thirty or more cavalry left and all the ineffective men. I earnestly 
ask that Colonel Chrysler, with his regiment, now at Baton Eouge, be 
ordered back, as they are all familiar with every bridle-path in this 
section. It is desirable that I should have an answer this morning 
before Colonel Chrysler leaves.

Tell the general I am working hard and feel hopeful of being in good 
order, though Lee’s sickness throws all the work on me. When Bailey 
comes I will be well off. I can leave iDOsitively on the 27th of Novem- 
ber. Love to all.

Oommanding Military Division of West Mississippi: 

General : It is my opinion tha^t the Arkansas can be relied on as a 
means of transportation for supplies to Tort Smith. The river is at 
present navigable and supplies have been forwarded by steamers suM- 
cent to last until there shall be another rise, when a year’s supply can 
be sent at once. If there had been a year’s supply here for Fort Smith 
last winter it might have been sent there by steamers. There is every 
indication that we will have a navigable river. It has been cloudy and 
rainy here for several weeks, which is a sure indication of snow in the 
mountains. The bayous and sloughs are all full and the streams are 
high. At all events, I am oiiposed to breaking ux) Fort Smith for the 
following reasons : It has been strongly fortified at a very considerable 
expense, and can be held against great odds. It is a flanking arrange- 
ment for this department, and helps to cover Devall’s Bluff, as well 
as Missouri and Kansas. To give ux) the whole northwestern x^ortiou of 
Arkansas to the rebels would be a breach of good faith on the x^art 
of the Government toward the loyal citizens of that section and to the 
friendly Indians of the Territory. If our troops should abandon Fort 
Smith the rebels would at once take iiossession of it, and prepare for 
raids, and there would be such a howl from Kansas and Missouri that 
Curtis would demand more troops that he might reoccux)y and take it 
under his own wing. If Fort Gibson should be given up, A\diich would 
necessarily follow the evacuation of Fort Smith, we should lose all in- 
fluence over the friendly Indians, who would be compelled to x^lunder the 
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settleineaits of tlie whites or starve, as they would ho pluiidercHl, and 
pei'hai)s driven out of their country, by the rebels. There are some 
other considerations which I will not now mention.

General: General Caiiby’s dispatches, dated 10th and 17th instant, 
have been received. There appears to be no longer any danger to my 
communications, except an occasional tiring at boats on White Eiver. 
I have been endeavoring to i)ut the points to beocciu)ied by our troops 
in a proper state of defense, but the force has been so small and the 
details for fatigue duty and armed service so heavy that tlu‘, fortilica- 
tions have progressed slowly. Tlio defenses at 1‘ine Elnif and Fort 
Smith are completed, and those of Little Eock mmrly so. 'Those at 
Devall’s Bluff have been deferred for want of men and because thiit 
place is covered by the defenses on the Arkansas and has never been 
tlireatened. They tire now being pushed as rapidly as itossible. Tlie 
ordinary labor of the troops there unloading boats, &c., is very great. 
The assistance which they have received from the troops of the Eine- 
teenth Corps in post duty has been interru])ted by movements. ( Jtm- 
eral Caiiby expresses surprise that “ DevalPs Bhiifhad not been prop- 
erly armed.’' The general is perhaps not aware tlmt (iOO yards is about 
the extreme range requii-ed of artillery at tliat place, with the present 
defenses. It has been a gun-boat station, and tlie timber has been cut 
away to give their heavy guns a clear sweep on the Hanks, wliiiih are 
ravines, running perpendicular to the river. You promised to send me 
some 20-poundef Parrotts from Morganza. Ecfpiisition has [been] 
made on the ordnam'.e department for guns enough to give all our 
works what it has been thought to be a" suffioieut armament. I Avill 
inclose an estimate made by Captain Wlieeler of the tbree it will require 
to hold the principal ])oints in this department.

GommanMng Department of Arkansas : 

General : To hold the line of the Arkansas Eiver, I estimate the fol- 
lowing numbers to be required for the garrison of the different points 
mentioned: DevalPs Bluff— 1,000 infantry, twelve pieces of artillery, 
with artillerymen to serve them, and 500 cavalry. Pine Bluff— 1,500 
infantry, two movable batteries of six guns each, twelve guns in position, 
with men to serve them, and 500 cavalry. Little Eock-^7,000 infantry, 
six movable batteries, eighteen pieces of artillery in position and 1,500 
cavalry. Brownsville and military road — 1,000 infantry, one battery of 
six guns, and 1,000 cavalry. To sum up, for the District of Little Eock 
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there will be required 11,000 infantry, 3,500 cavalry, nine batteries of 
light artillery, and forty-two pieces of artillery in position, requiring 500 
artillerists. These numbers are absolutely necessary, in my opinion, to 
hold in check an advance of the enemy in force. Each garrison c<)nld 
hold out for a respectable j)eriod until assistance from th(} others could 
bo obtained. If an advance was made from lierc toward the south, 
then, of course, these garrisons could be reduced one-half, as the mov- 
ing column in itself would be a imotection to all in its rear. 

The extent of front to be protecd.ed at Little Hock is about four miles. 
A square redoubt with counterscarp galleries forms the key of the 
position. This redoubt mounts eight guns, six of which are 20-pounder 
Parrotts ; rifle-pits, batteries, «fec., flank it. All timber in front of 
this line for a distance varying from one mile to two, never less than 
one, has been cut down. 

At Pine Bluff, by taking advantage of a lake, the front protected by 
rifle-ints and batteries is about one mile, and places for thirty guns. 
I derive this from an inspection made last summer by myself. Since 
then the works have been strengthened, and I have a party making a 
comiolete survey of the town and its vicinity, which will be finished" in 
a few days. 

DevalPs Bluff is badly located for defense in many respects. I ha^'e 
laid out, and there are now in i)rocess of construction, three inclosed 
redoubts, requiring for a firm defense the numbers before given. 
Eortimately the railroad from this place to Devall’s Bluff runs over 
lew bridges and through open luairie. A few infantry scattered along, 
with Brownsville as a center, and a fair proportion of cavalry can 
always protect it against ordinary raids. 

Fort Smith has a front inclosed by redoubts, batteries, and rifle-pits 
of about three miles. With a force moving from its front the garrison 
could be reduced to 1,000 infantry, one battery of six guns, niovable, 
eight pieces of artillery in x)osition, with men to serve' them, and 500 
cavalry. To make a respectable resistance against a strong force this 
estimate should be doubled. 

I have n(^)t referred to Fort Gibson, merely regarding it as an out- 
post, of service only in passage of trains from Fort Scott in transitu 
for Fort Smith.

The scout Avill be provided with 
ten days’ rations, _ and will be expected to remain out fifteen or twenty 
days, eking out its rations Avith Avhat may be found in the country. 
All good beeves will be taken and sent in to Little Rook in small herds 
from time to tinie^ Memorandum vouchers av ill be gAen pursuant to 
Special Orders, No. — , and for this pinpose printed blanks Avill be 
furnished to each detachment from the main scout. All serAuceable 
mules and horses will also be taken. All property taken, unless it is 
that of notorious rebels, Avill be receipted for in proper form, so that 
the owners can get their pay. The commander of the scout, or of any 
detachment thereof, will beheld responsible that no marauding takes 
Iilace. _He will inflict summary punishment on all marauders. The 
scout will take such a course as to cross the Cypress and Bayou Des 
Arc high up, send a small xiarty to Searcy and West Point, move up 
the Little Red till a ford can be found, and then ojierate generally. 
It Avill be divided into as small jiarties as is consistent with safety, the 
commanding officers keeping track of each party and maneuvering 
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tliein to l)ost ndvniitage, so as to lijol siiivplies aiHl scour tlie country. 
XJ(^ ■will inarcli against and attaclc any ])arty of I’cbels lie may hear of, 
but ■will take care that, his men and horses are not harassed by going 
on false reports. The horses will be esj)ecially cared for and constantly 
W(‘]l fed, (It is re])oi'ted that tluu’c is tbrage enough in that region for 
the ])urpose.) lie will keep a. wary eye to the east, as there is said to 
be (pute a body of rel)els east of Wliite Itiver. lie will send inrei^orts 
to tlu'se headquartei'S, either direct or by Avay of Brownsville, every 
thre,(', or four days. >¥11011 lie sends in a herd of beeves he will notify 
tlie commanding officer at Brownsville, who will, if he deems necessary, 
send out a scout to meet it. Certain citizens of the neighborhood into 
which he is going wish to go with the scout and make themselves 
useful as guides, and will i-eiiort to you bet■^^men now and the time of 
starting. Among them are Mr. Itusliing, member of the State senate, 
and Mr. Clem. Mrs. Bushing will be xirovided with transportation to 
her home in Salado. The scout will ]iiish its ox>erations into the valley 
of White Kiver to a greater or less extent, as maybe deemed advisable 
by its commanders. Whenever forage is exhausted in one locality he 
will move into another, keejiing his troojis well scattered unless men- 
aced by a strong force, and should the forage of the whole region be 
exhausted he will return.

Colonel; I have the honor to state that the pontoon train, owing 
to bad roads and general shiftlessness, reached here last night at 
dark. At 4 a. m. I furiiished the necessary details and at 10 a. m., the 
bridge being hnished, I crossed the Eleventh Illinois Cavalry and 
Bei'ond Wisconsin Cavalry, 1,000 strong, under command of Major 
Dale, Second Wisconsin Cavalry. I have received two reports from 
him, one at a jioint four miles ti-orn here and one at Edwards Station. 
About a half dozen rebels were at Edwards Station; a few shots were 
lired and one of our horses killed. Ho considerable force of the enemy 
are in the vicinity. The train has arrived and the battalion of heavy 
artillery will marcli to-morrow at 10 a. m. for Vicksburg. 

I leave for at 4 a., m. Command well. I sliall send ladies 

over the river the last thing before marching to Vicksburg.

second, 2,000 light cai'bines, 7-shooters, if possible; third, 1,000 Colts 
revolvers; fourth, 2,000 rubber blankets, extra, size and quality. Eor 
extra clotliing and fresh horses, I Avill try to hurry the quartermasters, 
but you may also do good by seeing the chief quartermaster of the cav- 
alry bureau on this subject. It Avould also be advantageous to extend 
the telegraph line west from Lawrence to Eiley, if not to Lamed. The 
great overland lines are also the lines of settlement, and they are there- 
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fore tlie proper base Hues for operating against Indians, because our 
reserves on these lines connect with the emigration, and troops and 
emigrants are natural supports. Knowing, Governor, your earnest zeal 
and your connection with both the Interior and War Departments, I 
hope your efforts will be useful in preserving harmonious action between 
soldiers and agents till the hostile Indians are fully subdued or extermi- 
nated.

Parsons’ brigade of cavalry are reported near Camden, on Saline 
Eiver, moving in the direction of Camden. They are estimated at 
1,100. Harrison’s brigade of cavalry had gone to Alexandria:, La., 
were dismounted and half deserted. They had been estimated. 1,000. 
“Eed” Harrison with a small regiment keeps up a courier-line be- 
tween Camden and Alexandria. Cai)tain Lee (guerrilla) was at Trinity, 
on Black Eiver, with 500 men, mostly deserters, from Harrison’s bri- 
gade, and paroled prisoners. Captain Hedrick was at Mrs. Moore’s 
place, three miles south of Oirard Station on the Shreveport and 
Texas Eailroad, with sixty men. Captain Disharrom was on the 
Tensas, in Madison Parish, La., with a company of independent scouts 
thirty strong. The Fifteenth Confederate Cavalry, Colonel Maury, at 
last accounts was distributed as follows: Three companies at Bluff 
Springs, three companies at Pollard, Fla., with Culpeper’s battery of 
four guns; two companies at Milton, Fla.; one company at Greeinvood 
and one at Magnolia, with a picket of twenty men at Pine Barren 
bridge. The regiment is said to number 700. Tobin’s battery, consist- 
ing of four guns (two brass howitzers, 12-pounders, and two riiied'guns, 
8-pounders) and 125 men, were at Greenwood. There were about 500 
men stationed along the bay from Blakely to Mobile. There is to be a 
ferry at Bluff Springs near Holman’s Bridge. They intend to decoy 
the Federal forces above these ferries and cross troops bv them in their 
rear.

Sir: I have the honor to submit to your consideration a statement of 
the information received at this office this 26th day of November, 1S04-, 
from the following sources, the statement of Major Llewellyn, late com- 
missary of subsistence at Opelona [Okolona,] Miss., New Orleans, 
November 26; the statement of John Knox, scout, New Orleans, Novem- 
ber 26 : 

G-eneral Itichard Taylor was with Hood’s army on the 1st instant, 
commanding the center corjis (Hardee’s). The headquarters of the 
Department of Mississipih, Alabama, and East Louisiana is at Selina, 
Ala. Of the troops commanded by General Gardner in Mississippi 
and Louisiana Gholson’s brigade is near Okolona, Miss.; it numbers 
1,000, and has attached to it a battery of six guns. Mabry’s brigade 
is near Oxford, Miss.; it numbers 1,000, and has a battery of six guns. 
Two regiments of old men of the Eeserve Corps are stationed at Grenada, 
Miss- Wirt Adams’ brigade is around Jackson, about 800 or 1,000 
strong. It is reported that Mabry’s brigade has been ordered to East 
Louisiana to relieve Scott’s, which was going to join Forrest. Hood’s 
army is estimated at 30,000, and Forrest’s cavalry at 11,000, including 
Wheeler’s command. Lieutenant-General Stewart commands the left 
and S. D. Lee the right. Hood was exi^ected to enter Tennessee at 
Decatur, Ala. The convalescents from his army are sent by the Mobile 
and Ohio Eailroad to Corinth and thence on the Memphis and Charles- 
ton Eailroad to Tusciimbia. Major Llewellyn reports 8,000_ or 9,000 
troo|)S at Mobile, a portion of whom were brought from Virginia. They 
are mostly Alabama men. There are no troops on the Mobile and Ohio 
Eailroad as far north as Okolona. There are four months’ suiiplies in 
Mobile. Mr. Knox, who left Mobile on the 21st instant, reports only 
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6,000 or 7,000 men tliere. This does not inclndo the cavalry torce on 
the east side of the hay. They are much dissatislied, heing niostly 
conscripts. The citizens also are, many of them, anxious for the 
force to take the city. Theinformant saw three batteries near the bhell 
road without guns, and was told that most of the heavy guns liad been 
removed from the land to the bay side to resist a naval attack. I he 
inincipal work on the fortifications is on tlie island in :lr(nit of the, city. 
Maior Llewellyn states x)ositively that the colored soldiers cai^tiired l>y 
Torrest are employed on these works. Tliis conlirms the previous I'C] lort 
to the same effect. At the north, entrance of Spanish Itiver are oiu^ 
iron-clad battery and the gun-boat Morgan. The rebels are A^cry active 
in sinking torpedoes in the bay and river,

The hard nnarching of the troops, and 
the rains and mud had been such that no part of this command Avas in 
readiness for inspection until Thursday. On that day General David- 
son arrived and assumed the command of all the cavalry forces assigned 
to him by Special Orders, ISO, headquarters Military Division of West 
Mississippi, New Orleans, November 19, 1864. That general’s orders 
for preparation for an exj)edition, in Avhich the division of General Lee 
and the brigade of Col. B. J. DaAus, from Morganza, constitute the 
main force, prevented my makiug an inspection in detail as contem- 
plated by my orders. Nevertheless, I proceeded to make such exami- 
nation of the condition of the horses, equiinnents, arms, ammunition, 
ambulances, and transportation as enables me to report to you the gen- 
eral good condition of the entire command for active field service. The

Sir : I am directed by the inajor-geiieral commanding to inclose liere- 
■with copy of General Orders, lio. 71,* assigning you to tlie command 
of tlie llepartnient of Arkansas and Seventli Army Corps. You are 
antliorized to retain or relieve any of tke officers of tlie present depart- 
ment staff, and, in place of those relieved, assign officers from the staff 
of jmnr old corps. Hecent advices from Memphis show that everything 
is fpiiet in that neighborhood, and that the late heavy rains have made 
the roads iinxiassable for large bodies of troops; still it is desirable to 
keep the reserve forces now on the Mississippi in their present jiosition 
until no apprehension need be entertained, either for the safety of the 
posts on the east bank of the Mississippi, or of the line of commnni- 
cation to Little Eocls:. Lientenaiit Earl reports that the rebels have, 
to all appearances, given ni) the idea of crossing the Mississippi in any 
considerable force,' " While I am inclined to believe that they are getting 
WL'aried of onr vigilance, I think tliey will require watching a little 
longer, and at least until Beauregard’s moveinents are more fully 
developed. The instructions given to General Steele on the 10th 
instant in relation to fortifying certain posts in Arkansas, &c. (copy of 
which was forwarded to you), apply with equal force now, and I am 
specially directed to request that the order for the abandonment of 
Fort Smith and its dependencies may be carried into effect as soon as 
possible, and the garrisons and supplies withdrawn to Little Eock. As 
a matter of coinse everything that might be of value to the enemy in 
the neighborhood of Port Smith, such as mills, &c., will be destroyed. 

I am instructed to request that you will examine into and con,sider 
the expediency of establishing a post at Batesville, on the White Eiver, 
with a view of relieving that fertile section of the State from the rebel 
rule under which it has hitherto suffered, and take such action in thc- 
matter as you may deem expedient. Tinder the authority given you 
by the President, you are empowered to give any orders, in the name 
of the commanding general, outside the limits of the Department of 
Arkansas, which you may think necessary for the good of the service; 
and it is specially desired that the reserve force on the Mississippi 
Eiver should be kept under your eye until a permanent commander has 
been assigned. Your views in relation to the trade in cotton and sup- 
plies, under the recent Treasury and Executive orders, as expressed in 
your dispatch to the headquarters of the army, are concurred in, and 
General Buford has been directed to issue no more permits. The one 
already given by him has been revoked. His district being now 
directly under your command, you can, of comse, hereafter regulate 
those matters yourself. A general order will be issued from these 
headquarters at an early day fully covering all cases of this character.

r WSterday I landed at Laconia and learned 

from Mr. Churchill Blackburn, who resides there, that the steamer 
l\iOS& iJRmbleton the day before landed and took on board about thirty 
fpi cotton, with Mr. and Miss Thompson. Mo gun-boat iiresent. 
Ihe gun-boats Tyler and Lexington were there when I arrived, and 
Captain Hill has doubtless made the report of this fact to you, which I 
communicated to him. I did not arrive at Australia Landing until 
nearly night. I went to the first plantation, Glover’s, but got no 
information in reference to Sherman. The road to Oakland on the 
railroad passes a succession of plantations, crossing the Sunflower and 
Tallahatchie. The distance is estimated at seventy-five miles, to 
Granada about 100 miles. Had I a mounted force of even 300 men I 
would have explored this route before this time. I hope I may soon 
have the pleasure of seeing you at this jiMce, where, as you knoYq 
there are several matters requiring a higher authority to adjust them 
than I am vested with.

I earnestly request tliat yon will permit me to liave tPe forage upon 
tPeljoats now lying at onr landing all unloaded Ibr use at this x)Ost. 
The ainonnt of hay that General West directed me to unload I think 
is a very unjust i)rox)ortion. Our horses are absolutely periwshing tor 
want of long forage. I hope that if the cavalry here cannot get its 
proportion of supidies when such an easy oi)X)ortunity'is afforded, that 
for its OAvn preservation it will be taken away from me and used at 
some point where it will be upon an equality with other cavalry. I do 
not wish to complain, but really I think we have been very badly used 
witli reference to the distribution of supplies. _ When there were diffi- 
culties in the way of transporting forage to this post I knew it Avas for 
us to get along as best Ave could, and did not comiDlaiuj but that diffi- 
culty is nowremoAmd, and yet according to General West’s order nine- 
tenths of the forage noAV l^dng at our IcA’^ee is to be taken to Little 
Bock. For the past iifteen months the cavalry at this post have not 
had 100 bales of hay all told. Last winter the fleet brought up a large 
amount of hay. Our half-starved horses looked at it as it passed by 
AAuth longing eyes, but not a mouthful did they get. We are allowed 
to take (ffi* ioo'bales of hay, which if issued in Inilfratious would for- 
age our horses for about five days. In the meantime the river may fall 
an d months may elapse before we get another supply. I know, general, 
that it is not your intention to discriminate against cavalry that have 
worked -as liard and faithfully as have the cavalry at this post. I 
therefore appeal directly to you, hoping that justice may be done. I 
refer you to Lieutenant-Colonel Sokalski for corroboration of Avhat 
I say.

Commanding Military Division of West Mississippi : 

General : Price’s command broke up into detachments in Northern 
Arkansas, and, according to reports of scouting parties from Fort 
Smith, the main body crossed the river at Fort Coffee, twenty-four 
miles above Fort Smith by the river. Price put out pickets around Port 
Smith while the crossing was being effected. They had one jnece of 
artillery and a few wagons. Another body crossed at Webber’s Falls, 
while another, said to include Fagan’s brigade, scattered, some going 
down White Eiver, and about 2,000 crossing the Arkansas in squads 
between Clarksville and Fort Smith. Our scouting parties have picked 
up a good many of these stragglers, both officers and men, and killed 
some. Captain Hamilton, Third Arkansas Cavalry, killed three at a 
volley while the squad was crossing near Clarksville, According to 
the reports of my spies, Price reached Boggy Depot with about 10,000 
troops, where they now are recruiting. This is Cooper’s depot for sup- 
plies, which are obtained from Texas. It is said that Price will soon 
move down about Spring Hill to forage his command. Maxey is stiU 
at Doaksville. Citizens who have means of obtaining information say 
that Magruder is preparing to operate against the line of the Arkan- 
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sas, and that he will give ns trouble this winter, but it appears from 
the latest reports of spies and refugees that he is about moving back 
to Ked Eiver, and that the citizens are ordered to go south of the river, 
and that if they fail to do so he will leave them only thirty days’ rations. 
Colonel Mackey has just returned with tlie escort to the supply train 
from Fort Smith. He captured and killed 1 officer and about 20 men, 
mostly of Cabell’s command, and did not lose a man. He reports that 
rebel citizens are moving south of the Arkansas with trains. He over- 
hauled one train of thirty wagons, and let it pass on after having taken 
from it everything contraband. These had no connection with Price’s 
men, gi-eat numbers of whom crossed the Arkansas in detachments, 
always avoiding his command. Deserters who came in here and sur- 
rendered say they left Price at Webber’s Falls, and tliatthey were not 
pursued by our troops beyond Hewtonia. McCray’s and Dobbin’s com- 
mands are probably on the Tiorth side of White Eiver, engaged in send- 
ing cotton to Memphis. I will inclose memorandum from reports of 
scouts. I think the telegraph wire might now be kept up to Fort Smith.

Colonel; Two scouts came in this morning. They were at Mur- 
freesborough. Center Point, Greenville, Paraclifta, Eondo, Spring Hill, 
Lewisville, and returned by Avay of Washington. The Eeserve Corps 
is at Greenville, about 500. At Eondo there is a small body of men. 
The State government is there. At Laynesport, on Eed Eiver, there 
are 1,500 men under Gano, six pieces of artillery. About fifteen miles 
below Laynesiiort, at a place called Bichmond, General Green, of Texas, 
has- about 1,000 cavalry. A iiortion of Gano’s command has gone to 
Western Texas to subdue some Indians. It is thought that Gano’s 
entire command will be sent there. Maxey’s command is at Doaksville. 
Til ere was a small force at Lewisville and a large quantity of commissary 
stores. When in that country, preiiaratious were being made at Lewis- 
ville to receive Price’s army, and it is thought that Price will reorganize 
his army there, at Spring Hill, or in that vicinity. Eepresents that the 
citizens are leaving the country. Learned that Magruder was leaving the 
State and going on to Eed Eiver. It is reported that Magruder has 
issued orders for all citizens to move across Eed Eiver, or he "would only 
leave them food for thirty days. There is a iierfect stream of citizens 
and wagons leaving the State. 

HASH. 

Talked with some of Price’s men j think he left Missouri with about 
10,000 men; has now not more than 8,000. Their horses are in the 
worst possible condition. 

HASH. 

McCray’s brigade is reported entirely disorganized, and has no force 
of imiDortance. His men have all been furloughed, and from the best 
information I can get it will be very difficult to collect his men again.

I readied this point yesterday, making the‘through trip in nine days. 
There is no definite arrangement, either at Fort Scott or here, for sup- 
plying Forts Gibson and Smith during the coming winter, and I fear 
they will see considerable sufiering. Just out of Fort Scott I met a 
train of over 200 wagons, destined for Gibson, fully one-half of them 
being sutler’s wagons. The guard ivas composed of soldiers returning 
to their regiments at Fort Smith. There is no preparation being made 
■ to send anything further this winter. General Curtis states that he 
will not have troops from his department to escort any more trains, and 
that Gibson will have to sujiply the escorts, should this route be kept 
open. I find the route a good one for summer, the road being quite 
level and well supplied with wood and water, and, during the iiroper 
season, with grass. The prairies are burnt over in the fall, and the 
route cannot be used for oxen until spring. It is simply folly to talk 
of supplying Fort Smith from Scott, the road from Gibson to Smith 
being entirely impracticable for the moving of heavy trains. The 
amount of transportation now on the Fort Scott route is not snfacient 
for the supply of Gibson, and the trains are made up of ox teams. At 
Scott they have but few supplies, although a large amount could soon 
be sent there from Leavenworth. The chief quartermaster of the 
Department of Arkansas is certainly greatly at fault in not having 
examined into this matter long since, and made proper arrangements 
for the supply of troops at the different posts in the department I 
leave to-morrow for Saint Louis and Pittsburg, and will write you from 
the latter place.

1 suppose long liefore this readies you intelligence may have arrived 
inform ill g you that General Blunt was attracted north, and soon after 
a short move against Indians on the head of Smoky Hill was ordered 
east to assist me in repelling an invasion by General Price. I shall be 
anxious to hear the result of your movement, which could have been 
successful if General Blunt had knoivn in time and moved, as yoim 
letter suggests, south from the mouth of Walnut to Palo Duro. The 
Arapahoes and Cheyennes have come into Lyon begging for peace, turn- 
ing over prisoners, horses, &c., for that purpose. The hardest kind of 
terms are demanded by me and conceded by some of these Indians. 
They insist on pc'.ae.e or absolute sa,erifice, as I choose. Of course, 
they will have to bo received, but there still remains some of these 
tribes and all the Kiowas to attend to, and I have .proposed a winter 
campaign for their benefit. This, if successful, must be secret and well 
ari-anged beforehand. I have written the War Department, and Gov- 
ernor Evans, of Colorado, has gone to Washington to urge my plans. 
Among other things, I urge the extension of telegraphic'' lines in the 
direction of your country. It seems to me absolutely necessary that 
we should have sucli facilities. You see in tlie instance of your move 
toward Palo Duro how convenient and important it wmuld have been 
to Colonel Carson and General Blunt. I hope you will unite your in- 
fluence in this matter. However this matter may be, I shall press war 
measures, only making terms with such Indians as actually come in 
and make the most absolute surrender, submission, and restitution. 

Hoping that you will continue to co-operate as you have begun, I

Geneeal : I have the honor to reply to yonr dispatch of 23d instant 
directing me to report in writing briefly and as soon as practicable my 
opinion on certain specified points, to wit: 

First. I believe our Indian system to be essentially defective in the 
mode of making treaties and in the loose manner in which their stiini- 
lations are carried out. There should in future be no recognition of 
tlie Indian tribes as quasi independent. That equivocal relation has 
been the main cause of trouble in dealing with these peoifle. The 
British Government admits no riglit of possession, far less of eminent 
domain, on the part of the tribes resident in their territories. 

Second. The policy of treaty making, involving large annuities to the 
Indians, is a direct incentive to fraud on the part of unprincipled men 
whether Government agents or traders, and is a fruitful source of dis- 
content among the savages, leading more or less directly to hostilities 
against the whites. 

Third. I have always held the opinion that the Indian Bureau should 
be attached to the War Department, as it was previous to the creation 
by law of the Department of tlie Interior. 

Fourth. In my report of 12th of August last* I indicated in strong 
terms my conviction that a permanent peace with the hostile Sioux 
bands could only be effected by iflacing them at a remote distance from 
the whites under the immediate charge of a competent military force. 
I mentioned Devil’s Lake as a proper point of concentration for all those 
Sioux who are akeady under the protection of the Government or who 
may hereafter submit to the conditions of peace offered them. ^ 

Fifth and Sixth. I am satisfied that all the intercourse between tlie 
Government and the Sioux and Chippewa tribes, including the re«-ula- 
tions for trade, would be much more simple and satisfactory if confined 
strictly to the military channels. 

Seventh. It is generally conceded that the country on the Missouri 
Elver selected as a reservation for the Sioux and Winnebao’oes is 
entirely unfit for purposes of cultivation, while its geo graTihicai posi- 
tion IS objectionable, as the Indians cannot be confined v'ithin its limits 
but stray away at pleasure. Many of the Sioux prisoners who were 
removed from this district in the spring of 1863 to that reservation 
have already made their way back to their old hunting grounds in 
Minnesota, and are a soiu’ce of embarrassment to the militai'y authori- 
ties, as it is difficult to distinguish them from the hostile Sioux. Thev 
will prow, a great annoyance also to the white settlers on the "border 
unless effective measures are taken to return them to their own country’ 
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I have given iiistriictions to commaiKlants of the frontier posts and 
stations to ijermit none of these stragglers to remain east of the Janies 
Eiv(‘r, and to break np any trading establishment intended for trade 
with tliem. It has been necessary for me to furnish military escorts on 
two different occasions for Indian Department trains of supiilies to 
the reservation on the Missouri at an inclement season of the year. 

Eightli. In my report to you of military operations for the past year I 
stated that the Chiiipewas ivere discontented and dissatisfied on account 
of the payments of money being made to them in paper instead of 
gold. The i nil uence of the British half-breeds is great among those 
bands of Ohiiipewas who inhabit the region near the northern bound- 
ary liiu'., and is used, as it is with the Sioux of the iilaius, to foment ill- 
feeling against the Government. In fact, there is general disaffection 
among the Ohippewas, who believe themselves to have been defrauded 
by the agents and traders heretofore, and nothing but a fear of conse- 
quences prevents an outbreak among them. . I have too many evi- 
dences of the existence of this semi-hostile disposition to permit me to 
doTd)t i t. I J ntil there are such changes and modifications in our Indian 
system as luive been suggested, the savages of the Northwest can 
never b(i depended upon. If they do not, as heretofore, form combi- 
nations among the various bamls to make Avar upon the whites in force, 
it Avill be simply because they led the hopelessness of such attempts. 
If it is the object to change their hatred to the Government into respect 
and attachment it can be effected by imitating the iiolicy of the British 
Government, Avhich has succeeded so admirably, and which maybe com- 
prised in one sentence: of making no promise that is not faithfully per- 
formed and no threat that is not iiromxitly carried into effbet.

Your 
dispatches of 9 p. m., 27th instant, reached here last evening. I fully 
approve of what yon have done in sen ding np re-enforcements to meet the 
train. I trust yon have sent the same information as to the movements 
of the enemy to the commanding ofiicer of the train. I would send 
again to Colonel Moonlight, if he is not beyond your reach, urging him 
by all means to join the ox train, and come back with it to Fort Gibson.

VII. Corps badge: 

A corps badge shall be worn on the center of tlie top of the cap by all 
officers and enlisted men of the XJ. S. Colored Trooxis, Dexiartment of 
the Gulf. The badge shall be a shield two inches long by two inches 
wide, of form according to pattern to be prescribed and made known: 
red for the First Division; Avhite for the Second Division; light blue 
foi the Thiid Division. General and staff officers, or officers acting as 
such, of divisions and brigades will wear a double shield, the second 
on the first and one-fourth of an inch smaller all around; red or wliite 
for First Division; white or light blue for the Second Division ; blue or 
ledfoi the Third Division.

General : I have the honor to send by Lieutenant Waite a few lines. 
The situation of matters hero,- political, civil, and military, is of the 
mixed order. The Eadicals are vexed that the election in this county 
and Congressional district has gone against them. They claim that 
advantage was taken of my absence to bring about this result; that 
Lieutenant Shaiiley is to blame — of that I cannot say. Bushwhackers 
and Confederate soldiers are lurking about the country, occasionally 
robbing aud plundering, but to no great extent. I keex) my men on the 
move, but with some exceptions they elude the utmost vigilance, 
for the reason 'that disloyal men still live and are protected in the 
country. They both hide and feed these thieves; the difficulty lies 
in the xiroof. The circuit court is in session at Platte City with a strong 
guard for its protection. The judge tells me that the docket will not be 
cleared under two weeks. He deems it advisable to remove the records 
as soon as the court adjourns. The xieople about here who are x)os- 
sessed of rebel iiroclivities have not lost hope by their recent disasters. 
On the contrary, they are as ramxiant as ever aud fully as hopeful. 
USTothing, general, will ever cure this uuhaxipy xieople of tlieir fatal 
delusions but the session of a military commission to decide on who 
shall emigrate and who stay. You have in a recent memorable qiaper 
given strength to my own oxiinions in the same direction. The two 
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elemeiits cannot live in peace together. Matters are infinitely worse in 
Olay than this county. A good strong campaign on the Fishing Eiver 
and the north and northwest part of that county woukL perhaps, he a 
good tiling^ but iny little force has all it can do to protect the people of 
this is no other military force in the county now that t 

Iniow of. When the rebels get tired up this way, or get too clos(‘. 
piessed, they cross the river and retire to Howard Ooiinty, which is 
now, it seems Irom information I get here, the rendezvous for them. 1 
am at present suffering from lameness and not able to ride, but I am 
doing post duty, which keeps me biisyj but I hold myself ready for 
orders at any time, and will be obliged for your kind advice and direc- 
tion 111 conducting affairs here in my poor way.

Confederate officers and raeii 
are constantly crossing the river back and forth. 1 am much in need 
of horses to mount my command, and cannot, therefore, do as miu'h 
work as I wish to. I am making efforts to caiitiire several Confederate 
officers known to be prowling about. Matters are worse in Chiy 
County than here, but owing to my small command I cannot do much 
liaviiig some trouble with whisky venders, but have fined 
ttiem. With your consent will apply the proceeds to hospital use. 
lou will undoubtedly have a deputation from Weston soon.

Gomdg. Department of the Missouri, Saint Louis, Mo. : 

General: The Enrolled Militia lately undei' my command have cap- 
tured considerable property, and turned most of it over to the U. a 
quartermaster at Saint J oseph. There is still in their possession a few 
revolvers, and some $500 in money. The militia that 
were called out in July last lelt their harvests to rot in the field; and 
many ot them have remained in active service until the present, and 
have, of course, had no chance to provide for next year by sowing 
wheat Elis fall. Many are poor and have families to provide for. I 
r^pecttully ask you to issue an order permitting me or some otlier 
oflicer to ascertain such meritorious militiamen as have lost horses in 
battle, or m any active service, and to present such the few horses not 
yet turned over to the quartermaster. The number will be less than 
twenty, probably not more than ten. In the fight in which Bill Ander- 
son was defeated and killed some five or six of the militia were wounded 
one ot whom died a day or two afterward, leaving a mother in destitute 
circumstances; one other was badly wounded in the arm, and the arm 
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is paralyzed, and will probably remain so. I gave tbe mare of Bill An- 
derson to Lieut. Ool. S. P. Oox, who commanded in the fight (subject, 
of course, to any order you might mahe in the premises) . There are still 
in the hands of the officers who commanded four revolvers, two watches, 
and about |500_ in gold and greenbacks, wliich I hope, general, you 
will feel authorized to dispose of as follows : Give the gold watch to 
Major Grimes, who was second in command j the silver watdh and 
revolvers to such officers and men as Colonel Oox and Major Grimes 
shall indicate as most deserving, and the money, in such proiiortions as 
may [be] deemed right, to those who were wounded in the fight. I need 
not remind the general commanding that the militia have served almost 
without x^ay. Cox was in command a,t my request without a commis- 
sion, because I believed he would find and whiii Anderson. The Gov- 
ernment issued him a commission to-day as lieutenant-colonel, which I 
will carry to him. Will you favor me with an early rei>ly to this hasty 
letter?

_ General : The letter of J . Harlan, XJ. S. Indian agent, to Commis- 
sioner Dole, dated Washington, September 30, 186-1, and the letter of 
Major-General Halleck, Chief of Staff of the Army, dated October 3, 
1861, referred to me for rexiort, are herewith resx^ectfully returned, with 
the following statement of facts: 

During a jiortion of the year 1863 the Indian Territory, including the 
Cherokee country, was under my command, but I am not advised that 
any outrages were committed upon citizens of the Cherokee Kation, 
except, xierhax^s, some little irregularities that are incident to all armies 
when marching through an enemy’s country, and which cannot always 
by the utmost vigilance on the xiart of commanders. 
When forage was required, and could be obtained in the country through 
which we passed, it was taken and loyal owners remunerated. The 
only events worthy of note during that portion of the year 1863 that I 
commanded the Indian Territory are briefly these : 

First. Contrary to the expectations and against the wishes of the 
then Brig. Gen. J. M. Schofield, commanding the dejiartment in which 
I was serving, the short camxiaign of July, August, and September of 
that year (1863) resulted in the defeat and rout of the rebel forces, 
three times our numbers, and the recapture and occupation of Fort 
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Smith, Ark., ■which gave me complete control and jurisdiction of the 
Indian Territory 100 miles south of the Arkansas Eiver, as well as of 
Western Arkansas. 

The second event deserving a special notice was the sending of a 
smelling committee — dubbed Avith tlie respectable cognomen of aboard 
at inspe.ction— into my district. This committee Avas sent by Brigadier- 
Brenei al fechofiekl, whose imbecility and coAvardice 1 represented in 
communications to the President and Secretary of War more than one

In me they Avill ever 
lind a. defender of their reputatious and their honor, and Ayhen a true 
history of this great contest for the preservation of the Government 
.shall bo Avritten, I hav^e no fears that their reputations as soldiers aauII 
suffer Avhen compared with the record of those avIio, altliough holding 
high ollicial positions in the military service, have never yet since the 
commencement of the war seen the smoke or heard the sound from the 
enemy’s guns. 

In conebiding this report I would respectfully suggest that applica- 
tion be made to tlie Secretary of War for the appointment of a board to 
make a complete investigation of tlie administration of military affairs 
in the India, n Territory since its first occupation by Federal forces.

Sir: The undersigned,_ citizens of Minnesota, respectfully represent 
tliat iu their oiiinion the line of military posts now existing on the fron- 
tier between Fort Ridgely and Sauk Centre should be materially short- 
ened and straiglitened and put in sucb condition as to afford more 
ample protection than heretofore to the settlers west of the Big Woods 
(so called). The unsettled condition of Indian affairs west of us would 
seein to render this a measure of snnple justice to our western border. 
During the years ISOfi and 1804 we have had eight military stations 
garrisoned between Fort Ridgely and Sauk Centre. Many of them of 
little practical use in an emergency, and some of them are situate where 
no emergency is ever likely to happen. The undersigned therefore re- 
spectfully ask and recommend that a iiermanent military post be estab- 
lislicd at a point to bo designated among the Kandiyohi Lakes and a 
temporary one between that and Fort Ridgely, and two temporary ones 
between Kandiyohi and Sauk Centre, one at or near Norway Lake, and 
one at present at Lake George; all the otbers to be abandoned. With 
this arrangement tlie line is materially shortened and straightened and 
thrown a convenient distance outside of present settlements and among 
or west of those points where the Indians have been in the habit of 
making their temporary homes. This arrangement the undersigned 
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believe will give great additional security to tbe settlers and i)roinot6 
liiture emigration to that section of tlie State, and at the same time 
save a large amount of expense to the Groveninient.

carrying as many rounds of assorted ammunition as possilile for imme- 
diate use. The above will include transportation for all personal bag- 
gage, mess-chests, cooking utensils, desks, x>apers, &c. All excess of 
transportation now witli army corps, divisions, brigades, regiments, and 
batteries over the foregoing allowance will l)e immediately turned over 
to the quartermaster’s department to be used in trains. Commanding 
officers of departments, corps, divisions, &c., will immediately cause 
inspections to be made, and Avill bo res]) 0 ]isible for the strict execution 
of this order. Within ten days alter the recei])t ol:‘ tliis oi'der at their 
respective headquarters, all inspectors will report <lirectly to the in- 
spector-general at these headquarters every violation of this order, cer- 
tifying in their reports that they have thoroughly inspected the several 
commands, and have reported therein every deviation from this order 
in regard to alloAvance of transportation.

Geneeal: I this morning received froinyonr headquarters an order 
dated yesterday, Avherein yon declare the office of commissioner of the 
first drainage district vacant and appoint Mr. John A. Eoherts to fill 
the vacancy. In all my private and official acts I have always endeav- f 

ored to prevent even tlie slightest conflict betAveen the military and 
civil powers ot the Government. The declaration made in my inangn- 
rjil address that for “ the moment civil government must necessarily : 

liarmonijie with military administration’’ aa’^rs repeated in my recent 
message to tlie Legislature. In all my official conduct I have studiously i 

and iaithfully observed this ])rinciple. I would be the last man in the 
■world to comiflain of the act ot any officer of the army of my country, 
hoAvever harsh it might aiAiiear, Avliich might tend to strengthen the 
Union cause or administer to the comfort or Avelfare of the Union sol- j 

dier. Even in questions of doubtful jurisdiction I have counseled 
cheerful obedience to military orders. I deem it my duty to state offi- 
cially to you, general, tliat you have frequently, since taking command 
ot the Department of the Gulf, given orders and written letters which I 

appear to me and others interested in the formation of our loyal and ' 

free State government as dealing rather harshly Avith matters purely i 

civil. i 

I and others have borne much in the hoj)e that you would on more ^ 

mature reflection modify your course. Your communication of the 25th 
of October hist to his lionor the mayor of the city, avIio holds his office 
under me and by _ my authority, prohibiting him from carrying 
out a recommendation of the two houses of our Legislature, even if 
accomi:)anied by my orders, on a matter of civil municipal government 
alone, Avill be fully replied to at the proper time. At present I desire 
only to say that as your order relatiA^e to the drainage commissioner 
Avas in eftect just the change I Avould have made or instructed the mayor 
to make, it Avill therefore be sustained and approved by me. But I 
cannot admit your right to appoint the civil officers of the State. The 
pnpousibility, among others, of making appointments to civil offices, 
including the poAver to establish all necessary offices and tribunals, is 
imposed upon me by the people of the State and the President of the 
United States, and is one from AA^iich I will not shrink, I Avould repeat, 
general, that as the order referred to embodies what Avould have been 
my oAvn action in this matter, it Avill be recognized and sustained by 
me, and whilst I Avill gladly accept any suggestions or carry into efifdct 
to tlie best of my ability any measure to strengthen and sustain the 
Government, I must jirotest against any interference with powers ex- 
clusively vested in me by the highest authority in the land.

His Excellency Michael Hahn, Governor of Louisiana: 

I am in receipt of your favor of this date in relation to appointment 
of Mr, Boberts to first drainage district in place of George Ingram. 
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Of tliis Your Excellency complains as an infringement on your rights 
and i)rerogatives. You affirm that these tempoi'ary offujci’S are or 
should be api^ointed from your office. I do not so understand it, though 
I very sincerely Avish that I could take tliafc view. The man Ingram was 
not the constitutional successor to a previously existing officer, nor was 
he appointed under any civil rules whatever. As I am informed, the 
existing law places the drainage of the first district in the hands of a 
board. This hoard I am informed was broken up by a military author- 
ity and a single officer substituted to perform the duty. If these facts 
be so there can be no question that the appointment to the vacaaicy 
must be made by the military authority, ibr the simple reason that 
there exists no other authority which can legally do so. The same 
state of affairs exists as to the acting mayor of the erty of ifew 
Orleans. The charter government of the city has been l)rokcn up, the 
elective mayor and boards abolished, and a tenii^orary or acting mayor 
and bureaus constituted by military authority. These are therefoi'c 
not constitutional officers of the Btate of Louisiana. Tliey were 
appointed upon a necessity which arose from a state of war and by 
an authority Avhich is not limited as is Yfour Excellency’s by constitu- 
tional limitations. Until, therefore, the officers constitutionally and 
legally provided for under existing or future laws can be elected in 
proper form and enter upon their duties, this irregular and temporary 
organization, constituted by military authority, and deriving its whole 
vigor and vitality from that authority, must of necessity ami not of 
choice continue. Acting upon, this principle, and being satisfied that 
Mr. Ingram should be removed^ I requested you to name some propijr 
person to take his place. This you unwisely, as I think, declined to do. 

I take this occasion to say distinctly and plainly that you labor 
under a most serious error, I trust not a willful one, in sui)posing that 
I have any ill-feeling whatever to the Statoof Louisiana or her off icials, 
or that there is any disposition on the part of the military authorities 
to intervene in your peculiar province. It is occasionally difficult to 
draw the precise line, e.specially in such a State as this, which in one 
point of view is recognized as loyal, and in the other as still insmTCc- 
tionary. For the great purpose of carrying into effect the declarafion 
or freedom m your constitution, and of organizing the free Btate of 
Louisiana, the State and it.s officers are recognized by the Pr(3sident, 
but the proclamation declaring the State in insurrection and the iieople 
subject to military law remains in force. Tliis of necessity comrilicates 
the relations between the new State and the military officers, and siie- 
cially deinauds full and explicit conference and mutual good under- 
standing between the representatives of the United States and the

I regret to state that from the time I entered upon my duties until now 
I have never been conferred with or consulted by YourExcelleiicy. This 
isnnatter of jmur own election, not of mine. To me personally it is a thing 
of compfete indifference, but in me as a representative of the Groverninent 
it IS a hmderance in the discharge of public duties. I came here a 
stranger to all of you, wholly separated from all connections with the 
factions and parties which exist here, with no friends to be elevated, and 
no enemies to be pulled down. I found immense and peculiar interests 
almost inextricably involved with tlie milita,ry administration of the 
clepartinent. I found a partly organized State government, the execii- 
'Tn? i^^i^.ieg'islative departments complete, the judiciary incomplete. 
The district courts of the city, I am informed, are held by judges ap- 
pointed under military orders. Ho suiireme court in existence, I fourid 
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the State bankrupt. The convention had long since passed a constitu- 
tional provision, for which tliey, as a body, deserve great credit, abol- 
ishing slavery. But constitutional iirovisions require laws to carry them 
into eftect. I^'o system has been enacted by which these freedmen shall 
be controlled, educated, or maintained. This burden, therefore, remains 
upon the IJnited States and is borne by them now. The poor of the 
city and of the State m'e supiiorted by the United States. The free 
schools for colored children are siuiported by the United States. In 
t delhult of a supreme court questions of large importance are constantly 

^ and froni necessity adjudicated by the commanding general. The 

militia is unorganized, and at last, after four months waiting for the 
aidion. of t]i<3 State, it is being done by military authority. The taxes 
ol: tlie city are collected by military orders. In fine, every disagreeable 
and expensive duty appropriate to civil government is allowed to rest 
upon the broad shoulders of the United States, and the State govern- 
ment takes no steps toward the discharge of these its xirimary duties, 
the duties to which earnest men thoroughly devoted to their work 
would first direct themselves. It is not the receipt of salaries, but the 
performanco of duties that make government desirable to the governed. 
Tlie militai'y authorities are desirous to be relieved from these burden- 
some^ charges. They anxiously desire that Congress may so act that 
the State government of Louisiana may be a reality. They are ready 
to (‘.o-opera.te with and sustain Your Excellency and the Legislature in 
every good work and to turn over from time to time such portions now 
covered by tbem as you are able and willing to take charge of, but they 
are not willing that Avljile these duties are being discharged by them 
.that the military control should be interfered with. 

I beg Your .Excellency to understand me distinctly, so that there may 
be IK) pretense tor collision hereafter. You will, of course, admit that 
the city of ISTew Orleans is not now governed in the forms prescribed 
bylaw. You, as civil Governor of Louisiana, can only secure to the 
city the foian of government prescribed by law. If you, as civil Gov- 
ernor, have commissioned any other or dillerent class of officers than 
as prescribed by law, your commissions are void, and would be so held 
by any court. But under military law the change has been made, and 
it epi only be sustained by military law. It is of no consequence 
through wliut channel the commission comes or by what agent, the 
acting may<3r and other temimrary officers of the city are" military 
apian'iitees, and (!an only then [thus] be sustained. Whenever the 
ordinary course of government as i)rovided by law can safely be re- 
stored to the city of New Orleans then these temporary officers will 
cease. Until that time they cannot. Your Excellency, as the agent of 
the military government, will, I trust, recommend such parties as you 
consider fit for these offices, or if you desire and ask for it the control 
of these appointments will be given you. Your Excellency will re- 
member that I had the honor to call iu)on you for engineers to superin- 
tend the levees. These great works, on which the' very life of your 
State depends, have been wholly neglected by the State authorities, 
and the burden of these also is cast ux)on the United States. Your 
Excellency Las the reinitation of being a good lawyer, and I very 
respectfully submit to you tliat the propositions contained in this com- 
munication are undeniable. It Your Excellency can satisfy me that 
these tenqiorary and acting ofiicers are officers of the State of Loui- 
siana I shall refrain from any interference with them, as I have from in- 
terfering with those who are known to be such; otherwise, the control 
of them must rest witli the xiower that created them. It will be Your

Under 
these circumstances, I cannot furnish escorts to carry jirovisions for 
Indians and troops beyond my department lines, and your attention is 
called to tlie mu'essity of furnishing General Steele with forces suffi- 
cient and ill position to guard the iiiies to Fort Gibson, Fort Scott, or 
Jiave the troops and Indians now there to fall back where they [can] 
get xirovisious.

Sir.; Your letter of the 5th ultimo has been the subject of the com- 
manding general’s constant and careful consideration, and he trusts 
that he will soon be able to meet you in person and confer with you 
upon the imxjortant sulyect referred to therein. In the meantime, he 
directs me to say, that in view of present and prospective operations in 
this and General Sliermaii’s divisions, he has found it absolutely neces- 
sary to forbid all communication with the enemy, of whatsoever nature, 
and that he has revoked all x’ermits, given by military authorities, 
which are iiot in strict accordance with existing orders. The act of 
July 2, 1864-, fully defines this prohibition of intercourse, both as to 
liersoiis and^liroperty. Under that law and the trade regulations, pub- 
lished July 29, 1SG4, the only shipments that can be made are those 
authorized by the thirty-eighth and fifty-fifth articles of the latter. 
The thirty-eighth article is sufficiently clear and definite, but the fifty- 
filth is so incomx)rehensible and indefinite as to bring to designing 
minds almost all i)roducts inside of the rebel lines wuthin its 8co]:)e. It 
is abundantly proven that large quantities of cotton belonging to the 
rebel Government have been shipped under that construction to their 
agents within our lines, and that in return army suxijilies and foreign 
exchange has been furnished. To meet this difliculty General Orders, 
Ho. 51, was issued, directing that all such jiroiierty be seized and 
turned over to the Treasury Department as captured iiroperty, and has, 
with one single recent exception, caused by a misconstruction of the 
neiv cotton permits, but which has already been remedied, been strictly 
enforced so far as the military authorities are concerned. 

I havethe honor to submit herewith inclosed copies of General Orders, 
Hos. 31, 33, 51, and 72,* from these headquarters, and respectfully to sug- 
gest, in order to make their operations more complete, that orders to 
the same efiect be issued by the naval authorities. The inclosed collec-

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tioii of documents relating to intercourse witli the iiisurrectioiuuy dis- 
tricts Avill clearly sliow tliat no cotton is permitted to come tlirouglithe 
rebel lines in iless tlie rebel Government is secured a direct interest, and 
it is susceptible of proof tbat cotton belonging to tbat (,TOvernnieut 
and sent to Mobile for exportation lias, in consequence of tlie effective 
blockade tliere, been returned to tlie Mississippi Eiver, and is now try- 
ing to find an outlet tliere. dt seems, tlierefore, rensonable, first, to I'e- 
gard all attempts to export cotton from points on the river not under 
surveillance as violations of the blockade as direct as any attempts to 
export it from Mobile or any other sea-port, and, second, to* hold all siicli 
cotton legally and properly subject to capture. 

^ 111 connection with these reinaiks, I am insti’uctcd to caill your atten- 
tion to the fact that military operations have freqnent-ly bemi embar- 
rassed by persons passing beyond our lines at different points, by 
authority from commanders of gun-boats. The inclosed copy of G eneral 
Dana’s letter of the 16bh ultimo illustrates this fiict; and we have now 
^^stody several x)ersons awaiting trial under the fifoy-seventh Ai'tiele 
of War, who procured passes from one military post to another and 
were landed from a gun-boat at Dayou Sara, whence they proceeded to 
Woodi'ille, with information of important military movements; in fact, 
scaicely any military operations have taken, place during tlie past three 
months, without timely information thereof Imving been ('iniveyed to 
the rebels through such agents. With a vieiv of securing that harmony 
in the exercise of naval and military authority so desiriible and neces- 
sary, the commanding general suggests that an order bci issued to com- 
manders of guii-boats, forbidding all boats navigating the Mississiiipi 
persons on such boats, to land at any point, except at 
mditary xioste, or when under tlie direct oliservatiou and iirotection of 
giin-boats. Special cases, .authorized by paragraph 9 of General Orders, 
Eo. 33, are excepted, but permits should in all cases be approved by 
both nay.al and military commanders of tlie respective distric.ts Avhei4 
the landing IS to take place. ,

General: In relation to tlie metliod of ijrocnring and issuing’ beef 
for this command, I liave the honor to report that l have thoronglily 
investigated the matter and find the lacts as foIh)\vs : 

A squad of Mexicans, ten or twelve in number, were employed driv- 
ing the cattle from tlie head of Padre Island, and were in charge of 
Williani H. Jones, a private in Twenty-sixth Indiana Volunteers. 
These cattle were taken up by Cai)tain Oliamberlain, commissary of 
subsistence, as $5 per head. They were not weighed ainl 

an account ke^Jt ot them, but tlie weight averaged at the close of the 
month to accord with the issues made to troops, refugees, emidoychs, 
&c. The 15 paid per head by the commissary of subsisteinje was paid 
nominally to a Mexican and divided among the cattle drivers, Jones, 
of course, getting a sliare. What tlie ratio of division was is imxiossi- 
bleto tind out, as there were no accounts kept and there is no relia- 
bility in the statements made by the individuals concerned. Immedi- 
ately on assuming command I changed the whole thing by ordering the 
commissary oi subsistence to take the crittle uj) as {;a])tured ])ro];)(M;ty 
(as they really are), the proper record of brands a.nd owners made, the 
cattle weighed and issued in ‘accordance with subsistence reguhitions, 
and these cattle drivers ernjjloyed at a stated x>rico x)er month, xiaying 
the money to each individual performing labor. 1 should have 'dis- 
charged these men and xirocured the cattle liy soldiers, but there were 
only thirty mounted, men in the command, witli broken-down horses. 
The cattle had to be driven from the head of Padre Island, 120 miles. 
There is no possible way to get beef tor the command until more cav- 
alry are sent here Init to emxiloy these diivers. J am oi* the. oxiinion 
that small amounts of the beef were sold by ]:)arties engaged in l)utch- 
ering and handling the beef, but the matter was so managed that it is 
impossible' to get such evidence as Avould make a case. The transiior- 
tetioii department was also very loosely and irregularly conducted 
hrom Mty to seventy-live persons pass this way from Mataniora,s to 
,JNew Orleans x^er month Avho x)ay tlieir fare. In some cases Avlnvre the 
parties had no currency specie Avas taken dollar for dollar. No rec.ord 
was keiit at headquarters ot tlie orders given for transxiortation, and a 
very imxierfect record at the quartermaster\s office. All tliat there is 
to shoAv IS somuch inoney taken up and accounted for as “ received for 
transxiortation,’^ \Yithout any data from Avhich. to verify the correctness 
ot these accounts._ I have endeavoi'ed to get a.t the facts in the case, 
but the Avhole thing Avas managed by Colonel Day, Oaxitain Jordan, 
acting assistent quartermaster, and a Caxitain Brett, Avho is noAV out 
ot service. No eniidoyes, clerks, or other parties had anything to do 
with it. No records Avere kept, and it is imiiossible to get reliable in- 
formation about the matter.

I found a. loose system of taking care and dis- 
posing of jiroiiei'ty coming on shore fi'om wreclts. Private indi'\ddu- 
als were allowed to take charge of this proj)erty and ajixiropriate it if 
; not claimed, and if claimed to charge and apxiroxiriate the salvage. I 

!; have ajipoiiited the bar pilot wreck master; require him to make a 

I report of all ] iroperty and vessels rescued. I allow him 5 per cent, of 

I the salvage money, the balanc.e to go into the post fund. There is but 

f little of this class of property, yet enough to bring $200 or $300 per 

month to this fund. 

I have been thus particular, general, to give details, because I wish 
j you to know precisely what action I have taken in these matters. I 

have corrected all othei' irregularities discovered, and restored as far as 
I possible tlie disci])line and morale of the command, established, regular 

! daily drill and target liring once a week. The construction of the ibrti- 

|! tications on the island is iirogressing rai>idly. I respectfully recom- 

I mend that tlie Ninety-iirst Illinois Volunteers be relieved, by a regiment

mediately, and. three coinj ianies of heavy artillery be sent to take charge 
I of the artillery in the fortifications made.

I tents ill a few months. I shall have completed the work assigned to 

me by tlie time the change of .regimen ts referred to above can be 
ellected, and unless more frooiis are to be sent here and active oper 
ations assumed on this coast I respectiiilly and very urgently request 
i to be relieved from command of the IJ. S. forces, Brazos Santiago, and

Even if they 
come in as prisoners of war ive are not obliged to receive them, or feed 
them, or alloir them inside the forts. The old and infirm and lazy will 
come in, ivhile the Avicked are allowed to go on Avith their devilment. 
I suppose Left Hand and some of the Indians avIio have been in may 
be sincere, but they must e\dnce their fidelity by strong proofs, such as 
turning over the culprits, arms, horses, &c., and becoming tlie foes of 
hostile bands, ready and Avilling to fight them. I am going to send 
troops forward Avith a vieAV of further oiierations at the' proper time, 
but dp not desire the public to know my imriooses, and therefore will 
not dilate upon them. Of course, I have my eyes on the matter of 
Indian troubles.

New Orleans^ December 3, 1864. 
Provost-Marshal Parish of Orleans: 

I am instructed by Brigadier-General Sherman to call your attention 
to the nninber of relugees retained at Avhat is termed the Refugees’ 
Home (Oominercial Hotel). The only reason for issuing rations to refu- 
gees are these : First. Because it sometimes is the case that the refu- 
gees cannot l)e examined the day they arrive, and have to be retained 
for that purpose; but the cases should be very few that require deten- 
tion for this purpose more than one day. Second. There may be a few 
cases of absolute indigence; for instance, helpless women and children, 
Avho it would be charitable to allow to remain for a time for the want 
of iiropei- ancoinniodations elsewhere. As a general thing, however, 
this class can l)e supported by the Relief Gommission, and should seek 
rdief in that (luaiix'r. It is not intended to support these refugees 
with. (:h)V(nmnent rations any further than herein suggested. The 
da,ily re|)orts from the Home shoAV 150 and uj)ward from the 20th to 
the 30th of November, without any diininution of consequence during 
that time. It would be well to have these refugees examined as far as 
possible Avithout putting them in the Home at all, and as soon as the 
oath is administered let them go their way. Those, if any, Avho refuse 
to take the oath, will be furnished Avith rations until tliey can be re- 
turned from wlience they canie; but they should be confined in 54 
Baronne street, and not be alloAved the freedom of the city. Your 
strict attention is callc'-d to the general orders on this subject.

It is reported tliat, Magrnder 
issued an order for tlie citizens to move soutli of Eed Eiver or lie would 
leave tlieni only thirty days’ rations. Tlie roads are represented a-s 
being crowded with wagons of emigrants moving in obedience to this 
order. The other day one of our scouting parties came xipon a train of 
thirty wagons on the north side of the Arkansas, -with citizens moving' 
south. Yesterday twenty-one women, with, a ti'ain, came to our ] )ickets 
on the north side of the river and asked permission to pass throiigli 
Little Eock on their Avay soutli, vdiicli av as refused. Tracks of a wagon 
train Avere discovered at Aberdeen Grossing, on Wliite Eivei', reiiently. 
Onx scouting parties found no rebel pickets along the Saline, and from 
the best information that I can get, all the organized reliel trooi>s iioaa’' 
ill this State are on Eed Eiver or on a line from Oaniden to Eed Eiver, 
except a foAV outiiosts. Deserters from Price’s army (joiitinue coming 
in, xu'incipally from the south. They all tell the same story in regard 
to the emigrants and the deplorable condition of Price’s men and horses. 
Many of liis furloughed men and deserters are scattei'cd over the 
country, but they do not seem inclined to do much, harm to anybody. 
Live steamers came up the Arkansas a.nd brought a largo amount of 
Government freight, some of which aaois discharged, at Pine Dluff, but 
the principal part here. They met Avith no difficulty coming uj), excejit 
the first steamer, which had no guard on board, was iired upon by small- 
arms, but Avitliout receiving any damage. The Avater has fallen and 
two of the largest boats AAmre unable to get out of the river on. account 
of abar, seATii miles beloAV Pine Blufti Another rise is expected soon. 
Two of the boats sent to Port Smith, it is su])posed, reached their desti- 
nation. The Doane broke in. tAA^o, tAventy miles above Dardanelle, a,nd 
sunk in six feet of A\mter. The freight and fora-ge Avas all saved. Tlie 
other boats were unable to reach Dardanelle— one is agromul mair LcAvis- 
burg. I should like to consult AAuth General Oaiiby arid yourself in. 
regard to further movements.

He assured 
ns that Lieutenant Earl was doing well, was well cared for and 
would rc^.ceive the best treatment in his power to afford him,. He 
took cliarge ot a quantity of supjjlies of delicacies, liquors, and clothing 
which we laid taken with us, and assured us he would forward them 
immediately to Lieutenant Earl. He i^ermitted us to pass into town to 
get breakfast, where we saw and conversed with Dr. (Ireenfieid, the 
physician who lirst attended Lieutenant Earl alter bc'ing wounded, but 
who_ eitlier througli^ ignorance or from a worse motive gave us such con- 
flicting accounts of liis wounds that we are unabhi to state with, any 
degree of (Kutainty whether they are mortal or not, Init ascertained that 
he was striKik in the la(.ie by two buckshot Avhich inflicted painful but 
not dangerous wounds. He was also struck l)y another buckshot or 
ball on the left side of the chest near the clavicle, but whether it ojjened 
the cavity ot the left thorax or not we are unable to determine, although 
from th(i direcition of the wounds as des(?ribed to us and the position of 
tlie 110111 who shot him we are led to hope it did not. Eroni conflicting 
statements made to us we are led to believe that Lieutenant Earl was 
removed but a short distance beyond the town, and from the fact that 
three rings that were on the hand of the lieutenant when he was wounded 
were found in the xiossession of three of the rebel soldiers, one being the 
m an who cl ai n i e.d to h ave si lot him, we doubt tl i eir profession s of good treat- 
nient. The rings were recovered from the soldiers, and given to Mrs. 
lilarl by Lieutim ant Ihuldock, at our earnest request. A sergeant of the 
Confederate scouts was pointed out to us by several citizens as the man 
who shot Lieutenant Earl, but we think the statement false, and that 
he was shot by a citizen of Fayette. A boy by the name of John Hays, 
a lad of twelv(‘. years of age, who was attaclied to laeutenant Earl in 
some capacity whicli, we could not ascertain and who remained with 
him after he was wounded, was held by Lieutenant Paddock as a pris- 
oner of war. Having accomplished all Avithin our power for the relief 
of Lieutenant Earl we returned to this place, arriving at C p. m., when 
we had the honor verbally [to report] and deliver to you Lieutenant 
■Paddock’s Avritten reply to your communication.

Since being 
assigned to tlie command at tbis point I have frequently sent a small 
boat containing a detail of my proAmst guards across' tbe Mississippi 
Eiver for tbe pnri:)ose of answering Hags of truce, and for no other imr- 
pose. Tbose details. have brought from the Mississippi side several 
deserters from the rebel army and a few' refugees, white and black. 
Until the 3d instant those details were not interrupted in any manner 
by the navy, and no objection was made on the part of the navy to 
thei]' crossing. On the 3d instant a detail sent over by my order to 
answer a flag of truce was iired u])on by order of the commanding officer 
of the U'. S. steamer Tyler — a blank shot was fli'St iired and then a ball 
or slieli. My boat landed, however, and took aboard the wife and child 
of a former captain in the rebel service, who deserted from the enemy 
and came in to this place on the .1 8th idtimo and was sent by my order 
to Cairo, 111. Upon the return of my boat it wms met and fired upon 
by an armed boat Irom tiie Tyler (several of the shot striking very close) 
and requii'ed to report to the Tyler. Believing that the correspondence 
exi^lains itself I deem it unnecessary to say more. Will you please 
inform me what right, if any, the army have on the Mississippi Kiver"! 
Also if there are any orders in existence giving the navy supreme con- 
trol and command of the river? 1 am desirous of avoiding trouble and 
misunderstanding Avith the naA'’y, and Avould not presume to interfere 
witli their affairs, and do not projiose to submit to their interference 
with me in the execution of what I consider to be my legitimate duties.

Ho one oi‘ my cominand will be x>erniitted to cross except by m^ au- 
thority. 1 state this emphatically, so that when you see a boat contaiin 
ing my troops crossing the river you may know by whose oidei it is 
being done.

I will not succeed in getting 
my regiment mounted unless Captain Owen gets authority to biiy more 
than 200 horses. It will take 300 or 350 to mount it, and unless it is 
mounted it will inquire a larger train to move the ordnance and ord- 
nance stores of the command than Owen is willing to furnish. I am 
afraid it I go by Batesville quite a number of my men will desert. I 
have issued orders to the company commanders to make ready to move 
down the Mississii^pi and uj) the Arkansas Biver.

Ma,tor: I have the honor to state, for the information of the major- 
general commanding department, that the condition of things in this 
region of Texas is very much as it has been for months. Large quan- 
tities of cotton i)ass out tlirough Mexico and immense quantities of 
supplies pass in by the same route. Brigadier-General Slaughter has 
relieved Colonel Ford of tlie command of the Brownsville District. He 
has about 3,000 men in Brownsville and is between here and there with 
four pieces of field artillery. They come down in sight frequently and 
exchange shots with us across the Boca Chica Pass. We killed one of 
their favorite captains last week and one of his men; also wounded sev- 
eral others ; nobody has been hurt by them. I send across to the mouth 
of the Eio Grande about twice per week. I am almost helpless, so far as 
expeditions on the mainland are concerned, for want of cavalry and 
X)ontoons with which to cross the Boca Chica Pass. If I had 500 cav- 
alry I could inflict material damage on Slaughter; jierhaps make a 
raid into Brownsville itself. Can 500 cavalry be sent me'! Is it de- 
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sired tliat I should do anytliing on the mainland? How many men 
will be sent here before Christmas? I would like to take a command 
to Brownsville, if it is the intention of the Tuilitary authorities to oc- 
cupy this coast j if not, I desire to be transferred to another com- 
mand.

He is camped at Palmetto, about fifteen miles from the mouth of the 
river. He has with him Benavides’ regiment (mounted), Ciddings’ 
regiment (mounted), Sliowalter’s regiment (mounted), Lord’s regiment 
(mounted), Jones’ battery; in all, about 1,500 men. I have no appre- 
hensions of an attack, altliough they make threats.

General : lieliable iiiforniation from Gamdeti and Bed iRiver lias 
readied tliis office recently of tbe following import; Parsons is at 
Camden witli two brigades, General Clark and Colonel Burns command- 
ing, 2,400 men and eight pieces of artillery. At Washington there are 
two small regiments, numbering about 500 men, and two iiieces of artil- 
lery. These regiments belong to Forney’s division (Walker’s old divis- 
ion). Captain Lindsey commands the post of Wasldiigton. Forney’s 
division, numbering about 4,000, is at Siiring Hill, with "five batteries of 
artillery of four pieces ea,ch. Churchill’s division, numbering 4,000, is 
at Lewisville, with four batteries of artillery of four guns each and tAvo 
large Parrott guns. Parsons’ division, 2,500 men (Texas cavalry), is 
at Walnut Hill, seventy miles below Camden, Avith three mountain 
howitzers. Tjogan is also there Avith about 700 men. Price is in Eed 
Fiver County, Tex. Ho has dismounted most of Ids men. Fagan and 
Shelby are scouting through the country of Southern Arkansas. 
Price’s entire force will not number more than 10,000 men, AAuth three 
pieces of artillery. Wharton’s cavalry, numbering about S,000 men, 
are scattered through the coniitry from Spring Hill to Shreveport on 
Fed Fiver, headriuarters at Spring Hill. He has eight pieces of artil- 
lery. Tins comprises Magruder’s command. Polignac’s division, num- 
bering 3,500 men, is at Mindeon, La., with four batteries of four gups 
each and tAvo large Parrott guns. General Buckner commands at 
Shreveport. There are only about three regiments there at this time, 
with a considerable amount of artillery and more being manulactured. 
Tliere are three gun-boats at Shreveport. Formidable tcntilications are 
being made above and below Shreveport. The State of Louisiana has 
called for 5,000 negroes to wmi’k on the fortifications. The soldiers are 
poorly fed and thinly clad. Much dissatisfaction exists among the 
men. The troops in the Department of Arkansas are subsisted from 
Texas and Louisiana. There can be no doubt that tlie line of defense 
in the Trans-Mississippi Department will be on Fed Fiver in the future.

Lieutenant : I desire to state for the infonnation ot the general 
commaiiiding' that the yigor displayed by Captain Lennon and Captain 
Thatcher while in that county seems to have left Ralls County quiet, 
and with a small force at hand in case of need I think nothing need be 
feared for the winter. Captain Poe stationed here is ample torce if he 
had a few horses, and 1 do not see how he is to do the duty that will 
be required of him unless he has them. I propose to say to the men of 
Ralls County, furnish Captain Poe twenty-five horses and saddles and 
your militia can then be relieved. We now have there fifty mounted 
men in Hew London, who have scoured tlie county well, as I can learn. 
Of a marauding band of six I learn 4 were killed, 1 captured (Pagan, 
now with you), and 1 only at large. Before making this order I desire 
the approval of the general.

Dear Sir : I have been on our western border more or less dnrin g the 
past two mouths, and wish to make some suggestions in regard to the 
Indian difficulties. Prom some cause the Indians have lost all fear or per- 
haps respect for our troops. They regard them quite differently from 
what they did a fe\v years ago. They have a very high opinion of their 
own fighting qualities, and regard themselves as the victors. All the 
indications are that they intend to continue the war, and that they are 
becoming more bold and systematic in their attacks and movements. 
It is very evident that if they are i)ermitted to continue their depreda- 
tions during the wunter without a proper chastisement, that they will 
become bolder and more determined in their hostilities, and that the 
commerce of the plains and our exposed settlements will be in much 
greater danger next spring than they ever have been. The withdrawal 
of their supplies makes it a necessity for them to continue the war or 
to ask for a treaty of iieace. There is no probability of their doing the 
latter while they regard themselves as the victors. Hothing short of 
the most severe ininishineiit will bring them to terms. How is the best 
time to wage a successful war against them, and a large force should 
be sent out at once, with orders to show them no quarter, until they are 
most severely chastised. We are dealing with savages, and we must 
adopt their mode of warfare, and, if possible, exceed them in cruel and 
barbarous treatment. Hothing short of this will secure a permanent 
peace. Some parties who are actuated more by immediate xoersonal gain 
than the public good may prefer a “ patched-up ” xoeace ; but it is clearly 
to the interest of Kansas, of the West generally, and to the Government, 
to fight them until they are comiiletely subdued and taught a lesson 
they will not soon forget. I have been expecting that an exioedition 
would be sent against them, and am surprised that it has been so long 
delayed. How that Kansas is coraxoaratively safe from rebel incursions 
from the east and south the troops in Kansas could not be used to better 
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aclvaiitago tliaii in quieting tlie Indians. I hope, major, that yon 'will 
take my sagg(3stions in the spirit I have intended them, and that, if 
upon mature (ionsideration yon deem them correct, yon urge upon 
the department (;onrmaiider the importance of concentrating a sufficient 
force on the plains to ])ro))erly <;hastise tliose savage devils. Something 
innst he done and that quickly, or the business on the xdains must be 
discontinued and the Ixontier settlements abandoned,

His Excellency (Governor John Evans, 

Washington, D. 0. : 

Governor: 8inco you left I have further news of occasional attacks 
on coaches, trains, and unguarded squads, showing, evidently, that 
small war jiarties continue to infest our lines of travel, and Indian 
troubles therefore seem to continue. In the meantime some of the 
Arapahoes and Cheyennes come into or near Fort Lyon and surrender, 
as they pretend, offering to conqily with almost any terms. Of course, 
soine of these are really anxious to avoid quarrel, while others, as I 
believe, come in to get food for winter. Probably 2,000 or more are 
thus asking for mercy, and I suppose in spite of my severe orders they 
have more thaii they deserve. Everything costs ruinous prices out there 
at Lyon, and if these Indians are to become a burden on the Govern- 
ment they ought to be located at some more convenient point for feed- 
ing them. I confess myself entirely undecided and uncertain as to what 
can be done with such nominal Indian xirisoners. The receiving of some 
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by Major Wyiikooj) induced others, as you i)<3rceive, to follow the 
examx)ie. Major Antlioiiy is there now in command, and x)i‘oniises 
greater caution. hTothing is heard from the Kiowas except what I 
get from tleneral Oarleton, who has sent Colonel Carson east from 
Santa Fe, where he understood they had fled from my movements in 
July last. He locates their lodges about 200 miles south of Fort 
Zarah (the mouth of Walnut Creek); says they went down the old 
trail leading south from the confluence of Arkansas and Walnut, 
which you will see laid down on the tox)ogTax)hical max) that region. 

Whether the hostile bands still ox)erating on the lines of travel and 
trade belong to these seems now uncertain, but I think all the confed- 
erate tribes furnish a x)ortion; or, more X)roperly sx)eaking, these war 
X)arties are emanations from ail of these. I have started the Second 
Colorado to Fort Filey, where I intend to have them ready for a farther 
advance if I am sux)ported by accessions of force such as I consider 
necessary. The rebels below have demonstrated against trains wliich 
I recently sent to save the garrison at F'ort Gibson and Fort Smith, 
outside of my department, from starvation ; and I have liad to re-enforce 
the escort to x)revent Steele’s troops and sux)plies being carried off from 
their destination. This embarrasses and criijples my new designs to 
operate on the plains, but will not prevent me from doing something. 
I write knowing you are anxious about matters, and wish to a(}t in 
Washington with full understanding of matters. At last accounts 
Chivington was near Fort Lyon trying to find the Indians that attacked 
the train. I suppose he has the lUO-days’ men with liim.

Sir: I have the honor to rex)ort tliat on the night of the 3d instant 
I received information from my vedette station at Calabazas that an 
armed force, calling themselves Mexican dragoons, had encamped about 
two miles from Calabazas. I immediately forwarded to the command- 
ing officer of said men the letter inclosed, marked Ho. 1. Hext day I 
received the communication marked Ho. 2, and forwarded the answer 
marked Ho. 3. I then i)roceeded with a strong escort to Calabazas 
and found there the communication marked Ho. 4, to which I sent the 
answer Ho. 5. This failed to reach them, they having left for, I sup- 
pose, Sonora. My exx)ress followed them for three or four miles, but 
failed to overtake them. I also inclose copy of pass sent with commu- 
nication Ho. 2.^ As these armed men did not xiretend to be in xmrsuit 
of hostile Indians, 1 considered it my duty to prevent the xiresence of 
any foreign armed force on American soil, unless they could show an 
order permitting them to be there from my commanding officer. I have 
also to report that I am informed by Messrs. Hayden and Ochoa that 
fifty or sixty Americans, suxiposed to be from the rebel States, are 
organized, armed, and encamped at Los Alisas, distant from the line 
thirty miles. I am informed by tbe same x^arties that these men offered 
their services to the xirefect of the district of San Ignacio, State of 
Sonora, and were accepted, for what xmrxiose I do not know. I have 
been informed by reliable persons that their intentions are to plunder 
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in tliis Territory wlierever they have an, opportunity. You will per- 
ceive that in answer to niy iirst conmumication. F. A. Bomstedt, piu'- 
porting’ to bo a lieutenant-colonel of the Mexican army, stated that his 
mission was to me, a.nd that it was of a “diplomatic character.” 

Kelieving I had no autliority to enter into any transaction of a 
political cliaracter, fearful of complicating my Government, informed of 
• their combinations witli the paify refei'red to above (sui^posed to be 
from tiie rebel States), I refused, as my second letter shows, to hold 
any jirivate interview, in the absence of instructions from my com- 
manding ofllcer, though willing to accept any communications in writ- 
ing, to save my responsibility and avoid misconstructions upon the 
matter. As the documents inclosed will show, 1 requested to know tlieir 
mission, design, or intentions, and by whose authority, order, or per- 
mission they had entered upon American territory with an armed force. 
The communication of F. A. llomstedt, dire(.‘ted to me, states that he 
sent two men before crossing the line, requesting x:)ermission to passj 
and that permission was duly granted, when he encamired at Potrero, 
two miles from Oalabazas. Neither myself nor my vedette stationed at 
Galabazas were made aware of the presence of said armed forces within 
this Territory until they were camped at Potrero, ten miles this side of the 
boundary line, from which xilace said armed force sent two men asking 
permission of my vedette at Oalabazas to xiass on, upon which my vedettes 
answered that they could not give permission, but would inform me of the 
fact. On being informed I sent my first communication, and not until the 
ibrcie had left was I made aware by their last communication that they 
had any written document for me from the Governor of Sonora. I then 
directed to them communication No. 5, which, as I stated before, fiiiled 
to reach them. I lelt the more delicate upon this afiair by creditable 
representations made to me, describing the State of Sonora on the 
brink of being invaded, and, being prompted by a sincere desire to 
avoid, by all possible means in my poAver, complicating by any act of 
mine the international relations between tlie two nations which the 
future may give birth to, I deemed it prudent and proper to pursue the 
line of conduct herein set forth. I trust, sir, that my course in this 
afiair will be considered proper by the general commanding, and any 
error committed be attributed to the peculiar and unusual features in- 
volved in this question. Conscious Iioav graAm and imxoortant these 
matters are, I must res^iectfully request of the general commanding 
instrnctions upon this and subsequent matters of a similar character.

Colonel : I have the honor to submit the following report of my 
voyage to explore a telegraphic route to Ship Island, with a map* of the 
route attached: 

Left Canal Basin at 9 a. m. of Saturday, 26th ultimo, on steam-tug 
Blossom, drawing four feet and a half of water. Made Fort Macomb at 
3 XI. m. ; took twenty telegraph poles and landed them with party, of 
workmen at Cedar Bayou on Fort Pike line; anchored for the night. 

* Seep. 777. 
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Smiday, 27tli, dcwii The Eigolets; observed several miles of galvan- 
ized telegraph wire standing nx)ou the old lino on. the east bank of this 
pass; entered the south end of Chef Meuteiir Bayon; selected route foi’ 
line from Fort Macomb to Alligator Point. Cable hTo. 1 will be required 
to cross Chef Menteur at Fort Macomb. Prom Alligator Point across 
Lake Borgne to Point Caraca cable No. 2, nine miles long, rvill be re- 
quired. Cable No. 3 to cross a bay between Point Caraca and Petit 
Pass; from Point Caraca to False Bay the marsh is very heavy and 
impenetrable, standing six and eight feet high. At this season of tlie 
year it burns readily, leaving a stubble twelve or fifteen inches long, 
quite vstrong enough to bear a man; the line will have to Ibllow the 
curves of the shore. Cable No. 4 to cross a wide bayou south of Petit 
Pass. 

Monday, 28th, entered all the bayous to Grand Pass. Cable No. 5 to 
cross False Bay; No. (5 across Nine-Mile Bayou; No. 7 across Tlirce- 
Mile Bayou. The marsh from False Bay to Three-Mile Bayou is very 
low and soft, the water three inches deep upon most of it, grass not so 
high ; the most difficult portion of the route. Cable No. 8 across Grand 
Pass; Cable No. 9 across Shell Bank Bayou, where we were aground 
two days (Tuesday, 29th, and Wednesday, 30th) upon shell reefs, work- 
ing off ifom one reef to ground upon another. Upon the evening of the 
30th we made Cat Island Cove, cable No. 10. Two miles of marsh near 
Grand Pass is very bad; balance of the way to Isle au Pied [h Pitre] 
it is higher. 

December 1, examined the south spit of Cat Island. It is all quick- 
sand and changes with the storms. It will require constant labor to 
keep a line standing upon it. From Isle au Pied [a Pitre] to this spit is 
about five miles and a half; to the next si)it it is seven miles and a lialf. 
We proceeded to Ship Island for coal and made Great Breton Island at 12 
midnight, when our engine broke, detaining us until 12noon December 
2 for sufficient repairs to enable us to reacli Pass a POutre, where we 
were detained until the evening of December 3 for more thorough re- 
pairs. My object in returning by this route was to examine the stations 
of the Delta lines, and decide upon some changes recommended by the 
line-men. W e reached home at 2 ohlockMonday morning, December 5. 

I consider the route examined feasible for a line. The blue line 
upon the map represents the Fort Pike line now in operation. The red 
line represents the proposed route. It vdll require at leavst two small 
steamers to construct the lines uxion these marshes, as the men can- 
not live ujion the shores, one boat for the workmen and one for sup- 
plies. Both boats must be of light draught and staunch enough to 
withstand storms so frequent at this season. If the work is to pro- 
gress I would recommend that the tug Blossom be continued in my serv- 
ice, and another suitable boat obtained. The wire furnished for mili- 
tary lines will not be durable upon these marshes, as it is of a cheap 
quality intended for tem^iorary lines. Probably four years would be 
the extent of its service, perhai)S not so long. 

Eecapitulation of the cables necessary, with the estimated length of 
each: Cable No. 1, 460 feet long; cable No. 2, 9 miles long; cable^No. 3, 
400 feet long; cable No. 4, 400 feet long; cable No. 5, one-half mile 
long; cable No. 6, one-fourth mile long; cable No. 7, three-fourths mile 
long; cable No. 8, one-half mile long; cable No. 9, 400 feet long; cable 
No. 10, miles long; cable No. 11, 6^ miles long.

Tliere is a 
re])ort from Pine B1 idf that 700 rebel cavalry were on tlie lower Monti- 
cello road. The ileet that came up the Arkansas brought more freight 
than could liawe been brouglit over the railroad in three weeks, as I I 
am informed. The boats all got out of the river, except tlie Saint f 
Cloud, Avhich is at Pine Bluff and cannot get out until another rise, on 
aecmunt of a bar seven miles below that place. Of the fleet that started 1 

for Fort Smith none of the boats reacln'd their destinations. Tliey are ■ 

all together in deep water above Dardanelle, and have to be guarded by ' 

trooi)s. Their failure, in my opinion, is due to inefficiency on the part of 
the steam-boat men. They had sufficient time to have gone to Fort Sinitli 
and back on the rise. The river was navigable for a.ll tliese boats for 
more thmi ten days. I am just informed by the ina,ster of transporta- 
tion that two of the six boats that started for Fort Smith are six miles 
below Lewisburg aflnat. A scouting party sent to Batesville captured 
a rebel company, with two officers.

Major : Ton are respectfully informed tliat tlie official communica- 
tion of tlie adjutant-general of tlie State of Wisconsin addressed to 
Major-Greneral Pope, referred to me for investigation and report, lias 
been duly received. In reply I beg leave to inform you that the report 
of the murder of a Swede by the Oluppeiva Indians, as represented in 
the accompanying slip from a newspaper published in Polk Oounty, 
was no doubt a canard, as I have not received any conlirmation of the 
first rumor. I am in frequent communication with reliable persons in 
the Cdiippewa country and have no reason to anticipate any further 
difficulty with those Indians in the Saint Croix Valley, at least for the 
present. I have stationed a subaltern and forty men of the Second 
Minnesota Cavalry at Cheugwatona, which is very near the lino between 
the two military districts of Wisconsin and Minnesota, and I consider 
that force sufficient to deter the Chiiiimwas from the commission of any 
more outrages upon the whites. I have also a detachment of about 
fifty men at Princeton, in Pine County [Mille Lacs], to appease the ap- 
prehensions of the settlers on that portion of the Cliqipewa border. 
Since my report of 20th Seirtember, inclosing that of Captain Olin, 
assistant adjutant-general, who was dispatefoed by me to different 
points along the Saint Croix Eiver to ascertain the true condition of 
things, no changes of importance have ocjmrred in that quarter, and I 
have reason to believe that the alarm of tlie citizens has altogether sub- 
sided. I dispatched Captain Olin, assistant adjutant-general, to Still- 
water on the 11th ultimo to obtain all the information possible prepara- 
tory to the posting of troops on the Saint Croix, and his verbal report 
confirms the intelligence received from other quarters of the abate- 
ment of the previously existing panic among the people of the valley. 
With the question of the removal of those bands of Indians who are 
at peace with the United States to other localities, the military author- 
ities have, of course, nothing to do, as that appertains to the Indian 
Department of the Groveniment exclusively.

Washington, D. 0, : 

Sir: Mr. Cutler, the purchasing agent of the Treasury Department, 
appointed under tlie authority of the eighth section of the act of Con- 
gress appioyed July 2, 1864, has just handed me a copy of an Execu- 
September 24, 1864, and of War Department General 
Orders, jN XL ^8o, dated October 6, 1864, in relation to the purchase of 
products 01 the insurrectionary districts. Neither of these orders has 
been communicated to me officially, nor, so far as I can learn, to any 
military officer in this command. A copy of the Executive order was 
sent to me some days since from Memphis, where it had been printed 
and extensively circulated by the purchasing agent for that place. The 
opeiatioii ol this order is contingent by the eighth section upon the 
oiders to be given by the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
isavy, but the general orders of the War Department have been re- 
ceived in clue sequence to the 14th of Eovember, and no order corre- 
sponding in number, date, or matter with the order submitted by Mr 
Outler IS found amongst them. Without waitin g for the official rieipt 

01 this order I shall at once giye such orders as may be necessary to 
secure a due obseryance of the Executiye order of September 24 and 
the Tieasuiy regulations of the same date, and while carrying out the 
policy adopted by the Goyeniment will endeavor to exact reciprocal 
obligation of good faith on the part of the trader; but in justice to the 
troops in this command, and to myself, it is proper that I should submit 
for your consideration some facts connected with the present military 
ptiiation, and the embarrassment to military operations, which will 
in my judgment, inevitably follow the opening of this trade. On the 1st 
of J Illy last the forces under my command numbered 242,956. It is now 
by transfers to the Armies of the Potomac and the Tennessee, by dis- 
charges, deaths, and other casualties, reduced to 174,396. The rebel 
armies within or bordering on this command have in the same time been 
largely increased in number, but from the want of supplies not propor- 
faonately in strength and efficiency. Then I could have placed in the 
held o0,000 men, now I cannot place-20,000 in the field without endan- 
gering the safety of the important garrisons to a serious extent. Under 
the pressure occasioned by the withdrawal of troops from West Ten- 
nessee I have been obliged to disintegrate temporarily the reserve force 
of the division in order to support points which are threatened by the 
enemy, and it is now distributed along the course of the Ohio and the 
Mississippi, from Patlucah, Ky., to Baton Eouge, La. 

Under instructions from General Grant, and in accordance with sug- 
gestions from General Sherman, the greater part of the cavalry force of 
the division is now actively engaged in operations against the com- 
munications in rear of Hood’s army. To meet theserequirements I have 
been obliged to break up posts of minor importance, and to weaken the 
garrisons of others. The success of these operations depends in a great 
measure upon the secrecy and expedition with which they are con- 
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duc;to<l. The first of these conditions cannot ho secured if the lines are 
oixMicd to proniiscuoua intercourse, and tlie consequences of any failure 
will not he limited to tliis coniinand, hut will he retkaited to a greater or 
1(>,SH extent upon General Sherman’s operations in Georgia and General 
Thomas’ in Tennessee. If this trade is carried on in the manner and to 
th(‘, extent (daiined hy the speculators who now control it, its inevitable 
result, in. my Judgment, Avill he to add strength and efficiency to the rebel 
armies east and west of the Mississippi equivalent to an addition of 
50,000 num, and will stimulate into active opposition to the successful 
prosecution of our operations at least 10,000 men within our own lines. 
The occupation of the valley of the Mississippi is not so well assured 
tliat we can alfoT'd to give this aid to the rebel armies. Cotton specu- 
lators in the Mississippi Valley have a prospecitive and hope to have an 
a(‘.tiial interest in every hale of cotton within the rebel lines; they know 
that expeditious in the enemy’s country are followed by the capture of 
cotton or its destrvudion hy the rebels to prevent its falling into our 
hands, hence it is to their interest to give information t(.) the rebels of 
every contemplated movement. I have not sent an expedition into the 
eneiny’s lines without linding agents of this character in communica- 
tion with the rebels, giving them information regarding our movements, 
and iKiarly every exjiedition has been foiled to some extent in some of 
its objects by information so communicated. I have now several specu- 
lators, Avho were captured in the enemy’s country, awaiting trial under 
the lifty-seventh Article of War for giving information to the enemy, but 
the punishment of these men is no compensation for the evil they have 
occaisioned, and will not secure us from future disasters tro’m the same 
cause. I have in my possession papers in relation to contracts made 
with Itnglish houses in Mobile for the exporta, ti on of 200,000 bales by 
the wa,y of tliis port. The conditions of the sale require that the pay- 
ments be made in supplies, in gold, or in foreign exchange. The net 
prolits of these transactions are estimated by the contractors them- 
selves at $10,000,000, and it is easy to see how much zeal will be evoked 
by prolits of this magnitude. I cite this as one of many instances that 
have come under my observation and to show the character of these 
transactions in the Mississippi Y alley. 

I ask attention to the memorandum printed on page 8 of the inclosed 
pamphlet, referring to the particular transaction just cited, and indi- 
cating clearly the means by which our laws are evaded, and how the 
amount duo the rebel Government is converted into foreign exchange. 
The rebel armies, east and west of the Mississippi, have been supported 
mainly during the past twelve months by the unlawful trade carried on 
on the river. The city of Kew Orleans, since its occupation by our 
forces, has contributed more to the support of the rebel armies, more to 
the purchasing and equipment of privateers that are preying upon, our 
commerce, and more to maintain the credit of the rebel Government in 
Europe, than any other port in the country, with, the single exception 
of Wilmington. I do not make these statements as conjecture, but 
from evidence that will prove conclusive to any impartial mind. I 
know that the restrictions of the law of July 2, 1864, have reduced the 
rebel armies east and west of the river, and greatly straightened them 
for supplies essential to their existence. Kirby Smith has officially- 
announced that he can no longer supply his army with clothing, and 
every rebel paper coming from west of the Mississippi contains appeals 
to the families and friends of soldiers to contribute clothing.

First. The attention of officers and soldiers of the Army of the United States, 
whether volunteer or regular, is directed to the executive order, dated Soptomhor 24, 
1864, aud they will in all respects observe the same; and the commaiulors of all mili- 
tary departments, districts, posts, aud detacliments will, upon i eceipt of this order, 
revoke all other orders within their respective commauds conflicting or iiioonsistont 
therewith, and will make such orders as w'ill insure the strict observance of this 
order throughout their re,speotive commands. 

Second. All (iommaiiders of military departments, districts, posts, and detachments 
will render such aid to the officers and agents of the Treasury Departmeut in carry- 
ing out the provisions of the said order and the Treasury regulations therein referred 
to a.8 can he given without injury or prejudice to the military service. 

Third. Officers of the Quartermaster’s Department, upon the written applioatioii of 
the duly authorized agents of the Treasury Department, or of persons autliorizod by 
them, may furnish transportation by land or water for colleetiug and forwarding bo 
market articles of produce within the insurreetiou ary States speciffed within the 
aforesaid order, upon such reasonable terms as may bo prescril)ed by the Quarter- 
master-General, when the sanio can ho done without prejudice to the military service, 
and not otherwise. The application for transportation must he first apiiroved liy the 
cominancler of the department., district, post, or detaciimciit wherein, the articles are 
received.

Tlie foregoing Executive order of September 24 and War Department 
General Orders, No. 285, of October 0, 1864, in relation to the pur- 
cliase of products of insurrectionary districts, under tbe authority of 
the eighth section of tbe act of Congress approved July 2, 1864, and 
the following orders, to insure strict observance of the aforesaid Execu- 
tive and War Department orders, are published for the information 
and government of the officers and soldiers of this command : 

1. The commander of the Department of the Gulf and the com- 
mander of the Department of the Mississippi will grant safe-coiidiicts 
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and permits, upon tlie application of the purchasing agents at 'E&w 
Orleans, La., and Memphis, Term., respectively, to persons who own 
or control products of insurrectionary districts to and itoin the place 
at winch the said products are to be delivered, and for the transporta- 
tion required in moving the said products from the place of delivery to 
the place of sale, but all such safe-conducts and permits will be limited 
strictly to the persons, products, means of transportation, and employes 
necessary for the transfer of said products ; and no permit or safe-con- 
duct will in any case be given unless the conditions prescribed by the 
regulations of the Treasury Department of September 24, 1864 (article 8 
and Form 1), are shown by the application from the purchasing agent to 
have been complied with. Whenever the xioint at which the products are 
to be delivered is bejmnd the limits of the commander who grants the 
safe-conduct or permit it must be submitted to the commander of the 
department or district in which the products are to be delivered, and 
will not take efiect until after it has been approved by him, except that 
when the place of delivery is on the bant of the Mississippi Eiver the 
approval of the commander of the immediate district, under such regu- 
lations as may be established by the commander of the department, will 
be sufficient. 

2. hTo permit or safe-conduct for any point on the tributaries of the 
Mississippi or other inland waters beyond the limits of actual occupa- 
tion vdll be effective without the joint approval of the commander of 
the Mississippi or West G-iilf Blockading Squadron and the commander 
of the Division of West Mississippi. 

3. No permit or safe-conduct to any point under the supervision of 
the Eavy will be eftective Avithout the approval of the commander of 
the naval district or such other officer as may be designated by the 
coininander of the squadron, in addition to the prescribed military per- 
mit or approval. 

4. Under article 33 of the Treasury regulations of July 29 and the 
President’s instructions of November 7, 1864, no permits or safe-con- 
ducts, except supplies for the Army or Navy, will be given to any port 
or place affected by the blockade. 

5. Commanders of departments, districts, posts, or detachments, 
whenever, from the xirosence of the enemy or other sufficient reason, 
the intercourse authorized by these permits would endanger their 
commands or embarrass or defeat xiending or impending military oxier- 
ations within the limits of their commands, are authorized to suspend 
the operations of the ipermit or^ safe-conduct until the intercourse can 
be safely allowed. This authority will not be exercised unreasonably, 
and in all such cases the commander will immediately report his action 
and the reasons therefor to the next suxierior commander. 

6. Commanders of posts are authorized to grant xiermits to persons 
to visit the purchasing agents at New Orleans, La., and Memphis, Tenn., 
for the purpose indicated in the first paragraxih of this order, when 
satisfied that they OAvn or control the x>roduct8 which they desire to 
sell, and that the axoxilication is made in good faith for the specified 
object. No persons not included in this paragrax^h, excexff deserters, 
under the provisions of Sxmcial Orders, No. 82, from the Headquarters 
of the Army, and refugees, under paragraph 7 of General Orders, No. 
31, from these headquarters, will be permitted to enter the lines upon 
any pretense whatever. 

7. Under the fourth section of the Executive order the commanding 
generals at Memx^his, Tenn., and New Orleans La., will grant permits 
and safe-conducts for supplies to the extent of one-third of the value 
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of tlie products sold and delivered, as certified by the purchasing age 
of the Treasury I)ei)artment (h'oriii No. 2), limiting’ the supplies to s 
as are not contraband of war or prohibited by the orders of the Pr 
dent, the Becretary of War, or the commanding general of the divis 
(as hereinafter S])eoified), and to the jdace for which and the route 
which the x)rodu(it8 are brouglit in. The value of the supplies wil 
determined by the marlcet price at the i)laee of sale, and any attei 
to evade this regulation by fraudulent invoices or by taking out arti- 
that are not ])erinitted will Avork the forfeiture of the whole. 

8. Whenever any boats, wagons, horses, mules, or any other me 
of trail sx)ortation, of whatsoever name or nature, employed in bring 
in jirodiicts or taking out sn])i)lies, aregoing beyond the lines of milit 
occupation the jiersons having xiermits or safe-conducts for the e 
jiroducts or siipjilies will give bonds to the full amount of the valii 
such, means of transportation that no part thereof shall be sold, tri 
ferred, or otherwise disposed of Avithinthe enemy’s lines, and any vi 
tion of this order Avill not only involve the forfeiture of the bond 
subject the offender to criminal iirosecution for uiilaAAdul trading v 
the enemy. 

, 0. The commanding generals at Memphis, Tenn., and New Orlej 

La., Avill establish an oilice in connection Avith that of thepurchaE 
agent of the Treasury Deiiartment for the }nirpo8e of granting and i 
istering the jiermits and safe-conducts authorized by this order, b 
for the introduction of iiroducts and exportation of supplies. This i 
istry AAull embrace the name of the iiarty to Avhom the permit is giA 
the names of his emiiloy6s, the iilace froi'n A\rhich and the route by avI 
the products are to be trans])orted, the quantity and character of 
products, tlie quantity and character of the transportation to be n 
in conveying it to its destination, and the quantity and characte 
the su])plies iiermitted to be sent out. 

10. Oommanders of departments, districts, iiosts, and detachine 
will give all the necessary aid to the agents of the Treasury Dep 
ment, as required by xiaragraiih 1, Cleneral Orders, No. 285, dated A 
Department, Adjntant-CTeneral’s Ofiice, October G, 1864, but 
authority will not be construed as permitting the employment of tro 
beyond the lines of actual occupation, nor for any other than ii 
tary puriioses, and Avhenever troops are oiierating in the enen 
country the commander Avill not alio av himself to be embarrassed by 
presence of any iiersons to Avdiom jiermits or safe-conducts liaA^e b 
given, or of the means of transportation emidoyed by them in the tr{ 
fer of their products or supidies. 

11. Kailroads, land and water transportation, in the possessioi 
under the control of the army, Avill not be used for the purpose of trt 
porting these products or suiiplies AA’-henever it will interfere Avith 
transportation of troops or army supjilies,' iior will the trausportat 
Avliich, under existing orders, has been reserved or may be necess 
for the movement of troops, be diverted from that object under 
pretense Avhatever; nor Avill any such transportation be sent, bey 
the lines of actual occupation, or to any jioint Avhere it may be in c 
ger of capture by the enemy. 

12. Under existing hiAvs and regulations no commerce in product 
insurrectionary districts is lawful, except as jprovided in articles 
and 38 of the regulations of the Treasury Department of July 29 j li 
or under the xiermits given by the imrchasing agents of that Dep 
ment, under the Executive order and the regulations of the Treas 
Department of Beptember 24, 18G4; and no intercourse beyond the li 
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of actual occupation except for military purposes is permitted, except 
that authorized by the Executive order and Treasury regulations afore- 
said ; and all iiroducts and supplies that may be found either vdthin 
or without the lines, unless covered by permits from the proper agents 
of the Treasury Department, will be seized and turned over to the 
agents of that Department as captured property, and tlie means of trans- 
portation used in their conveyance will be seized and turned over to 
the quartermaster’s dejiartment under the proviso to the first section 
of act of May 20, 18G2, but these permits will not apply to any property 
belonging to the rebel Government or to any of the States in rebellion 
against the Government of the United States, or to any person speci- 
fied in the fifth section of the act of Congress, axiproved July 17, 1862. 

13. Any persons wlio may be found within, attempting to come 
within, or to pass the lines of occupation, without the proper permit, or 
who may attempt to evade these regulations under cover of the permits 
or safe-conducts authorized by paragraphs 1 and 7 of this order, will 
be regarded and treated as s^nes of the enemy. 

14. The fifty-sixth and fifty-seventh Articles of War are published 
for general information, and are commended to the serious considera- 
tion of all persons engaged in commercial intercourse under the 
authority of the Executive order and Treasury regulations of Septem- 
ber 24, 1864, and’ any attempts to convey supplies to the enemy beyond 
the license given by the authorized j)ermits, or to communicate infor- 
mation, will subject the offender not only to the forfeiture of his proj5- 
erty, but also to criminal i^rosecution under these articles: 

PIPTY-SIXTII ARTICI.-E OP WAR. 

Wliosoever sli.all roliovo the enemy •with money, Tictuals, or ammunition, or shall 
knowingly harbor or protect an enemy, shall suffer death, or such other punishment 
as shall bo ordered by the sentence of a court-martial. 

p’ifty-seVenth artycle of war. 

Whosoever shall bo convicted of holding correspondence with or giving intelli- 
gence to the enemy, either directly or indirectly, shall suffer death or such other 
punishment as shall be ordered hy the sentence of a court-martial. 

15. The attention of all officers within the limits of this command is 
called to the xmoclamation of the President of August 16, 1861, which 
relates to certain States and parts of States declared in insurrection 
and prohibits unlawful commercial intercourse with the same, enjoin- 
ing “upon all district attorneys, marshals, and officers of the revenue, 
and of the military and naval forces of the United States, to be vigilant 
in the execution of said act (of July 13, 1861) and in the enforcement of 
the penalties and forfeitures imposed or declared by it,” and the greatest 
vigilance will be used to expose and prevent the execution of any 
attempts at frauds on the iiart of those who have received permits or 
safe-conducts for carrying out supplies under the authority of jiara- 
graph 7 of this order; and no permits from Treasury agents for the 
importations of products or the exportation of supxdies will be consid- 
ered as effective or valid, unless accompanied by the corresponding 
permit and safe-conduct from -the designated military authorities. 

16. The safe-conducts or jiermits herein autliorized will be given 
ujion the forms prescribed from this office. They will be given in 
duplicate, one of which will be permanently attached to the applica- 
tion of the purchasing agent of the Treasury Department, the other to 
be retained in the office to be established in accordance "with paragraxih 
8 of this order; and no permit for the importation of products, or the 
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exportation of supplies, -will be regarded as valid unless given in tlie 
form and manner prescribed. In lilce manner the x)ermits for persons 
to come within the lines for the purpose of selling their products to the 
purchasing agents will be given in duplicate, one of which will be 
given to the party applying for the same and the other retained by 
the officer who grants it. 

17. Every person to whom a safe-conduct or permit is granted will 
be required to return the same (as soon as the object for which it was 
granted has been accomplished) to the officer by whom it was issued, 
who will at once cause it to be canceled, noting that fact, the date, 
&c., upon the duplicate retained in his office. 

18. A weekly report of permits aud safe-conducts for products ad- 
mitted and suiiplies passed out will bo made to the headquarters of 
the division by the commanding generals at New Orleans and Memphis, 
and a like report will be made through proper channels by every com- 
manding officer who gives a permit for the x)urx)ose siiecilied in para- 
graph 0 of this order. 

19. Permits granted for subsistence and other vsupplies to the crews of 
steamers aud other employes engaged in carrying x^roducts or suxiplies 
under the authority of this order must be striidly limited to their 
actual necessities, and military commanders granting xiermits for the 
pui chase ot such subsistence will see that the articles and quantities 
are sxieciiied in detail and that this xu’ivilege is not in any way abused. 

20. The authority given to the commanding generals at Memxdiis and 
JN ew Orleans under x^Ji'ingraxih 7 of this order, to grant permits aud 
sale-conducts for supplies to the extent of one-third of the value of the 

and delivered (see fourth section of tlie Executive order 
ot feepteraber 21, 1804), does not include the following articles, which, 
being contraband of war or prohibited by tlie orders of the President, 
the foecretary of War, or the commander of the military division, are 
not allowed under any circumstances whatever to pass beyond the lines : 
All ordnance, arms ot every descrixition, balls, shell, shot, x'lowder, and 
the materials used in making it; lead, military xiyrotechnics and the 
materials nsed in their manufacture; gun carriages, ammunition 
wapns, and all military equipments ; saddles, harness, and the leather 
and materials used in their manufacture; all articles of camp and 
garrison equixiage; tents and the materials for making them; canni 
kettles, mess-xians, axes, clotliiug, and woolen cloth, woolen socks, 
blankets, boots and shoes, hats and caxis, and the material for 
making them; and all machinery used in the fabrication of cannon or 
small-arms, or other imxilements of war; wagons, ambulances, carts, 
and other vehicles; horses, mules, oxen, harness of all kinds; boats of 
all classes, and all other means, of trausiiortation, and the machinery 
used m their fabrication; steam engines for the propulsion of vessels 
screw propellers, boilers, cylinders, sliafts, boiler-x^lates, tubes for 
bais, and every comxionent part ot these engines and the machinery 
used 111 their fabrication; siiars, rudders, wheels, tillers, sails, saii- 
cloth, cordage, rigging, anchors, and all other manufactured articles 
that may be used in building or equixdung vessels propelled either by 
steam or by sail; locomotive engines, railroad cars and trucks, axles, 
wheels, railroad iron, chains, clamps, bolts, screws, and, in general, all 
machinery and materials designed for, and used in, the construction, 
equipment, rexiair, and operation of railroads; telegrax^h instruments, 
cable wile, and the acids aud instruments used in the construction and 
opeiation of telegraph lines; drug's, medicines, chemicals, hospital and 
sanitary stores, and the instruments and materials used in their prexi- 
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arationj cotton-gins, cotton and wool cards, and the macliinery used in 

S'frf weaving cotton and wool^ gold and silver 
com and bullion, foreign exchange, and all notes, bonds, bills, letters 

or substitute for funds, except tlie currency of 
tbc United States as prescribed. Provisions and forage are contraband 
of war, -wlieii applied directly to the use of tbe enemy^s troops, and the 
commanding generals at Memphis and New Orleans will limit the

Colonel: One of my couriers is in from Pascagoula; left December 
2. The last news of position of the enemy is as follows : General Frank 
Gardner with about 10,000 militia at Columbia, Miss. These he does 
not consider trustworthy, and has sent to Mobile for regular troops. 
He also has at Mount Carmel, his headquarters, two regiments cavalry, 
and three regiments cavalry, at Brandon, under McCulloch, three bat- 
teries artilleiy. There are about 2,000 regular troops at Jaclison, Miss. 
They expect at Columbia a raid 12,000 strong from Baton Rouge to 
Selma or the Mobile and Ohio Railroad. Dick Taylor is in Tennessee; 
Maury in command in his absence. Sherman is reported moving on 
Savannah. All telegraph lines east of Mobile are destroyed. It is 
reiiorted that Greensburg, in Saint Helena Parish, was occupied by our 
cavalry last Wednesday without a fight. This is his report. How 
much of this force may have been drawn hortli by Dana 1 cannot state, 
not having his dates of movement.

Major: T have tlie Iionor to suggest to the general commanding the 
propriety of directing Major Anthony, in (mminand of Fort Lyon, to 
arrest and send to this post or Fort Leavenworth Left Hand, Little 
Eaven, Storms, Nervah, and Knock .Knee, and other influential mem- 
bers of the Arapahoe Indians, now fed as prisoners at that post. Such 
hostages might result in keeping that tribe quiet, but as it is at present 
the Govermnent is feeding all the old men, Avomen, and children, while 
the young men are on the Avarpath, killing and destroying every 
opportunity. Major Anthony reports that he has disarmed them, but 
it is unofficially reported that only a few arms Avere given up, and also 
that the horses returned are broken doAAm and Avorthless. There is no 
doubt but that the diherent tribes are making every preparation for a 
vigorous prosecution of hostilities in the spring, and have adopted a 
system of action, the most important of Avhich is to cripple the Gov- 
ernment by stealing and destroying all the horses and mules possible, 
so as to prevent the rapid movement of troops. Most of the leading 
chiefs of the diherent tribes have been to Washington, some as late as 
the summer of 1863, and are as fully posted in regard to the strength of 
the Government as it is possible for them to be; but for all that, they 
began these hostilities Avithout provocation and solely because tlmy 
expected to be benefited. There is no doubt but that they are innu- 
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enced by secession sympathizers, not placed among them for that pnr- 
pos^ but nevertheless are quite as dangerous. George Bent, a son of 
old Bent by a Gheyeime ’^I'oman, was educated in the East, and at the 
time 01 the breaking out of the war was engaged in' farming in Mis- 
souri, but leffc there and is now foremost in leading those Avild’ tribes in 
ttieir depredations. He is a noted rebel and ought to have been killed 
long ago. If the general comnianding rvill direct Major Anthony to 
firrcst tli 0 Indiinis tibovo iiiBiitioiicd av 6 Cciii soon tell it they lire in 
i6£ility desirous of peaces but it is my opinion tluit they will refuse to

My reports from troops operating in the held previous to October 
were all destroyed at Glasgow and not yet rei>la<!ed. Am getting them 
into shape as rapii^ly as possible. Colonel Harding’s report already on 
your hies furnishes you the Glasgow chapter of the invasion. Price’s 
forces captured Payette, Glasgow, Danville, Paris, Keytesville, Bruns- 
wick, and Carrollton while on the north side of the river,'capturiug about 
2,000 prisoners and their arms. Probably 1,000 of our militia n'lade no 
resistance whatever, but went over to the enemy cheerfully, guns and 
all— good riddance, so far as the men are concerned. The defense of 
Payette in September was a gallant affair, but the force there whip])ed 
and murdered Major Johnston and 135 of his command, Tliirty-iiinth 
Missouri Yoliinteers, atOentralia. The Enrolled Missouri Militia, under 
Major Grimes, and companies in Bay County, attacked and killed Bill 
Anderson and several of his hellish clan. Hearly 500 Confederates — 
guerrillas — -havebeen killed in thisdistrict sinceMay 15, when the Thorn- 
ton conspiracy first developed.

Sir: You are respectfully informed that an official communication 
from the adjutant- general of the State of Wisconsin, addressed t(> the 
o’eueral commanding the Department of the Eortliwest, datiul .lOth 
ultimo, and inclosing a letter from yourself; dated IStli ultimo, on the 
subject of the difficulties between the whites and the Cliippewa In- 
dians, has been referred to me fxir investigation and rejiort and to take 
such measures as I may deem advisable. Your communication having 
been addressed to the adjutant-general of Wisconsin before the detach- 
ment of troops detailed by me for the protection of the settlers in the 
Upper Saint Croix Yalley had reached Chengwatoiia, in Pine County, 
in this State, you are respectfully rexiuosted to inform me whether or 
not, in your judgment, the force stationed at the point indicated is .siif- 
flcierit to secure the settlers against molestation by the Indians and to 
quiet the general apprehensions heretofore felt by tliein. It is proper 
to state ill this connection that I selected Ohengwatona in a,ccordance 
with the opinions of gentlemen of standing at Stillwater and other 
points, who agreed that it would better serve the purposes for which a 
military force was required in that region than any other locality, as it 
is not far distant from the lumbering camps and above tlie principal 
settlements in the valley. AVliile the State of ^Yisconsin is not com- 
prised within the limits of the military district under my command, I 
desired so to post the troops as to afford protection to the residents on 
both sides of the Saint Croix Eiver. I have stationed an officer and 
about fifty men at Princeton to reassure the people living on that jiart 
of the Chippewa border. Before submitting the report to department 
headquarters referred to, I am desirous to obtain from yourself and 
other prominent citizens of Polk County such data as may tend to in- 
fluence my action in the premises. You will please bear in mind that 
the military authorities cannot interfere with the question of removal 
of Indians holding friendly relations with the United States to a differ: 
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ent locality 5 nor can they demand the surrender of murderers, both of 
■which subjects api3ertain to tlie Indian dex)artinent of the Government. 
But it is perfectly competent for them to prevent, by the use of force, 
if necessary, any interference by the Indians with the iiersons or prop- 
erty of the white settlers, and that AA^ill be doiie in all cases where it is 
practicable. And whenever the aid of the military is invoked by the 
proper officers of theG. S. Indian Department to apprehend murderers 
among’ the Indians, orders will be given to render such assistance. I 
have no doubt that the exclusion of liquor by the agency of the State 
autliorities from the country frequented by tlie Ohippewas, and the 
presence at a convenient and accessible point of a small body of G. S. 
soldiers, would have the elfect to lArevent tlie recurrence of outrages 
for the future, for I am as vmll convinced as you seem to be that 
whisky is generally the primary cause of disturbances of the kind al- 
luded to by you in your letter.

Sir: I IniAm the honor to request that tlie attention of the Secretary 
of the Treasury may be invited to the trade noiv carried on with the 
insurgents in Texas, from Gew York and other Gorthern ports, through 
the Mexican i)ort of Matamoras. Recent advices from the Rio Grande 
show a great increase in this trade, and the character of the supplies re- 
ceived indicate very clearly, even if other evidence were wanting, their 
ultimate destin ation . Casks and crates of crockery, frei glited Avith rifle 
and musket barrels ; bales of codfish, Avith the small parts of the arms; 
kegs of. powder in barrels of provisions; pistols and percussion caps in 
boxes of soap and barrels of fruit; clothing, shoes, and otlier army 
supplies, Avitli scarcely any attempt at concealment, are constantly being 
received at Matamoras, and are constantly transfer red to the insurgents 
in Texas. I have restrained this unlaAvful trade, as far as I have the 
power, and have endeavored to limit the shipments from this port to 
the Avants of the neutral inhabitants of Matamoras and its depend- 
encies, but these restrictions effect but little, Avhen the retpiiremeiits of 
the hiAV of July 13, 1861, are so completely oA'^erlooked at Gorthern 
ports.

Sir : I have fully considered the question submitted by you in rela- 
tion to the trade with Matamoras and can arrive at no other conclusion 
than that which has hitherto governed my actions in this regard, and 
which I exjiressed to you verbally yesterday. The duties of officers of 
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the Avniy, tsTaiVy, inicl Treasury Departiiieiit, in relation to this trade, 
are folly deliiied hy existing laws, by regulations which have the force 
and authority of law, and by the orders of the President all trade with 
points under the control of insurgents in Texas is absolutely x>rohiDited, 
and the fact that Matanioras is a neutral port is not material. Under 
a rule of international law, confirmed by the uniform decisions of the 
courts, the clmracter of the trade is determined by the ultimate desti- 
nation of the goods, no matter how dreuitons the route may be.^ This 
rule is aiiplied to the existing rebellion by the act of May 20, 1862, and 
the only practical ditliculty that has existed in enforcing it has been 
that of determining how much of the ostensible trade oi: Matainoras is 
intended to benefit the rebels in Texas. Fortunately, we have now 
very full and definite information in regard to the character and extent 
of the unlawful trade carried on with Texas through Matanioras, and 
with the persons engaged in it, and are able to determine with very 
little difficulty the ultimate destination of any supplies tliat are to be 
sent to that x>ort. The x>rovisions of the laws and regulations are 
mandatory, and leave no discretion to tlie officers wlio aie chaiged 
under the President’s order with tlieir execution, and whenevei.’, Irom 
evidence in our x)ossession, or from the character of the siixiplics, or the 
known character of the x^ersons engaged in the trade, there is satisfac- 
tory reason to believe that the ultimate destiiiation is some point within' 
the insurgent territory beyond the lines of national occux)ation, the 
military iiermit will be refused, and the facts reported to the collector 
of the port, in order that, under first section of act of May 20, 1862, the 
clearance may be refused. It is scarcely inattuial to entertain the 
question of what articles may bo , oi' refused, as all trade 

within the insurrectionary districts is unlawful, and no military xici- 
mits or custom-house clearances will relieve the parties engaged in the 
trade from the iienalties of the law. The only effect will be to make 
the officers giving the permits or granting the clearance an accomxffice 
ill the grave criiiie which it involves and against which the heaviest 
penalties of the law are denounced. _ x-, x i i 

The trade Avith Matanioras must be exclusively limited to that which 
can lawfully be carried on with a neutral territory, and A^hatever xnivi- 
leo'es are granted or limitations apxdied to you, Avill be e(xually granted 
oArpiJlied to all other xiersons engaged in that trade. No military 
permit will be given to any vSteam vessel under American colors "that 
can enter the ])ort of Texas or be useful to the rebels in navigating the 
Kio Grande. This restriction is imxiosed because I have been for some 
time in x^ossession of information of ax>lot, originated in Mobile, to seize 
and carry into Texan ports any steamers that might be used on the 
Rio Grande, or in running the blockade, and this restriction is as much 
to the interests of the owners as to the interests of the Government. 
The comidaint that an unjust discrimination has been made against the 
port of Ncav Orleans is not Avell founded; the fact that licenses unwar- 
ranted by law have been given to shixApers from Northern ports, is no 
reason Avhy the evil should be enlarged by permitting violations of law 
at this poid,, and the same argument might be used with equal propriety 
for the commission of any other crime. The restrictions under my 
instructions are not limited to the port of Matanioras, but are axiplied 
to'^any other foreign port, when there is reason to believe that the goods 
presented for shixmient are intended for the use and benefit of the 
rebels. I have no authority to license an iinlaAvful trade and no dis- 
position to countenance or encourage, in any Avay, an intercourse that 
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can liavc no other result than to in’olong the war audits calamities, and 
to i)osti)one indefinitely that retnrn to commercial prosperity which I 
am as anxious to see, and to aid in hringing’ about, as any citizen in 
New Orleans can possibly be.

On the 25th idtimo I reported that movements co-operative with Gen- 
eral Slierman’s operation would be made from A^icksbnrg and Baton 
Boiige, for the purpose of cutting iiood’s communicatious\vith Mobile. 
The expedition sent from Vicksburg, and consisting of about 2,000 cav- 
alry and eight pieces of artillery, commanded by'Col. E. I). Osband, 
Third Colored Cavalry, returned on the 4th instant, hawing met with a 
complete success. After an admirably executed feint movement on 
Jackson on tlio 24th, the expedition started for the Big Black bridge, 
on the Mississipi)i Central Itailroad, which was reached on the 27th, 
and, alter a stubborn resistance, captured and destroyed. This cuts 
Hood’s army off from the lai'ge quantities of siq^plies and stores accu- 
mulated at Jackson, Miss., and makes that railroad, which was his main 
reliance, unavailable to liiin for months to come. Besides this impor- 
tant bridge and trestle-work, the following property was comidetely 
destroyed: Thirty miles of track; wagon bridge over the Big Black; 
Vauglm, Pickett, and Goodman Stations, railroad depots and buildings, 
2,(500 bales of C. S. cotton; 2 locomotives ; 4 cars; 4 stage coaches; 20 
barrels salt; $160,000 worth of stores at Yaughu Station. The expedi- 
tion was considerably harassed on its return by large bodies of the 
enemy’s troops, but suffered no material losses, and brought back more 
recruits than the entire loss in effective men. Maj. J. B. Cook, com- 
manding the Third Colored Cavalry, distinguished iiimself and his reg- 
iineiit greatly by tlie gallantry with which the force guarding the Big 
Black bridge were driven oft from behind their strong stockade on tlie 
opposite sicle of the river. Our men liad to charge across the bridge, 
dismounted, with iiotliing but railroad ties for a path, and in the face of 
a sharp fire. I have announced Major Cook in general orders as iiro- 
motedto the vacant lieutenant-colonelcy of the regiment, subject to the 
approval of the President.* 

General Davidson’s expedition, which lelt Baton llouge on tlie 27th, 
has not yet been heard from directly, but to judge from the meager 
accounts received through rebel sources, I have reason to believe that 
he has been successful; he liad cansed quite a panic in Mobile, and was 
reported as devastating the country generally. After accomplishing 
the purpose for which he was sent, he will probably come out at Pas- 
cagoula or some other point of the Gulf. Lieutenant Earl, commanding 
a special party of scouts, and whom I recently recommended Ibr jiromo- 
tion by brevet, has, I regret to say, fallen into tlie hands of the enemy. 
Gn the 30th November, while j^assing tlmough. Payette, Miss., on an 
expedition to co-operate with Generals Dana and Davidson, he was 
fired upon from a house in tlie town and wounded severely in the face 
and breast. His case was so critical that he would not let ins men take

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liiiii away, and tlie rebels bave since tlien moved him into the interior. 
If lie survives I shall use every exertion to have him exchanged at an 
early day.

Eebel troops in South Florida: Captain Ludlow’s command, sixty-live 
infantry, thirty-five mounted. This force is stationed near the coast in 
the vicinity of Cedar Keys. Of it but sixty men are at present fit for 
duty. Captain Eo we’s command ( 100 infantry) stationed on the railroad 
between Cedar Keys and Oaiuesville ; Lieut. J, B. Deel, with twenty 
men, guards the lower end of the road near Cedar Keys. Under ser- 
geants, scouting in Taylor County and reporting at Gainesville, fifty 
infantry. A force of rebel cow-drivers, under Capt, James McEay, is 
on duty in the country below the Withlacoochee Eiver, with headquar- 
ters at Brooksville. Captain Lesley’s iiarty near Brooksvillej 80 in- 
fantry; Captain Sloane’s party near Cork, 35 infantry; Captain Hen- 
dry’s party near Alalia and Peace Creels:, 100 infantry; total, 215 
infantry.

J. B. Cook, Third U. S. Colored Cavalry, is hereby promoted to the 
lieutenant- colonelcy of that regiment, to date from the 27th of Novem- 
ber, 1864, in consideration of the gallantry displayed by liim on that 
day, when, with his men dismounted, and having iiothing but railroad 
ties for a path, he charged over the Big Black bridge, near Canton, 
Miss., in the face. of a heavy fire, drove off the rebel force stationed on 
the opposite shore behind a strong stockade, and destroyed the bridge, 
by which the main line of the rebel General Hood’s communication with 
his depots in South Mississippi and Alabama were eflectually cut off. 
The major-general commanding the Districts of West Tennessee and 
Vicksburg styles this afihir as “one of the most daring and heroic acts 
of the war.”

Assistant Adjutant- General : 

Sir; Thomas Lodgers and James Mitchell, privates in Captain Will-, 
iains’ comxiany, Powers’ rebel regiment, deserted that command on the 
7th (Wednesday) and reported to me this morning. Powers with 000 
men was then fifteen miles this side of Brookhaven, and was going via 
that point to Monticello, on Pearl Liver. They say that Mississippi 
troops numbering 15,000 are gathering at Monticello to meet our force 
in that vicinity. "They say that a private of Wood’s regiment who had 
been home on furlough reported to Captain Williams in their hearing, 
on the 7th that he saw Lieutenant Bari buried at Union Church (thirty- 
five miles from here) after being taken away from Fayette. I have no 
reason to doubt this statement. A young woman who was in Fayette 
when Lieutenant Earl was ivounded came in and informed me that 
wdieii Earl dashed into Fayette wdth less tlian thirty men, four compa- 
nies of rebels ran away, supposing him to have a larger force; that 
they returned the next day and carried him off, as slie suiiiiosed, to 
Jackson . She says the inhabitants, especially the women, remonstrated 
against his removal and offered to take care of him, and thatDoctor Dun- 
can, at whose house he was and who kindly attended him, xu'otested 
that to remove him would cause his death, and that his murder would 
rest upon them, but that they swore they would carry him to_ Jackson 
“ clead or alive.” The result justifies my apprehensions. Lieutenant 
Earl was a brave and chivalrous officer. He was a terror to the enemy 
and had by his successes awakened deep hostility. I have heard of 
their threats to destroy him. I did not suppose they would wish or 
dare to kill him by violence, but was too rvell satisfied that they would 
treat him so as to inake hini die. I did not know of his misfortune until 
his men had returned, leaving him in the enemy’s hands, and then had 
no cavalry or I should have attempted his recovery. He will be sorely 
missed in the xieculiar service in which he was fast becoming distin- 


guished.

General: 1 have the honor to report tlmt I am getting iny district 
once more into working order. The troops of my command have mostly 
returned to the district from their pursuit of Brice, and a thorough in- 
spection of the entire command is now being made. Keports and returns, 
many of which were destroyed with my headquarters papers at Glasgow, 
are being duplicated, and I will soon be aide to liirnish you full rei)ort 
of the operations of the troops of this district during the Price in vasion. 
The Enrolled Missouri Militia, Avho rendered valuable service during 
the campaign, have nearly all been relieved. The district has been 
divided into sub-districts, each under the command of a good held 
officer, and every effort is being made to restore tranquillity to the dis- 
turbed sections in the disloyal counties. Society has been plunged 
into a fearftilly distracted state by the advent of Price. Very many of 
the resident rebels must speedily show works meet for repentance or 
emigrate where their sympathies lead them. I am causing a full 
directory of disloyalists to be made, to which, you can apply your 10 per 
cent. rule. I believe your plan Avill work out good results for Missouri. 
Eirst, send out 10 per cent, of the most influential and guilty rebels 
and study results. _ Loyalty, where honestly espoused even at tins late 
day, sliould be kindly encouraged, but persons who now, in 1864, 
especially after Price’s villainous treatment of his best friends, have 
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yet, Sjmpattiy for that which has Ijrought Missouri so much woe, 
ought c.ertaiiily to go out from among us during the continuance of the 
war, and at the same time he very grateful for the leniency of a 
Government whicli permits them to live, even, after the commission 
ot so great a crime against iiumanity and Heaven. Chariton, Howard, 
and Eandolph have been more severely shaken up than other counties. 
1 havc^ placed them in a sub-district under command of Lieutenant- 
( ,-()loiiel Denny, of Huntsville, a very excellent, just officer and gentle- 
man._ Jt will be safe to follow his advice. Truman’s conduct in 
Chariton County last June oj)ened up a continuous line of trouble. 
Many of the recent homicides were committed by Truman’s avengers.

1 learn that a brother-in-law of Truman is one of the 
Hnrolhid Missouri Militia of Putnam County, and that he has been 
diligent in following up the parties who testified against Truman from 
Chariton County. I am investigating the matter thoroughly. Col. J. 
H. Shanklin is giving liis personal attention to the redemption of 
Carroll. The Clay and Platte sub-district is becoming more quiet, yet 
the old sores are there. Your order banishing the rebel families from 
Clay is encouraging to loyal men, and, of course, stirs up the rebels. 
M en who never complain at the presence and atrocities of bushwhackers 
will besiege you in behalf of bushwhackers’ friends. North of the 
Hannibal and Saint Joseph Eailroad there is now but little trouble. 
I hope to be alilc to report constant improvement throughout the dis- 
ti'ict. Howard and Eandolph have sent uii their drafted men or re- 
spectable “A. D’s” as substitutes with a prompt cheerfulness that 
shames even tlie loyal city of Saint Louis.

My Dear Judge : Over two years ago I wrote a letter to tlie Attor- 
ney-General of tlie United States, calling his attention to the fact that 
large amounts of property in the northwestern corner or portion of 
Texas had been abandoned by secessionists w^ho had left the country 
when Sibley’s forces retreated from Hew Mexico, and I suggested to the 
honorable Mr. Bates the importance of having some action taken by 
Congress with a view to the confiscation and sale of this property, the 
courts of Hew Mexico having no jurisdiction in the premises. Ho reply 
was made to my communication and no action had by Congress. There 
are other matters of importance in this imrtof the State of Texas which 
can only be adjusted by civil tribunals. Almost daily appeals are made 
to myself to decide points wdiich are grave of themselves, but which 
cannot pro^jerly be recognized as coming within the purview of a mili- 
tary commander. The only remedy that can be applied to regulate all 
these matters will be for Oongx'ess to pass an act establishing a district 
court, provisional or permanent, for the El Paso District. " Eights to 
property, real and xtersonal, and all other matters of civil polity, can 
have no permanent adjustment until this be done, and it seems to be 
very hard for innocent parties, or rightful owners, to be deprived of 
their privileges as citizens, because a portion of the State still remains 
in rebellion. I earnestly entreat that you will use your utmost endeav- 
ors to procure by some action of the* present Congress a relief from this 
state of affairs.

I have no regiment concentrated. My troops are in detachments 
lighting’ the nnmerona bands of bushwhackers Avho infest Platte, Olay, 
Ray, Carroll, Gliariton, Randolph, Howard, Boone, Callaway, Audrain, 
Macon, and Ralls Counties, guarding railroad bridges, &c., and for 
which duty the force at my command is very limited. TheAvithdrawal 
of the Thirty-ninth deprives many loyal localities of protection. Guer- 
rilla consiTipts and deserters fioni Price’s army are thronging back to 
renew their work of devastation and death even in midwinter. The 
Enrolled Missouri Militia of the district have nearly all been relieved, 
and my force all told, including the Thirty-ninth, aggregates less than 
2,500 e tleidiye men. The Thirty-ninth and the Forty-ninth are neither of 
them organised regiments, and the six-inontlis’ companies will soon have 
served out the period of their enlistment. The removal of trooiis from 
this_ district I fear will result in the driving out of hundreds of loyal 
ianiilies, the destruction of their homes, and the interrujition of our 
railroad lines. The Thirty-ninth are ordered to concentrate at West 
Quincy Avith all possible dispatch.

Dear General: Your private letter of the 17th ultimo came, to 
hand_ to-day. I have written to the c-liief commissary that if he can 
see his way (dear to feed the Indians if we add four ouiices to the pi’es- 
eiit meat ration, making it Gvelve ounces per day to each Lulian, to 
write to you to that effect by the special express whi(di will take tliis 
letter from Santa- F(3, when youAvill give orders accordingly. Whether 
the Indians understand the necessity of diminishing tbeir rations or 
not, that necessity meets us at every turn from the great scarcity in 
he country, and they must be satisfied. If they i)roceed to any un- 
ideasant extremes, force must be used against them on tlie moment. 
They must do what we direct or perish. Besides, tlu^y must commence 
work upon their fields at once. Adojit the best phui to produce this 
result, but tlie result must be produced now before it is too late. You 
can try this iilan. If the chief commissary finds lie can make the addi- 
tional four ounces to the meat ration per day, issue the additional only 
to those Avho do good day’s work. Order a military commission to try 
the three Kavajoes aliout whom you write. Have them have a fair trial 
If they are sentenced to be hung or shot for wliat they ha^'c done as 
alleged, they will deserve the sentence. Your arrangement about hav- 
ing a jiart ot the Indian hos^iital used for scliool inirjioses is a good one 
and approved by me. It was my purpose to come to Fort Sumner via 
Fort Stanton from Las Cruces, but I fear I shall not have time. If not, 
I shall come as soon alter my arrival at Santa Fe as jiossible. I shall 
leave here eii route to Las Cruces on the 13th, and shall be obliged to 
remain there a day or two. 

Hoping that by firmness and kindness combined you will succeed in 
managing the Indians in a satistactory manner,

CtEneral : I ti’ust you will ijardoii me for addressing yon tlius 

privately, with entire frankness, in a manner which deeply interests 
ine, and 111 which 1 believe myself to have suffered unintentional in- 
justice at your hands. 

When in Milwaukee I was assured by you, on two or three separate 
occasions, Giat General Sully and myself would be, or had been, alike 
recoinnieiuled by you lor iiromotion. Uiion perusing your late report 
01 niihtary operations in your department I was no less surprised than 
niortiiied to ffnd that, while you had Avarmly urged the promotion 
ol General bully you had not included mein the same recommendation, 
a though our nanies appeared in the context and in juxtaposition in 
otlier poitioiis ol your dispatch, so as to make the omission of my name 
referred to the more prominent and remarkable. In fact, no one can 
our publislicd report without drawing* tho iuforonco tliat you did 
not deem lue as much entitled to promotion as Avas General Sully. I 
haye sufficient conlidence in your magnanimity and sense of right to be 
convinced that you Avill promptly rectify that omission, if you deem me 
to be C/Orrect in the statement of my claim to be equally considered 
with General bully, although it may be difficult, if not impossible, to 
place me ractuttm ewrirtin the minds of tlmseAvho have perused your re- 
port, as that has been extensively copied, particularly the concluding 
pa ragraphs, in the neAvspapers tliroughout the country. I do not intend 
to trespass uiion your time and patience by going into a detail of oper- 
ations since the inception of the Indian AAmr. You are too familiar with 
its details to render that necessary. I may Justly assert, hoAvever, that 
the part I have been called upon to perform has been in no particular 
secondary in importance or success to that of General Sully, for I had 
met and defeated the loAver bauds of Sioux in 18(>2, and the concen- 
trated forces of the loAver and upiier bands in 1863, before General 
Sully had encountered any Indians in the field. The campaign of 1862 
was undertaken in the face of an entire Avant of preparation on the 
part of the Government or the State, and of difficulties almost insuper- 
able; yet the results Avere pronounced by yourself to liaA^e been entirely 
Slice, essfnl in general orders of a highly coraplimeiitary character to 
myself arid to my command. The enemy, flushed Avith success, Avas 
defeated in a pitched battle, betAveen 200 and 300 captives rescued from 
their clutches, and the greater jiarb of the Avarriors concerned in the 


outbreak taken prisoners. The prestige of white superiority over the 
red man Avas fully restored. 

, In 1863 I perlbrmed far more than my appointed share in the pro- 
gramme of military movements connected Avith the joint campaign of 
tliat year under your general direction, and I received for myself and 
my column another generous tribute from you in general orders for the 
energy and skill Avith Avhich the enemy Avas followed to his remote 
haunts in the upper iirairies, despite every obstacle of unprecedented 
heat and drought, and badly Avhipped in three separate engagements, 
Avitli lieaA'y loss in Avarriors and the sacrifice of all their subsistence, 
clothing, and transportation, our own loss being comparatively trifling. 
Whatever could be done to benefit the service since that time in my 
appointed siihere, by incessant labor and vigilance, in the enforcement 
of discipline, and of strict economy in the expenditures of pubhc money, 
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as •well as in guarding the frontier from Indian raids, has been accom- 
plished, and I believe I may safely challenge a comparison in these 
respects, and in general efficiency, with any other military district in 
the army. I hope you will acquit me of any desire either to make a 
parade of my own services, or to detract in the least from those per- 
formed by General Sully. I believe you have only done him justice in 
qiressing his advancement, and I sincerely wish he may obtain it. I 
only claim from our common superior officer, who has so long been 
identified with the history of this Indian war, that I may receive from 
him a like public recognition of the services and labors devolved upon 
me in the same field. " My reputation as a citizen and an ofiicer of the 
army is dear to me, and it is my duty to myself and to my family to 
prevent any stain from resting upon it, whether by implication or 
otherwise. I know you will qot blame me for undue sensitiveness.

The major-general commanding has received information, entitled to 
credit, that many of the original xilanters on and near the Mississippi 
Biver, who are now cultivating their plantations under the regulations 
of the Treasury Department, are making arrangements to sell their 
property and move into the interior, taking the negroes with them, for 
the purpose of reducing them again into a state of slavery. Oom- 
manders of districts are therefore" directed to exeixiise a careful suiier- 
visioii over the plantations within the limits of their coniinands, and 
whenever there is satisfactory evidenc.e of intention on the part of any 
planter, either from disx)Osition or under tlie (ionstraint of the rebel 
authorities, to take the iiogroes uoav on their plantations beyond the 
c'ontrol of the national authorities, for the imrpose of reducing them 
to slavery, they will cause them to be brought to a xilace of safety 
within the national lines, and turned over to the prox^er agents of 
the Treasury De])artinent, in conformity with the second section of the 
act of Congress approved July 2, 1801. If, in any case, the negroes 
have been defrauded of their promised wages or interest in the crox)s, 
the xiroperty of the idanter will be seized, and so much of it as may be 
necessary to corax)eusate the negroes will be sold, and the remainder 
turned over to the projier agents of the Treasury Dexmrtment, as the 
captured xn’operty of an enemy.

Sir: Believing, as we do, that it is yonr desire to do all within yoni 
power to promote the iieace and well-being ot yonr district, and t( 
maintain the anthority of the Government and its administration witliir 
the same, we take the liberty of addressing yon in regard to what wt 
conceive to be the wants of onr county. We have at present stationer 
here Captain Colbert’s comiiany, Forty-ninth Begiinent Missouri Inlan 
try Volunteers. We have no doubt they are a very good coinpanj 
of men, but they do not meet the wants of this county; in fact, cmi b( 
of little or no service here. What we want is a good comjiany ot cav 
airy, composed of good men and good officers, who know the country 
and the iieople, and who know the haunts of the bushwhackers and tin 
persons who sympathize with them. We have now in Boone Counti 
twenty or thirty thieves and marauders who just move around througl 
the county, from three to six together, robbing every loyal man win 
has anything they want. To kill or drive these rebel scoundrels iron 
the county we must liaA-e men who know the country, and we mus 
have cavalry. In the first place one of us, J. T. Kedmond, is deput; 
provost-marshal, appointed by Colonel Lovelace to arrest and send lor 
ward all persons who have been drafted in this county and hav' 
failed to report. It ayIU be impossible for him to discharge his dutie 
unless he has some mounted men to accompany him as escort am 
guard. In the second x)la(3e, the other one of your petitioners, John h 
Baker is slieriff of the county, and unless there can be a cavalry com 
pany stationed here it Avill be impossible for him to arrest criminals ii 
the county or to bring Avrong-doers to justice. 

Having been unconditional Union men from the start, we knoAV tha 
neither of us could Avith safety go into any remote part of the count, 
without a proper escort. There are tAiro companies in your commam 
that were raised in this county, Companies B and F, of the Ninth CaA 
airy Missouri State Militia. They' are composed of men wlio knoAV th 
people and the brush. We are informed by members of Oomi)any ] 
that about half of that company are iioav paroled irrisoiiers at Bento 
Barracks and that Captain Adams is on extra duty. If tliis is so, aau 
of course, would not ask for that company. We understand that Con 
pany F is altogether at Macon City ; Ave therefore most respectfull 
ask that Company F, Ninth Cavalry Missouri State Militia, be sent i 
this place at once. We understand they have not all got horses. Tin 
need make no difference, as they have friends here who Avill suppl 
them temporarily until the Government can furnish them. If you Avi 
send Company F here we promise you that it won’t be tAA^enty days unt 
there won’t be a rebel thief, or a rebel that harbors them, left on tli 
soil of old Boone County. We know very A\mll that there are somecoi 
servative chaiis about here Avho don’t want a cavalry company sei

Sir: Eight before last information reached me that tlie si;eamor 
Doane was wrecked eighteen miles east of Clarksville. I have already 
sent down a train of about 100 Avagons, under escort of tAvo regimeni's 
of infantry, for the purpose of bringing up the stores that Avere on l)oard 
of her. The river is now gradually falling here. In about a AV(',ek I 
shall occupy Clarksville Avith the portions of the tliree cavalry :regi- 
ments not mustered out of service. They will be under the coininand 
of Col. W. E. Judson, Sixth Kansas Cavalry. The telegraph liiH‘, Avill 
soon be reopened from here to Fayetteville. It is uoav Avorking from 
Fayetteville to Saint Louis, and I aadII endeavor to have it reopened to 
Clarksville at an early day, presuming that you will cause it to be 
reopened from Lewisburg to that point. I Avould respectfrrlly iHUiuest 
you to send up some paymasters as soon as possible, as it is now g’oiiig’ 
on five months since we have seen any. All, both officers and men, are 
very much in need of greenbacks. If you will furnish, an escort for 
them to Clarksville or EorristoAvii I will send a sufficient escort for them 
from either point. Nothing neAV here. The enemy has disaijpeared from 
my front. ^

I wrote to General llose- 
crans hoping to induce him to liold tlie life and jiroperty of relxds 
resimnsible for that of Union men, as the most efficient measure of jiro- 
tectioii to our scattered citizens. Clay County has 1.30 Union men and 
about 2,000 rebels, who have suflered very little during the wa;r, wliih', 
some of the Union men in this vicinity have been plunderi'd tlir(‘(‘, 
times. If there are 300 troops in Platte County we have seen nom*. in 
the eastern half of the county. We are willing to suffer if tlui country 
requires it, but now, when Company F, Sixteenth Kansas, which wa's 
mostly raised here, is stationed at Wyandotte, where they ari^ not 
needed, and their houses -left unprotected — so, too, Weston Avoiihl likiv 
to have all the troops there. All Ave ask is equal protection. Park- 
ville and the settlements just above and beloAv are Union largidy 
while along Clay County line and north of Parkville is mostly rebel! 
Here in these thickets and hills they can hide in Avinter anVl salely 
stay among their friends. In October some bushwhackers atfa.cked a, 
German’s house just beloAAumd the boys killed two of tluun, Avho nroAU'd 
to be citizens of Clay.

General Orders, Ho. 32, is received, wMcli leaves under my com- 
mand a x)art of live companies of tlie Mfteentli Kansas Volunteer Cav- 
alry, wliicli were at tlie time under command of Maj. J. M, Laing. 
My entire command now consivsts of less than 260 men for duty. I 
have heeii repeatedly notified that, unless I would run all military 
matters for J. II. Lane, my ]?eg’inient would be broken up and would 
be crushed. I enlisted as a soldier and not as a ])oliticiaii, not think- 
ing that nationa.l interests were to be sacrificed to personal am- 
bition. Five comi:)anies of my regiment are given to a commander 
who is in the department without authority, and did at one time 
(M)mmand a i)art of my regiment for five months, and during which 
time they never liad a drill or dress parade, nor military discipline 
whatever. His own regiment at the present is a perfect mob, and 
aided in robbing Government trains and citizens of Kansas, Avhom it 
was their duty to protect. If I exhibited disqualification for the com- 
mand due iny rank I respectfully ask to be informed of the fact. I do 
not forget that I am ranking colonel of this department, and have in 
my possession late letters bom the general commanding the department 
complimenting me on both my behavior in the field and also my admin- 
istration aiS sub-district commander. This is also true of Generals 
Davies, Sykes, and all commanders under whom I have served since 1801. 
After a severe campaign my regiment is scattered and placed under offi- 
cers of other regiments, unprovided for and in great need of personal 
attention of regimental commander, that attention which I personally 
take pride in bestowing myself. Believing I know my rights and what 
is due my regiment, I must decline the command of First Sub-li)istrict. 
This I do, i)referring consequences of the act rather than subvert both 
my own self-respect and my duty to the Government and the peo^de of 
Kansas to the selfish wills of x^olitical shysters.

Sir : I am jnst in receipt of yonr telegram of tliis date, in which yon 
take exceptions to General Orders, Eo. 32, from these headquarters, 
and submit your refusal to obey it by declining the command of the 
First Sub-District. The tenor of this telegram is such that only one 
course is left for mo to luirsuc, viz, to place you in arrest for disobedi- 
ence of orders and insubordination of the most marked cliaracter; and 
while I am compelled to perform this unpleasant duty I will depart from 
usual custom and reply to your communication. Your remarks about 
l)oliticaus, James H. Lane, political shysters, &c., althougli evincing 
gross insubordination and disres])ect for superior officers in their offlcial 
capacity, I shall pass over, as I am not suflicioiitly advised of the 
political combinations you liave made and attempted to make with 
James H. Lane and others to discuss the matter, nor have I any dis- 
position to discuss it, as it is not in my line of duty. It is certainly a 
great virtue in any military man while on duty with his command' to 
eschew i)artisan ]mlitics, and if you have maintained that virtue so far 
as to hold yourself entirely aloof from local or partisan politics while 
you have been in the military service, as your telegram would seem to 
cla.ini for you, it will be a matter of history connected Avith your career 
that will be Amry mucli to your credit as a soldier. In subdividing my 
district I did it Avith a Anew to convenience in police regulations, and as, 
in my judgment, would subserve the interests of the service, Avithout 
consulting the wishes or personal feelings of yourself or other officers 
of iny command. But in doing this I have endeaAU)red to do justice to 
all according to their merit, and all of the sub-district commanders 
mentioned in General Orders, Eo. 32, having served more or less under 
my command, and often under my immediate x)ersonal siqAervision, I 
thought I was quite wmll prepared to judge of the qualifications of each 
to discharge the duties assigned him; and notAvithstanding you may 
hav’e letters, as you say you have, Irom Generals Curtis, Sykes, and 
Davies, complimenting you for soldierly qualities, I would suggest to 
you that when you attempt to disparage the merits of as AAmrthy and 
gallant an officer as Col. C. W. Blair you very much Aveaken your cause 
instead of benefiting it. That you have no more troops in the commancl 
assigned you is not only unfortunate for you, but equally so for mo. I 
might with the same propriety claim that I had not the number of 
troops under my command that my rank entitles me to, 3 mt) tliey are all 
tliat has been assigned to me, and my duty as a soldier requires me to 
acquiesce. 
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III tTnly last I was assigned to a command oomind.sing no more trooxis 
than AA' ere in the district assigned to yon, yet rAdth this small force, less 
tlian a major’s command, I took the field and made a oamjiaign against 
the hostile Indians on the plains, and remained Avith them until prop- 
erly relieved and assi giied to another command. I did not for a moment 
think of disobeying the order by declining the command assigned me, 
or make any iDrotest or complaint. Had I done either I AAmnld probably 
have found myself in the same situation that you have unfortunately 
placed yourself. As I propose ahvays to obey the orders of my supe- 
riors, so do I exxiect to exact obedience from my subordinates, and if I 
err by making any imiiroper or unjust demands upon any one, CAmry 
legitimate cliannel shall be open to tiiem to seek redress. Since you have 
seen proxier to draAV a comparison, between yourself and other com- 
manders of the same grade, I Avill take this occasion to call your atten- 
tion to the fiict that I have found the disciifiiue of your regiment (the 
fifteenth Kansas) not as good as I AAmuld desire it to be, a.nd in that 
respect does not compare favorably Avitli otlier Kansas regiments, not 
but the material com])osing it Avas as good as in other regiments, but 
that many of them have been too susceiAtible to bad teaching and 
have been too ready to carry out the policy of their sui)eriors. After 
liearing your speech to your command at Hickman Mills, Mo., on the 
15th of October, I Avas not much surprised at the disorderly conduct of 
some of your command. If they Avcre to carry out the peculiar ideas 
])romulgated by yourself on tire occasion referred to, but little could bo 
exiiected of them in the matter of discipline. During the recent cam- 
paign many acts (said to have been done by your orders) came under 
my observation Avhich, if they could haA^o been justified at all, could 
only have been done by direction of the suiierior officer in command; 
but Oven these things might have been overlooked as uiiintentional 
errors, or forgotten in the midst of stirring events that folio Aved, had 
not your conduct, Avhile intrusted to act indeiiendently in the absence 
of superior authority, been of such a <;haracter as Avill forever cast a 
cloud upon the reputation your regiment had achieved upon the battle- 
field. It Avas unfortunate for me, as Avell as for the reputation of our 
troops, tliat I erred in judgment in placing you in command of the forces 
that AAa.',re directed to return from the Arkansas liiver aftei.' the xmrsuit 
of .Price had been abandoned. It Avas expected of you, as your orders 
directed, that you Avould move through Washington and Benton Coun- 
ties, Aik., tor the iniipose of meeting tlie siijipiy train, and then pro- 
ceed through SoutliAvest Missouri directly to Fort Scott, Avitli as little 
delay as possible. You Avere out of the department to which you be- 
longed, and you Avere not exxiected to interfere Avith any one, unless 
it Aims an armed enemy you might chance to meet. The x>oiice regula- 
tions in Arkansas, Avhetlier good or bad, neither you nor your superiors 
Avere responsible for, but your suxieriors are responsible for your con- 
duct Avhile x)assiiig thi'ough another niilitary department. If I am to 
belieAm one-lialf that has been reported to mo by officers AAdio AA’cro 
Xiresent, the most outrageous acts of vandalism Avere x^erxietrated Avhile 
on your return march that have occurred anywhere during the Avar; 
and I am told that these acts Avere done by your direction, and, fur- 
ther, that you rex3resented to your victims that they Avere done by my 
order. I am glad to knoAV that a large x>roxAortion of the officers 
under your command at the time referred to x)rotested against the out- 
rageous acts that were committed, but they cannot but feel the disre- 
pute and disgrace your conduct has brought ux)on the First Division of 
the Army of the Border. This matter is noAV being investigated in the 
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Department of Arkansas, and also in tliis department, with a view of 
applying the proper remedy, and I shall be exceedingly glad foi' the 
honor of our Kansas soldiers if the reports that have reached me shall 
prove to have been exaggerated.

report of Gustavus Saint Gem, captain, Eorty-seventhMissouri Infantry 
Volunteers, Sainte Genevieve, Mo., November 30, 1864: 

General Price’s army at the time of invading Missouri is estimated to 
havebeen20,000 of all arms. (Captain [Saint] Gem’s estimate is too high ; 
the rebel army numbered 13,000 strong at that time.) Between 3,000 and 
5,000 conscripts and recruits were added to it in the State. Most of the 
conscripts, however, effected their escape. Their successive defeats, the 
capture of Generals Marmaduke and Cabell and of many prisoners, and 
the loss of all artillery excepting one piece entirely dispirited the rebels. 
Their organization was lost, discipline abandoned, and the remnant of 
their forces at the time of leaving Missouri was little better than a rabble. 
Jackman’s andSlemons’brigades, mounted, of General Shelby’s division, 
passed into Northeastern Arkansas. (In my report of December 6, 
1864, 1 stated that 3,000 of Price’s troops had gone to or near Jackson- 
port. Northeastern Arkansas. This is the force referred to. — P. W. 
M[arston].) Major Mooney, of Colonel Schnable’s regiment, Jackman’s 
brigade, was captured and brought to Springfield, Mo. He asserts that 
these two brigades are disiiersed over the country. The men are 
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highly (lissiitislled. Most of thorn, in his opinion, will, if possMo, evside 
iiirther service in the rebel riinks. Many of them ar<; at their homes, 
where they pnr])ose to remain for the winter. _ The oJlicers Siiy they 
have received orders to cross the Ai’kansas Jtiver and rejoin Trice on 
■Red Riv(a', Ark.

Ooi'nmauders of })Osts within this department are required to make 
weekly detailed reports of x>ermits granted by them, under section 0 of 
said orders, No. 80. 

7. All militai’y officers and provost-marshals are instructed to arrest 
all ])ersons seeking to pass the lines, or endeaA^oring to bi'iiig in luod- 
ncts, unless they have the military iiermit re(]uired by this ordeiyind 
to send such persons with their products and means pf transixirtuition 
under guard to the provost-marslial-general of this department foi’ mili- 
tary a(lj udication . 

8. Botli the Treasury purchasing agent and the military agent Avill, 
from time to time, be furnished Avith. lists of places or regions of country 
Avithin Avhich iiermits for iirodiicts Avill not be xiermitted, Avhicli they are 
re(]uired rigidly to observe until countermanded by iiroper authority.

Beport of Inspection of the Defenses of Memphis, Tenn., Deeemher 14, 

1864. 

Major-General Canby, ■ 

Comdg. Military Dimsion of West Mississippi, New Orleans, La.: 

Wort BieJeering. — The only work at this xiosition that is comxileted, or 
so nearly so as to be in condition to make a tolerably good defense, is 
Fort Pickering, located on the margin of the Mississixiiii River, partially 
within the lower suburbs of the city. It is, indeed, at the xiresent time 
the only means of defense xirovided on land for the security of the iiosi- 
tion. The defense of Fort Pickering, however successful and efficient 
it might be, would not guarantee the safety of the city of Memxihis at 
all, although the fort is within easy and effective range of nearly every 
Xiart of it. The object of the fort, judging from its location, seems to 
have been to afford security to the depots located within it against 
a sudden attack in considerable force by land. This it ivould doubt- 
less fully accomxilish against any attemxit not in sufficient force to drive 
all the trooiis available for the defense of the iiosition within the city 
and fort, or under the xirotection of its guns, in which case the enemy 
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would iind it practicable, in cpusequeuco of the peculiar topograplij^ of 
the ground in the yiciiiity, to establish batteries within easy shelling 
distance of every part of the work. Tliere are numerous positions 
within cannon range of Fort Pickering where sucli batteries could be 
so securely established that only a curved lire would be able to dislodge 
them, and this kind of lire the fort is incai3able of delivering- with ehect 
in its x)resent condition for want of mortars. I regard the plans ot n ort 
Pickering as extremely faulty. The gorge or i-i ver front, which h as very 
properly been left open, is one mile and a half in length, measured in a 
straight line between the extreme right and left flanks, Avhilethe deiifch 
of theAvork, measured at right angles to the river, at no ])oint exceeds 
one-third of a mile, the aAmrage depth being less than one-fourth ot a 
mile. At the suggestion of Oapt. M. 13. McAlester, chief engineer of the 
Division of West Mississippi, the length of the Avork along the river is 
to be sliortened about one-third of a mile by leveling a portion of the 
line next the city. The trace of the main Avork i s an irregular indented 
line. Its develoiiment Avhen reduced as aboAm indicated will be about 
2 500 yards. The relief and command of the Avork are both sulficiently 
great, and the flanking arrangements are^ tolerably goodj as 8^|pd, 
indeed, as can generally be given to such lines. The right .and left of 
tlie line are extended doAvm the river-bank to the Avater by a stockade. 
In advance of the ditch, and Avithin buckshot range of pie parapet, 
there is a roAV of inclined palisading Avhich Avould be a formidable obshr- 
cle to an assaulting column. No a,ttempt has been made to detilade the 
interior of the AVork, and perhaxis it is not necessary to do so. Tlieie 
are three positions Avhere the garrison could lind more or less cover from 
the horizontal hre of land batteries, viz : First, directty behind the par- 
apet of the main Avorkj second, behind the xiarax^et of the interior Avork, 
and third, below the crest of the hill on the levee. The armament of 
this line is in A^ery bad condition and demands imniediate attention. A 
number of traverses are also required betAveen the guns in some very 


exposed iiositioiis. , ^ 

Interior AVork : M^ithin the main work of Fort I ickering tlieie is an 
interior Avork or keep, constructed on an irregular quadrilateral, open 
on the side next the river, Avith its flanks, like those of the mam 
resting on the river -bank. This work has a development of about bbU 
yards of interior crest and a command over the main Avopc varying 
from five to six feet, as stated by Colonel Kappner, the coniinandnig 
officer. Its earth-work xirofile is good, but its flanking turangements 
are imperfect. It is not surrounded by any obstacle mid its armauient 
is defective for Avant of mortars. In its xiresent condition this interior 
work adds very little to the strength of the position. 

Projected exterior line: With a view to include in the defense of tlie 
position at Memphis the protection and security of the city itsefl, an 
advanced line of detached Avorks connected by a line of liglit relief or 
rifle-xiits for active infantry defense has been xu’ojected and commenced. 
This line, on Avhich it is xn’oposed to place twelve Avorks, has been 
judiciously located by Colonel Kappner for a defense in adequate force, 
but otherAvise it would add nothing to the sti'engtli or security ot 1 or 
Pickering. The positions of these several Avorks are indicated on tne 
accomxianyiiig map* by the numbers 1 to 12 inclusive, commencing on

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of tliat -work. Pour suck works located near tlie positions indicated 
by the letters A, B, 0, 13, on tlie iua.p, taken in connection with tlie 
■work on tke extreme riglit (No. 1) of the exterior line, would be of vital 
im])ortanc6 to tlie security of tlie depots in tlie fort in case it became 
necessary, from a want of sufficient force, to relinquisli tke exterior line 
to tke enemy, for tkey would, if properly defended, enable us to pre- 
vent tke lire of skaiqiskooters and tke erection of mortar batteries 
witkin destructive ranges of tke fort. 

Armament: Tke armament of Fort Pickering, including tke interior 
work, comiirises 102 pieces of all calibers, viz: Forty-four 32-pouuders, 
ten S-iuck sea-coast kowitzers, four 8-inok columbiads, one 10-inck 
columbiad, four 24-pounder siege guns, six <S-inck siege kowitzers, and 
tliirty-tkree field pieces. All tke pieces are smootk-bores except nine 
of tke field pieces. Part of the foregoing are mounted on unserviceable 
carriages, viz: Tkirty-one 32-xmiinders, nine S-incli sea-coast kowitzers, 
two 8-inck columbiads, and one 10-iiick columbiad. 

Ammunition: There is an amiile sup])ly of ammunition for all tke 
guns Avitk an excess of solid skot and skell for some. For tke field guns, 
witk tke exception of tkree or four jiieces, there are over 200 rounds iier 
gun, and for some of tke calibers 300 rounds; for the siege pieces there 
are 250 rounds for eack gun, and 350 for each, kowitzer; for tke several 
pieces on sea-coast carriages tke number of rounds jier gun varies Itoiii 
240 to 680. Tke ammunition ajipears in good condition; tke magazines 
are dry, roomy, and well constructed; some of tkem are in need of re- 
pairs on tke exterior. 

My views witk regard to certain improvements and modifications of 
tlie fortificatipns at Memphis and the armament placed in tliem are 
briefly given in a letter addressed by me to Major-General Dana, dated 
tlie l-4tli instant, a duiilicate of wkick is ai)i')ended to this report.

General : I have tke honor to call your attention to tke following 
suggestions as tke result, stated in very brief terms, of my recent 
insiTBCtion of the defenses of Meiniikis, Tenn.: 

My views as to tke proper means of efficient defense for the position 
of Memxikis Avere freely given to Colonel Lieb, inspector-general on your 
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staff, and to Colonel Kapimer, commanding Fort Pickering. _ To those 
oflicers I am indebted for courteous attention, and efficient aid during 
my stay at Memphis, and 1 take pleasure in_ commending their zeal, 
intelligence, and ability to your favorable notice: 

First, Fort Pickering: I recommend tliat the interior work of Fort 
Pickering be surrounded by a formidable obstacle, eithei* a stockade in 
the ditch or a row of palisades just beyond it, placed where it will be 
not only under the infantry lire of the work, but within the reacli of 
hand grenades. Two of the bastion faces of the interior work are hot 
•flanked. This defect ought to be remedied. I mentioned the matter 
to Colonel Kai)pner, wbo understands what is to be done and how to 
do it. ^ , 

Second, outworks to Fort Pickering (proposed) : In order to prevent 
an enemy getting possession of the various ravines and bayous in 
advance of Fort Pickering, in which mortar batteries within easy shell- 
ing distance of the whole work could be established, I recommend that 
a line of small advanced works or outworks be cons'(3ructed, each 
capable of being held by about 200 men. The faces of these works 
should be directed upon and flanked by batteries in the main work. 
Each should be surrounded by a humidable^ obstacle and the gorge 
should be closed l)y a palisading w^'ith a barrier at the entrance. In 
constructing these outworks the conditions should be ■vigorously 
im])osed that every part of tliem, the parade as w'cll as the ditch, shall 
be seen from tlie batteries of the main work, so that they can afford no 
cover to an enemy that obtains possession of them. There should, I 
tliinlc, be four of these advanced works located as follows, from right 
to left, viz: the first, from GOO to 700 yards south of the extreme right of 
the main work, beyond the mouth of the deep ba.you; the second, not 
•far from a largo brick house near where Goffer street prolonged inter- 
sects Ihfth street; the third, near the intersection of Seventh street and 
P, roadway, and the fourth, just to the nortli of Morris Gemetery, on the 
highest ground in that vi(miity. Those four advanced works, taken in 
connection with tlie right work, or No. 1 (on the Horn Lake road), of 'tlie 
exterior line of detaciied works i)rojected by Oolonel Ivappner, which 
should be surrounded by an obstacle and inclosed, at the gorge, would 
•render Fort Pickering comparatively secure from shelling within de- 
structive ranges and from the fire of sharjLshooters, I would recojii- 
mend the immediate completion of the live works above named. 

Third. With regard to the exterior line of detached works, estab- 
lished and commeiiced by Oolonel Kappner, I would recominend its 
completion as secondary in importance to the works above designated, 
for it would be a powerful auxiliary to an active defemse of the city of 
Memphis. These works should l)e connected by rifle-pits of such. ])ro- 
lile as would not greatly impede the movements of infantry, but would 
sto]) a charge of cavalry. In each work I Avouhl ]}repare a position for 
a light battery, to be thrown upon the line Avheiuwer and Avherever its 
lire'should be required. At suitable positions, 200 to 400 yards in rear 
of the intervals between tlie works, I would xdace in liglit rifle-pits the 
immediate reserves of the line, to be throwui^ forwa^^d at the x>ro]3er 
moment to repel assaults or restore the line if broken. Tlie general 
reserves might be further back at some point central to the rvh ole line. 

Armament, Fort Pickering main Avork: The folloAving-named forty- 
tliree x)ieces in the main Avork, including the AAmter battery, are mounted 
on unserviceable carriages, either worn out, decayed, or of siuih detect- 
ive pattern and make that they cannot be Avorked Avith any degree of 
efficiency, viz, thii’ty-one 32-x)ounders, nine 8-inch sea-coast lumutzers, 
tAVO 8-in'cli columbiads, and one lO-incli columbiad. At my suggestion 
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yonr iiisx^ector-general, wlio accomiia/iiied me in tlie inspection, con- 
demned tliese carriages. Tliose in the water battery should be rex)laced 
by others or repaired by parts of other condemned carriages. I recom- 
mended that twenty of those on unserviceable carriages in the main 
work be selected in equal xn'oportions from the several batteries, be at 
once rex^laced by siege guns and howitzers, and that the remainder be 
allowed to remain in position until the x>ieces are required elsewhere. 
The carriages would i)erhax)s stand ten or fifteen rounds each, some of 
them possibly more. 

Interior work of h^ort Pickering : I recommended that the x>i’6sent 
armament of this work bo increased by an addition of twelve siege 
mortars. These would be of great service in keeping the enemy 
out of the low grounds where shelter could be found Itoiu any but a 
curved lire, or in dislodging him from the x^arapet and ditch of the 
main work should he succeed in making a lodgment therein. 

Ammunition : The sup])ly of ammunition for all the artillery in posi- 
tion at Memphis is ample, and its condition apparently good. I would 
recommend hand grenades for the interior work of Port Pickering, one 
to each lineal yard of parapet. Tlie supxily of ammunition for the 
armament of the live outworks, and the siege guns and howitzers which 
are to rexhace the iiieces mounted on unserviceable carriages, as indeed 
for the entire armament of the place, cannot be better regulated than 
in accordanoe with x^aragraiih 18 of General Orders, No. 43, War 
Department, Pebrua.ry 2, 1864, and the instructions for held artillery, 
excex:)t that the proportion of solid sliot might with advantage be 
diminished one-fourth to one-half and other kinds of projectiles in- 
creased. 

A cox^y of this letter will be lurnished with my report to Major-General 
Oanby.

For the purpose of making secure all military posts, railroad stations, 
and bridges, where troops are stationed, district commanders will 
cause good substantial stockades, block-houses, or forts to bo built by 
the troops stationed at such places without delay. When necessary 
they may order citizens living in the vicinity who are proteettM by 
Federal troops to assist in the construction of these works without 
compensation. Their location will be made having in view the com- 
mand of the object for protection and security of the troops occupying 
them. A comxietent officer will be detailed by each district commander 
to aid in selecting the positions and planning the works. No troops 
will be stationed at any ]3oint for any length of time without immedi- 
ately comx)lying with this order. Wlien stockades or block-houses are 
built, a good substantial ditch will be made and the stockades or block- 
houses "banked u^) with earth to the loop-holes. By proper exertion, 
and using the means at hand in all parts of the State, the works can 
be quickly built without cost to Government, and will render 
comxiaratively secure any detachment against any force liable to be 
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broiiglit against, it. District commanders Ayill give i)rompt and im- 
mediate attention to tliis matter, reiiorting progress from time to time 
to these headquarters.

Enrolled Missouri Militia. We need them. I recommeud that they be 
]c6pt until tlioir time expires. One company ot lijiirollecl Missouri Mili- 
tia proper at BloomfLeldj only iiart of them armed. They are not con- 
sidered reliable, and we dare not arm them. 1 have them completing 
the fortifications; will be done soon. I recommeud tliat they be miis-^ 
tered out when the fortifications are completed, which will be soon. _ If 
you could send me the three comijauies of my regiment now in Saint 
Louis I think it would not be necessary to call any more Enrolled Mis- 
souri Militia into service here. The Fifty-sixth, an excellent regiment, 
were mustered out at my instance, as they were farmers and their 
crops nngathered. If you cannot give mo the three companies men- 
tioned, I then recommend that two companies of the three-months’ vol- 
unteer Enrolled Missouri Militia be called in from the Fifty-sixth Regi- 
ment. I would prefer my own men. I have here now about seventy 
cavalry for duty, hardly suliicient for escort to train’s to my outposts.

He is a good man and has a good company of men, but our county is 
a very large county, and we require a cavalry force in addition. It yoii^ 
have the troops to spare I would like to have a company sent to Eoche- 
port on the river. A company of infantry would do good service at 
that place.

General Granger 
was himself to start last evening trom Point Aupin and East Pasca- 
goula with 3,000 infantry, to make a diversion in favor of this move- 
ment, and, if possible, to .strike the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, and do 
such other damage to the enemy as may be possible.* If this movement 
can be farthered in any way, by any little diversion which could be made 
part ot your force, whilst waiting transportation, tlie commanding 
general has no objection to such diversion being made, providing that tlie 
troops are not committed to any operations which would delay their 
return the moment transiiortatioii is ready. The general desires that 
2,000 of the best cavalry should be sent here wdth the utmost dispatch, 
as he intends to send them to Memphis for temporary service, on an 
expedition which is being fitted out for the purpose of cutting Hood’s 
communications nearer his base of operations,

Col- 
onel Mattson had Augusta surrounded by 2.30 ; moved out Avith iiifaiitry 
and caA^alry to the ferry, eight miles and a half, and crossed Cache liiver 
successfully before daylight. . McCray was three miles above the Widow 
Thomas’ place, and Avas pursued hve miles. Dobbin also escaped. If 
the crossing could have been made at Butt’s Camp Foul, no doubt both 
he and McCray Avould have been captured. Eebel citizeos expressed 
their gratification to have our trooiis come to capture and drive these 
felloAYS out,

Geneeal : As there has been some delay in forwarding the troops 
to Major-General Thomas, ordered by you, I desire to exxjlaiii the rea- 
son. For three days we were blocked by ice, imeventing our crossing 
the river, and iiart of the cavalry ordered before I took command were 
caught below the city, and had to be unloaded, brought back, and 
reshipped by rail, one boat blowing uj) and kOling 20 men, Avounding 
30 others, with loss of all stock, arms, and equipments belonging to 
troops on the boat. The cavalry here, three regiments, subject to go 
out of the State, are mostly dismounted, but I have Merrill’s Horse, 
Second Missouri, about ready to forward, by General Thomas’ request, 
to Paducah, to help General Meredith out. I llnd only nine regiments 
of infantry subject to orders to leave the State, and only five of these 
organized. They are all iieiv regiments and in x>rocess of organization. 
I sent every regiment that Avas organized and within reach. General 
Thomas notified me he did not wish any artillery, and I sent none. The 
infantry regiments were scattered all over the State, hardly two com- 
panies in a place. I used all dispatch iiossible in getting them, together, 
and there would have been very little delay excexit for the ice. I knew 
the necessity, and acted accordingly. There are now left in the State 
IT. S. Yolunteer Infantry as follows: Forty-firvst Missouri Infantry, on 
duty guarding, in Saint Louis,* Forty-third Missouri Infiintry, paroled, 
at Glasgow; Forty-sixth Missouri Infantry, in Southwest Missouri, in 
course of formation; Fiftieth Missouri Infantry, so far four companies 
organized.

Commanding Saint Louis Fistrict: 

Geneeal: I take the liberty of writing you fully upon affairs as I 
find them in my sub-district. I have outposts at Dallas, Bloomfield, 
Commerce, Charleston, New Madrid, and Caruthersville, which is about 
55 E E — VOL XLI, PT IV 
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thirty miles below ISTew Madrid on the river, and although I should not 
have advised placing aii outpost there siiice l cannot see what good 
it will accomplish, still, as Ave have now built a stockade, thus ren- 
dering it perfectly secure, and the inhabitants have been led to com- 
mit themselves so as to render their lives and property unsafe, I think 
I Avould maintain it. I have there one full company of infantry and 
one S(piadron of horse. I think forage can be obtained there. I have 
at New Madrid one infantry company, one company of Enrolled Mis- 
souri Militia, mounted, and one squadron of my regiment. I have at 
Charleston one company of infantry; at Commerce, part of a company 
of Enrolled Missouri Militia, and the other part at Hamburg, about 
fifteen miles Avest of Commerce. I think the force of Hamburg unnec- 
essary, but they Avould be of little use elsewliere, as they are neither 
Avell officered nor disciplined. I have at Bloomfield one squadron 
of my horse, reliable; one company of Volunteer Enrolled Missouri 
Militia, reliable, and one company of Enrolled Missouri Militia proper, 
not at all reliable. I think it Avould be Avell to strengthen that 
outpost, as it is an important one and liable to .attack, as BoAvles is said 
to be at Kennett. He is more likely at Bluecum, recruiting, and has 
five companies already raised. I have at Dallas one company of Vol- 
unteer Enrolled Missouri Militia, and Dallas is an outpost; there is no 
earthly use in holding if Bloomfield and Patterson are held. The 
Hnion men there are iiiostly in the army, and no force could come up 
the country without it being known at Bloomfield or Patterson. Hence, 
I Avould recommend that the outpost of Dalhis be abandoned and the 
troops there be sent to Bloomfield — or what Avould be perhaps better, be 
bi'ought here, where they could be the more easily foraged — and one 
comx:)anypf infantry be sent to Bloomfield from here; the force at Com- 
merce and Hambui'g being infantry, AAmuld, perhaps, better be sent, as 
by that means they Avould be remoA''ed from here, Avhere they Avill more 
or less board out,” and thus be more effective, while a small infantry 
force could be sent from here to Commerce, say one officer and twenty 
men, Avhich Avould l)e sufficient, as their only duty Avould be to prevent 
smuggling and supplies reaching the rebels. 

I hWe at this post about seventy caAndry, not enough for escort 
to guard trains to my numerous outposts, and three companies of 
infantry, two of them — the fifty raw troops and a small one — good 
troops. The outpost at PerryAulle Avas discontinued by the removal of 
the company of the Forty- seventh stationed there to Pilot Knob, but 
I do not think it necessary to maintain an outpost there. The outpost 
at Jackson Avas discontinued by the mustering out of the Enrolled 
Missouri Militia stationed there. But it Avas wholly unnecessary; so 
many outposts so much scatter my for<.‘.e that I find myself so busy 
guarding trains and ‘‘holding the post” as to be unable to spare any 
troops to march to disperse an enemy. Bloomfield is too AAmak to hold 
the X)OSt and march against Bowles at the same time. Another great 
difiiculty I labor under is the Avant of officers of experience. The new 
officers here do not yet know “ hoAV to do it,” and I have but two for 
duty. I therefore most urgently request that if you possibly can do 
so, you Avill send me at least companies D and H, or L, of my regiment. 
There are five of my squadron at Pilot Knob, which Avith the Seventh 
Kansas there make quite a respectable caAmlry force. Could you not 
spare me tAvo of them, and replace them by infantry, AAhich would cer- 
tainly be better for garrison duty, and still leave them a good cavalry 
force, and gHe me enough reliable officers and. A' eteran caAuilry to dis- 
perseBowlesor “any other man,” and patrol the border and keepitclearl 
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I need liardly say to yon that my force is more axiparent than. real. 
Yon know the Enrolled Missouri Militia stationed about here are of 
little nse. They are not all mounted and not at all reliable. The new 
companies of theEiftieth liegiment, of which I have three, are excellent 
for garrison duty, but, of conrse, harmless in pursuit of guerrillas and 
mounted troops. So if I were to move on Bowles to-day I could not 
raise 100 reliable men, mounted, and in these swamps that would not 
be enough; hence, if possible, give me two or three squadrons of my 
own men, and then you may take all the militia. I Jind much need of 
a strong hand here' since the lax discipline of the last few months. 
Outrages by soldiers and neglect of officers have become common, and 
many grievous complaints daily from the various outposts of armies in 
consequence of lax discipline, but I have gathered the reins in a strong 
hand and will undoubtedly be again called a tyrant. So be it. If they 
do not love they shall obey me. An armed violence on unarmed citizens 
shall cease. 

If my views concerning the abandonment of Dallas and the strength- 
ening of Bloomfield meet your own, please notify me. I think a few 
stroilg outposts are more a source of security to the country than a 
multiplicity of weak ones. I shall visit the outpost of Oaruthersville 
as soon as I can finish the unfinished business here and see to. the de- 
fenses, although I am told they are good; that is a good stockade, 
which, of course, could not resist artillery, but I think they have none 
in that country. I do not deny but that I think that a very exposed 
outpost, so distant from support and so far down, but believe the force 
there, with the gun-boat that lies off there, can hold it against any force 
they are likely to have there. 17ew Madrid is safe, and the forces there 
are active and vigilant, and have driven, out or killed all the guerrillas 
that formerly infested that region. Lieutenant-Colonel Hiller thinks 
that there are Union men at Dallas, but thinks the outpost unnecessary, 
but suggests that a small force of mounted men be left there to prevent 
smuggling from above, say one ofiicer and twenty men. I think his 
suggestion a good one; this force would act as a picket and could move 
readily if threatened. 

I again urge my great want of exx>erienced officers and reliable cav- 
alry. I should prefer of my regiment Companies D, E, E, H, and first 
in the order named.

Colonel: I have the honor to state that we are at this point, twelve 
miles from East Pascagoula. Onr landing and progress thus far seems 
to have been entirely unexpected by the enemy, who is reported to 
have moved all his forces in the direction of Pollard, which point, it is 
reported, was occupied by IT. S. forces last Thursday. This information 
I have gathered from persons and letters which have fallen into my 
hands, and, if true, I presume the forces at Pollard are those commanded 
by Colonel Eobinson. Our position here is very strong. At Good’s Mill, 
on Dog Eiver, one mile from here, which mill is now in our possession, 
there is a large quantity (2,000,000 feet) of good lumber, and valuable 
machinery. There are also two or three mills with a quantity of lumber 
below this. 

I wmnld suggest to the major-general commanding that more troops 
be sent here, and that General Davidson be ordered to join me with his 
forces also.

I sent the scout to Col- 
onel Eobinson, in command of the expedition, in order that he might 
have the benefit of the information,

Little Boole, Arlc. : 

Tour dispatch of the 13th, by telegraph, forwarded from Lewisburg, 
is received. I have but 100 teams. JNinety-five of them are now down 
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at the steamerSj eighteen miles below Clarksville, to load with forage, 
and cannot be back here before the 26th instant. I have here twenty- 
seven pieces of artillery, but no artillery or cavalry horses. I can only 
move the artillery by taking mule teams, which will require fifty, thus 
leaving me but fifty teams tor other transportation. A train is on the 
way from Fort Scott to this i^lace. I sent two regiments up to meet it 
seven days ago. I do not know how large the train is. It will prob- 
ably reach here by the 1st of J anuary, and I cannot move before these 
trains arrive. I have here about 170 tons of ordnance stores and 206 
tons of quartermaster’s stores (serviceable imoperty, mostly new). When 
we leave Fort Smith the inhabitants will be left at the mercy of guerril- 
las, and loyal people will be subjected to terrible suffering. Those who 
are not killed outright will be robbed of their subsistence, and in a 
short time will be in an actual state of starvation. There are at least 
600 persons, both white and black, who have no transportation, and 
there is none that can be obtained here. These people will have to 
leave here, and humanity demands that Are should furnish them the 
means of getting away. 1 respectfully but earnestly ask that a train 
as large as can be sx)ared be sent here Iroin Little Kock to assist in 
transporting Government stores and removing these people. The 
Indian troops at Fort Gibson were raised for service in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, and I am satisfied that any attempt to remove them from that 
Territory would prove disastrous, as they Avould become entirely de- 
moralized and utterly unfit for duty elscAvhere. All those Indians not 
in the service are of that class denominated refugees, and should they 
be moved in any direction it should be toward Fort Scott, Kans., and 
unless I receive instructions to the contrary I shall leave the Indian 
troops where they uoav are. I Avill be making all my i)reparations to 
move as soon as my trains arrive, and there will be time for me to send 
this dispatch and receive an answer from you before their arrival. 
Please send me a dispatch informing mo if you Avill send up a train.

Sir : Yours of the 5th instant came to hand a few days ago. I am 
gratified that Colonel Ford’s regiment has moved toward the plains. 
Hope they may get a chance at the hostile Indians, and that they may 
be sent to the Colorado side of the idains, as the time of our 100-days’ 
regiment is about up and we will be almost without troops. It would 
be much cheaper and better every way to keep such Indians as sur- 
render on the frontier of Kansas than at Lyon or any other point across 
the plains. The paper you indorsed for me, wdth your letter, have been 
laid before the Secretary of War. The Secretary of the Interior also 
recommended this winter campaign. The Secretary has told me tliat 
when a decision was made he would inform you. I am extremely anx- 
ious to know the result and would be thankful for the information as 
soon as you can give it. Every reiiort from the plains confirms the ne- 
cessity of active hostilities as the savages become more and more 
troublesome.

Sir: I have the honor to inform you that your favor of the 8th instant 
was duly received, and after taking sufficient time to inform myself of 
the wishes of our people I would in answer simply state the prevailing 
sentiment now and my own sentiments upon the subject is in harmony 
with the rest. Your forces stationed at Cheng watona are sufficient to 
afford all the protection needed in that quarter,- and perhaps in case 
of any disturbance in our county would be available, but they would 
be obliged to make long marches if called upon to aid our authorities. 
The excitement among the people is dying out again, and all will 
remain quiet until some fresh outrage is committed. Under your 
restrictions it seems that nothing can be done until some fresh crime 
is committed. Perhaps a small force of cavalry stationed at Sunrise, 
Chisago County, would be in closer proximity to our settlements and 
be more available in case they were needed. We have all become sat- 
isfied that there is but oneway to get rid of the nuisance, and that is 
by their removal, which we hope will soon be done. ‘ A strong effort 
will be made this winter to accomplish this. Our Governor is pledged 
to do all he can for that purpose, and our local authority will urge the 
matter. As regards selling liquors to Indians we believe that most of 
that traffic is carried on by persons in Taylor’s Falls, Minn. It being 
out of our State we can do nothing except iirosecute them in their own 
State, where they would probably get clear. As you know, the law in 
such cases is hard to enforce. I can only add that in case any fresh 
outrage is committed that I will promptly inform you of the facts, &;c. 
If there is anything needed in this matter our people will not hesitate 
to call upon you.

He 
reports that most of the emigrants returned to the States, and tliat he 
provided winter ciuarters at Fort Eice for ids entire train, together 
with the property belonging to the expedition. 

Maj. H.B.Maynadier, Twelfth U. S. Infantry, was assigned to the route 
‘Hrom Mobrara, on the Missouri Eiver, by the valley of the Mobrara 
and Gallatin, in Idaho.” He received his instructions the IGth of May. 
Starting from Dubuque, Iowa, on the 16th of June with only a small pro- 
portion of the number of men required tor the escort, he reached Sioux 
City on the 4th of July, and there found himself “ utterly unable to raise 
a party even as large as twenty-live,” oAving, as he thinks, to the fact 
that most of the class of men of which such expeditions are coinx)o,sed 
had gone A\dth General Sully against the Indians. ‘^Uiider these cir- 
cumstances and in consideration of the fact that the main object of the 
expedition, viz, protection of emigrants, could not be carried out for 
the reason that there were no emigrants to protect,” Major Mayna- 
dier determined to sell the property and disband the party. 

It axjpears from the foregoing facts that two of the three expeditions 
set on Ibot under the act of March 3, 1864, Avere of no use in i)roteotihg 
emigrants “ to the States and Territories of the Eaciilic.” It is supposed 
that a great ])art of the appropriations for the two routes, $10,000 lor 
each, should remain unexpended, but the accounts liave ]iot yet come 
to liand.

Missouri: The section of the State around Sedalia is unusually quiet. 
A few bushwhackers infest the Central District, and in Howard County 
several bands of rebel depredators are reported; otlierwise, the State 
is at present quite free from disturbance. 

Eastern Louisiana : General Hodge still commands the rebel district 
of Hast Louisiana. Col. Jack Scott commands forces in the field, and 
is now arming a portion of his command to harass General Davidson. 
Since General Lee’s exiiedition to Liberty the rebel forces have been 
considerably scattered. Their present effective strength is not far from 
500 men.

Colonel : I have tbe bo'nor to report that I have just received a 
dispatch from Major-General Granger, in wbicb be states that be occu- 
pies a very strong position on Franklin Creek, twelve miles from this 
point on the Mobile road. Tbe enemy appeared yesterday afternogn 
immediately in front of our picket-line, with a force of about 300 cav- 
alry and with a section of artillery; but after a little skirmish be retired 
very hastily in tbe direction of Mobile. Only one man was wounded on 
our side; loss of tbe enemy unknown. From a captured mail we learn 
that Pollard was taken by our forces from Pensacola on Friday last, 
and tbe railroad in that neighborhood destroyed. General Granger 
also writes that there is a very large amount of choice lumber at tbe 
several saw -mills on tbe Pascagoula Eiver, all of wbicb is now in our 
possession. Tbe river, however, is so very tortuous that it is almost 
impossible for tbe larger gun-boats to navigate it. Tbe tin-clads made 
one trip to tlie point where tbe left of tbe line rests, and were much 
damaged by tbe snags and trees along tbe shores. General Granger 
desires a small tug-boat, of light draught, not only to assist in getting 
out this lumber, but also for tbe purpose of conveying supplies to such 
points on tbe river as are accessible to our lines. With such a boat be 
can obtain millions of feet of most excellent lumber. Our laud trans- 
portation is so much reduced that a tug of this description would aid 
materially in supplying tbe trooi)s. General Granger further states 
that tlie troops are in excellent condition, and apparently anxious to 
meet tbe enemy. Believing that this report may be of interest to the 
commanding general, I have taken tbe liberty to forward it to you 
direct.

You will 
be watchful and vigilant in guarding against attack or surprise from 
the enemy, and will report daily the condition of affairs in your front 
and vicinity. If from any cause the expedition should not move, yon 
will, of course, receive orders to return immediately to camp. A train 
of cars sufficient for the ti’ansiiortation of your command will be on the 
track in front of your regiment at 8 o’clock in the morning, at whicL 
hour you will have everything in readiness and move imomptly.

General C, B. Fisk, Macon, Mo. : 

Dear Sir: We are gratified to be able to state that our county is 
once more in tolerable condition. As you are aware. Captain McNutt 
has a company of 110 men organized and armed with good muskets. 
We are also giad to be able to say that a portion of our people are man- 
ifesting a disposition to take hold of this thing of ridding the county 
of all X)ersons who resist the Government and its constituted author- 
ity. We think that Captain McNutt’s company will be the most effi- 
cient organization that has ever been raised in the county; there are 
men in it who are interested in the welfare of the county, and they 
know from experience that unless there is a change in this county that 
the good men of the county will have to leave it. Caxitain McNutt will 
have great trouble in mounting his men, for, general, our comity has 
feAv, very few, horses that are suitable for cavalry horses. This is owing 
to the great number that have been taken by the bushwhackers as 
well as many that were rightfolly taken by the troops in their hunts 
after bushwhackers, but there have been a great many wrongfully taken 
by our own troops. Bsiiecially was this the case with the Knox County 
militia, and we learn that you have ordered the matter inquired into, 
and we would suggest, general, that so many of the horses as are suit- 
able that may be recovered be turned over to Cajitain McNutt lor the 
use of his company, for he needs horses very badly. To justify the 
favorable ojiinion that we entertain of Captain McNutt and his com- 
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pany, we will say that they have already caihiired a man who has 
heretofore disturbed the peace of our county to the extent of his ability, 
and that they are now at work building a block-house for their protec- 
tion ill case of emergency. W^e think, there are but tew brushinen 
in the county, not exceeding twenty or thirty all told. There was a 
squad who passed through the county some two weeks ago, tiiey 
were six in number, but who they were or to whom they claimed to 
belong we are unable to state. They killed Mr. Pixier ot our county , ^ 
very estimable man, a good citizen, and a Union man from the start. 
They also hung a negro man who had formerly been a slave of the noto- 
rious Olay Price. Why they hung the negro we are unable to say, 
except that Price himself may have directed it to be done. The last 
that was heard of this band they had crossed the Uortli Missouri Rail- 
road going toward Callaway or Boone County. The other bands that 
are in the county have not killed anybody, but content themselves 
with stealing such property as they may fancy. The draft for this 
county took place on the l»5th ultimo 5 our c[uota was lo3 and we are 
glad to say that it is full, or nearly so, and that we will not have to 
resort to a suxiplemental draft to fill our quota. Some of our citizens 
who were drafted left for California, Canada, &c., but most of them 
. either furnished a substitute or went into the service. We think, gen- 
eral, that our county deserves some credit for the way that she has 
resimnded to the draft. 

We look to next spring and summer with serious concern. We fear 
that we shall not be able to keep our county clear of bushwhackers 
and thieves. There are portions of our county very favorable places 
for them to hide. We have no hope of keeping our county clear of 
these outlaws, except we can get the whole county organized into some 
kind of military organization, for we feel confident that the people of 
the county can stoii bushwhackers if we can get them organized, 
armed, and aroused. In parts of the county tlie people are favorable 
to organizing, but in other jiarts there hUiS been little or no action 
taken to organize the people to resist and exterminate bushwhackers, 
but we have a hope, general, that by proper exertion we can by spring 
get uj) an effective organization, anduiion this xioiut, general, we would 
be glad to hear from yon as to the best way of organizing an effective 
force. Although there is no immediate danger, yet we think the thing 
ought to be attended to now, and not put off till spring, for if we are 
ready early in the sining we can then pick up the men who come here 
to recruit while they are weak; but if we Avait until spring, then they 
have an even start Avith. us. We liope to see our county redeemed next 
summer, but to realize this hope we must be ready by spring. Will 
you be kind enough to give us any advice that your experience Avill 
shoAV that Ave are in need of.

Sill: I have the honor to report that 011 the 15th instant I left Saint 
Joseph with 130 officers and men belonging to the six companies of the 
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Forty-tliird Infantry MisBonri VolnnteeTS, wliicii were paroled at Glas- 
gow. We proceeded by rail to Weston, and ran olf.tlie track three 
times. We did not arrive until after dark. On tlie same day I sent 
the quartermaster with six wagons loaded witli commissary stores, the 
train being under escort detailed from the same companies, over the 
ordinary road, to meet me at Platte City. 

On the morning of the lOth the ground was sc covered with ice that 
I marched no farther tliaii Platte City. On the 17th we arrived at 
Parkville, and on the 18th at this ])oint. The weather was very bad 
and the men suffered. Many of the troops had agreed to mutiny in 
case they were ordered across the Missouri. Wlieii it came to the 
point I iield one well affected comiiany in reserve. Only oiie of the 
disaffected companies shoAved signs of refusing to march onto the ice. 
The reserve company Avas ordered to fix bayonets and inarch down the 
bank. This settled the matter. To-day 1 liad the great pleasure of 
receiving from department and district headquarters disj)atches AAfrich. 
announce the exchange of all prisoners and citizens captured and 
paroled prior to November 25. This exchange includes my battalion. 
To-iiight at dress xiarade I announced the exchange in orders. I have 
assumed command of this post and have no longer any scruples about 
undertaking any service that I may be ordered upon. It will take 
some time and strict discipline to bring the men back to their original 
good feeling, but they Avill get straightened out if hard Avork can ac- 
com])lish the object. , ,, . • 

Lieutenant-Colonel Pinger telegraxihcd to me to-day that the muti- 
neers whom I confined in the Saint Joseph jail are very penitent and 
desire to return to duty. The charges against sixteen of them have 
not been forwarded. None of those against whom the charges have 
been preferred have been arraigned for trial, 1 am Avilliiig to take 
them all back, and I respectfully request that the cliargesforAvarded be 
withdraAvn and returned to me, in cases Avhere the offenses charged are 
merely those arising from the refusal to do duty. 1 sincerely hope that 
the four companies at Saint Joseph may be sent to me, or that in some 
other Avay the regiment can be brought together.

I believe it would be a 
great injustice to the soldiers to have the pay stopped, as they are 
greatly in need of it, and I further believe that no acts were committed 
on any loyal citizens during the march referred to Avhich would justify 
a stoppage of the pay.

GtOVERNOR: I liave retimied to General Sully, at Diibnque, certain 
papers witli indorsement of General N. B. Baker, adjutant-general of 
Iowa, in relation to tui'ning over to the IJ. S. military authorities cer- 
tain prisoners charged to be guerrillas and bushwhackers wbo have 
been committing depredations in Southern Iowa and who were cap- 
tured by a force of State militia. Of course, I ain quite willing to take 
cliarge of these j)risoners and make the necessary disposition of them 
by court-martial or military commission, but I would suggest to you 
that the etlect would be iiiJinitely better if these men were tried and 
punished by the authorities of the State of loAra. Having been cap- 
tured by the State militia, acting under your orders, they are properly 
amenable to punishment by the authorities of tlie State. So long as 
these villainous bushAvhackcrs and guerrillas understand that they are 
finally responsible only to the Federal authorities they will avail them- 
selves of every opportunity in the absence of U. S. troops to invade 
Iowa and commit robbery and murder. Once let them understand that 
they will be promptly and summarily dealt witli by the State authori- 
ties, and that Iowa is abundantly alile to protect lierself against them, 
or bring ofienders to condign punishment by her own officers, and with- 
out delay for reference to the TJ. S. authorities, and I feel sure that 
your southern border will not long bo infested by these rascals. I ofier 
this suggestion for your consideration, and have directed General Sully 
to confer fully witli you in this view, because I believe the measure 
suggested to be most conducive to the best interests of the State and 
to a permanent i)eace on the southern border. It, however, you think 
otherwise, or are not able to carry out this view, General Sully will 
take charge of the prisoners and make such disposition of them as 
seems best.

I desire to make some changes in the disposition of the troops in this 
district for the imrpose of drill, discipline, and efficiency. But before 
commencing the movement, I feel that it would be better to explain 
the reason to General Sherman that it may not be misunderstood and 
countermanded while in process of execution : Pirst, I desire to relieve 
the Thirty-third Illinois Veteran Volunteer Infantry, who have been a 
long time scattered on the line of the railroad and need to be conc.en- 
trated for regimental drill and discipline, by the Sixtieth Indiana, who 
have enjoyed their regimental organization ever since they have been 
in this district, and to whom regimental drill is not of so much impor- 
tance as they have but some tliree months to serve. Second, I desire 
to relieve the detached companies of the Third Ehode Island Cavalry 
now at Donaldsonville and send them to their commanding officer at 
Eapoleonville, where their duty will be lighter and they can pay more 
attention to drill. In their place I wmuld like (o send five companies 
of the Sixteenth Indiana from the battalion organization here and give 
them the three companies now scattered along the railroad, who also 
need looking after awhile in drill by a field oflicer. To replace them I 
propose to take three of the best drilled companies from the force so 
long at Eapoleouville. This change I think would be of great advan- 
tage to the service, and if in accordance with the views of General Sher- 
man I Avould like to make them, but not without.

Maj. Gen. J. J. Eeynolds: 

General: Last winter Colonel Livingston, commanding _ First 
Nebraska Cavalry, with that regiment and the Eleventh Missouri 
Cavalry, came from Missouri to Batesville and occupied that place till 
about the 1st of March, when for lack of forage he removed to Jack- 
sonport. While at J acksonport he had to be supplied Avith forage from 
here to some extent. He abandoned thatx>lace and came here in June. 
During the most of August and September the rebel Shelby, with a 
mounted command of about 4,000 or 5,000 men, occupied the country 
around Batesville and Jacksonport. During the summer General 
West made Hvo cavalry expeditions near to Batesville. Since then 
General Mower’s forces, including 2,000 cavalry, moved through that 
region of country. The intbrmafion I have received in the past few 
weeks ia*to the effect that the people in the neighborhoods of Bates- 
ville and Jacksonport are bordering on destitution. There can be 
hardly any forage thei'e, and what there is, very likely, is hid away. I 
doubt if it is advisable to occupy either of those places, but I have 
thought and still think it would help us to send a force to stay at each 
place a day or two. Four hundred iiiftintry, probably less, and 200 
cavalry at each place would ansAver. If the movement Avas conducted 
with energy the cavalry, scouting out in. different directions now Avhile 
there is no’ organized force to resist, Avould very likely capture a good 
many iirisoners. The success AA'ould depend upon the extent to which 
the movement was a surprise. Boats can go to J acksonport generally 
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3 year round, and liave no trouble in making Batesville in the winter, 
is two days’ trip to Jacksonimrt. Tlie Little lied is also navigable

Sir : I advised you on 9th. instant that immediately on iny arrival here 
I received an order by telegraiih from Major-General Halleck to break 
up the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, and forwarded a copy of the dispatch, 
with my reiffy, asking for Winslow’s divi-sion of cavalry, Avhick Avas en 
route from Saint Louis, Ada Cairo, to Kashville, and his anSAver, saying 
that the troops in Missouri Avould rei)ort to Major-General Thomas. 
To move against the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Avith the very small 
available infantry force here could have found no justification, nor 
Avouid it have been xu'oductive of anything but disaster. I have com- 
Xilied Avith General Halleck’s orders by Avhat I consider a hazardous 
undertaking. This morning my Avhole effective cavalry force, about 
3,500 men, under command of Rrigadier-General Grierson, moved Avith 
orders by forced marches to strike the railroad aboAm Tupelo, and if 
possible destroy it to Meridian; then if safe to dash at Cahawba and 
release our xndsoners, returning to this x>lace; or, if necessary, to Vicks- 
burg, Ratchez, or even Pensacola. Please communicate AAdth the com- 
mander at Pensacola and Mobile Bay. 

Prom reiiorts received, I believe the enemy to have between 5,000 
and 6,000 men at Corinth, 2,000 under Wirt Adams at Holly Springs, 
and 3,000 at Oxford, AAdth strong guards along the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad. I inclose coxiy of my instructions to General Grierson. 
It Avill be seen that the exxiedition Avas to liaA'e commenced move- 
ment two days ago, but the Aveather has been so rainy as not only 
to increase raxiidly the sick list of men and horses, but actually 
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to bar progress on account of tlie bad ccmdition of the 
overflowing of the streams. The Tirst Brigade 
pointed time in a flood of rain, but reaching the crossing 
they found it over its banks for a long distance, and aftei 
qiuMitity of their ammunition they were compelled to 
was changed and the whole cavalry column inarched this morning, v c 
Eipley without a wheel to cumber their difficult and dangerous march. 
Si with orders to let nothing but an evident nnpossibihty prove 
the accomplishment of their mission. The weather foi ten days has 
been intolerably rainy, and the whole country is overflowed, tlio roads 
knee-deep in inud. Nothing but the peremptory order received and 
the appreciation of the vital importance of the undertaking 
have induced me to venture such a risk. To enable me to obey orders 
from the chief of the staff of the army, I have been conqielled to 
assume some responsibilities which I feel place me in a delicate *^itua- 
tioii, and I trust the sincerity of my motive will be self-eyideut. LI: i 
can accomplish the end at which I aim, I shall be content with suffer- 
ing any personal mortification. I have been compelled, in order to 
make the matter possible, to detain the fragments of Winslow's cav- 
alry brigade which I found here, although they were under orders to 
ioin General Thomas. They could not have reached hTashville in time 
to have engaged in any operations there, and the service they were 
to render here was of the most vital importance to him. 1 was ahso, 
in consequence of the breaking down of the Vicksburg cavalry by 
their arduous service and the severe weather, compelled to take li oni 
Col E. E. Clary, depot quartermaster, Memphis, horses which, were 
in transitu to the Department of the Gulf. In addition to thisj it 
was necessary for me to order Brig. Gen. M. K. Lawler, coinmand- 
ing First Brigade, Eeserve Corps, Military Division of West Missis- 
sippi, to move toward Corinth with nine regiments and two batteries of 
his own and of the Second Brigade, Brig. Gen. E. S. Dennis command- 
ing, and to put the Memphis and Charleston Eailroad in repair as 
far as he went. This was to mask our cavalry move, and by threaten- 
ing Corinth compel its garrison to remain at home for defense. Briga- 
dier-General Lawler marched this morning, and after making visible 
demonstrations to rebuild the Moscow bridge, he will probably return 
ill eight days. I herewith inclose a copy of my instructions to him. I 
am greatly chagrined at the delay which has been imposed upon me in 
starting this .expedition. The weather has been and still is such as I 
can hardly give you an idea of— ruinous to both men and horses. My 
cavalry from Vicksburg has been slow in reaching here owing to dense 
fogs, and when it arrived both men and horses were used up by their 
last expedition and pinched by cold weather. I find myself now 
reduced from a force of 4,500, wliich I reckoned on, to a cavalry force 
of 3,600 effectives. It is out of the question to take artillerv in the 
jiresent condition of theroads. I liavenotified Major-General Eeynolds 
of the appropriation of the Eeserve Corps here. In giving my order to 
Brigadier-General Lawler, I gave it as by authority of Major-General 
Halleck.

Geneeal: In accordance with verbal instructions lierf^tofore given 
yon for the purpose of executing the orders wTiich hiive been recedved 
ironi Major-General Halleclc, Chief of Stalf, U. S. Army, to brealc tlie 
communications of Hood’s rebel army by way of the Mobile and Ohio 
llailroad, yon will move Colonel Karg6’s brigade of cavalry at early 
dawn to-morrow morning, xiroceeding by the north, side of Wolf lliver, 
and moving via Somerville, demonstrating toward Bolivar, destroying 
the telegraph line, if any exist between Grand Junction and Jadcson; 
tlience moving east and southeast, cutting the telegraidi, if one is found, 
between Grand Junction and Corinth at or near SanlsVniry, and thence 
moving toward Kii)ley. Twenty-four hours after Colonel Karge moves 
yon will march with all your available elfe(*tive cavalry iiiK'e, (‘onsist- 
ing of Winslow’s and Osband’s brigades, forming a junction with the 
advance brigade somewhere in the vicinity of ItixJey, visiting, if possi- 
ble, Holly Sx)rings on the way. You will then strike the Mobile and 
Ohio Eailroad at the most coiivenient vulnerable point, and destroy it 
as far and as eheetually as you can without unwarrantable risk of your 
(iommand. You will x^rovide turxientine, combustibles, and tools for 
destroying the road, and see that your men are provided witli not less 
tlian 100 rounds per man, and as much bread and other rations as 
they can carry. It is necessary that you keep your force united, well 
in hand, and constantly on the alert, Avith flankers and scouts out, as 
it is most xu’obable that the enemy is m considerable force at Corinth, 
as well as in the vicinity of Holly Springs and Oxford and along the 
Mobile and Ohio Eailroad. An infontry force Avill marcli at the same 
time you do, and proceed as far as Moscoaa^, for the purpose of demon- 
stration on Corinth to induce the enemy not to detach from there. A 
cipher operator will accompany yon, and if when near Eixiley you deem it 
safe, it is desirable for yon to select all indifferent men and horses and 
send them back to join the infantry on its return march, and send back 
with them in cixdier such information as you may have. A crushing 
blow toAvhatever force the enemy may have in the field near Holly 
!3l)rings, or detached from Corinth, on your march is very desirable; 
but it"is of the last importance that a complete destruction of the rail- 
road to as long a distance as possible should be effected. Should you 
in effecting that object find yourself warranted by circamistances in 
proceeding as far as near Meridian, and then are of the opinion that 
you could safely make a dash at Cahawba and release our prisoners, 
the exultation 'of the nation at such a glorious achievement would be a 
crowning triumph for you. In returning from your expedition, it is of 
course preferable for you to come back here; but if you find your rray 
barred by a largely superior force, you can strike the Mississippi at 
Aatchez, Vicksburg, or any other iioint you may be forced to;* and if 
compelled to resort to such an alternative you could even reach Pensa- 
cola. I do not wish to restrain you by too definite and exact instruc- 
tions, as circumstances unforeseen may control your action; but Heave 
details to your Avell-known experience, sagacity, and enterprise. You 
have some fine officers and a good body of men, and I confidently rely 
on your triuraxfiiant success. It is necessary that your inoAunnents 
should be Avith a celerity limited only by the eax>acity and endurance 
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of your liorses : and on seeing the enemy an immediate and furious 
attack will always send them down before you. Whilst I wisli eveiy 
officer to understand that misconduct, mismanagement, neglect, or 
shortcoming a^t. 11 be instantly followed by his disgrace, 1 have to 
assure them that no effect will be spared on my part to insuie then 
advancement when won by meritorious services.

General : You will move out Avith the nine regiments and tAVO liat- 
teries heretofore designated on the State Line road in the direction of 
La Eayette. The object of your movement is to support a cavalry 
expedition under General Grierson, Avhich lias been heretofore explained 
to you, and to so threaten Corinth by a demonstration and a feint of 
repairing the Memphis and Charleston Eailroad as to keep the garri- 
son there from making strong detachments against General* Grierson. 
That officer has been instructed to explain his moveinent ’ and his 
marches to you, and you fully understand the circumstances likely to 
arise. Mr. Goodhue, the superintendent of the railroad, has also 
reported to you, with instructions to repair tlie road as far as German- 
town, or perhaps Collierville. It is expected your advance Aviil reach 
the railroad bridge near Moscow at the Wolf Eiver, crossing as speedily 
as possible, and placing themselves in a secure position, make open and 
visible demonstrations to rebuild the bridge there.

General: It is avh'II known that when Price left this State a large 
number of rebel synipa.thi/.ers and guerrillas joined him, mostly men 
who have been noted for their open sympathy and acts in aid of the 
rebellion. It is also well understood that this class of Missourians 
intend to return, early in tin*, spring to follow their old vocuition oi‘ robbery, 
ra])ine, and murder. Tlie two only inducements for their i‘eturn aren 
First, their families being located heie; second, their love of plunder. 
Now, I am convinced that if iroin disloyal districts their fainilic^s were 
to a certa,in extent sent to them while they are in the rebel lines, it 
would not only keep them there, but would det(3r many others from 
returning, and at the same time have a salutary effec-tupoii the reniaiii- 
ing disloyal citizens. I have always hnind that banishment, to a cer- 
tain extent, and judiciously and quietly made, is very beneficial in its 
effects, and I am convinced it would clo great good in this State. I 
can already see the iireparations for the strife, intended to be com- 
menced so soon as the leaves come, and if we allow these citizen guer- 
rillas, cNic., to join Price when they clmose, swell the columns of the 
enemy that co'me into the Sta,te, and to return to their homes and the 
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biisTi after having been defeated and driven ^ out, at tlie same time 
allowing their families to remain here and receive onr protection while 
they feed and clotlie them by plunder, and engage in active, hostilities 
against ns, without; some retaliatory measures being adopted to waia 
them, the guerrilla ’yarfare and rebel strength in the State will iiiGic aso 

instead of diminish, , -r i i 

Before taking any positive action in this matter i desire to Jiave the 
approval of the administration, for to banish rebels and then have the 
orders thereto issued countermanded, only weakens the influence and 
authority of the comniander. It is now the boast ot some rebels and 
bushwhackers tliat orders for their banishment, &c., can, through the 
various influences that tliey can bring to bear, be generally revoked, 
and I do not desire to adopt measures and issue orders ot this kind 
without first having the full concurrence of the Government in the 
policy. I write yon on this subject knowing that you are fully posted 
on Missouri afi'airs, and I do most earnestly request that you obtain 
and inform me of the views of the President and of the Secretary of 
War in the matter, as I desire thereby to shape my action in the prem- 
ises. I am having listed throughout the disloyal districts as follows: 
First, the families of noted bushwhackers; second, the families of noted 
rebels who ioiiied Price during his late raid; third, the avowedly dis- 
loyal families of persons in therebel service; fourth, those citizens who 
Avere the active aiders and abettors of Price’s army while recently in 
the State; fifth, those citizens who harbor guerrillas. Prom this list I 
should select for banishment tlie most noted characters, taking as 
near as possible from the diflerent neighborhoods and sections, for the 
benefit of efleot on those permitted to remain.

Major: I have the honor to luport the present status of military 
affairs iii this district. That portion of the district south of the Pacific 
Eailroad is remarkably quiet; no disturbance of any kind has occurred 
there for some time. The forces of the Enrolled Miss'oiiri Militia re- 
tained in active servi(ie being authorized only when the exigency of the 
military service', demands i t, I have felt justilied in relieving from duty 
the, company at Callioun, Henry County, and all of Morton’s (umipany 
at Osceola, except fifty men, which is deemed amply sufficient by the 
loyal citizens there for their protection. On the uiianimous recom- 
mendation of tlie Committee of Public Safety for Miller County, ap- 
pointed under the provisions of General Order 107, 1^ have relieved 
from active duty the force of Enrolled Missouri Militia in that county. 
What few guerrillas remain in the district are skulking about in the 
Counties of La Fayette and Saline, on the Missomi lliver. These two 
counties are the strongholds of treason in this district, and are never 
entirely free of the jiresence of rebel thieves and outlaws. A band of 
these have recently been (piite troublesome and bold in Saline County. 
They range from 'Dover, La Fayette County, and Greenton Valley, 
down the. Missouri lliver to Saline City near Arrow Bock. 1 have had 
a force after them in La Fayette County for tlie past Aveek, AAdiich drove 
them out. My o])inion is tliat these bands hover along the river to 
serve as guides for rebel recruits from north side of river going vsouth. 
I shall inaugurate the most rigorous measures for the destruction of 
these bands; and to prevent the return of similar parties the sympa- 
thizing citizens of that locality, who unquestionably give shelter and 
aid to guerrillas, Avill have to be sternly luid severely dealt Avith. To 
accomx>lish the riddance of tliat county of these pests Avill require the 
sending there of an additional cavalry force, Avhich I shall do at an 
early day. 

Kansas City is the largest commercial point in the Avestern part of 
the district. There is a 'large supply of quartermaster’s, commissary, 
and hosiiital stores at that iilace, aiul I am under the necessity of send- 
ing two squadrons of cavalry there. These disxiositions break in 
materially on the cavalry camps recently fitted up under my direction, 
though I trust they will satisfy the demands of the district for the 
winter, and leave the force so distributed permanent for awhile. The 
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provost-mars-hal’s and quartermaster’s departments

vigorous measures are in iirogress to bring to light tlie 
traitors amongst us who gave encouragement and succor to i inx <biKi 
his men when here; and also to get the names mid learn tlie chaiactt-r 
of those who left their homes and followed oft Price s army and have 
returned, claiming to have been conscripts.

J. E. Brown, special ^nilUapj agent, 
Fort Wadsworth, Bale, Ter., of date Becember 9, 1864. 

G-abriel Eenville visited this agency since my retnin and represents 
the camp of the friendly Sissetons under his charge to be doing ivelb 
tlie buffalo being abundant along the Janies and him Fivers. Fed 
Feather and other chiefs and principal men who have surrendered since 
last STiring are anxious to sign the obligations demanded or those who 
surrendered at Abercrombie. They say they fear that without some 
official act between the Government and them they will not be rtmog- 
nized as friends, and they see too many advantages resulting to them, 
in iTGiiG'wiuff tliGir intGrcoiirso AYitli the Groverinneiit, to Iciivo tlieii posi- 
tion ill any doubt if it can be avoided. They say they have had an 
ODPortunity of realizing the blessings they enjoyed previous to the out- 
break, and of which they have been deprived through the evil acts ot 
others, and without any participation whatei ei in the commission ot 
those acts. They are now and ever have been friendly to the whites, 
and have ever been kindly treated by the governmental authorities, 
and it was under a force of circumstances wholly beyond their control 
that they joined the hostile camp and remained so long with it. They 
say that had they been alone they would have long since abandoned the 
hostile camp, but they had with them their wives, children, mothers, and 
sisters all of whom they must have abandoned to the tender mercies of 
the hostile Indians. Mr. Eenville feels satisfied that there is not a man 
of any character or influeiicein the camp on the J ames that would not any 
moment take sides with the Aidiites in a conflict with the hostile Sioux. 
They have been guarded, driven, vscolfed at, and ridiculed by those con- 
nected with the hostile camp, until even Indian patience has given way, 
and a feeling of enmity against those Indians has taken deep root in 
the breasts of all who have sufiered the insults and degredations 
heaped upon those who were derisively termed the “White Sioux.” I 
have informed Mr. Eeiiville that he might allow all the chiefs and head- 
men who have not yet entered into a contract in regard to their future 
connection with the'Governmeiit, to come to this agency when he sends 
up for his supplies for this month. 

I deem it very unfortunate that the Indians from the Missouri wlio 
are hunting at different points on the Coteau have not been removed 
west of the James, both on account of the dissatisfaction _ created 
among the Indians who are kept in the camp on the JamevS, while those 
Missouri Indians are iiermitted to roam over the country at pleasure, 
and on account of the effect which a failure to carry out the regulations 
of the Government will have upon the Missouri Indians themselves. 
Indians exjDect that all promises made by the whites, whether of reward 
or punishment, should be carried out, and to the unfulfilled promises 
and threats made by and in the name of the Government may be 
attributed most, if not all, of the Indian troubles which have occurred 
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since the organization of onr G-overnnient. At this time x)articiilarly, 
when the Bionx are deemed to be under military surveillance, they 
should be made to understand that all regulations regarding them will 
be strictly enforced. The Government at great expense located those 
Indians on. the Missouri, with the understanding on tlie part of Minne- 
sota tliat no Bionx should be located again within her limits. Yet we 
find several fiiinilies hunting and trapping near the old Yellow Medi- 
cine Ageiuty, and quite a number of families, I learn, are at the scouts’ 
('amp, on the Redwood, Avliile a still greater number are located along 
the Bioux River. As soon as the i)resent storm has subsided I propose 
to send a party of scouts as far down the Sioux River as Lake Poin- 
sett, to order the Indians that may be found along the Sioux River, 
and those that may be hunting near the edge of the Ooteau, to move 
forthwith to the west side of the James River, and should they refuse 
to obey more stringent measures will have to be resorted to.

Sir: I have the honor to submit to your consideration a statement 
of the information received at this office this 22d day of December, 1864, 
from the following source, the statement of Oscar M. Jackson, scout, 
who left Mobile on the 16th instant: 

Around Mobile on the west side from the bay to Alabama River are 
three lines of defense. The two outer lines are simply hr east- works; 
the inner lines consist of Iburteen forts and redoubts, of which the 
two next the bay below the city are the strongest. Interval from 
one line of works to the next is about 600 yards. In the bay, form- 
ing x)rolongation of the inner line, are Batteries Gregg and Gladden. 
The channel betwe(3n Gregg and the shore is planted with torpedoes. 
The dce])er channel between Gregg and Gladden is free at present. 
The obstructions have been completed and no ingress or egress permit- 
ted. There are from 6,000 to 6,000 troops in the city, of wiiom more 
than half are militia. The regulars are; First Georgia Infantry, 175 
men; Twenty-second Louisiana Artillery, acting infantry, number un- 
known; Twenty- first Alabama Infantry, large regiment, number un- 
known; Seventeenth Alabama Infantry, number unknown. The mili- 
tia are: State Reserves, number unknown; British Guards, number 
unknown ; Spanish Guards, number unknown ; Pelham Cadets, number 
unknoAvn ; Brooks’ cavalry, one comiiany, scout below the city. Maj. 
Gen. Dabney H. Maury is commanding. Col. Thomas H. Taylor, coni- 
mands the post. McCulloch’s brigaile of cavalry, of Forrest’s com- 
mand, and the Fifteenth Confederate Cavalry, Colonel Maury, started 
about the 10th toward Pollard to meet rep)orted advance of Federal 
forces from that point. This force confronted and harassed General 
Davidson near Oitronelle; numbers estimated between 3,000 and 4,000. 
Troops are poorly clad, scantily fed, and in the case of militia and con- 
scripts highly disaffected. General Beauregard has not lately been in 
Mobile. Lucien Adams is there in high favor. Three months since 
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Oaptaiii MurpTij^, suspected of being’ an incendiary and boat-burner, 
was in Mobile: is believed to be now in New Orleans. He is forty-five 
or fifty years of ag'e, five feet seven inches hig’h, rather portly, with, lull 
face, blue eyes, iron-gray hair, gray side Avhiskers, no mustache j is 
said to have caused the conflagration of steamers in New Orleans in 
June, 1864. A regular carrier between Mobile and New Orleans is one 
Kichardson, tAventy-one years of age, five feet seven inches high, 
slender, with light complexion, brown hair, gray eyes, and with right 
arm gone just above the elbow.

Colonel : I have just receiA^ed your di.spatches of the 16th and 19th 
and proceeded at once to call on General Bailey to ofl'er him all the 
assistance in my power to hurry the cavalry back to Nerv Orleans. The 
loAV tides and fog have embarrassed us beyond measure, but we are 
again at work and Avill push things to the utmost. I returned from the 
frontlast niglit. W e are getting along there as well as might be expected, 
although our best efforts and extreme patience have been required to 
keep our troops supplied Avith rations and forage, all our transporta- 
tion being requmed by the cavalry. There seems to be great delay m 
the passage of the boats to and from New Orleans, and, besides this, 
General Bailey informs me that he is entirely out of forage. I have 
heard to-day, unofficially, that our troops captured Blakely with 300 
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prisoners. I presume that my present x)osition is correctly understood 
by the commanding general and that he appreciates the smallness of 
the force at my disposal. I moved from Pensacola and Mobile Bay to 
make a diversion in favor of General Davidson. Davidson’s raid {ind 
the one from Pensacola have terminated, leaving the combined forces of 
the enemy to concentrate against me. I shall stand my ground until 
orders are received to the contrary or I am driven back by the enemy. 
Ill fact, while all the boats are required for returning the cavalry, I see 
no other alternative than to light it out, in case the enemy decides 
to honor me. My troops are foil of pluck and well in hand. Besides, 
I have the hearty co-oiieration of the navy, to which I am again under 
manifold obligations.

<nio.„ieer entirely deneudent on the pontoon battalion (numbering at 
the last return 240 nfen xircsentfor duty) for all details tor fatigue duty 
on the defenses, as these are the only troops under his control. Cap- 
tain Wheeler informs me that he has tiiriiishcd 100 men daily lioni the 
battalion, to work on the fortifications. I would suggest that, it possi- 
ble the daily fatigue detail for work on the fortifications be one regi- 
ment with its full comxilement of officers, to continue until the most 
essential portions of the line of Avorks are completed. 

Second. Upon each of the principal commanding points on the hue 
of works established around Little Eock, where batteries have been 
constructed or commenced, I recommend that an inclosed Ai^ork be 
placed with as little modification of the trace of the batteries as may be 
consistent Avith the necessary conditions of strength. This is iii accord- 
ance AA’ith the design of Oaiitain Wheeler, and ought, in my opinion, to 
be carried into eftect at once. These inclosed AAmrks should be suffi- 
ciently strong to repel, beyond x)er ad venture, an open assault on any 
and every side. Tliese iio'sitions on the large map of Little Eock in 
Oaptain Wheeler’s xiossession are Battery A, Battery B, Battery D, 
Battery F, and near Battery H, on the high ground in a nortliAvesterly 
direction from it. The Avorks at the Hat- positions above named should 
each be surrounded with a formidable obstacle placed within the reach 
of the musketry fire of the parapet. The scarp, if it can be made suffi- 
ciently high aiid steep, might aiiSAver Avithoiit any other obstacle, but, 
inasmuch as the ditches of such Avorks are but imperfectly flanked, I 
AYOuld lecommend an inclined iialisading, or an abatis beyond the ditch. 
The gorges of the Avorks should be closed by palisades or light stock- 
ades Avith a barrier at the oiiening. The square redoubt between Bat- 
teries B and 0 is sufficiently strong in profile without any additional 
obstacle. At the other points on the line selected f()r batteries (called 
Batteries 0, F, aud G) I do not deem inclosed works necessary, 
although there AYOuld be an advantage in inclosing Battery 0 in such 
a manner that it would be completely seen in reA^erse from the redoubt. 
The line of rifle-pits has been judiciously located, and should be com- 
pleted betAYeeii the right of the line and the redoubt. Positions for 
light batteries should be prepared at suitable points on the line, to take 
part, under partial cover, in an active defense. 

Third. For the control of the approaches to the city on the north 
side of the river, and the security of the railroad property and supply 
depots there established, two small detached Avorks have been pro- 
jected, and one of them nearly completed. They are well calculated to 
siibsei'A^e the end in view, against any exxpected demonstration, or an 
attempt in sufficient force to attract attention, butthe utmost vigilance 
at or on the line of these Avorks would not be likely to frustrate the 
secret and stealthy axiproach of a few daring’ and skillful incendiaries. 
I therefore recommend that these depot buildings be inclosed by a light 
palisading, eight or nine feet in height, Avith gates across the railroad 
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track, and arranged witli a walk for sentries on the inside, two and a 
halt feet below the top. I would also recommend that the two works 
referred to above be inclosed and surrounded by a formidable obstacle, 
llifle pits judiciously located so as to connect them with theswami) be- 
tween them and with the river would materially aid an active in- 
fantry defense. 

Fourth. The armament for the defense of tlio line around the city on 
the south side of the river consists of seven 20-x)ounder Parrott rifles in 
position in the redoubt, and live batteries of field artillery, each com- 
])osed of six 3-inch rifles. I would recommend that your suggestion to 
exchange one of these batteries fcjr a battery of sniooth-b()re Napoleon 
guns be eliected at your earliest convenience. Oapfain Wheeler iii- 
lornied me that inquisitions for more rifled guns (including some 30- 
])Ounder Parrotts) had been made by him. In my judgment there arc 
rilled guns enough at Little Eock, and any addition to tlie armament 
of the place should be smooth-bore siege guns or siege howitzers, fVn* 
tlirowing shells and spherical case at high angles and low velocities (so 
as to search the ravines in advance of the line), and grape and canister 
at short ranges. Twelve such xiieces, xvitli one of your 3-inch rille bat- 
teries exchanged for Napoleon, would comprise the only modification of 
the arinameut on the south side of the river tliat I deem essential. 
Some of the rifled guns in depot might perhaps be exchanged for fhdd 
howitzers of large caliber. I recommend it, if practicable. North of 
the river one light battery, divided between the two works, would be a 
sufficient permanent armament. By means of a pontoon bridge a(*-ross 
tfie stream, which should always be kept up, any necessary increase 
of the artillery force on that side could promptly be made. 

Fifth. The ammunition to be distributed to the several inclosed 
works should be 125 rounds for the siege guns (one- fifth solid shot, one- 
fifth canister or grape, and three-fifths sxdierical case); for the siege 
liowitzers, 125 rounds (two-fifths grape or canister and tlu’ce-fifths sheb) ; 
for all field ])ieces, 200 rounds per gun, assorted as prescribed in the “in- 
structions for field artillery,” exceiit that there shonid be one-fburth to 
one-half less of solid shot, with a corresponding increase of the other 
kinds of projectiles. There should be a service magazine in each of tbe 
inclosed works; an excellent one is being constructed in the redoubt.

Abraham Lincoln, 

President of the Pnited, States : 

My Dear Sir : Maior-General Keynolds came uii the river yesterday 
and -went on to Little Eock to assume command of the department. 
General Steele went down the river five days ago. We have had heavy 
rains of late and the rivers are up again. We shall take advantage ot 
the navigation to send some boats np the Arkansas. Since my last my 
scouts have caxitimed some more jirisoners, including one lieiitenaiit- 
colonel. In the past six weeks my scouts have captured 80 prisoners, 
including 14 coiomissioned officers, and the only loss or accident we 
have met with in these operations was that of a soldier who was ac(;i- 
dentally drowned. 1 came here early in July, and since that time have 
saved the Government $30,000 in the item of captured beef alone. I 
am, however, ordered out of the department, having been assigned to 
the command of the Third Brigade, Eeserve Corps, late Niueteeuth 
Corps, Military Division of West Mississippi, with headquarters at 
Morganza. My successor in command of this post is General Shaler, 
who\vill probably be here in three or four days, but I do not know who 
will succeed me in command of the Second Division. It appears that 
my superiors did not take into consideration that I am in command of 
a division, though it is someAvhat detached. It is ratlier painful to 
leave the division, I having been associated with a part of the troops 
ever since I was mustered in as a ynivate in ISGl. General Eeyiiolds 
says there was not a breath of dissatisfaction witli me, and that it wms 
considered a lift to assign me to the brigade of movable troops, but 
consiflering the importance of this post, and that I was a division com- 
mander, itVill hardly be regarded a step up. That makes no difference, 
however, if I can be more efficient in the new place, which remains to be 
seen. So mucli in war depends on chance that I have ever feared to 
ask to stay or to go, lest in the end I might seem to have attempted to 
control fortune. I have, however, always desired to be in a large and 
active army. On this point of chance, let me call your attention to an 
eloquent passage inhTapior’s Penimsular War, Vol.l (Eedfield’s edition), 
p. 245. You probably have it in your library. 

General Eeynolds and his inspector, Maj. A. D. Nelson, agreed with 
me that we ought to have 300,000 more men got in readiness.

■ Colbert is out collecting the Eocheport assessment the rebels are mak- 
ing the Union men pay over to them a. much larger amount. The 
remilt is that the Union men and quiet citizens are making their 
arrangements to leave the county, and unless w’o can have an active 
cavalry force it is useless to try to hold this county. There are many 
men and quite a number of women that ought to be sent out of the 
county whose names will be furnished as soon as the authorities are 
ready to act and take charge of them, but it is useless to furnish them 
unless they are speedily arrested and sent out. I wrote you about the 
collection of bonds a few days since. Many of these parties are dis- 
posing of their property in anticipation of the collection of their bonds. 
How'' is the time. to work, and if we had a cavalry force here during the 
Christmas [holidays] we could secure quite a number of bad men, as 
they are having their regular i)arties over the county.

E. Hauiiner, Severn th 
Iowa Cavalry, stating tliat he discovered a lai’ge body of Indians on 
Fifth Creek, a branch of SalttJreek, Avhich is a branch of the vSolomon, 
and about tAventy-fn^e miles from Fort Solomon; second, to the fact 
that there is a large force of Colorado soldiers Tinder {Miininand of 
Colonel Chiving'ton, First Colorado Cavalry, in the district in pursuit 
of Indians, and at last date were at Fort Lyon and expected to jno- 
ceed to Fort Lamed (see report* of Major Anthony, dated De(‘(mi- 
ber 2, 18G4); third, that the Cheyenne and Arapaho Indians have 
been congregating near Fort Lyon for some time, but that the Chey- 
emies Avere jdtacked and dispersed by Colonel (Jhiviiigton and Mojor 
Anthony, and no Indians Avere supposed to be in that, immediate Aotan- 
ity at last date. My opinion is that a hvrge portion of the hostile plain 
Indians are now in the northeast portion of the district, and shonld 
judge on the Solomon and Eepnblican, and close Avatch Avill be neces- 
sary to prevent tlieir committing depredations on the frontier. The 
term of service of the First Colorado Cavalry on duty in this district', 
is expiring, and arrangeiaents should be made to till tlieir ])hu‘es 
by other troops, as there is no doubt but that the operations of Colonel 
Chivington will create great activity on the part of the Indians in (:heir 
de])redat.ions and should be guarded against. Of the officers and sol- 
diers I can speak in the higliest terms, and have no doubt but that the 
colonel commanding Avill find them all he could desire.

It is Aun-y important that I should have a 
comx)any at Barnesville, on the line; another company is almost indis- 
pensable for the Osage Mission, to protect that settlement and act as an 
outi)ost oh the southern frontier. A company should be stationed at 
Marmaton and there should also be another at Humboldt, Five addi- 
tional companies at least, if they could he obtained from, other portions 
of the department Avhere their services are less necessary, should be 
sent to this sub-district to afford it anything like proi)er protection. 
There is a hostile frontier on the east of about ninety miles and r)ne of 
150 on the soutli to be guarded and protected, and it is impossible to 
do it lU’operly Avith the limited number of troops at my dis])Osal, much 
less to establish them at every point Avhere they may bo recpiired, or 
even at all i)laces Avliere they may bo really needed. I have already 
split one comimny into three detachinents and have one at the mission, 
one at Pawnee station, and one at this place, Idarmaton. In another 
locality I have a. company divided into two parts, Avith a portion sta- 
tioned' at Barnesville and a portion at Ball Toavii. I make every shift 
■ and device that -I c.a,n to make my force go as far as possible to the 
protection of all, but am daily reminded that it is sadly insufficient in 
numbers. If another company can be sent me I Avill station it at Mar- 
maton at once, as in my opinion the needs of tho people there are the 
greatest.

Sir: Eor the purpose of having so fiir as possible a uniform general 
policy pursued by the district commanders throughout the department, 
I submit the following instructions, which will as I’ar a.s ])racticable 
be adhered to in the administration of attairs in your district. It is 
desirable that during the wdnter and s])rmg all guerrillas, robbers, 
murderers, «S5c., that infest the State be routed and exterminated. 
They must be hunted down and Avhen caught summarily dealt with, 
and you must devise means to do tins in your district. Local organi- 
zations can be rendered useful in this wm'rk. Persons returning from 
Price’s army who claim to have been conscrij)ted Jimst be taken into 
custody and searchiiigly examined, and it is not sate to let them loose 
on society on bond and oath, unless they prove to you beyond a doubt 
that they were strictly and undoubtedly loyal before being conscriptedj 
that they wmre forced away, and that they returned as soon as they 
could escape. In cases where you have any doubts you had better hold 
and forward them as prisoners of war. A list of the disloyal ])ersons, 
aiders of rebellion in your district, should be prepared at once, embrac- 
ing in classified order: first, families of noted bushwhackers, thieves, 
and robbers ; second, families of persons who voluntarily joined Price 
during his late raid ; third, disloyal families of persons in the rebel army ; 
fourth, harborers of bushAvhackers and noted rebels; fifth, sympathizers 
wdth rebellion. The roUs will also show age, number in family, account of 
real and personal i)roperty in their possession. Great care must be exer- 
cised that no personal enmities or individual j)iques are reflected in these 
lists, which should be carefully and quietly prepared wdthout coming 
to the notice of either the loyal or disloyal. Encourage to the extent 
of your power and influence the formation of local companies composed 
of men of undoubted loyalty, who, being thereto dis])osed, can hold 
and protect their o^y•n coiuities, and give us the use of our regular 
troojis to guard our lines of communication, and be held as reserves to 
use against the enemy proper. Wlien such companies are formed, 
impress upon them the importance of building forts, stockades, and 
block-houses at their towns or rallying points, the benefits whereof can- 
not be overestimated. People who will not aid in the defense of their 
own lives and property cannot expect much aid from us. Whenever 
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former kiio-wn rebels and rebel sympathizers show an honest disposition 
to become loyal, law-abiding citizens, and are of such character and 
reputation that they can be relied upon, every encouragement should 
be given them. It is not, however, to be understood that lip service 
makes loyalty. Loyal acts are the best evidences of loyalty^ therefore, 
judge them accordingly. The willingness of citizens to organize and 
arm themselves under officers of approved and undoubted loyalty for 
the defense of their lives, counties, and State, against bushwhackers, 
marauders, and the common enemy, is the very best test of their loy- 
alty. It must be borne in mind, however, that there are some who may 
join such organizations for their own irrotectioii alone, and who will 
shirk duty and danger at the critical moment. To all such no mercy 
will be shown, for being enemies under the guise of friends, they are 
worse than avowed enemies. All troops belonging to the deioartment 
must be kept concentrated at their different posts so far as possible, 
and no matter at how secure a place stationed they must at all times 
keep out pickets, maintaining strict discii:)line, and the great tendency 
of troops garrisoning in towns to loaf and lounge about hotels, depots, 
stores, and saloons must be stopped. 

During the winter the cavalry will use every effort to recruit their 
stock, make shelters of brush and corduroy the floors, to keep the horses 
dry and warm. Oommanders of troops will immediately make neces- 
sary requisitions to place their commands upon an efficient footing. 
Troops must not under any circumstances be allowed to commit unau- 
thorized depredations. Pillaging and unauthorized foraging will not 
be tolerated, and all stock, forage, and subsistence stores taken from 
loyal people must be fully accounted and paid for, as prescribed in exist- 
ing orders and regulations. Troops must also be continually instructed 
that any depredations committed [while] foraging, or no matter upon 
whom committed, except by command of a competent officer, are illegal, 
and officers will be held strictly responsible for the acts of their men, and 
it is the duty of all officers and soldiers to pay proper respect to civil law, . 
not to interfere in its execution, and when necessary to aid in uphold- 
ing it. You will make a semi-monthly report to these headquarters of 
the operations of the troops in your district, embracing fights, scouts, 
&c. You will also forward hither immediately on its receipt all informa- 
tion gained relative to the enemy. It is strictly enjoined upon com- 
manders that in the issue and execution of orders it should be done 
with the knowledge to only those concerned, and only such general 
orders published to the people as apply directly to them. This letter 
of instructions must be treated as strictly private, to be made known 
only to such subordinate commanders as in your judgment require j 
upon it, however, you can base instructions to your command.

Colored Infantry.* The commanding general desires that 
you convey to Colonel Robinson and the other ofhcers, and the soldiers 
composing that expedition, his thanks for the gallantry and good con- 
duct displayed, Avhich, in connection with your own movements from 
East Pascagoula, led to such a .signal success. Your movements from 
East Pascagoula have so far, without endangering the command, ac- 
complished the desirable result of drawing a large rebel force from the 
upper part of Mississippi and from Florida.

Sir: Your dispatch of the 22d instant, by messenger (telegraph to 
Lewisburg), has been received. Five boats have arrived. Two will 
leave in the morning, and I shall try to start the remainder to-morrow. 
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I have subsistence for my command vsnfficieiit to last until the 5th of 
January. The train sent to the wreck of the steamer Doane has been 
delayed by high water and the bad roads, so that it will not reach here 
before to-morrow night. I learn that it is loaded entirely with forage. 
I had expected it would be loaded in part with, subsistence, but it seems 
that the Doane was loaded entirely with forage. In this I am disap- 
pointed. My train, which is expected from Fort Scott, was to have 
started on the 13th, but by late information I learn that it had not 
started on the 19th instant, but would do so in a day or two. I had 
expected to receive fifteen days’ subsistence by that train, the arrival 
of which I am compelled to await, owing to the iact that there is a por- 
tion of one regiment wdth it and two regiments have been sent up to 


meet it. -.i 

I want subsistence sent up by boats as soon as possible, as follows : 
120,000 pounds of hard bread, 9,600 pounds of coffee, 18,000 pounds 
of sugar, 5,000 pounds of salt. I have a sufficient amount of meat. 
These stores can be sent up by boats, and even though the boats can- 
not reach higher than Moore’s Hocks (twenty miles below Yau Buren), 
or even Clarksville, 1 can supply myself from them with my train. 
Either of the boats can reach Clarksville without any doubt on this 
water, and can probably reach Moore’s Rocks. By receiving the subsist- 
ence asked for in this lean let the Indian brigade have the stores from 
the Fort Scott train, and thereby leave those troops well supplied. 
Otherwise that brigade will be much in want before supplies can reach 
Gibson ; besides if 1 do n ot receive commissaries from Little Rock I will 
be without rations for at least five days belore the Fort Scott train 
reaches me. I shall move some troops to Clarksville immediately, so 
that if boats can get no higher up the stores can be protected.

General: Your attention is called to the inclosed indorsement* by 
General Sanborn, proposing to carry on investigation in Missouri to 
ascertain damages committed by troops commanded by Colonel Jenni- 
son, who returned from^the pursuit of Price by the road uiron which 
they pursued the foe. While it is my desire to properly determine and 
punish all acts of marauding and mischief against loyal, peaceable citi- 
zens, I do not wish to see an illegal or ex parte commission authorized 
to sit in judgment against any, especially those who have inflicted 
severe blows against secret, subtle foes. Colonel Jennison was ar- 
rested before the report of General Sanborn came to my notice, and 
he can be properly tried before a court-martial, if General Sanborn or 
any other officer sees proper to prefer charges. But a commission, 
instituted ex parte to induce proof of losses, is sure to invite the malice 
of traitors and the cupidity of knaves to become the swift witnesses 
against those who are absent and liable, as they are led to suppose, to 
indemnify them for the havoc of war. On a former occasion I had 
occasion to call the attention of General Ewing to a commission of this 
sort, started in Missouri to collect such testimony against the gallant 
troops of Kansas, who had aided in driving Shelby out of Missouri. It 
is time the opportunities of laggards, cowards, and rebels to crystallize 
slander against Fedei'al soldiers should cease. There are but two 
courts known to military law authorized to act against officers, each of 
which is organized so as to protect oflicers against secret foes that 
always look behind and play the assassin. Unfortunately, irregular 
and illegal commissions have been invented, partly through ignorance, 
but otten through motives of envy and malice, which commissions have 
collected and given legal showing of proof to the basest fabrications of 
rebels and sympathizers, to the prejudice of our gallant troops, the 
expense of our own Government, and the malicious delight of the craven 
cowards that belong to the rebel army of the rear.

It is certaiidy very gratifying to have fulhlled the 
wishes of the general commanding and to receive his thanks and com- 
mendation for the manner in which oiir duty lias been performed. His 
views and wishes with reference to present and future operations ivill 
I be strictly and as speedily executed as possible. The colored infantry 

ordered from Hew Orleans_ arrived this morning. The Twentieth Eegi- 
ment, 720 strong, I sent direct to General Davidson, which makes 964 
infantry at West Pascagoula to cover his embarkation. The balance, 
420, joined our advance on Five-Mile Eiin. We evacuated Franklin 
Creek yesterday morning without molestation, bringing down the Dog 
Eiver some 800,000 feet of superb lumber and effectually destroying 
all the bri(lges behind ns. There is in our iiossession at Demiy^s and 
Griffiifs Mills a large amount of choice lumber which I am placing in 
i cribs and preparing for removal. I am repairing one of the wharves, 

! which is absolutely necessary for a safe and prompt evacuation of this 

place. I don’t think the rebels will venture to annoy us much, and in 
case they should, wo are constructing rifle-pits and abatis and will 
give them a warm reception. Everything in my power has been done 
to aid and assist General Davidson, but for some reason he has been 
reticent and kept aloof, so that I know nothing' excejit from hearsay of 
his present progress.

Missouri : Eeports from several sub-districts of Missouri represent 
the State unusually quiet and undisturbed by guerrillas. Deserters 
from Brice’s army say his men are much demoralized and are deserting 
in large numbers. 

Arkansas: The provost-marshal’s report from Little Eock, Ark., 
December 12, 1864, contains a rumor of rebel General Price’s death. 
Confederate forces are in winter quarters at Shreveport and Minden. 
Minden is twenty miles above and northeast of Shreveport. They 
declare their intention to abandon Arkansas, but will endeavor to hold 
Camden. At Minden the force is reported two regiments and 4,000 
conscripts, principally old men and boys, unarmed. 
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Mississippi: Report of Captain Marsli, Mempliis, Tenn., December 
19 1864, locates two or tbree regiments of cavalry and small mlantry 
force at Meridian, Miss.; 350 Federal prisoners aie confined tlieie. 
General Gardner’s headquarters were very lately at J ackson. JN o lorce 
tliere save a guard of fifty men. Colonel Wood is said to have a regi- 
ment of cavalry on Big Black Biver. General Itoddey commands at

^ I shall be able to get off in the boats now here a large number of 
citizens, soldiers, families, and refugees, but there will be more than a 
thousand remaining wdio ought not to be left to suffer from guerrillas 
and actual starvation, whicli they must endure unless provided for. 
The First and Second Arkansas Infantry Regiments \yere raised in the 
counties in Western and Northwestern Arkansas. Their families are 
in a state of destitution, and humanity demands that everything pos- 
sible should be done to send them where they can be provided for or 
provide for themselves. Many of these people can provide some kind 
of transportation barely sufficient to get them to Little Rock, but by 
far tlie greater number are solely dependent on the Government for aid. 
I can therefore but urge upon you to send back as many boats as pos- 
sible to aid in getting these people away, and I feel confident that boats 
can get up here mid return to Little Rock before the river gets too low 
for navigation, for when loaded as they would be by peoxiie, when the 
boats arrived at the bad bars the passengers could be put on shore and 
walk a mile or two and, be again taken on.

For the purpose of better providing for the wants and of improving 
tbe condition of the large number of refugees in this department, and 
to organize in the different districts a uniform system for their care, a 
refugee bureau is hereby established. Each district commaiider will 
appoint an otacer (a chaplain if possible) as superintendent of refugees, 
whose duty it shall be to look after the interests of the destitute refu- 
gees in his district. Chaplain A. Wright is hereby assigned to duty 
as superintendent of refugees in charge of refugee bureau. Assistant 
superintendents in addition to the reports to district commanders will 
report to and receive instructions from him, and all reports, applica- 
tions, and matters whatsoever concerning refugees will be made and 
referred to him. It is hereby enjoined upon and made the duty of the 
superintendent and assistant superintendents of refugees to carefully 
scrutinize and examine all applicants for aid, to dispense it to those 
only who are actual and worthy objects of charity, and to see that the 
Government is not imposed upon by imposters, vagrants, idle loungers, 
and loafers. With the existing demand for labor every able-bodied 
man and woman should earn their own living, and none such will be 
permitted to share the Government charity, which is designed to be 
dispensed to those alone who by the fortunes of war have been driven 
from their homes, and for the time being deprived of the means of 
making a support, and it is intended only to support at Government 
expense this class of unfortunates until by proper effort they can earn 
their own living. Preparations will be made for placing as many of 
these reftigees as possible early in the spring upon farms, and aban- 
doned rebel plantations near established military posts will be taken 
for that purpose. All stores and supplies furnished by Government to 
refugees will be drawn by the superintendent and assistant superintend- 
ent of refugees. A monthly report of the operations of the bureau 
will be made to these headquarters. The general commanding the 
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department confidently liopes and expects that the good people of the 
country who are blessed with an abundance and to spare will not relax 
their kindly efforts in behalf of, or withhold their charity from, these 
unfortunate peoiile in our midst. Friendless orphans and suffering 
children plead for homes; the sick, destitute, and helpless of all ages, 
for shelter, food, and raiment. Let Christian benevolence come forward 
and by good works in behalf of suffering humanity aid in removing 
this burden from the care of our good Government that has its hands 
full and resources overtaxed in the work of suxipressing rebellion, suxi- 
plying the wants of our brave soldiers in the field, and the care of our 
disabled heroes, their widows, and oiphans.

Sir: I have the honor to report the condition of the troops under my 
command at this xilace ; also the condition of this county with reference to 
guerrilla bands and the threatening of Arrow Eock and the lives of the 
citizens of the county by the said guerrillas : I would resxiectfully inform 
the colonel commanding the district that I have had no information of 
guerrilla bands threatening Arrow Eock or the citizens thereof since I 
came to this xilace, and further, the troops under my command have 
been scouting in and through the county almost constantly since I 
arrived at this place. There has been but two small bands of guerrillas 
in the county to my knowledge since my arrival here. One band, re- 
ported to be Quantrill, with about forty men, passed down the river, 
via Miami and around east of this ifiace going south, a short time after 
my arrival here. I. pursued them immediately on receiving the infor- 
mation of his presence in the county but did not succeed in finding his 
whereabouts until after he had iiassed out going south. One band 
of about twenty passed up the river via Miami about two weeks ago, 
robbing the stores at Miami. I ordered a scout of thirty men immedi- 
ately on receiving the information and xiursued them near Waverly, 
where they scattered out in small bands, making it difficult to trail them 
farther. There are yet a few guerrillas lurking around through the

got sight of them. I ordered a scout of forty men, "which left this place 
on the morning of the 24th instant, and moved north in two columns, 
and operated in conjunction with other scouts, scouring the country up 
and down the river in the neighborhood of Miami. That scout has 
returned finding no guerrillas, leaving all quiet in that section. 1 shall 
endeavor to be active and vigilant in searching out those fellows that 
are yet lurking in and through the county for the purpose of stealing 
and robbing, and if found I shall deal roughly with them.

Sir : I have the lionor to acknowledge the receipt of your communi- 
cation of October 20, transmitting the complaint of Mr. Lovelace of 
Die coudiKit of D. S. troops while engaged in military operations in the 
District of Eatcliez. The answer to your communication has been 
delayed by the necessity of referring the statement of Mr. Lovelace to 
several subordinate commanders for investigation and report. The 
reports are now before me, and I find that tlie statements are iintrue 
in many respects and exaggerated in all; that so far from being en- 
titled to respect as a non-combatant, he has been an active principal 
and abettor in the murders and robberies committed upon IJiiion peo- 
ple and Union plantations on the banks of the Mississippi. His repu- 
tation is that of .a notorious bushwhacker or jayhawker, properly an 
outlaw to both armies, and not worthy of resfiect or protection from 
either. I will not sanction, and will not permit with impunity that any 
of the unnecessary evils of war should fall upon the unoffending inhab- 
itants of the country, but people of Mr. Lovelace’s character should 
understand that the calamities which they bring upon others mav 
possibly be reflected mion themselves.

I. The following Executive General Order is repablished for the in- 
formation and guidance of all officers and soldiers in this command : 


Executive Mansion, 
Washington, Novcmhor 16, 1S6S. 

The President, Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy, desires and enjoins the 
orderly observance of the Sabbath by the officers and men in the military and naval 
service. The importance for man and beast of the prescribed weekly rest, the sacred 
rights of Ciiristian soldiers and sailors, a becoming deference to the best sentiment 
of the Christian people and a dne regard for the Divine will, demands that Sunday 
labor in the Army and Navv be reduced to the measure of strict necessity. 

The discipline and character of the national forces should not suffer, nor the cause 
they defend be imperiled, by the profanation of the day or name of the Most High. 
“At this time of public distress,'' adopting the words of Washington in 1776, “men 
may find enough to do in the service of God and their country without abandoning 
themselves to vice and immorality." The first general order issued by the Father 
of his Country after the Declaration of Independence indicates the spirit in which 
our institutions were founded and shall ever bo defended: “The general hopes and 
trusts that every officer and man will endeavor to live and act as becomes a Christian

(Jommanding Department of Arkansas, Little Dock: 

General: I was unable to procure any maps of the localities of 
Bevall’s Blulf and Saint Gliarles, on tlie White Biver, either at Little 
Bock or of the commanders of those posts. I am, therefore, obliged to 
make use of the most general terms in stating ^vhat I deem essential 
in arranging the defenses of those places. It must be admitted that 
White Biver, being the only line that can be relied upon throughout 
the year for supidying Little Bock and other posts in the interior of the 
State, not excepting Pine Bluff, rises to considerable importance. 

Devall’s Bluff : I made a somewhat careful examination of the ground 
about Devairs Bluff, and am of the opinion that the three works pro- 
posed by Captain Wheeler, of the G. S. Engineers, who accompanied 
me in the examination, are judiciously located. There is an elbow in 
the river at this ijoint convex toward Little Bock, where the bluffs ap- 
proach near to the river. The bank, on the opposite side of the stream, 
is low and ffat. The same is true of the Devall’s Bluff’ side above and 
below the landing. There are three prominent and commanding hills 
(the two extreme ones being, I should judge, fi'om 1,100 to 1,200 yards 
apart in a straight line, and each distant about 000 to 700 yards from 
tiie third or intermediate hill), which, from tlieir relation to each other 
and to the ridges and. ravines within gun-range, off’er good positions for 
strong inclosed works. These works should each be designed for a 
garrison of 250 to 300 men; they should have a strong barrier at the 
entrance, and be surrounded with a formidable obstacle under close 
musketry fire from the parapet. One of these works is now being con- 
structed' on a very good plan. As the ranges are not great, in conse- 
quence of the peculiar configuration of the ground, the armament should 
consist in part of pieces most suitable for searching the ravines with 
shells and spherical case-shot. Three or four siege or large field how- 
itzers in embrasure, or between high traverses, with additional em- 
brasures for lighter guns, so that three or four pieces can be brought 
to bear on each of the principal approaches, woiild be sufficient for each 
work. An infantry iiarapet, arranged with positions for light batteries 
at suitable points (much of which is already completed), should con- 
nect the extremes of this line. In case DevalPs Bluff should become 
an important dejiot, which is not improbable (it being a point where 
supplies change from water to land transportation), three or four addi- 
tional inclosed works of small capacity, on the summits of hills in ad- 
vance of those already mentioned, would add greatly to the security of 
the depots from shelling. The entire system of works should be mutu- 
ally defensive as far as practicable, and they should each be sufficiently 
strong to Avithstand an oi)eii assault on any and every side. 

Saint Charles: At Saint Charles (on the right bank of White Biver, 
eighty-five to ninety miles beloAV Devall’s Bluff) a field-work has been 
partially constructed open to the river, with its flanks resting on the 
river-bank. The development of the line, as ascertained by pacing, is 
about 630 yards in length. The distance in a right line between the 
flanks is about 200 yards. The work is not surrounded by any obstacle 
except the ditch, which could be easily passed by an assaulting column 
unless x>revented by the fire from the works. One section of 12- 
pounder Bapoleons is the only artillery in the work or at the post.. 
One six-gun battery would not be too great an armament for such a work, 
Avhich, however, is larger by half than the position would seem to 
require, so long as we hold Pine Bluff’ with an adequate force, and 
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retain control of tlie Arkansas between that i)lace and Little Koclc, I 
recommend tbat gates be placed at tbe entrances to the fort; tliat these 
entrances be covered on tbe inside by a traverse arranged for musketry; 
that platforms be laid for one six-gun battery, to be shifted from x>oint 
to point oil tbe line as the exigencies of defense might require, and that 
the entire work be surrounded by an inclined palisading or an abatis 
placed beyond the ditch under musketry fire of the parapet. A light 
infantry parapet with an obstacle outside of it should be constructed 
along the crest of the hill between the flanks to command the flats. 
Steps cut into the side of the hill might form a sufficient obstacle 
Itanked from the rifle-pit above. A t the mouth of White Eiver, where 
troops are now stationed, I do not deem fortifications necessary. As 
the position is subject to overfloiv, it does not appear probable that it 
will ever become an important depot, or tliat an amount of supplies 
beyond the capacity of a Imr covered barges to accommodate will ever 
be stored there.

1 Avill not, I cannot, 
feel that in separating from you, I am severing those ties of sympathy 
and affection which have long united us.

Elsewhere I shall find the dauntless 
spirit, the ingenuous youth, the bright manhood which characterize 
your ranks, and which throughout the noble volunteer Union armies 
are so attractive; but nowhere will I expect to find you surpassed in 
these traits; nowh.ere more intelligent or better disciplined troops 
Pull well do I know how grandly you will respond to every necessary 
tax on your foititude and your valor.

niaiid it. In my ox^inion, to make a tboroiigdi work, 2,000 or 2,500 cav- 
alry aviII be required, and as tliat now absent will probably be well 
used up on its return, I ought to be snpidied with 1,000 effective 
re-entorcements. I would recommend that that number be held in 
readiness for my call, but not sent here until called for, as it is better 
they should not ascend the river higher than the point where it is 
decided to rendezvous and make a landing. I have been contemplat- 
ing a movement in that district since early in October, but the neces- 
giry detachment of force from Yicksburg and Natchez to General 
Iteynolds in that month, and the expeditions against the Mississippi 
Central and Mobile and Ohio Bailroads have unavoidably delayed it. 
1 can easily drive Harrison and Lee almost any lAffiere, but they will' 
immediately return on our retirement. I will at once communicate 
wuth General Eeynolds on the subject, and will notify him in full of mv 
plans when I ami ready to act. I have not heard from Grierson since 
his second encamipent near Mount Pleasant. From the absence of 
information from him I entertain high hopes of his success. He ought 
to have struck the railroad on the 24th or 25th. You will probablv 
hear ot him through rebel sources before I do.

Oolumbiis is too far removed from anvOTac- 
tioal foraging country, too near our own military depot, too easily ai> 
proaohed from the land side to be thought of by the rebels as a place 
to be occupied by them lor over a day at a time; while Fort Pillow is 
witbm a rich, well-stocked, disloyal country, difflcult of attack, if var- 
risoued, from laud or water, and very easy of either access to or retreat 
from at pleasure.

Dear General: I am in receipt of yours, marked private, concern- 
ing the articles in the Mound Oity papers. I see no reason for marking 
the letter private, although some portions of it might implicate your 
motives. After the arrest of Jennison I wrote you that discussion 
should cease, as matters had taken a legal form. So your letter seems 
to discuss what I may have to hear through a legal tribunal, and it is 
therefore calculated to embarrass your testimony or your findings before 
a court. As to proof of which you speak, that will also be irregular 
if it be not taken before a court properly organized as a court of inquiry 
or a court-martial. We have already denounced all ex proceed- 
ings against officers, especially after they are arrested. In this regard 
your ordor prosButing GGiiGrul SBiiibom^s inclorsBinont of <i dGSign to^ 
get up a commission is unfortunate, as your order seems to appimve of 
just what I have protested against, for I have written General Dodge 
calling his attention to such illegal ex iparte tribunals, so as to invite 
rebels and knaves to swear vengeance against loyal troops and force 
our soldiers to compensate their malice and losses without confronting 
their victims, and either without even cross-examination. I ccmcur 
with you in the coimse of passing unheeded their fiilminations of the 
press at Mound Oity, edited by Colonel Snoddy, although it may, Indeed, 
seem to impair military discipline. It is best not to meddle with the 
freedom of the press, but your officers have been making very fine use 
of it, and need restraint. In this regard I have had occasion to speak 
to Colonel Moonlight of his recent order. One error does not justify 
another. Hurry up your report concerning the campaign against Price. 
I am anxious to send the papers forward. I presume they are desired 
to show the reason that induced the President to dispose of adjacent 
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department commanders. I have information of the removal of the 
Eayetteville and Fort Smith troops to Little Eock, but the matter is 
not entirely certain. _ If it be a fact, we must take measures to watch 
the mountain and river passes they have heretofore g’uarded. I shall 
know more of the matter soon.

Louisiana: General Buckner’s headquarters are at Alexandria; Gen- 
eral Bagby’s headquarters are five miles from Alexandria, on the 
Oheneyville road; his troops also are encamped at the same idace. 
General Debray’s command was moving west through Alexandria, 
destination, unknown. Colonel Terrell’s command has gc«ie to Black 
Kiver. Detachments of troops are engaged in hunting up deserters. 
Thomas’ brigade of infantry is encamped on the river-bank opposite 
Alexandria. A largo force of n egroes is being collected at Alexandria 
to work on fortifications, drive teams, &c. Large inducements are 
held out to the negroes if they will consent to fight, but they are 
untavorably received by them. There is but one fort near Alexandria, 
which mounts twelve heavy guns. The guns are not yet in position, 
but the work is rajiidly approaching completion. The Orescent Bat- 
tery is at Alexandria. One heavy battery, called the Bell Battery, is 
also stationed there. The number of guns and strength of companies 
are unknown. These have been before reported. The Second and 
Fourth Louisiana were picketing the river from Bimsport to Lyon’s 
Ferry. As late as the 15th of December the impression was conveyed 
to the enlisted men of the rebel army that George B. McClellan was 
elected President. Great dissatisfaction exists among the rebel troops, 
who state that if Mr. Lincoln was re-elected they would lay down their

General : I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your oom- 
munication of the 21th instant, giving' instmctions in relation to refu- 
gees. When I assumed command here I found that Price’s raid had 
driven here X)eople from all parts of Missouri literally stripped of Gy^ry- 
thing and entirely destitute. You had some exiierience of this in Ibol, 
and now when Price roamed all over the State you can lorin some idea 
of the extent of the rush hither and destitute condition of these people. 
I found that many had been placed in buildings which the chief quar- 
termaster informed me belonged to Union men who would have a good 
claim against Government for use thereof 5 that they were scattered all 
over the city. This I took immediate measures to stop, and took the 
old Lawson Hospital and fitted it up for the ])urpose, instructing the 
chief quartermaster that if the Government declined to pay the rents, 
&c., I would (provided the War Department decided the owners were 
entitled to rent, which case it now has under investigation, it being^ 
claimed the owners are disloyal) reimburse him trom the collection of 
rents from occuiiants of buildings owned by rebels and disloyal parties 
who have quitted the State. The Sanitary Commission have agreed 
to take care of these people, the Government furnishing the buildings. 
The commissary has fiirnished these people rations under Orders, iso. 
30, War Department, series 1864, and being convinced that too many 
are living oil of us, I have taken measures to stoj) this and feed those 
only who are actually destitute and deserving. In the spring I intend 
to get rid of them as far as possible by sending them to their homes 
and j)lacing them uxion the abandoned farms. The fact is_we cannot 
make the civil authorities do. more than they are now doing, and I 
believe the plan I have adopted to be the best possible, and I respect- 
fully request that the War Department approve my action in the matter. 
The amount I will have to collect will be from $8,000 to $10,000, and it 
can be done very readily and quietly, the renters of thebuildings much 
preferring to pay the rents to Government instead of to the disloyal own- 
ers. It is possible a few among the disloyal residents may have to contrib- 
ute. I herewith inclose an order* I issued relative to this subject before 
receiving your letter.

General : It appears, from papers just submitted to the Secretary 
of War by the Commissary-General of Subsistence, that on or about the 
9th of September last General Blunt directed a quantity of bacon to 
be taken fi-om a train at Port Lamed en route for Hew Mexico for the 
supply of the troops in that department. Similar acts of this kind in 
Colorado Territory last year caused positive orders to bo issued against 
taking anything from Government trains sent to Hew Mexico, and the 
Secretary of War regards General Blunt’s conduct in this case as a 
violation of orders which should be immediately investigated and duly 
punished. It is no excuse that the District of Colorado was in want of 
supplies, for it was the duty of the otlicers there to have made the proper 
requisitions and procured their own supplies without molesting those 
sent to other departments. The troops in Hew Mexico have been 
seriously inconvenienced by these unauthorized acts of officers in 
Colorado.

General: I have delayed until this time to answer your letter of 
the 10th instant in the hoi)e that you would reconsider and recall it; 
but as you have not done so, and as it embodies very grave complaints 
of injustice and AVrong done you by mo in my official capacity, I do not 
consider it proi)er to treat your letter as private, but shall place it, 
together Avitli this rexily, on. the records of this office. I x^’oceod to 
rexily to your communication in order of date instead of tlie or<ler of 
your conqilaints. Your brief campaign of 1862, terminating in the 
light of Wood Lake, Avas, I think, duly considered and acknoAvledged 
by the Government in your appointment as brigadier- general in the 
Army. I sux)posed the account of 1862 to bo entirely settled, and so 
much to your credit and in your hivor that I did not imagine that you 
Avould refer to it as grounds lor any further claims upon the GoAmrii- 
meut. Your campaign of 1863 was, I think, duly and very fully ac- 
knowledged by me in general orders, which (as a large part ot the 
peoiile of Minnesota and the papers in Saint Paul did not agree Avith 
me) brought uxion me a great deal of unfaA'^orable comment. Certainly 
I sustained your campaign much more ox)e;ily and decidedly than did 
the citizens of your oavll State. But General Sully also performed 
equally valuable services during the summer of 1863, though he_Avas 
detained by unexxiected obstacles too long for the success of the joint 
operations I had proposed. Yet I think it will not be disputed that he 
inflicted quite as much damage upon the hostile Indians as you did. 

After reporting the result of military operations for the season of 
1863 I wrote an official letter to the General-in-Chief, a copy of which 
is inclosed, recommending yourself and General Sully for xiroraotion 
for services during the campaign of that year. So far I think jmu 
deceive yourself in supposing that you have been unjustly dealt AVith 
by me. Tlie official report to which you particularly refer in’ your let- 
ter of the 10th instant is my report of military operations for the year 
1864. During the A\diole of the operations of this year you remained 
at Saint Paul in accordance with your own Avishes expressed to me. 
general Sully organized and coudueted a most successful campaign 
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against the Indians, only returning to liis lieadqnarters in Iowa late in 
November. By wbat process of reasoning you can iiersuade yoursc'If 
tliat in an official report recounting tlie military operations of tins year 
you, remaining quietly in Saint Paul, are entitled to tlie same credit 
and the same measure of recommendation as General Sully, who under- 
went all the toil and hardship of severe marches, who fought several 
large and successful battles, and avIio was resiionsible lor the entire 
field operations in which you took no part, I am utterly at a loss to 
understand; nor has your letter in any manner changed or modi fled 
the opinion and recommendations expressed in my report. If your 
own opinion of my injustice to you remains unchanged, I res])e(dJul]y 
suggest that you lay the whole matter before the authorities in Wash- 
ington. 

In conclusion, I must be permitted, general, to say that X was 
both surprised and shocked at receiving a letter from you containing 
what seems to me charges so entirely unfounded. If 1 had been, asked 
to designate an officer in this department to whom I have always shown 
special consideration and regard, and who could not by any possibility 
have any complaint to make of me, you, genera], would certainly have 
been the man. It seems, however, that you think I liavc been mis- 
taken, but as you have failed to convince me that I am so, I must be 
permitted still to insist upon the iDropriety and entire justice of my 
report. I regret very much that this correspondence has been found 
necessary or expedient by you, but since you have tliought it proper 
it only remained for me to make my views and opinions clear to you.

Kicliardsou, a former resident of that 
I)lace, has a squad of about twelve men committing depredation sunder 
the protection of the rebel authorities, who assist tlieinin evading cap- 
ture. It is rumored that Colonel Preeinaif s command is back in its 
old range on White River, Eleven Points, and Calico Rock, camped in 
diflerent parties and iilaces. G-eneral Price is said to have sent all his 
troops to tlieir old stations. 

Louisiana: A report from Oax)t. E. H. Man, Morganza, La., Decem- 
ber 24, represents that the First <and Third Louisiana Cavalry (rebei), 
irreviously stationed at Clinton, La., left that i)lace about tbe 3d of 
December, 1864 — the First going to Holly Springs, Miss., with Colonel 
Scott, who is said to have since returned; the Third to Jackson, Miss., 
with Brigadier-General Hodge. Scattered parties of rebels are re- 
ported gathering in the crops along and beyond the Atchalalaya River. 

• A communication from H. Porter, clerk, special scouts, Ratchez, 
Miss., December 24, embraces information from an officer of the gun- 
boat Forest Rose, stationed near Saint Joseph, La,, to the effect that 
Lieut.

Chief of Staff, Washington, D. G. : 

Several papers have been referred to me concerning irregularities 
charged on General Bluht and others before I came in this command, 
and entirely outside. Yet, as some of the parties are in my command, 
I may do something if I can get men disconnected with Kansas affairs 
and worthy of credence. There is so much political and personal strife 
in our service it is almost impossible to get an honest, impartial deter- 
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ininatioii of facts. A shift of troops so as to put officers and men out 
of their own home localities w-ould greatly improve my command, and 
I wish especially that some of my Kansas regiments may he sent to the 
front and troops of other States sent to me. 1 have ordered the 
Eleventh Kansas to Colorado, far enough from their homes, but the Eit- 
teenth and Sixteenth Kansas might well be changed. The Eirst Colo- 
rado, tlie Third Colorado, and many companies of other regiments have 
to be mustered out under the provisions of Circular No. 3G. I am also 
informed that Fort Smith and Fayetteville, in the Department of 
Kansns, are being evacuated. Fort Gibson, in the same department, is 
garrisoned with dismounted Indian troops, so that my southern border 
is more exi)Osed than formerly. The Indians on tlie plains continue to 
act in bands of 50 or 100 at various points, and I desire to make neAV 
efforts to crusli them during the latter part of winter. Under these 
circumstances I feel it my duty to urge the sending of more troops of 
other States to aid in keeping open the overland lines, escort trains, 
put down the Indians, and strengthen the defenses which overlook the 
enemy’s apiiroaches from Texas.

Sliould Oolonel Parsons have any artillery lie 
miglit be directed to order one section to Mount Elba and to take tli© 
rest witb bim unless Harrison lias artillery. The major-general com- 
manding also suggests that the commanding oflicer at Mount Elba be 
instructed to call on Colonel Logan for such re-enforcements as he may 
reipiire if attacked. Oolonel Parsons, it is supposed, has already re- 
lieved McHeill’s regiment, of Harrison’s brigade, and sent it to Colonel 
Harrison, and has also sent one. of his own regiments to the relief of 
Oolonel Harrison. Colonel Parsons should assume, command of the 
trooiis to iirotcct and secure the arms, and Oolonel Harrison’s brigade 
must be retained. The order directing it to proceed to Louisiana must 
bo suspended until the arms are safely brought in. Oolonel Parsons 
has beeu several times instructed from these headquarters to report 
througli you. Will you be kind enough to repeat the instructions from 
your lieaxhpiarters. Should ii be imssible to save the tobacco brought 
over under orders of General Hindman {if Government tobacco), an effort 
should bo made to do so. A dispatch just received Jrom Oolonel 
Logan states that the (cavalry which went from Little Kock to Pine 
Blulf has returned to Little Eock. Hence Mount Elba will be com- 
paratively free from attack.

General: The troops in this district whom I am endeavoring to 
prepare tor an adyance, are so miicli in want of clothing and pay, and 
the disbursing officers are in such great need of funds, that I have 
determined to send the chief paymaster and the ciiief quartermaster 
to department headquarters to know wbat can be done, and what 
assurances I can give to allay the complaints of the officers and men 
who are becoming dangerously restive under the present state of affairs. 
I believe I will be able to keep them quiet however, patriotic and 
enduring as they are, but I am in duty bound to use every possible exer- 
tion to procure for them what has been so long their due, and for which 
they are suffering so much. In some divisions there are over 100 men 
who cannot hide their nakedness. All want their pay, now due for 
fourteen months, and the officers of the quartermaster’s and commis- 
sary departments must have funds to carry on the service at all. I beg 
that you will use all of your iuliuence to enable these officers to accom- 
plish' the objects of their mission. If it be possible also to send me 
mules, please have them sent. We have wagons, but there are few or 
no mules in this district, and they can be had by iinpressment in Texas. 
We have received about 2,500 blankets, which are most acceptable; no 
shoes. I hope to be able to move to the front as soon as Maxey’s 
troops shall have arrived, and I shall have established our entrepot of 
suxiplies in ii’ont. I think Steele has received all the re-enforceuients 
that can be sent him from below, and that our cavalry, when increased 
by that of Maxey, will be able to destroy the railroad from Little Eock 
to White Eiver, whilst I operate with the infantry, artillery, and a small 
XDortion of the cavalry in front. I wish to leave the reserve coiqDS in 
garrison at this place, which I am fortifying strongly. I have suc- 
ceeded in getting 1,300 stand of arms across the Mississippi, but the 
infantry alone need 2,000, and the cavalry, say, 1,500, indexiendent of

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the reserve corps. I shall go to Washington to-morrow via Lewisville, 
Dooley^s Ferry, and Fulton; please inform General Smith. I regretted 
to lose Harrison’s brigade cavalry. As soon as I received the order I 
directed Parsons’ brigade, then on the march, to return and relieve it. 
This was done the day before yesterday, but some portion of Harri- 
son’s command had been sent to the river to protect the arms, which 
tnay delay their march a short time still. They could not have moved, 
tiowever, any sooner.

We found the Federals within two miles and a half of Syracuse. Our 
advance came within speaking distance, and they said they belonged 
to General Smith’s command.

We also learned that there landed 1,0U0 infantry at Syra- 
cuse (General Smith’s command). We have not learned what the 
forces are, though we will ascertain as soon as possible.

I Avill be pleased if you will call the attention of 
Major-General Price to the matter, as it is becoming one of serious 
import with my command. In this connection I have the honor to sub- 
mit a report of my chief surgeon as to the causes which x>roduce the 
increase in my sick report.

Captain : In view of the great increase of sickness in this division 
in the last foraight, I have consulted the senior surgeons of brigade as 
to the probable causes, in order that they might be known and the 
inoper x>reventive means emiiloyed. The character of disease now 
prevailing is of that class most commonly iiroduced by vicissitudes of 
weather — such as catarrh, bronchitis, pneumonia, rheumatic affections, 
and glandular swellings. These causes of disease are more active on 
systems debilitated from want of suflicient food, &c. The men are 
much in need of proper and sufficient clothing, and are lamentably 
deficient in blankets sufficient to protect them during the cold nights. 
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Tlie ration of oiie-liaJf pound of iloiir is not aiiilicient, even if it were 
regnliirJy supplied, to fortify their systems against the perturbating* 
influenctvs to whicli they are subjected. It is the concurrent 0])inion of 
the medical oflicers that the hygienic means above mentioned, so much 
needed, will have to be supplied before their reports will exhibit an 
inix)roved sani tary condition of the trooi)S.

Captain: I have the honor, throiigli you, to inform tlic commanding 
gi.ujcral that Hineo my ai'rival hero I Imve occupied my time in endeav- 
oring to devise som('< meaiiis of supplying my command As IXie Fed- 
erals st ill retain a foree at Hrazos Santiago, variously estimated at from 
800 to 1,800 men, it is evident that 1 shall be compelled to keep a 
force of not less than 200 caivalry and 550 infantry in the vicinity of 
jlrownsvilhe Therti is little or no grass and animals cannot exist with- 
out corn. To ])urehase corn we must have specie, which I fear cannot 
be obtained, as all the cotton is ]-(‘.(]uired to obtain clothing and ord- 
nance stores for the department, and the market for beef will be glutted 
l)y the number re(iuired to be exchanged for mules. I see, therefore, 
no way of getting siqiiilies except from the interior. X\) do this I have 
mad<‘- an arrangcmient with the cotton office by which all wagons haul- 
ing for them shall transport live sacks each of corn, and have given 
directions to have large depots formed at Clinton, tlonzales, and other 
points along the main thoroughfares. Within this sub-district we have 
not transportation enough for the troops and various posts and I feel 
there is no hope of getting any addition from Major Burk, chief quar- 
termaster, for held transjiortation. Under these circumstances I have 
to request that the general commanding Avill turn over to me the steamer 
Lucy C wynn, now at Matagorda, and give me permission to impress 
any' or all small boats in that bay for the pur])osc of taking corn to 
Co'rpus Christi, from which ])oint it can be hauled to Brownsville and 
Itinggold Barracks. It will be necessary to give me authority also 
to impress corn and laborers in Matagorda County or Lavaca. I have 
also to request to be alloAved, when absolutely necessary, to contract 
with Mexicans for hauling corn, paying Ireight Avith a part of the 
cargo. ;No arrangements have been made by my predecessors for the 
sup])ort of the command. I respectfully request an immediate answer, 
as soon all tlie grass will bo destroyed by cold Aveather and thus neces- 
sitate the use of the forage for the animals hauling it.

In the proposition which I submit through you to the Secretary of 
■War, I will state that (Jolond Terry recomni ended it very strongly last 
s])ring and proposed with his friends to furnish tlie cotton which was 
re(]uired, and if tlui Department would permit he was desirous at the 
proper time to take the command himself. I was advised by parties 
wlu) are constantly coming through from Oaliforniii, that there were a 
great inany persons who would join us if they had the ]neans to do so. 
For this reason I asked for the privilege of carrying out cotton without 
being subject'd to the burdens imposed by the Cotton Board. The 
points at which 1 proposed to ox)erate were Mazatlan and Guaymas, on 
the Pacilic coast, x)orts which are in regular communication with San 
Francisco by steamers, and also to go to the j)rincipal mining districts 
in Sonora, and to send suitable agents into Arizomi. I had already 
selected men who Avero peculiarly fitted to servo us to be placed on duty 
at each of these points. The expense of traveling across Mexico 300 
leagiuis, one-third of Avliich distance across the mountains would have 
to be accomplished on mules, is estimated at $130 to $140. Whether 
the number ol men, recruited by nio should bo great or small, OA^eryman 
lirocaired Avould be an actual gain to the Confederate army and Avould 
be of the best material; they Avould all be armed. If 250 or 300 men

Sir: I have the honor to submit the follOAving: 

The importance to the Confederacy of occupying and holding the 
route to the Pacilic through the Territory of Arizona is so great that it 
scarcely needs more than a mention in this connection to assure it of 
its xiroper consideration. The honorable Secretary needs not to be 
told that in addition to securing us this thoroughfare, aside from the 
vast mineral Avealth which that country xiossesses and AAhich was in 
a rapid iirocess of development just before the Arar, it will furnish, 
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tlirongli its immense tracts of desert and almost imx)racticable roads, a 
barrier in tliat quarter against all fntnre eiicroacliments of the Yankee 
race on that xiortion of our boundary. Tbe exx^edition of General Sib- 
ley, in 1861, and that xn'ox)osed by Colonel Baylor, in 1863, altliougli 
the one was never carried out and the other terminated disastrously 
though gloriously to our arms, show that the Government is well 
informed as to the value of the territory in question. Still I beg 
leave, respectfully, to submit that unless the Government takes some 
further steps toward asserting its x>rerogative over that country our 
chances for retaining xmssession of the whole of the iii’esent Military 
llistrict of Texas, Yew Mexico, and Arizona at the end of this contest 
will be much diminished. I have further to submit that under these 
imxnessions in February last, acting under the advisement of Ool. B. 
S. Terry, late supreme judge of the State of California, and under 
whose directions we xn'ox^ose to x^roceed, I, in conjunction with my 
brother, Duncan Beaumont, also as Judge Terry, a citizen of Califor- 
nia for many years, had the honor to submit to General Smith, com- 
manding this dexiartment, a proposition looking to the securing this 
very Territory and any other advantages connected therewith which 
might be developed in the course of the operations we prox:)osed. 
Our xirox^osition was simxdy to go into the State of Sonora, in Mexico, 
adjoining the Territory of Arizona, and, from among the large num- 
bers of miners and other adventurers who we were well advised had 
congregated there, to recruit men for the Confederate Army. Among 
the thousands whom we knew were in these new and rich mines of 
Sonora and Arizona we were well satisfied that we conld raise at least 
1,000 men for the service of the Confederate States. To enable us to 
bring these men to the limits of the Confederacy, wliero tliey could bo 
mustered in, we x^roposed to use our own means to the extent of 1,200 
to 1,500 bales of cotton, only asking the Government to allow ns to 
take it to the Eio Grande vdthout subjecting us to transfer one-half of 
it to the Cotton Board for the privilege of so doing, giving security 
that we would apply it to recruiting purposes, stixnilating tliat the 
Government should reimburse us our expenses in bringing each recruit 
on his being mustered into the service. 

This proposition, altbough considered fiivorably by Generals Smith 
and Magruder, was finally rejected for the reason that Major Hastings, 
with authority from the War Department, was going out on a similar 
mission. Since Major Hastings has failed to go" out into that country 
as anticix:)ated, and there seems now to be nothing whatever doing 
toward asserting our claim to that territory, I Avould respectfully request 
that the Secretary of War authorize me in the proper form to xiroceed 
to Eagle Pass, in Texas, and take entire charge of the recruiting service 
for the Confederacy north and west of Eagle Pass, and under general 
instructions from Judge (now Colonel) Terry, of the C. S. Arniy, x>ro- 
ceed or send suitable officers, who I will select, to Sonora and other 
suitable points in Mexico and into Arizona for the piupose of opening 
communication with our friends in California and of procuring recruits 
from those quarters. 

To enable me to defray the expenses of bringing recruits If om these 
distant points I would ask that authority be procured for me from the 
Secretary of the Treasury to export 1,500 bales o^ cotton, upon my 
furnishing security, either xmrsonal or money deposit, that I will faith- 
fully apply it to defraying the expenses of recruits across Mexico to 
the limits of the Conlederacy, the Government to reimburse me when-

But if Galves- 
ton can be successlully defended at all, certainly it would bo hazardous 
to intrust its defense to any smaller force than that now under General 
Hawes’ command. Yet, if tins organization you x>i'oi)ose is carried 
into effect, except upon pajier, the garrison of Galveston would neces- 
sarily be mucli reduced, or other iioints left entirely defenseless. While 
on this point I would mention that the force now at Sabine Pass, rela- 
tively to its imxiortance, and that of Galveston is too large, and it is 
my intention, as soon as it is safe to do so, to remove the larger jiortion 
of the force now at the former to the latter point. In reference to the 
proposed consolidation, Ejiaight’s and Griffin’s battalions, I have given 
the necessary preliminary instructions on the subject, but I find on an 
examination of the returns that there are thirteen companies in the 
two battalions instead of twelve, as mentioned by you. What shall 
be done with the odd company'? In Griffin’s battalion there is a com- 
pany (Bicklcy’s) who are excellent heavy artillerists. Probably it 
might be as well to leave this comiiaiiy unattached. Before taking 
any steps to carry into effect the instructions contained in your letter 
of the 12th I shall await your answer to this.

Whether justified or not by your orders from 
superiors in your conduct with the civil courts in the cases referred to in 
your communication, you will now understand that no such course will 
be pursued in future. Under no circumstances whatever have you any 
authority to shoot any jayhawker or deserter, except when they are 
attempting to escape or are resisting an arrest, and then only when 
such a course is clearly necessary to secure the arrest. With citizens 
you have nothing to do, except when they are attempting to communi- 
cate military information to the enemy, or are actively engaged in 
obstructing the operations of your command. Martial law does not 
exist within this district. The military authorities have no power what- 
ever over citizens, except to the extent already indicated. You have 
no authority whatever to resist civil iDrocess, or to disobey the legal 
judgment of civil courts. When such process is served upon you it , 
must be immediately respected, except in cases of undoubted civil usur- 
pation, and even then you will not judge finally of the question, but

Colonel: In ans'wer to your communication of the 34tli, I have to 
state that no extensive works have been undertaken at Camden. I 
found it aheady fortified, and little else is being done than to connect 
detached works by rifle-jjits. This is to guard against raids or sudden 
attacks. I am fully aware of the points mentioned in your letter, and 
have no idea of leaving a large garrison at Camden, but should I make 
a forward movement I would leave it and the State then to be defended 
by small ones, xnmbably of the reserve coips. Steele is again heavily 
re-enforced, and I have intormatiou that he has sent a large force of 
cavalry and infantry on the Fort Smith road. I think this is to head 
off Price and that the re-enforcements are to supply the jilace of the 
trooxis sent to Fort Smith. These re-enforcements consist of the divis- 
ion sent first from Morganza on the 4th Seiptember, a brigade of which 
was sent to Memphis, and has now gone to Little Eock. General Eey- 
nolds says the rest of the Nineteenth Corps are ordered to Little Eock 
and are expected daily from below. . I doubt it. The difficulty here is 
that the whole region between Eed Eiver and Little Eock is a desert, 
and I find here no suxijily trains at all adequate to the service. The 
raid from Natchez is undoubtedly to draw off troops from here so that 
Steele may intercex:)t Price. The news from Georgia rsic]. I want en- 
gineers greatly. I will order Doctor Heermann and Lieut. B. F. Carter 
to report to Major Eowley — the former to be reassigned to duty in my 
office.

General: I have received the letter of Lieutenant-General 
Buckner, referred to me by General Smith, stating that a raid was 
expected on Alexandria from Natchez. I think this very x)r()bal)le, as 
I at the same time received information perfectly reliable that Briga- 
dier-General Dennis’ brigade of Federal trooi)S, which is a' jiart of the 
division sent from Morgahza, Imd returned troin Memphis, where it was 
sent a few days, since, and had gone up White Biver to join the other 
brigade which lias been some time at Little B.oclc; also that a large 
force of infantry and cavalry had left Ijittle Bock and vicinity, and 
taken up the lihe of march on the Fort Smith road ; also that a strong 
force of cavalry had loft Little Bock on a raid via Dim', Bluif. Designs 
of the enemy, I think, are these: First, to send troops to Fort Smith to 
meet Price, when he shall return from Missouri, which is expected by 
the enemy will be via Fort Smitli or vicinity. Second, to supply the 
Xdace of these trcojis by those mentioned from Mempliis. Third, to 
cause troops to be sent from Arkansas to Louisiana by a raid from 
Natchez; and fourth, to make a raid on my right flank to cover these 
movements in my front. Tlie Nineteenth (Jorps spoken of as expected 
every hour at the mouth, of White Biver from below, is only, I think, 
the remainder of that corjis left at or near Morganza. The enemy can- 
not exjiect to accomxilish anything im])ortant in Louisiana, desolated 
as it is, and the rivers low; the movement there is obviously a feint. 
His present object is doubtless to taipture General Price’s force if he 
be comiielled to leave Missouri. I thiiik, therefore, we should concen- 
trate on Little Bock all, or nearly all, of our strength and take it, 
and then be guided by circumstances, or at least that this movement 
toward Fort Smith be defeated, and that portion of his army be de- 
stroyed or cai^tured. All this, however, rcM^uires a concentration of pur 
forces here, as the enemy has concentrated his or a large x)ortion of it.

GioNintAL: I have received reports from the Mississippi Kiver fnot 
per ee.tly reliable) to the eftecl; that 1,()()0 cavalry (Federal) were landed 
at AMiton oi_i the 27th ol; October. .Keport says they are to marcli to 
.IVl on ti cello via, J lamburi;'. The officer making this report adds, “There 
appcMirs to be a great deal of cotton simiggling- going on,” and I am of 
th(^ oiniiion that this raid is maile to send scoutiiig parties out to collect 
and sliij) the cotton more easily. Please inform me what authority 
Golonel Polk and Major Kobinson have to trade this article to the 
hederals. llicks, Malone, and lingh, who have boats on the river, 
hiivci jiajiers ])urporting to conietrom Genera,! Smith, givingtheni “per- 
mission to trade.” Oolonel Polk and Major Bobinson were (bund in 
charge of tlm cotton business when I arrived, and General Wharton 
re])orts tliat it is impossible to subsist cavalry in that region of country. 
1 he enemy can certainly cajiture a good deu,l of cotton there whenever 
he chooses to send a sufficient hirco from the river to these localities. 
I’lider the recent Federal regulations adopted at Washington, by 
which only one-third the value of cotton can be paid in suiiplies for 
Ihe army, tlui rest to be paid in greenbacks, it is clear to me that even 
it it were hiwl’ul to (sarry on this trade with the enemy it would not be 
bmiclicial to do so. Every bale of cotton sent to the enemy is equiva- 
lent to a bill of exchange on Europe Ibr at least $-100 in specie. If, 
then, any large amount of cotton should fall into his hands or reach 
him in any way, he will be relieved to that extent :(rom the necessity 
ot sending specie abroad, and his llnancial contlition will improve in 
precise proportion to the quantity of cotton he receives. The policy of 
burning the cotton first adopted by Gongress, and which is still believed 
to be required by law, seems under tlie circumstances to be the best. 
1 liiivc ■\vritt6ii two coiiiiiiiiiiicaitioiis on this subject since cissiiiiiiiiff 
command ot this district. They were to the following effect: 

First. That it it be tlie settled ])olicv of tlie authorities in Eichmond 
and the commanding general ot the Trans-Mississ'ppi Department to 
obtain supplies from the enemy for tlie army, payable in cotton, the 
most etlieien t arrangements should be made to accomplish the jmiqiose, 
the, army being greatly in need of clothing.

1 ear{diilly abstained from exiiressiiig an opinion as to the propriety 
of this ])olicy, because as long as the cotton was under our protection, 
a,nd most likely to fall immediately into the hands of the enemy, I con- 
sidered it a question for the authorities at Eichmond, oi- the conunand- 
ing-general of the Trans-Mississippi Department, to decidej but nov?"

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wlien tlie iini)ossibility of supporting; cavalry in sufficient force to i^ro- 
tect tlio cotton is made manifest in tliat region, and the cavalry wliicli 
is at Warren and Mount Elba, and obliged to be Avitlidra\\^n for the 
same reason to ijoints soutli of the Ouachita Elver, leaving Only scout- 
ing parties in the counties south of the Arkan sas and bordering on the 
Mississippi Eiver, it is my duty to represent the facits and to ask

11 the 
reports sent in be true that 1,500 of the enemy’s cavalry have landcnl at 
Gaines’ Landing it may not be i)ossible to burn all the cotton in that 
region. That the enemy has not taken it before is tliat their troops 
have been occupied elsewhere, for duriiig last winter, and from time to 
time for months togetlier, it has been equally exposed, as now, to eax)- 
ture. The rei3orts of the number of the enemy on the river are ])er- 
haps exaggerated, butthere is no reason why they should not be i)hic,ed 
there if thought jn-oper. The difficulty of transporting cotton over bad 
roads in winter may probably save a large portion of it during that 
season. As this matter is now, I understand, under the control of an 
officer of the Treasury Dex)artment, I would prefer acting umbn,’ instruc- 
tions from department headquarters, as I desire not to interfere but 
to sustain any course which may be adoi^ted by the latter, whether in 
accordance with my own views or not.

and Princeton roads. I have made the following disposition of four 
comi)anie8 of cavalry (Giddings’ regiment), viz, one squadron posted 
at Hampton and the other at a point about twenty miles distant on the 
Mount Elba road. These two squadrons have been directed to com- 
municate Avith each otlier, and that on the Mount Elba road to com- 
municate with Colonel Logan’s command at Princeton.

Hon. Eobert W. Johnson, 

G. aS'. Senator: 

My Dear Colonel: I would have written to you before but have 
been and am still confined to my bed by an attack of inflammatory 
rheumatism. Doctor Heerinann is kindly writing this for me. The 
result of our conference Avas that Little Eock cannot be reached and 
our army maintained sufficiently long to take it, the insurmountable 
obstacle being a Avaiit of sufficient transportation to haul corn. Gen- 
eral Price is evidently foiling back from Missouri through Kansas, 
closely pursued by the enemy in large numbers. General Smith desires 
Fort Smith to be taken if it be practicable to march tliere. The expe- 
dition to be one of cavalry and artillery. He directed me to communi- 
cate with General Maxey mion its practicability and the best route. 
Qfiiis, he states, will also be a more direct Avay of relieving Pric;e. If 
Price’s trains, troops, and horses reach Arkansas in safety it will add 
greatly to our strength in Arkansas. Whilst waiting to hear from 
Maxey can you ascertain whether it is jiracticable to support the forces 
on the road — I mean the horses rather than the men. Wharton is a 
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fine fellow ; lie told General Smitli in my presence tliat, tliongli a Texan, 
lie tliongiit all impressments for this army should he made ratlier in 
Texas than here or in Louisiana. General Smith promised me he would 
impress horses there, but told me to impress negroes here. I regret, 
though, to do anything wliich seems unpleasant to him, for he is a iier- 
fect gentleman and soldier, but I cannot agree with him in this. I am 
told that over 150,000 negroes have gone irom Missouri and Arkansas 
into Texas, and leaving out all considerations of lairness, I fear that if 
the few that remain here are imiiressed, those who would otherwise sow 
and plant would emigrate to Texas, and through the depoxmlation of 
the country we should not be able to suijport an army through another 
season, though otherwise successful. I recommended to General Smith 
that a certain number of counties should be attached to Arkansas from 
Texas, for this ipniiose, say two tiers from Harrison County to the 
Indian Territory, as I understand he lias impressed negroes to work 
upon the tbrtilications at Marshall and Shreve])ort. 1 presume my * 
inxijiosition embarrassed him, as those from whom he had imiiressed 
did not expect other imiiressments. As we occupy at jn'esent but a 
small portion of Arkansas, I think the difficulty might be obviated by 
attaching a considerable portion of [the] eastern jiart of the Northern 
Sub-District of Texas to Arkansas. The suggestion came from, your 
brother. Col. Itichard Johnson, and I think it a good one. I am told 
there are many negroes in the counties bordering on tlie Indian Terri- 
tory. For all military commands the Hortliern Sub-District miglit re- 
main as it is, but this is purely of an administrative nature, 

I am the only officer I know of in the Trans-Mississipjii Dei)artment 
who causes his troops to labor on the fortiiications. Maj. W. W. John- 
son, chief of Labor Bureau, informs me that under the late act only 
eighty-iive negroes can be obtained in tlie District of Arkansas. Gen- 
eral Smith says these are conscripts, under the law, enrolled tor the 
war, and that I can im]iress (if I understood him -correctly) as many 
slaves as I like under former laws. I have not these laws before me, 
but if my memory serves me rightly he is mistaken. At all events the 
elfect on the peoj)le would be the same; this X wish to avoid. 1 think 
the campaign of last spring will be re-enacted next spring, and if IPrice 
returns in safety, and we make every ])reparation in our power, I think 
we shall have a better x)rosx)ect of success than heretofore. I hope, 
therefore, you will not think of removing your family from the State, 
since yoiir example would doubtless be followed by many others. Mrs. 
Wright informs me she has two plantations and has not removed her 
negroes. I have advised her to remove all her valuable articles of 
turniture at her leisure and her negroes only should it become neces- 
sary. You, I understand, have only your family to move, and should 
you go to Congress it would afford me great pleasure to give them all 
the assistance in my power. I should of course be too much engaged 
myself, but would send some other person whom they might designate 
to accompany them. Please jpreseut my kindest regards to them all. 
Would it not be well to represent your views, which I am sure will 
accord with mine, as to the impolicy of impressing negroes in Arkansas 
to General Smith, this being purely a civil matter. My judgment tells 
me the negroes are absolutely necessary. The various crossings of the 
Little Missouri should be fortified at once, and perhaps one or two other 
points on the Ouachita Eiver, and certainly Fulton and Dooley’s Ferry. 

I have no troops stationed at either of these places, and therkore can- 
not resort even to the labor of the soldiers. 
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1 .send you Homo lato newspapers; you will read a capital article in 
one of tliem on Sheridan’s phraseology in whirling Karly out of the Tal- 
ley. The Northern papers pronounce Stantoif s reports to be humbugs 
to dec.ciive, tlu?. peoi)le before election- 1 think McOlellan’s chances 
bright h)r succcsk, and the news generally good. 

Address me liere. Should I be fortunate enough to be able to travel 
in a day or two, a,nd should I leave before the arrival of your letters, 
they will be forwarded to Oainden. For the ])resent I am a prisoner to 
my couch and suffer greatly, the only consolation being tliat these are 
tlie only attacks from which I over suffer, and they are ±bw and far 
between.

In rex)ly, 1 liave to state that no discourtesy was intended and none 
offered. Wiiihst the a,rmy under my cominamfwas at iVIonticello, dt'sir- 
ing to put troops in front of Washington and Fulton, then exposed to 
attack by the enemy, and having been notilhsl by department head- 
quarters that General Maxey had been ordered to co-operate with me, 
1 requested General Maxey to move Ins troops towaivd the Arksinsas 
line. Finding that mdess they took post somewhere in Arkansas they 
would not be near enough to Washington to afford tlu'. ])rotection 
desired, I requestidl him to place them at some point in Arkansas 
whence tliat could be done. I liavenot any iiaiiers with me, and siieak 
entirely from memory, but be my recollection of this matter accurate 
or not, it is of no consequence, for I wms informed that Gano’s bri- 
gade was marching to Jjaynesport, wdiich is in Ai'kansas if the maps 
be correct. Once in my district, it would have been my duty under 
the Eules and Articles of War, and under my responsibility as a 
district commander, to have commanded these troops, and Major-Gen- 
eral Maxey, if he were with them.

Desiriiig 
to have the services of Gano’s brigade in case ah assault on Littfe 
Eocli: wms determined upon, I sent an order through Major-General 
Wharton to the commanding officer of Gano’s brigade, directing Itiin to 
proceed to MurfreevSboroiigh in order to be in position to moveh'orward 
without delay if required. I could not suxixiose it otherwise than that 
Major-General Maxey sent the troops into Arkansas in good faith, and 
in order to render service, and I could not be guilty of the absurdity of 
sending via the headquarters of the troops whose services are required 
an order to their permanent commander at twice the distance from me, 
simply to insure its passing through him. A channel, though usually 
tollowed, is departed from when immediate public interests are involved, 
and in this case the supposition wms that Major-General Maxey liad 
left his own headquarters and gone I knew not wdiither to attemd a. 
convention of the Choctaws. The order was, therefore, given dii'ect to 
the commanding officer of the brigade, Colonel Gurley, at Laynesport, 
whose duty it wuis to have obeyed it at once, I being responsible to our 
common superior for the exercise of my legal right to give an order. 
Though Colonel Gurley says that he prepared to obey my order 
promptly, still I observe he aAvaited sufficient length of tinie to receive 
orders from Major-General Maxey, countermanding mine, and evidently 
written with a view to defeat the movement which I desired. The 
discourtesy, therefore, if any, wms offered to me and not by me. It hap- 
pens in this case no evil consequences have resulted from Major-Gen- 
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t^ral Miixoy’.s course, but bad a ra])i(l advance and assiiult on Litflc 
Ivock b(ien detonmned on l)y (leiieral Sniitli and niyself at our bite c,()n- 
terence, the abseiujo of tins strong brigade, wbicli 1 intended to liave 
lorined part ot our advancing force, might ha, ve been, fatal to our sne- 
eess. llie expedition then on hand being given up, and otlun’ oner- 
ataons lieing eon teni plated, I leave the correction of thesis errors to t he 
eoinnianding general of the department, who alone has the power' to do 
so with etteet. 1 shatl take no farther steps in this niatl;er,

General: (Since my intervic'w with Genernl (Smith 1 ha,ve been eon- 
lined to niy bed with a severe attack of intlaininatory rheuinatisin, ren- 
dering it impossible for me to travel. 1 am now better and may iiossi- 
bly be able to lea,ve to-morrow morning and reach Oarmhui the next 
night. .1 turiK'd over to my chief quartermaster as many wagons as I 
thought would lie ne(.*.essary to siqiiily the troops with corn at'Carnddi. 
idinderstand this can no longer be done. I was informed by Golonel 
Turner niore than a week ago that the works atGamden would be com- 
pleted in a few days ; 1 have therefore determined to make the follow- 
ing arrangements of the troops immediately, viz: Forney’s division to 
proceed at once, to the iieighlxniiood of Spring Hill, Poiignac’s to the 
neighborhood of Walnut Hill, Ghurchill in the neighborhood of tlie Cut- 
Olt near Lewisville, and Parsons’ division (with the exception of the 
brigade at Whishington) to occupy Camden, in addition, to its present 
gaiiison, \ our artillery was to-day ordered to meet your division at 
bpring Hill. It would be well to place the artillery as near Dooley’s 
b erry, on Led Liver, as possible, and that they should obtain their sup- 
plies trom the Avest side of that river. The chief quartermaster Avill be 
ordered to inform the resxiective eommanders of divisions the best 
routes t() tiike in order to reacli their new positions and to give such 
mtonnatioii as to sup])lies of corn on the road as he may have in his 
possession. Tlie chief commissary of subsistence will be directed to 
furnisli tlie necessary srqiplies, if all the wagons belonging to eaeli di- 
vision are not at haiid to_ be turned over to it at once.' Eaeb division 
will move to its point of destination as soon as a sufficient innnber ot 
wagons can be returned to enable it to make a marcli and to supply 
itself with corn and subsistence on i ts arrival. Mills are said to b'e 
witlnn convenient distance of tlie positions above indicated. The axes 
spades, _&c., lieloiiging to each division will be taken Avith it. An order 
will be issued for the medical and ordnance wagons to be immediately 
repacked and for the rest of the AAm-gous to be turned OATr to the divis- 
ions, if at Caiiiden, at once, and it not, to folloAv the divisions to their 
respective stations, the chief commissary of subsistence retaining a sub 
hcient number, however, to insure the troops a sufficient supply of pro- 
visions as soon as they shall arrive. 

When the army shall have been iilaced in its new iiosition on Eed 
Elver near forage and subsistence, all the wagons not necessary for 
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siipiilyiiiiT it will 1)6 used in tlie plac6 of wagons and teams impressed 
Ixoin planters, in order that the latter may be returned to enable the 
planters to save tbe crops, a large portion of wliicb are now perishing 
in the mud, the bottoms in the rainy season not being able to sustain 
the stalk with the ears on it. The preservation of these crops is of 
the last importance to us. . , . ^

Did you send to Captain Lindsey, 
commanding post Wellington, to know whether any letter addressed 
to me, to your care, had reached there— a precaution hardly necessary, 
but it might have been mislaid. I wote the letter myself, and read it 
to you, asking Maxey [tor] information concerning the roads, and 
wliether the expedition would be practicable at this season of the year. 
That letter (tlie original) has been sent to Colonel Turner. Please 
write to General Maxey at my request, at Fort Towson, I request an 
answer at his earliest convenience. He wrote me some time since that 
he was to attend a convention of the Choctaw Nation, but did not say 
where.

■General: During the last two days large immbers of the enemy’s 
troops have been passing up the Mississippi River. I have not been able 
to learn whether they have gone on np the river or have disembarked 
at the month of White River. My impression is that they ha ve been 
stoi)p<3d at the month of the river, as the lines liaveheen tightly closed 
for several days and the pickets are from new regiments. This is the 
force mentioned in my letter of the 0th instan t. We are looking hourly 
for a raid into this section of country. Tlie Arkansas River is so near 
dry that it is no barrier whatever. Small raiding parties have been 
out at different points along the Mississippi River below here during 
the last week. L send you the Chicago Tribune and Saint Louis Dem- 
ocrat of the 2d instant. I j)ut no reliance whatever in tlie reported 
capture of 2,000 men from General Price. Hood seems to have left 
Sherman befogged in the mountains of Northern Georgia and is having 
his own way along the Tennessee River. All. quiet at Richmond and 
Petersburg since Grant’s repulse on the 27th and 2Sth ultimo. Forrest 
holds half of the towns in Tennessee. The election coming off to-day 
will he close in Hew York and Pennsylvania. McClellan’s friends are 
confident; so are Abe’s. Colonel Polk, who is here to-night, tells me 
that the courier- line from Mouticello to Camden is now established so 
as to insure speedy and safe transmission of papers and documents. 
Siicli being the case, no further trouble maybe appreliended, as I have 
directed the couriers on this end of the line to see that all mail going 
or coming this way be delivered and received from the agents of the 
Camden line at Mouticello.

General E. Kirby Smith, 

Commanding Trans-Mississippi Department, Shreveport, La. : 

General: I left headquarters at Fort Towson, Choctaw Ration, a 
week ago to-day, and was at the general grand council of all the allied 
tribes and nations on Friday and Saturday last. On Saturday, in 
compliance with a resolution of the council, I delivered an address of 
three hours, fully reviewing my administration. On Sunday I went to 
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Fort VVasliita. On yesterday, as I learn by an official copy received 
t;o-<lay, ji resolution fully indorsing niy admin ivstratioii, civil and inili- 
tiiry, _was adopted. Qdie teeling in the council seems all right. A copy 
ol tlii.s ju'operly attested will be forwarded to you. On yesterday I 
made , a geiieral inspection of Fort Washita and found everything in 
good condition. I tlien came here, and your letter of the 4th instant 
got lierci about one hour after 1 reached here. I received a letter from 
(leneral Magruder, dated at Lewisville, 1st instant, in which he pro- 
poses to niov(‘, on Fort Smith in ten days from the time he wrote, asli;- 
ing sevcmal qm^stions in relation thereto. I fear very much that he 
can’t make the trij) for want of forage. The Indians camped seventeen 
niiles^north of this place would have to move on the overland road to 
hort Smith, a distance of 155 miles from this place, exclusively on grass, 
[which] as you know is at this season, this far nortli, pretty severely 
bitten by frost. When the command gets there the case, as to forage, 
is no better. 1 don’t think Magruder Avill find corn plenty on any road 
that lie can take. 1 Avould much rather start to take Fort Smith with 
infantry than cavalry. The place is pretty Avell fortilied, and would 
probably stand a shelling, by which our people might suffer a,s well as 
the enemy. A phin of their fortifications has heretofore been sent you. 
Their force is betAveen 5,000 and 4,500, and from fourteen to sixteen 
l)ieceB of artillery. Besides, can Magruder hold the place if lie takes 
it ? Where will we get supplies? If Little Koek and Pine Bluff are 
taken they Avill lie _ compelled to leave Fort Smith, iind even if they 
(Little liock and Pine^ Bluff) don’t fall, {ind the river between Little 
Pock and Fort Smith is properly guarded by small bodies of cavalry, 
energetically managed, Avitli a few pieces of artillery, when the riv( 3 r 
rises again they can’t stay. 

The true campaign, in my opinion, was the one I a<lopted, as shown by 
my letters to General Gooperof 27th and 28th of June last, copies of 
Avhich are on iile at department headquarters. Had not General Magru- 
der got uneasy about Wa.shington, Fulton, &c., pressing you to issue the 
order to move Gano’s brigade to the line, I believe that in six Aveeks 
time from the fight at Cabin Creek, such interruption to the enemy’s 
supplies and destruction of hay, AAmuld have been made as Avould have 
compelled the evacuation of both Fort Smith and Fort Gibson during 
the Avinter. As it is, if the Arkansas Eiver (Avhen it rises) is guarded, 
their supplies coming mainly from Fort Scott andtheir hay destroyed, or 
a material part of it, they Avill be greatly exercised to stay at those places. 
Idle most essential advantages to result from taking Fort Smith are, 
first, the entire repossession of this territory and the relieving the Gov- 
ernment ot a heuA^y di'aiii by the return of the Indians to their own 
(‘.onntryj aiiiP second, by the reoccupatioii of Western Arkansas the 
consiu'ipt [laATj could he enforced. Price is doing far better than I had 
believed he would. Tlie efforts to oust him will probably not be so 
great after to-day (election), and if reports from the other side be true, 
Slierinan Avill need help. 1 Imve called on General Cooper for a full 
statement of wliathe can do, and Avill notify General Magruder so soon 
as received. As I wrote to you last January, so I still think the 
repossession of Fort Smith and Fort Gibson is of Amst importance to 
this Territory and Northern Texas. The true defense of this country is 
north of the Arkansas. I yet think the same. Whatever assistance I 
<;aii render General Magruder you may rely upon implicitly. I greatly 
fi'iir he is too late, and deeply regret I was not permitted by reason of 
his call to work out iny own plan to the close of the campaigning season. 
1 have been using every exertion to have supplies throAvn to the front, 
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but you

Geneeal : Your letter of the 6th instant lias jnst reached me. In 
reply, I have to say: 

First. The best route from Washington to Fort Smith, distance ISO 
miles, is via Caddo Gap; after passing through the gap and reaching 
the Fourche La Fave the Arkansas Elver can be reached by several 
roads. The main road is that direct from Waldron, but it is believed 
the roads bearing domi Fourche La Fave and thence across to 
McLean’s Bottom, "on Arkansas, would furnish more subsistence and 
forage. The Caddo Cove is a rich agricultural settlement, formerly 
abounding in supplies, and has not been much disturbed. Fourche La 
Fave vaUey and valley of Petit Jean and Dutch Creek, tributary of 
Petit Jean, are rich and no doubt may furnish considerable forage and 
other supplies. The road iroin Laynesport, I presume, would furnish 
some forage and supi)lies. A junction of the forces moving from 
Washington and Layiiesport could take place safely near Waldron. 



patches,' sent to district headquarters yesterday (stating that General 
Price is retreating, hard pressed, liaviug been defeated near Fort Scott, 
Cabell and Marmaduke, with 1,200 men and 13 pieces cannon, captured), 
in autici])atioii that General Smith might order an advance for the pur- 
pose of aiding General Price in effecting his retreat, should this news 
prove true, I sent out notice recalling all absentees, except the sick 
and disabled. At present there are but few men in camp (aggregate 
1,471), many unarined and afoot, but the Indians will rally and Ibllow 
on whenever it is known we are moving forward with the expectation 
of a tight. How many can be got together I am unable to say, but 
shouhl suppose about 2,000 maybe counted on, x>erhaps 3,000. A 
iunction can be effected near Fort Smith, on the Line road from Wal- 
dron, or any point near Fort Smith. The enemy will not come out 
unless tliey should be re-enforced. The greatest difficulty arises from 
the want of forage and supplies in the country between this and Fort 
Smith and in the neighborhood of that place. I think the only way for 
a large force to approach it is via Caddo Gap, Fourche La Fave, and 
Petit Jean valley, and thence across to McLean’s Bottom, below Fort 
Smith. How we arc to get supplies hauled up now is the question. 
The prairie grass is dead, or nearly so; but if General Magrnder sends 
an expedition and will let us know when he starts and when it will 
reach Fort Smith, we will try to be there somehow or other, provided 
there is time to get there. There are at Fort Smith about 3,000 men, 
at Fayetteville one regiment, at Yan Buren 200, at Gibson 1,200, six- 
teen ol- eighteen pieces cannon in all at Fort Smith. In round numbers 
General Thayer’s command, including three Pin Indian regiments at 
Gibson, is about 4,500 to 5,000 men. 
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I do not know that any topograpMcal description that I can give 
would he of any service. Fort Smith is a])proachahle without diffi- 
culty on the south and east sides, but well tbrtiiied acciordiiig to all 
accounts. Timber has been cut down all around the place. Works 
have recently been commenced on north side of the river. The Fed- 
erals have no idea of evacuating unless th(3y a, re starved out, Tliey are 
hauling in houses from the adjacent country to build Avintcr quarters. 
This movement has been too long delayed. I could have taken 
G-ibson within ten days after the return of Generals G-ano and Watie 
from Cabin Creek had not the Texans been ordenid oft, and then 
moved down north of Fort Smitli and cut off all supplies. The diffi- 
culty now is to get back in reach of the place. A movement onglit to 
be made quickly to support General Price if lie be (ioming out. I 
think the best route to approach Fort Smith is to strike the Arlcansiis 
Eiver beloAV and move up. We could not very Avell form a junction in 
that event, but such force as coidd get to the neighborhood'caii co-op- 
eiate it the time set for the arrival of the other column can be known. 
Please excuse this rambling note. It is prepared very hurriedly, to be 
taken by Mr. Tim Henry. Should have been glad to have met you at 
33oggy Depot, but cannot well leave. The grand council has taken off 
most of the officers, and there is a general disposition to go home. I 
beUeve if I were to go off’ the majority of these men here would leave.

Federals have taken 
advantage of the flag being at Scullyville to pull down houses and 
haul them into the fort, delaying the return of the flag. The inter- 
cepted dispatches report a fight near Fort Scott, in whicili they say 
Pleasouton captured Cabell and Marmaduke, 12 [1,200] prisoners, and 
13 cannon. I think it all electioneering thunder, &c., for election, 
though it may be true and should be proAu’ded for. It may encourage 
the Federals in Arkansas to advance on Camden.

Sir: I have the honor to state that the party arriving here last night 
from Kansas with poll-books, &c., state that Price’s army is completely 
scattered and Marmaduke and Cabell and fifty other officers are pris- 
oners. Also 1,300 privates and all his artillery is in our hands. They 
fought at Westiiort, and at Mound City, and on Mine Creek, on the 
prairie near Fort Scott. Pleasouton had command of the cavalry. 
Four regiments of cavalry charged Marmaduke’s and Cabell’s whole 
division, capturing them. The cavalry performed splendidly. Price is 
now traveling a southeast course, and, from what I can learn, will try 
to cross the river somewhere in our vicinity.

Commanding Indian Brigade, Fort Gibson, C. N. : 

Colonel: Your dispatches of the 22d instant arrived here at noon 
to-day, five days out. We have been skirmishing all day in sight of 
this place with the enemy. They are about 1,200 strong, now in this 
neighborhood, under Colonel Brooks and Buck Brown, and are very 
bold. I am well fortified and intend to fight it out on this line. Last 
Tuesday as I was coming from Cassville Avith a train and 170 men I 
vas attacked by 500 rebels under Brown, and rexjulsed them after two 
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liours’ liard fighting near Bentonvlllc. Brooks, with 700 men, was also 
watching the road fifteen miles south near Cross Hollows, but I made a 
flank movement and brought my train off in safety. I have subsistence 
tor a thirty-days’ siege, if they wish to try me as long as that. Price 
IS at Kansas City, hemmed in. by the troox)s of Curtis, Blunt, Ilose- 
crans, Pleasonton, McHeil, Sanborn, and Brown. They fought him on 
Saturday, Sunday, and Monday (21st, 22d, and 23d), and defeated him 
in each battle. If he escapes at all it will be in such a demoralized 
condition that he can do us no harm. Price marched from Pilot Knob, 
where he was repulsed by Ewing, to Franklin, tore up most of the South- 
West Branch Railroad, burnt britlges; marched up main branch to 
JeifeTson, destroying railroad and robbing the country; attacked Jeffer- 
son, was repulsed by A. J. Smith’s veterans; passed on to Sedalia, 
Boonville, and Lexington, thence to Kansas City, and had started 
south, but had to halt and turn back, as liis retreat liad been cut off.

General: I have to-day received for the first time an answer from 
Major-General Maxey, giving all the information in his possession in 
reference to the proposed expedition to Fort Smith. Major-General 
Maxey says, with regard to my application for the co-operation of 
Brigadier-General Cooper’s division as well as Brigadier- General Gano’s 
brigade, that Brigadier- General Oooiier’s troops will form the junction 
at Fort Smith, if informed of the movement iiromptly and with cer- 
tainty, from the tenor ot which I infer that he deems the expedition 
practicable. He seems to think it a matter of course that Gano’s bri- 
gade will form a part of the expedition, although he does not mention 
it in his communication. He says, however, that 5,000 good troops and 
four batteries will be necessary to reduce Fort Smith. General Wharton 
will have about 3,000 cavalry; Gano’s brigade, I think, will number 
about 2,000. I have ordered three batteries for Wharton’s portion of 
the expedition; Gano has one. I have caused coiiies of my letters of 
instructions to Major-General Wharton to be sent to Major-General 
Maxey. It is important that Gauo’s brigade and .Wharton’s forces 
should move together or in concert. I request, therefore, that an order 
be sent through General Maxey, directing Gauo’s brigade to report by 
letter to General Wharton. Gano’s brigade is, I believe, on Eed Eiver 
at or near Laynesport. Wharton has with him twenty-five days’ supply 
of beef for 5,000 men. I have directed him to take with him all the 
flour from Fulton which he has the means to carry, and will send him, 
if practicable, as soon as the infantry can spare a portion of its trans- 
portation, an additional supply of flour. I have left the route to be 
selected by General Wharton, and urge upon him all disparch. Unless 
Gano’s brigade shall be ordered to him, he will not have men enough to 
accomplish anything. I learn that Steele has sent several thousand 
troops toward Fort Smith, with a view of intercepting Price. Please 
direct Terry’s regiment of cavalry to proceed without delay to General 
Wharton, if not already ordered to him.

Colonel : I wrote to you dated November 4, 1804, and sent copy of 
Maj. E. A. Burk'S report of work done in Texas. I now inclose you a 
consolidated report of the whole department, from which, thouo-h you 
can form no idea of the immense quantity of repair work done ?nclud- 
iiig reapers, mowers, and threshers, necessary to secure grain and hay 
crops, and which work could not be done except in the shops under mv 
charge, they having the only skilled labor in the country. I have made 
a personal inspection of the shops at Hempstead, Waco, Dallas Paris 
Mount Pleasant, Tyler, Euskin, Tex.j Washington and Camden, in 
Arkansas; Shreveport, Keatchie, and Alexandria, in Louisiana Oon- 
sidering the fact that the department in all its details has been' organ -

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ized since March, 1804, too niiicli i^raise cannot be . given to tbe officers 
and .agents subject to my orders. For some time past my duties have 
l)e(m intcirfered with by department headquarters not understanding 
the laws and regulations organizing the Field Transportation Depart- 
ment. Having betm, intrusted by you with its organization in this dis- 
trict, I considered it my duty to protest against being ordered to report 
to the chief quartermaster of an army. I have been sustained and 
ordered to repoi-t to Lieutenant-Colonel O’Bannon, chief of quarter- 
master’s bureau, who reiu'esents the Quartermaster-General in this 
department, and which is pleasing to me. From the facilities to fabri- 
cate means of transportation, and the immense stock of material col- 
lected, 1 have no doubt of being able to replace by next spring nearly 
all the wagons at present in the army with new ones. The Trans- 
Mississip])i Department is ejitirely denuded of .artillery horses, and 
agricultural i)ursuits will not i)ermit many more mules being t.aken 
for the army. In order to sustain yoim department in this district and 
to transport animals east oftlieMississippi Biver, they must bepurchased 
in Mexico. The specie necessary to do so has not been furnished to 
me, and I see no prospect of getting any. A limited supply of money 
of the now issue Avould facilitate my operations very much. A requisi- 
tion for $1,125,000 is now made upon me to jiay for 1,500 mules nur- 
chased beyond San Antonio by order of Brigadier-General Slaughter. 
I have not the funds to meet this requisition. I respectfully call your 
attention to the inclosed statement of moneys received and expended 
since March, 1864. The indebtedness of the Field Transportation 
Departmeiit will amount to $1,000,000. Nothing will strengthen my 
eilbrts or the efforts of my officers more tlian prompt i 3 .ayments for 
property purchased. I respectfully call your attention to the inclosed 
list'*^ of persons to bo appointed officers of the Field Transportation 
Department. The i)ublic service required me to transfer to them money 
and property. These transfers are disallowed, and I earnestly request 
that I be relieved from this annoyance and seeming great loss by the 
immediate appointment of these officers.

Gommanding Indian Ten-itory : 

General : Your letter dated 11th of November I received to-day at 
3 p. m. My letter of the 1st instant, from Lewisville, to you, did not 
leave until 6 o’clock the next morning (2d), and it appears reached you 
at 11 a. m. on the 5th instant. The line between this place or Lewis- 
ville and W^ashington I knowtobereliablej that beyond lYashington was 
not, I think, established by me, but by whoever established is reported 
unreliable. To my letter, which you state you received on the 5th, I 
received your reply on the 11th. You state in your letter of the ll'th 
that the country contains no forage save grass, and that the frost 
has destroyed the latter^ also, that there are no subsistence stores on 
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tlie road. It would take a very long time to arrange tliia co-operation 
between yourself and myself, and we would be too late to serve General 
Price in any way. The estimates signed by Major Vore, quartermaster 
of the First Division Indian Troops, and forwarded by yon, will require 
a year to 1111, and I doubt if it would- be done in that time. Major Vore. 
states if General Cooper’s command march as inliintry 248 wagons 
will be required 5 if it march as cavalry 432 wagons will be required. 
Major Vore goes on to say that lie will require, “outside of the divis- 
ion', brigade, regimental, and ordnance trains, all employed for tlieir own 
functions,” (580 teams, besides 0,480 sacks, of which I presume not one 
can be furnished from department headquarters. 1 have tlierefore 
ordered Major-General 'Wharton to march with two brigadp of cavalry 
and some batteries of artillery without a moment’s delay in the direc- 
tion of Fort Sinitli, via Caddo Gai) and Mount Ida, taking with him 
beeves and all the Hour that his own wagons and those of the neigh- 
boring infantry can carry, with, orders that his men should live on beef 
and saltalone’in order to keep the breadstulfs for the forces of General 
Price. I have ordered Colonel Gurley, if in the District of Arkansas, 
to send all the wagons he could spare loaded with meal or corn, with a 
small escort, toward the Fort Gibson road, to supply General Price’s 
army. If Colonel Gurley be in the Indian Territory, I have requested 
him' to do so. I subsequently informed him, however, that if he had 
received any orders from you providing for these matters he will obey 
them. I hear that Fagan, with a column of troops, will cross the 
Arkansas Diver, between Fort Smith and Little Dock, and I am satis- 
fied that General Steele has sent a large force on the Fort Smith road. 
Canby was taking heavy re-enforcements up White Eiver, when he wss 
badly wounded by guerrillas. There may be danger, therefore, to that 
portion of Price’s army which crossed between Fort Smith and Little 
Dock, hence I send two of 'V/harton’s brigades with the supplies. 
This is all the assistance I can render General Price, Of such as you 
can afford him you will be the judge. I will thank you to send me as 
early information of Price’s movements as you can, and should you 
hear of his whole army coming through the Indian Territory, please 
direct Captain Lindsey, the commanding officer at Washington, to 
inform General Wharton by courier of the fact, sending at the same 
time. the intelligence to me.

Price has lost all his 
artillery except four pieces. Three brigades of Arkansans from nortli 
of the Arkansas Eiver have deserted ; also numerous desertions from 
the old Missouri troops crossing singly and in parties. 1 have halted 
Steele’s brigade of cavalry at Three Greeks, near Eldorado. I have 
ordered Major-General Wharton to send two brigades of cavalry and 
some artillery with beef and flour via Caddo Gap and Mount Ida to 
assist General Price. I respectfully suggest that General Smith order 
General Maxey to order Gano’s brigade to move to the assistance of 
General Price through the Indian Territory with corn or meal and to 
live on beef. I learn that 4,000 of the enemy’s troops have advanced 
as far as Bayou Mason from Gaines’ Landing and were stopped there 
by the rise of the waters. I would respectfully advise that Forney’s 
and Polignac’s divisions be not removed farther from the line of the 
Ouachita until Canby’s force shall have returned to Louisiana or until 
their plans shall have been developed. Please answer.

A letter has been 
received from General Fagan Avliich states that General Price AAmuld 
cross at Webber’s Falls, on the Arkansas Eiver, on the Ist and 8th, 
and consequently an effort on my i)art to relieve him by the Caddo Gap 
road AAmuld be fruitless, I calculate that General Price Avill not reach 
Eed Eiver, in the Indian Territory, much before the 20th.

Commanding Missotiri JEJxpedition : 

General: Allow me to congratulate you on your successful cam- 
paign in Missouri. Though you w^ere unable to hold the State, the in- 
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jury you inllioted on tlie enemy and tlie large number of recruits brouglit 
out by you exceeded my most sanguine calculations, Wliile we all 
deei)ly regret •your loss of some very valuable officers and gallant 
soldiers, we look ui)on your campaign as a brilliant success. My old 
brigade is liere; tlie other, commanded by Colonel Mitchell, is at 
Washington. The men are in excellent health and spirits. The news 
from the East is very cheering. Lee luis badly deleated Grant in a five- 
days’ engagement. Forrest and Chalmers hold Paducah, Ky. Hood 
has crosseil the Tennessee Eiver, moving north. Our war vessels (the 
Chickamauga, Tallahassee, and three otliers) have made sad havoc 
among the Yankee shii)ping. Some 45 vessels were destroyed in the 
course of eight or ten days. One of their Avar Amssels captured. 
About two Aveeks since General Canby, AAdiile ascending White Eiver 
with fifteen transports, Avas shot from the canebrake through the but- 
tocks and testicles. Last accounts Avas lying at mouth of White River 
in a very critical condition. Confederate loan has advanced consider- 
able in Europe. A great world’s fair is proposed there for the benefit 
of the Confederate prisoners. I very much susiiect that the prisoners 
will transfer the funds thus realized to the use of the Confederate Havy. 
Gold recently AV(*nt ui) in Hew York from 208 to 250. It has subse- 
quently receded to 236. We have not. received any neAvs of the result 
of the Federal pre.-idential election, though we have no doubt of the 
election of Lincoln. I presume, general, that the scarcity of forage 
and tlie absolute necessity for more infantry Avill require the dismount- 
ing of the greater part of the force under your command. As you 
stated to me your purpose before leaving for Missouri was, if you suc- 
ceeded in recruiting sufficiently, to fill my old regiments to their maxi- 
mum; a new regiment should be added to my division in order to 
equalize the brigades. I have now five regiments, one battalion sharp- 
shooters, and twm batteries. To fill all to the maximum and form the 
new regiment would take 5,900 men. I, by your direction, stated to 
my officers on my return from my last visit to you your intentions on 
this subject. It Avas highly satisfactory. They and the men Avere all 
content. Only two desertions since you left. After giving the coni- 
lilement of men I ask, I should like very much to see another infantry 
division organized of Missourians, then take mine and that and make 
a corps for you. You would have a command of infantry about 20,000 
strong, which, drilled and equipiied, would be the finest corps in the 
service. I have had a conversation with Major-General Magruder, and 
have at his request put my views in the form of a letter to him. I 
should be pleased to have a line or tAvo from you when you can find 
time to Avrite.

'General : I am directed by the commanding general to write you as 
follows: Copies of a communication from Major Tracy, commissary ot 
subsistence, witli indorsements of Generals Cooper and Maxey, were 
transmitted to you yesterday-. Arrangements liave been inade tor the 
supply of the command of Major-General Price, moving via Pleasant 
Blulf, Boggy Depot, and Doaksville. Supplies shoidd be collected by 
you at the points where you may dispose this force, which should be 
pilaced Avhere it can be most readily subsisted. The general command- 
ing has no information as to its character, numbers, or condition, but 
as to this you will x>robably be soon advised by General Price, An 
entire reorganization of that command Avill xirobably be necessary. 
Whatever may be its strength, the commanding general proposes to 
organize from it Gvo brigades of Missouri and one brigade of Arkansas 
oavalry. These should be Marmaduke’s, Sbelby\s, and Cabell’s, as the 
oldest and' most efficient before the expedition into Missouri. The 
remainder of the command, if not already on foot, must be dismounted; 
the two brigades of Missouri infantry must first be filled; after this 
another organization, of Missouri infantry may be made of any remaim 
iug troops. After filling up the cavalry brigade, the surplus Arkansas 
men should be distributed to the Arkansas infantry regiments; if any 
then remain, a new Arkaii.sas command may be formed. Absentees 
from commands, seiviug in tbe Trans-Mississippi Department, should 
be returned to their regiments when circumstances justify it. Upon 
proper representation of the facts to the department commander, he 
may make exceptions to this rule. If iieAv organizations of troops are 
made, it must be done strictly in conformity Avitb the law. Cases are 
continually arising where it i.s necessary to change organizations ille- 
gally made by district commanders, this to the prejudice of officers and 
discontent of the men. Any organization not legally made cannot be 
X^ermanent, and can only give rise to trouble and confusion. It is the 
’wish of the War Deiiartmeut that, first, a brigade should be comiiosed 
of four or five regiments or battalions from the same State, giving not 
less than 1,500 or more than 3,000 men for duty; second, a division 
should be comiiosed of four brigades of infantry or three of cavalry, 
and, as far as practicable, these brigades should be of troops from dif- 
ferent States; third, a corps should be comiposed of three or more 
divisions; fourth, the artillery should be organized into battalions of 
four batteries each, with the field officers allowed by law. This organi- 
zation the commanding general desires to conform to, as far as xiractic- 
able, in this department. 

The commanding general also instructs me to say that it is his inten- 
tion only to bring General Wharton’s cavalry near Eed Eiver for sup- 
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plies and (or instnietion, where they can remain until the spring or the 
movements ol:‘*the enemy require their i)resence elsewhere. They will 
be placed so low on tlic river a.s not to exhaust the supplies which may 
be made avail able lor ybiir trooi)s. The department commander desires, 
general, to impress iipoti you the necessity of reducing the cavalry 
tbrc.o. Th(‘, supplies in the department arc not sufluicmt to sustain such 
large numbers of mounted men, and the cfliciency of the whole arm is 
imi)aired by th(‘. excess; this should be understood by the men. In 
justice to thcjiiselvcs, as well as to the country, some must be dis- 
mounted, the liorses may be s(mt to their homes, or, if lit aiul required 
for artillery servic(‘, they should lie aq)])raiscd and just compensation 
allowed.

General: I inclose extracts from tlie report* ot Lieutenant- Colonel 
Douglas, chief engineer, relative to tlie defenses of Galveston. _ Witli 
the W.ams at our disposal, Colonel Douglas regarded the defense ot 
Galveston impracticable. This my original oiiinion has been strengtln 
eiied by every subsequent visit and examination ot the de:tenses ot that 
place. If I mistake not tliis is also the view of General Hebert, and was 
the opinion of General Magnifier, who strengthened tlie works and held 
the position from political necessity and from the appreciation ot the dis- 
astrous consequences which, in a military yioint, its occupation by the 
enemy would entail upon the District ot Texas. I will not recommend an 
evacuation of the position, but so convinced am I of its wealaiess, and 
so satisfied that it will fall on the first combined attack ot army and 
navy, tha.t I cannot too strongly urge upon you while strengthening the 
defenses to secure means for the removal of at least a ])ortion of the 
heavy guns and material whenever the passage ot the eastern channel 
has been forced by the enemy. The tbllowing changes in the disposi- 
tion of the artillery I recommend should be immediately made' The 
cnins to be removed from Fort Magnifier and distributed between Fort 
Siilakowski and the works at Bolivar Point and Pelican Island, with the 
exception of one long-range piece, which should be retained in Fort Ma- 
gnifier to cover the swnsli channel and to drive off the blockaders from 
tiie pocket in front of that work. The guns at Soutli Battery, except for 
covering the swash channel, used in running the blockade, areot no use 
and are not material to the defense of the place. This applies to Fort 
Magnifier, though in a less degree. The two 8-inch columbiads, the 
5.30 rifle, and the 32-pounder will be immediately sent, with their car- 
riages, to Alexandria, via Hiblett’s Bhift. The 7-inch rifle should be 
retained in its present position in the South Battery, and, being a long- 
range gun, will cover the swash channel and facilitate the running of 
the blockade. The distance between Fort SulakoAVski and the work 
at Bolivar Point is neartwomiles. The eastern channel covered by these 
works so far separated can be passed at night by any class of the enemy’s 
vessels, or during the day by a light-draught iron-clad, such as used 
on the Mississippi. The defense of the eastern iiass would be materially 
strengthened had we the means and facilities for iilacing one or two 
iron-clad floating batteries in the channel. As this is out of the ques- 
tion^ the best that we can do is to increase the number of guns at Fort 
Sulakowski, Bolivar Point, and Pelican Island, and concentrate a 
heavier fire upon the pass, as even with this addition to the defense the 
passage of the channel by the enemy’s vessels is practicable. I refer 
you to the inclosed extracts from Colonel Douglas’ report, and recom- 
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ineiKl the placing of one or two gmm on Galveyton Island aiK.loii the 
niainltind covering the approaches to the bridgCj and to prevent vessels 
forcing the eastern i)ass from gaining a position to shell the bridge. I 
coimider it a matter of vital iinx)ortance that the four guns from the South 
Eattery should be forwarded without delay to Alexandria. The works 
there are nearly ready for them to be put in i)osition, and I have evidence 
that a strong ettbrt will be made to possess the valley of Eed Kiver 
whenever the condition of the water will permit the co-operation of the 
Mississippi lieet. Colonel^ French has been ordered to Galveston to 
su})eriuteud the removal ot the guns to Alexandria. I Avish you to give 
him every facility your district alfords to hasten, and secure their safe 
transit.

General . The disj)osition of M^harton’s cavalry for the winter has 
been to me a question of serious consideration. My recent visit to 
Aikansas convinces me thao the corn in the uj)j)er Eed Eiver Valley Avill 
barely supiily the Avants of the cavalry brought from Missoiiii by General 
i rice, ihe cotu in this neighborhood is largely drawn uxion by the 
ti oops in the District ot Louisiana and should not be deiiended upon 
tor the sipport in addition [to that] of Wharton’s command. The 
counties ot iNacogdoches, Angelina, and San Augustine, Tex., abound 
m f)'Rd other supxilies. The crops in that section haAm been large 
and the dexiots are full. The diAision can, I believe, be subsisted there 
this AAunter. By referring to the map you will see that the position 
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Htrategically is good. If oi)eratioiiB are resumed tliia winter by tlui 
e.neiny in. bn'ce, tlie Eed Eiver Valley or the coast of Texas will be the 
theater. At the i^oint indicated, cominiinicating by good and diree.t 
roads, General Wharton with his command will still be within sup- 
porting distance of yon should necessity require. The supplies in the 
district referred to are too remote from the theater of operations to be 
I'eiuoved with the means at our disposal, and their consumption on the 
spot by Wharton’s command, besides rendering them available, relieves 
a country already largely drawn upon, and which must be the main 
<lependence of the army if operations are resumed in Eed Eiver. These 
considerations, and consultations witli the chiefs of the subsistence 
and quartermaster’s departments, have modified the views expressed 
in the communication sent you yesterday. You will issue the neces- 
sary orders for the march of Wharton’s division as vSoon as Price’s com- 
mand has been ifiaced in position, directing General Wharton to estab- 
lish his cami:» in Eacogdoches Oounty. The change should be made 
with as little delay as x>racticable. Should the condition of General 
Price’s command render it necessary one brigade of General Whar- 
ton’s division can be retained in Arkansas until the Arkansas and Mis- 
souri cavalry are in a state to relieve it. It is suggested that General 
Steele, as senior officer, might with his brigade be retained for such 
temporary service.

The movement 
on Little Eock having been abandoned the necessity for calling the 
Eeserve Cori)S into the field no longer existed. I directed General 
Dockery in a note to send these men home, to allow them to sow wheat 
and attend to civil and domestic duties necessary for the common weal.

from these headquarters, of this date, modifying paragraph 11, Special 
Orders, No. 293, October 19, 1864, to all irregular organizations or 
bodies of men, and will assemble them and send them, under xiroxier 
escort, to these headquarters. These orders will embrace all men 
between the ages of seventeen and fifty. On their arrival at Camden, 
the major-general commanding will cause them to be organized in

General: Tyler’s brigade (recruits), Price’s army, camped last night 
thirty miles west of here, and I am advised by note irom Colonel Tyler 
are ordered to Clarksville. My courier iiitbrms me Fagan camped last 
night thirty miles northwest of here, near Cafirey’s, and that General 
Price will go through Boggy Depot. I have not been advised by Gen- 
eral Price what roads he will send his trooiis, and lienee can do but 
little more than accumulate supplies at the principal depots, though I 
am sending wagons loaded uii the main road they ought to be on to this 
place via Caffrey’s. Lieutenant Colonel Cearnal, who is serving with 
Colonel Tyler, informs me that Freeman’s, Dobbin’s, McCray’s,' and a 
portion of Jackman’s brigades and Coffee’s regiment, Avent down White 
Itiver. If this be so they Avill have a pleasant time with the re-enforce- 
ments recently reported under Cauby on that river. I am told that 
Fagan’s division (with exception of McCray’s and Dobbin’s brigades), 
Clark’s division (except Freeman’s brigade), Shelby’s division, and. 
Colonel Tyler’s brigade are in this district. Wood’s Missouri battalion 
has just arrived, I cannot report officially the movements, but only 
such information as I get.

His Excellency Jepperson Davis, 

President of the Confederate States: 

Sir: After the battle of Jenkins’ Ferry I ordered General Shelby 
with his brigade of cavalry, about 1,200 picked men, into the White 
Eiver country with instructions to break up the railroad between Little 
Bock and Devall’s Bluff, uxion which, during the low stage of water in 
the Arkansas, the enemy depended for the transportation of supplies. 
He was also directed to collect and organize the men subject to con- 
scription, and all absentees from the army to be found in that section 
of country, and to preiiare tlieni for operations which I proposed initi- 
ating there about the middle of August. Bepeated efforts had.x)re- 
viously failed to bring south of the Arkansas Biver troops collected in 
that part of the State since the occupation by the enemy of Little 
Bock 5 and it was found imiiossible at that time to render them avail- 
able elsewhere. Shelby by great exertion collected some 8,000 men, 
and by a series of brilliant dashes against the enemy, attended with 
extraordinary success and usually against heavy odds, he was enabled 
to some extent to arm and equip his new levies from captured property. 
About the last of July I received instructions from General Bragg to 
cross the infantry from the Districts of Western Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas to the east side of the Mississippi Biver, with an urgent ax)peal 
from the War Department to make a diversion in favor of our troops 
in Mobile and the army xn'essed by Sheinian in Northern Georgia. A 
movement down the narrow iieninsula between the Atchafalaya and 
Mississipxn to threaten Bew Orleans with the enemy fortified in force 
at Morganza, was a military inxmacticability, x^romising no results while 
they controlled the Mississix)i)i with formidable ffeets of iron-clads. Of 
all the oimratious Avithin the scoiie of our means and position in this 
deiiartmeut, an expedition into Missouri alone promised favorable 
results. The tone of theiieople, disaffected and excited by the expected 
(uiforcement of the draft, the urgent ax>peals made by influential men 
in the State that General Price might be sent there with a force, and 
Avitli assurances that he would receive suxipOTt from the iieoxile, were 
strong reasons for the attemxit. The crisis seemed favorable and every- 
thing indicated that the movement would be a successful diversion in 
favor of our trooxis east of the Mississixhii Biver. On the 24th of July the 
telegram was received directingthecrossingof the infantry in theDistrict 
of W est Louisiana. All the disposable means of the department Avere 
emxoloyed to insure success. General Taylor was ordei'ed to conduct 
the movement, and General Walker, commanding District of West 
Louisiana, was instructed to suxiport him with the resources of that 
district in men and material. My xiroposed operations in Arkansas 
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were necessarily niodilied by tlie instructions from General Braffo-. 
1 lie troops upon ndiicli I.cliiefly relied were ordered east of tlieMissis- 
sippi. The only feasible inode of resuming the offensive with those 
lelt at my disposal Avas an expedition, into Missouri. 

of .August instructions Avere given General Price to move 
with the cavalry of his command into Missouri. He crossed the Ar- 
• kansas Avd'lf alnuit 3,000 cavalry, effected a junction with Shelby in 
JMorthe.ast Arkansas, and with the addition of the command of that 
general, marched into Missouri with some 12,000 men. I had no ex- 
pectation that General Ihlce rvonld Avinter in Missouri, talcing with 
him a loice, most of whicli Avas available for no other iiurpose and 

ellectiAn force of the department by between 
Sixteenth Array Corps (A. J.

General: In advance of the tabular report of inspection required 
by the War Department, on a form wliicli does not ])rovide for the fol- 
lowing statements and recommendations, 1 have the honor to submit 
for your consideration the following: 

I find that the command of cavalry, wdiich constitutes the entire 
force of the District of West Louisiana, save the brigade of infantry 
stationed at Alexandria, cover an area of country so great as to render 
them effective only as a corps of observation, and as a check to small 
raiding parties of the enemy; that the country from near Alexandria 
to the At(ihafalaya and down the Tec'he to Beinvick Bay is in a state 
ot such devastation as to render it impossible for the horses to be 
foraged from any portion of the territory which they occux)y or ■which 
is contiguous. During the months of July and August they were able 
to subsist scantily on the griiss, and i)artially so in September. Now, 
however, this recourse is taken from them, and I do not see how the 
lines, extended as they are, can be maintained by using cavalry, 
unless some' means be devised to supply them Avith corn. I respect- 
fully recommend, the establishment of depots at i)oints between Alex- 
andria and the line of occupation, those depots to be of, say, four days’ 
capacity and to be supplied from Alexandria and points lower down 
Bed Biver, where Avater transportation can be used. Though there is 
great scarcity of Avagou transportation, 1 think by taking some of the 
Avagoiis from the divisions^ of Generals Forney and Polignac, who 
have an amount in excess of that allowed by orders, together Avith the 
wagons Avhich, coidd be draAvn from the cavalry force Avithout injury, a 
supply train sufficiently large could be organized to x>rovide for the 
Avants ot men and horses, as regards subsistence. To effect iiuy good 
by this means greater energy must be used to keep the main deport, at 
Alexandria, 8uj)|)lied than has formerly been, slioAvn.

General: I have the honor to inform you that Major Swagerty, 
G, S. Army, states that 400 wagons, escorted by 4,000 troops, crossed 
the river at Dardanelle on the 0th instant en route to Port Smith. I 
have seen a letter finm General Pagan, dated near Webber’s Palls, 
Arkanvsas River, oth instant, which satisfies me that General Price has 
crossed with his whole army at that point, and that lie will pass 
through your Territory. The letter does not state what route he will 
take. It is out of my power to afford him any relief in your Territory. 
I had ordered General Wharton to march to his relief with two bri- 
gades of cavalry and a train loaded with flour on the Caddo Gap road; 
but as General Price has crossed the Arkansas River long since, and 
as Port Smith has been largely re-enforced and provisioned, the expe- 
dition against that place Avill not be undertaken by me. I respectfully 
suggest, however, that as Gano’s brigade is presumed to be near forage 
a portion of his wmgons might be sent to supply General Price with 
corn or meal. He is greatly in want of breadstufe, and his army may 
disperse unless it is supplied. Please send me the earliest certain in- 
telligence you may recede of General Price. I will thank you to direct 
General Price from me to march his army to Mill Creek.

as well by keeping these troops at the mouth of White Eiver or at 
Devall’s Bluff. l"had laid before the commanding general my plan 
for the distribution of the troops, and it was at least a week 
after my letter was sent before the march commenced. Eeceiying 
no answer I took it for granted it met ^yitll the approbation of the 
commanding general, and they were disposed in such a way as en- 
able me to march them to this point if it became necessary to defond 
the line of the Ouachita, whilst they were near enougli to send tlieir 
wagons to make depots on that line to enable them to oiieiate. As itivS 
I fear that I cannot get suiixilies on that line now that these troops are 
moved, and that they themselves Avill be too remote to afford assistance 
in time if required. Though authorized to retain these troops if 
threatened by an immediate advance of the eneniy, in consideration ot 
tiliG B6V6rity of t1i6 AYOcitlior ciucl tlioir l)6iug doficiciit in 1 did 

not consider mj^'self as justified in keeping them from their winter 
quaiders at Minden, as designated by the commanding general, without 
strong evidence of an intention on the iiart of the enemy to advance 
immediately. After waiting a few days, I therefore gave the orders for 
them to march to Minden. At that time a large poi'tion of Ganby s 
forces were still at the mouth of White Eiver, and no news of the con- 
tinued pursuit of Price by Ourtis and Blunt had reached me. 

As soon as I heard that General Price was crossing the Arkansas 
Eiver between Forts Smith and Gibson, I sent him orders to report to 
me the number of his trooi>s, their organization, arms, &c., directing 
him to march to the neighborhood of Laynesiiort, his left flank resting on 
that point, and his right flank down tlie Eed Eiver facing the enemy. 
These orders it appears from his letters to department headquarters 
have either not been received, or if received, have been disobeyed. 
As I sent them thiough General Maxey I presume they were received, 
and that General Price not having been then i)laced by instructions 
from department headquarters under my orders, thought himself justi- 
fied in disregarding them. However, it is certain from his letter to 
der>artment headquarters, which was referred to me, that he has gone 
into Texas with most of his troops, and that it will be along time before 
the organization ordered from department headquarters can be practi- 
cally effected. The coinmaiiding general may, however, rest assured 
that not a moment has been or will be lost by me in accomplishin g this 
imjiortant purpose. I hoped to liave met General Price at M ashiugton 
within a day dr tAVO, as nothing cpuld be done iiroperly without ascer- 
taining the present number of his troops, their organization, and con- 
dition. General Fagan I learned has finioughed his men until the 10th 
of December, and I meet them on every road, and I have not seen one 
of them armed, and am told that most of Price’s troops have throAvn 
aAvay their arms. I think it certain that they brought out fewer arms 
than they took in, and I fear that they have not returned with one-half 
of them. All this must be known to the enemy, for 1 am informed that 
many of his men have gone to the Federal army.

Hon. James A. Sbddon, 

Secretary of War : 

Bir: I have just returned from the West, where I have been for 
several inoiiths, having’ left Richmond for the purpose ot vi sit ing the 
Iivdiaiis in the latter part of May last under orders from the War De- 
partnieiit. This visit was the third which I have made to the Indian 
country since the organization of the Confederate Government, the first 
being made in the year 1862, and the second in the y(Ni.r 1863. The 
fund's appropriated by Congress at its last session and its last session 
but one for the Indian service I took Avith me and disbuised accoiding to 
the intention of that body in making such appropriations. While in the 
West I made a close examination, as was my duty, into the condition 
of the Indian country, and I discovered that many changes had been 
Avrought therein since my visit last year, Avhich Avill be understood by 
what follows. General Maxey, at whose headijuarters in the Choctaw 
country I passed much of iny time, Avas assigned to the command of the^ 
District of Indian Territory by General E. Kirby Smith on the 11th of 
December, 1863, and commenced the discharge of his duties as such on 
the 24th of the same month. He Inis also been acting under orders 
from General Smith as superintendent of Indian affairs. He had in 
the district Avliile I was there a brigade of Texas troops commanded by 
Colonel Gano, two or three unattached battalions and companies of 
Texans, and the Indian forces under General Cooper. Attempts Avere 
then being made — since, no doubt, carried into effect. — to get all the 
able-bodied young Indians to enter the seryice. It was jiroposed to 
organize them Avith the other Indian troops into three brigades, to be 
called the Cherokee, Choctaw, and Creek brigades. The Cherokee 
brigade, composed of Cherokees, Chickasaws, and Osages, has been 
organized. The Creek brigade was about being so when I left, and the 
Choctaws anticipated no difficulty in being able to raise the number of 
men reijuired to complete the organization ot the Choctaw brigade. 

In the capacity of district commander, &c.. General Maxey has 
attended to feeding the indigent refugee Indians of the various tribes 
Avithin the limits of his command. The system of feeding these Indians 
out of the array commissariat was inaugurated, I believe, by. General 
Hindman and it has been kejit up to the present time. There was an 
urgent necessity for it at the time of its adoption, and,_ indeed, such has 
been the case CAmr since, as no xirovision has been made to feed them in 
any other A\my, and a failure in tliis respect AAmuld not only haAm entailed 
much suffering upon these iieoiile, but absolute starvation uxiop many, 
and xiroduced an amount of disaffection within the seA^eral nations and 
tribes AA^hicli Avould in the end no doubt have forever lost the Indian 
country to the South. In the beginning the task of feeding the indigent 
Indians was one of easy accomxilishment, as the number requiring such 
Govermneut aid were but few. Owing, however, to tlie occupation of 
the Cherokee country north of the Arkansas River, and the consequent 
insecurity of those portions of the ChoctaAV, Creek, and Seminole coun- 
tries contiguous to the Arkansas River in the south, hundreds of families 
have been driven from their homes, and are noAA^ crowded in camps 
in the loAver counties of the Choctaw and Chickasaw Nation, generally 
in a state of the greatest destitution. From papers furnished me by 
• General Maxey I have ascertained that these indigent refugees at 
present auiount to some 15,000 or 16,000. Of course the labor of feed- 
ing them, although they are located close to Red River, and Avithin easy 
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reach, of the grain region of Texas, has become one of frreat diffimlDr

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unable to find one in every respect fitted lor it, but bope to do so before 
tbe adj our urn cut of tlie present Congress. The, Superintendent of 
Indian Affairs has to be a bonded officer, as the greater portion of the 
funds intended for the Indian service has to pass through his hands. 
Finding it necessary to leave in the Trans-Mississippi .Department 
funds to meet certain exx>enses with regard to the superiutendency, 
&c., which I knew must accrue after my departure, and having no 
superintendent to take charge of them (and at the urgent solicitation, 
too, of General Maxey), I determined to call upon General Smith for 
assistance in making the necessary arrangements to meet the difficulty. 
On the 6th of October last I wrote to him as follows : 

It is necessary there should lie some bonded officer at headquarters of the District 
of Indian Territory, to disburse certain moneys appertaining to the Indian service, 
in the absence of Oi regularly spiioiiited superintendent of Indian affairs, to which 
officer Buch duty ijroperly belongs. Could you appoint an agent of the quartermas- 
ter’s department ivitli imstriictiona to .attend to these disbursements and have him to 
give a bond ivhich would cover them ? Un]es.s something of this kind is done I cannot 
eoneeive hoiv it is possible for me to leave funds on this side of the Mississippi Kiver 
to meet certain ex 2 icnses of the siqierintendency which must inevitably arise during 
niy absence. 

In res]ionsc to this letter General Smith appointed Mr. Eobert 0. 
Miller, who had been highly recommended for position in the Indian 
service, an agent in quartermaster’s department for the disbursement of 
eertain moneys appertaining to the Bureau of Indian Affairs, and 
ordered him to report to me. He gave the requisite bond, one fully 
covering the case, and iuimediately entered upon the discharge of his 
duties. This_ procedure was somewhat informal, hut in my opinion 
strictly legal,' and justified by the circumstances. All of the papers 
relating to this appointment which were forwarded by General Smith 
tor ratiti(,‘ation will be submitted by me in person. On the 23d of 
August last, iu my letter to you from Fort Towson, 0. N., giving an 
account of the general condition of the Indians and the Indian 
country, I made the annexed statement in regard to arms for the 
Indian forces: 

The Indian troops are liy no means well supplied with small-arras, although hy 
luoaus of cajitures made by them at Poi.son Springs iu Arkansas last April and recently 
iu the vicinity of Fort Smith, they are in much better condition iu tlii.s respect than 
tiiey were Avheu I was iu this country twelv<‘ montbs ago. The 3,000 stand for which 
an order was obtained in Hiclmiond about the beginning of last February by Camp- 
bell Le Flore, one of the delegates sent on by the Grand Council, &.C., were not 
brought over' by him as was ex]rected both by tbe Government and the Indians. 
This was nnfortnnate, as the want of reliable arms has long been the most jn’olilic 
subject of complaint with the nations. 

On the 12th Septemher General Maxey wrote to me as follows on this 
subject: 

I have in frequent conversations with yon informed you of the lamentable, 
deiicieney of the Indian troops in arms. I have also shown, you my letters to depart- 
ment headquarters on this subject. My rvants have not been supirlied. This is the 
source of anxiety with me, as the Indians feel that the treaty has not been complied 
with. They have recently turned out with great unanimity under the President’s 
call. The wants have been tlius increased. I would be glad if you would bring 
this to the notice of the irroper authorities. At least 3,000 guns are needed. 

Tlie wants of tlie Indians in this respect, I would suggest, ought to 
be supplied if possible, and at an early da.y. By act of Congress ap- 
proved February 15, 1802, the Indian country was divided into two 
judicial districts, called the districts of Oha-la-ki and Tash-co-homma 
and courts for each of them established. These courts have never been 
organijsed, Tiiis is a misfortune just at this timej owing to tlie dis-

The achievements of the Choctaw Brigade in Arkansas and the Cher- 
okee Brigade in the Indian conntiy, have merited and obtained the 
liigh commendation in special orders of the general commanding the 
Trans-Mississippi Department. Before my departure from -tlio Indian 
country, many of them, the Choctaws, Gherokees, and Seminoles, had 
re-enlisted with great imanmiuity for the war, and I doubt not that their 
example has been folloAved by ail their brethren in the service.

General: You are probably aware that the Army of Tennessee, 
under General J. B. Hood, has penetrated into Middle Tennessee as far 
as Columbia, and that the enemy is concentrating all his available 
forces, under General Tliomas, to oppose him. It is even reliably 
reported that the forces under Generals A. J. Smith in Missouri and 
Steele in Arkansas liave been sent to re-enforce Thomas. It becomes 
then absolutely necessary to insure the success of Hood, either that 
you should send him two or more divisions, or that you should at once 
threaten Missouri in order to compel the enemy to recall tlie re-enforce- 
ments he is sending to G eneral Thomas. I beg to urge upon you prompt 
aud decisive action. The fate of the country may depend upon the result 
of Hood’s campaign in Tennessee. Sherman’s army has lately abandoned. 
Atlanta on a venturesome march across Georgia to the Atlantic coast 
about Savannah. His object is, besides the destruction of public and. 
private property, probably to re-enforce Grant and compel Lee to aban- 
don Eichmond. It is hoped that Sherman may be prevented from 
effecting liis object; but, should it be otherwise, the success of Hood in 
Tennessee and Kentucky would counterbalance the moral effect of the 
loss of Eichmond. Hence the urgent necessity of either re-enforcing 
Hood or making a diversion in Missouri in his favor.

Under the orders of the War Department, placing the Bureau of Con- 
scription west of tlie Mississippi under the control of the department 
commander, it has long since been organized, witli Ceneral Greer as 
suj)erintendeut. General Greer has labored zealously, industriously, 
and intelligently in the discharge of this duty. lie has made enemies, 
but in tlie face of many difficulties he has by perseverance introduced 
order and system, and is making his <lepa.rtment a success. It would 
be unjust to a meritorious officer to relieve him by his junior at the 
moment he is reaping the reward of many mouths of labor and industry. 
I am personally a friend of General Nicholls, but under the circum- 
stances have suspended the execution of his orders, awaiting further 
instructions Ifom the War Department. General Nicholls might be 
assigned as general of reserves for the State of Louisiana, or as com- 
mandfint of conscripts for the State of Texas. The report of General 
Greer for the six months ending June 30, 1804, was forwarded to the 
War Department.

General: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your com- 
munication of the IStli ultimo, No. 4600, and to express my entire con- 
currence in your opinion that Galveston Island cannot be held by the 
forces at my command against a combined land and naval attack. It 
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is a cruel political exigency tliat with this feet patent to all the world, 
i am coinpelled to attempt the defense of an indefensible x)osition with 
aJmost the certainty of a disastrous result whenever the enemy choose 
to make an attack. The topographical peculiarities of the island and 
laiDor are such that it is almost certain that the enemy would make 
his land attack upon the left of our long line of iiitrenchments while his 
navy would attempt to force a passage into the harbor. To prevent 
the latter the greater portion of General Hawes’ command would be 
necessarily at the mYtreme left of our iiosition, viz, Fort Point, Pelican 
bpit, and Bolivar Point, leaving but a handful of men, not exceeding 
b(){) or 1,000, to defend a line of intrenchments of two or three miles in 
leng'th. It IS reasonable to presume that in case of attack the enemy 
would have at Ins disposal a force (piite competent to overconu', the 


drawal of so large a, numlier of guns from the delenses of Galveston to 
be sent to Boiiisiana, I fear, has rendered the fact of an attack almost 
the certainty ol a disaster. My failure to reply to your letter sooner 
was occasioned by iny absence at Galveston, ft'oni which place 1 haA^e 
just returned^. While there, and before receiving your <!ominunicatiou, I 
ord(wed the following changes in the batteries: The 5.30 rille left at 
bouth Battery to remain there to guard the swash channel; two of the 
columbiads trom Fort Magriider to be removed to Vii-ginia, Point, tivo 
to holt X oint, and one to a ncAv battery to be erected at once upon the 
spit riiiimng out to within 200 yards of the obstriudions. I have 
ordered a temxiorary work of sand-bags to be thrown up Aw’th the greatest 
dispatch to receive, in addition to the columbiad IVom Fort Magruder 
all the gums from Fort Bankhead, Avhich although not of sufticieiitlv 
long’ range to be of any service Avhere they Avere Avill Itoin their iieAV 
position be effective in protecting the obstructions Avhicli are close at 
hand. 1 think this disposition of the guns gives the best hope of repel- 
ling the enemy should he be imprudent enough to make the attack bv 
water only. 

During the period of active operations in Louisia.na, Arkansas, and 
the cis-Mississippi country I felt no aiiprehension of an attack on the 
coast of iexas, but uoav that the season of impracticable roads and low 
Avatei condemns the enemy’s forces to a state of inactivity, it is almost 
certain tliat a large force Avill be sent to ojierate in Texas durino’ this 
Avmtei’. several reasons apart from the political ones, which 

would point to this as a Avise military policy. By it they Avould hope 
to eliectually break up blockade running and the Kio Grande trade,

more than a gigantic raid, but even this Avould be most disastrous 
The skate of wealaiess in Avhich this district has been left by the with- 
drawal of I exa,s troops for the defense of Arkansas and Louisiaaia, and 
the imminence of the danger, I trust Avill induce you to take seriously 
into consideration the propriety of sending back some of the Texas 
regiments for the defenses of their homes. Assuming that offensive 
oxieiations on our jiart are out of the question until spring, and on the 
part of the enemy are highly improbable, if not impossible, except 
upon the coast of Texas, I cannot but hojie you will agree Avith me 
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that sound policy requires a material angmeiitation of the forces of 
this district at once. In addition to the considerations already men- 
tioned, an additional one might be urged in the great abundance of 
subsistence and forage in this State, and their comparative scarcity 
in Arkansas and Louisiana. Should these views prove to be the ofi- 
spring of groundless apprehensions, even then, no injury to our cause 
could result, for before the enemy could recommence oi)erations in the 
Eed River Yalley or advance from Little Eock the. ti’oops from this 
district could be there to confi’ont them.

Sixth. Maior-General Trice bas returned, as I am. informed, witiionly 
about fifty 'vvagons, and witli fewer arms by 5,000 or 6,000 stand than 
betook ^^dtll him. He has also with him, as I am informed, 4,000 or 
5,000 recruits unarmed. Transportation mustbe supplied his army, and 
many thousand arms, say 10,000, are required to make this unarmed 
force of any use. These may be perhaps procured from Selma and 
through Texas, but no orders -from department headquarters for their 
procurement trom Selma have been issued that I am aware of since the 
arrival of the 1,360 stand, which I sent for with the sanction of the 
geneixil commanding. I am doing all I can. to get possession of the 
Government arms in the hands of citizens or from deserters, and have 
recommended to dei^artment headquarters that the same course be 
pursued as to these Government arms in the hands of citizens in Texas. 
It might be jiui’sued also in Louisiana. With respect to transportation 
for Trice’s army I can saythatit is impossible to procure it in Arkansas 
without driving the peoxile off. 

iSeventh. 1 believe the troops in this district have received only two 
months’ pay in about sixteen months, and I am informed by the dis- 
bursing officers of the quartermaster and commissary departments tliat 
they can get no funds from department headquarters, and that much 
difficulty and dissatisfaction on the part of citizens Avould be avoided if 
they were furnished with funds in the new issue. As tliis is a matter 
exclusively in the hands of the department commander, I do not con- 
sider it xu’oper to make any suggestions as to tlie remedy. _ The above 
is a xilain statement, made with the best intentions and with a sincere 
desire to assist the general commanding the department in the dis- 
charge of his embarrassing duties, a desire which I shall entertain and 
carry out in regard to my coimnauding officer as long as I am honored 
with a commission in tlie service.

Colonel: My command is encamped immediately on Eed Eiver, 
between the plantations of Paxton and Creswell, some ten miles below 
Laynesport. The camp is a good one so far as wood and water are con- 
cerned, but forage is not so abundant as desired for a permanent camp, 
but may be all that is necessary, depending on the length of time we 
are to stay here. Eroin the-best information I can get there is Irom 
12,000 to''lo,()0() bushels of corn within a circuit of five miles; the 
greater part of it on the two plantations above named. Taking the 
above as the basis we can remain here from twenty to thirty days. I 
desire very much to know as soon as possible the length of time we are 
to remain here so as to put the men to building huts if time will justify. 
I respectfully call the attention of the major-general commanding to 
the total want of axes in this division. We are also in almost absolute 
wmiit of cooking utensils and clothing. Hone have been iSvSued for a 
great while. We -vvant especially .shoes, undercloth hi g, and pants. I 
will send up a report showing the great deficiency, if it is desired. I 
suupose we are about ten miles from Eichinond.

If tlie necessary negro labor cannot 
V)e obtained you must em];)loy troops for the purpose; they are already 
so occaipied in the District of Western Louisiana. Every exertion 
is being itmde to j^rocure slave labor under General Order 32 , 1864, 
Adjutant and Inspector General’s Office. Its operation is slow and 
difficult. General Walker was called upon to forward 500 negroes to 
Arkansas; he replied it was inix)ossible to meet the demand. The com- 
mandant of conscrixds has been urged to increased energy in enforcing 
the eurollinent of negroes. If you desire it I will direct the general of 
reserves in the District of Ai'kansas to receive instructions from you in. 
regard to tlie eni|doyment of his force in the collection of slave labor. 
The counties of Texas adjoining Red River (Marion, Davis, Bowie, Red 
River, Titus, Lamar, &c. j furnished one-third of their slave labor under 
a call from General McCulloch, one year since, which is scattered all 
through the State in the service of the Government. These counties 
cannot be furtlnu drawn uxion, or the slave labor there would be xilaced 
at your dis]msal. You are referred to section 5 of tlie instructions cou- 
tailied in General Orders, Ro. 138, Adjutant and Inspector General’s 
Office, 1863, and I would suggest that you consult vdth the Governor 
of the State and endeavor to iirocure, if only for a limited number of 
days, additional labor, beyond the one lifth required from the iilanters. 
I iiavo urged the importance of collecting depots of suxqdies in the 
vicinity of the Ouachita. I know the omlnirrassraents which you labor 
under, and tliat your difFicuIties have been greatly increased liy the 
withdrawal from'your district of the transportation carried into Mis- 
souri by Generai Price, The large trains accompanied without my 
knowledge or consent, and I feel satisfied that you would never have 
sanctioned their removal from Arkansas had you arrived at district 
headquarters before the exiiedition started. Forney’s and Polignac’s 
division belong to General Buckner’s command, and were ordered to 
your support in the contemplated movements against Steele. The 
command in lower Louisiania is threatened, and during the winter, the 
valley of Red River is the only iiracticable line of invasion north of 
Texas. The troops going into winter quarters, it wms proper that those 
divisions should return to Louisiana where they could be in supporting 
distance of the forces on lower Red River. The transportation could cer- 
tainly not be used in hauling sux^idies to Camden when ordered to Louis- 
iana, and wiien not used in hauling for themselves should be xdaced 
where they could be reeux^erated. The department of field transx)ortation 
has on hand and is fabricating a large supidy of wagons and harness. If 
you cotdd furnish mules from your district a train could be immediately 
organized and turned over to you. You are referred to General Orders, 
Ro. 29 , Trans-Mississippi Department, 1864, and to the instructions 
given the district commander in relation, to mules in possession of 
cavalry soldiers. Possibly some mides may now be found in the cav- 
alry which could be made available for. the Government. Arrange- 
ments have been made for obtaining mules in Texas and Mexico, but 
considerable delay must occur before the desired number can be i^ro- 
cured, lustructions that one-half the transxiortation of troox^s going 
into winter quarters should be i)laced in infirmary camps Avere given 
for the purpose of recruiting the animals and repairing the Avagons for 
service in the spring.

General : Great fears seem, to be entertained by the people on Eed 
Eiver, near the line of the Indian Territory, that their forage will be 
consumed by the horses of Price’s cavalry, and that they themselves will 
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bo subjected to impositions and outrages from tlie troops. The most 
sure I'obei; yall be to hasten the reorganization of Price’s command and 
to put the largest possible number of men in the infantry. Every man 
without a horse should be immediately transferred before he has time 
to mount himself at the expense of the country, already too much 
reduced in agricultural resources. From all the information gathered, 
J. believe that command now better prepared to receive an order dis- 
niounting it than it will ever be again. I aiii now of opinion that 
iiot more than two brigades of cavalry should be retained— one should 
be bhelby’s; the interest of the service should decide you whether the 
other should be Mariiiaduke’s or Cabell’s. These two brigades, together 
with, the small one of jArkaiisas cavalry already serving in your dis- 
ti’iet (Logan and I^'ewton Counties), should be placed under a strict 
disciplinarian. General Eagan is disposable, and of all others in your 
district best fitted for the command. General Price will be placed in 
command of the Missouri infantry, which, with additions received, will 
probably form three good brigades. The promotion of General Par- 
sons not having been approved by the President, he will have to resume 
the command of his original brigade, with his former rank. I desire 
geneial, that you Avill give your personal attention to the reorganiza- 
tion of Price’s command. Promptly execute it and report your action 
for my approval.

General : I wrote some days since requesting authority to send 
General Price’s command, now at Laynesport, t.o Clarksville, Tex. He 
reports about 3,500 men. at Lajmesport and vicinity. Gano’s brigade is 
encamped below Laynesport, as I understand. This is done by General 
Maxey_ without tlie courtesy of asking my consent, and witiiout the 
authority ot any one that I am aware of. One Captain Lewis has 
written me that he has the authority of Major-General Maxey to pass 
the winter with his company in my district. His presence was made 
knoArn to me bj^ a charge from citizens of kidnapping negroes, and 
otlier outrages. Ho is said to be at Paraclifta. Ceneral Bains, from 
Missouri, AAoth 200 or 300 men, is noAv at or above Richmond. They 
are reported to be committing many depredations. General Bains 
did not report to me. I sent to him and asked by Avhat authority he 
AAms in my district in command of troops. He answered by that of 
General bmith and Governor Reynolds. I ordered him to proceed to 
Laynesport. Several days have elapsed and he has not yet arrived there. 
His men, I am told by General Ashley, are still com'mitting depreda- 
tions. I learn that he has but 200 men Avith him, and has no control 
over theni whatever. I recommend that I have authority to dismount 
them by force and to transfer them to the Missouri infantry, apprais- 
ing their horses, their cavalry arms and equiiiments, and turning them 
over to the proper staff departments. At the time General Smith 
ordered me to organize General Price’s army and to punish depreda- 
tions on citizens he deprived me of the only means of doing so effi- 
ciently by taking away the Avhole of Wharton’s cavalry. I respectfully 
recommend that Major-General Maxey be ordered fortliAvith to remove 
Captain LeAvis’ company from my district, and that he take measures 
to have returned to their OAvners any negroes Caxitain LeAris may have 
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kidiiapT)Gd, or have ^'ot ]>()ssessioii of without due process ot law, if 
such shall have been taken to the Indian Territory. , Oaptam Lewis 
not havins? obeyed my order to reiiort at these headquarters, I request 
Maior-General Maxey be ordered to arrest him and send linn to th<3se 
headquarters for trial, getting’ a receipt from him (Captain Lewis) o , 
the order to iiroceed here, and if Captain Lewis does not report Avithm 
a reasonable time I respectfully ask that he be droxiped from the i oils 
and the next officer in rank, AAdioni I understand to be a good officer, 
be promoted in his place. I also request that Gano’s brigade, or such 
portions of it as I may require, be placed under my orders tem- 
porarily to protect the citizens and to enforce obedience to 
orders for the reorganization of Price’s command. For the good oi 
the service 1 hope the commanding general Avill not refuse me the 
necessary means to carry out his ov^n instructions. Colonel iiogan 
is ordered to relieve Colonel Giddings, of Wharton’s division, and 
the latter to march to Hacogdoches, Tex., rapidly and by the nearest 
and most practicable route. I beg that this letter may be answered 
at the earliest convenience of the general commanding. There 
will be great difficulty in carrying out practically the instructions 
which I shall give for dismounting a portion of tlie cavalry and causing 
their arms, horses, mules, &c., to be turned over to the proper depart- 
ments of the staff. It will require the liearty co-operation and support 
of the commanding general, and as all furloughs given by General 
Price or any of his officers have been revoked by my order, I respect- 
fiilb'’ suggest that General Greer be ordered to give the tolloAviiig 
instructions to his enrolling officers, both in Texas, Louisianai, and 
Arkansas, to Avit: That they enroll, dismount, and disarm any persons 
betAA^eenthe ages of eighteen and fbrty-fiAm who do not show special 
exeiiiiitions from the commander of the department or some competent 
authority, or furloughs granted by the deiiartment or district com- 
manders; and that they shall disregard_ all furloughs alleged to haA^e 
emanated from General Price or any of his officers, since suchfarloughs 
have been revoked by General Price himself. In all cases to impress, 
in accordance with the impressment law, the horses, mules, saddles, 
bridles, and arms of such persons oAving military duty, and to report 
the same to the commanding general of the department fortliAvitli in 
order that he may cause to be sent to the_ headquarters of the district 
the property that a]q)ertaius thereto. This order I design to circulate 
among the troops of Price’s command. It should be i)ublished in tlie 
newspapers and a copy in the ordinary form sent to these headquarters. 
Many men to avoid being dismounted and to save their horses, arms, 
and equipments Avill endeavor to make their Avay into Texas and thence 
to the Eio Grande. When they are made aware by the highest author- 
ity in the department that their escape in that direction is cut off they 
will yield to my orders a less reluctant obedience. An order to the above

President of the Confederate States: 

Sir: Iliave tlie lionor to inclose a letter* from Brii>'}i(lieT-GeneTiil 
Greer, cliief of tlie Oouscriiit Bureau in this deiiartinent. The condi- 
tion ol the cnrreucy west of the Mississippi is a question for grave con- 
sideration, threatening evils which, if not remedied, must involve the 
failni’c ol: botli civil and. military administration. Oonlederate money 
is utterly valueless in Western Texas. Gold and silver are the only cir- 
culating inedium, and tlie tide of vspecie currency is already washing 
the shores of Bed Eiver. All trade is. made for coin or barter. The 
expenses of the Government, necessarily paid in its own issue, are 
already enormous and are rapidly increasing. I beg that this matter 
may meet with the caireful consideration of the Executive, and whilst 
1 doubt the wisdoin of :forcing a currency upon the people, .1. still think 
the subject _ so important tliat General Greer’s recominendations 
merit attention. In 11 ds_ connection I would wish to call tlie attention 
ol the President to the failure to supply this department with the funds 
necessary to carry on its administration, and would refer him to my 
letter of Septemlier 28 to tlie Sei-retary of the Treasury, a, copy of 
which, was forwarded to him. But $8,000,000 new issue has been re- 
ceiiTid in this department for botli civil and military branches of the 
Government. The outstanding indebtedness is over $60,000,000 (in- 
cluding fourteen months’ pay due troops). There is much complaint 
and dissatisfaction in the army, and it is bub simple .justice that the 
small pittance given the iirivate in the Held should be' promptly paid.

General Magruder was ordered to break 
up these organizations and assign the men to old regiments of infantry.

Grande in the present depreciated state of our currency necessitates 
immediate compliance with the instructions therein contained.

General: In reply to your communication of tbe 7tb instant, tbe 
commanding general directs me to say that be lias alieady giyen you. 
bis views in full in regard to tbe organization of Price’s command and 
the dismounting of tbe cavalry. From your letter it would appear tbat 
you propose to retain five brigades ot cavalry, including Maimaduke s, 
Sbelbv’s, and Cabell’s, temporarily dismounted. It is tbe wish of the 
commanding general tbat but two, or at most three, of these brigades 
should be retained as cavalry; tbat tbe division of Missouri infantry 
to be commanded by General Price should be increased as mucli as 
possible by tbe transfer of Missoinians from cavalry, and tbe ranks of 
tbe Arkansas infantry filled by dismounted Arkansas cavalry. Dob- 
bin’s and McCray’s brigades wiU probably prove to be formed almost 
wholly of absentees from other commands, who must be returned to 
tbeir original organization s. Tbe commanding general is inform ed tbat 
supplies are much less abundant in tbe neigbboi'bood of ClarksviUe 
than on tbat part of Bed Biver where it was proposed to locate 
Price’s command. He objects to your placing troops on tbe Bed Biyer 
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opposite tlie Indian Territory witliont tlie assent of General Maxey, 
whom yon vslionld consult, as the .supplies for his district are dra-wn 
from tlurt section. The only way to prevent the evils you apprehend is 
to dismount the cavalry as quickly as possible.

General : I have received your communication of tlie 9th. I will 
at oiKie organize tliese brigades as follows — Shelby’s, Jackman’s, and 
Cabell’s: I will place General Fagan in connnand _ of _ cavalry and 
General Price in coimnand of Parsons’ intautry division. This I 
intended doing before the reception of your letter. The general 
commanding seems not to be aware that the larger portion of Gen- 
eral Price’s command is still absent. Acting in accordance with 
tlie views of the general commanding to orga.nize at once, we shall 
probably lose a large portion of the horses, mules, and arms of those 
absent, and to the "intautry service the men who might othemvise be 
sent to it. It is the opinion of Generals Price, Fagan, Shelby, and 
myself that these troops should be got in hand before any dismounting 
takes place. This will take at least twenty days from this date. To 
avoid tlie consumption of corn in this district I have requested permis- 
sion from deiiartment headquarters to send General Price’s command 
to Clarksville, but up to this time have, received no answer. I have 
also requested the use of Gaiio’s brigade temporarily to enforce my 
orders. My present headquarters at W ashington are as convenient to 
General Price’s command as they can be, a large portion of that com- 
mand being at El Dorado. I will proceed promptly to any point where 
my presence may be required.

P. S.— Though it will require the time mentioned (twenty days) to 
get the absentees in hand, yet under the .stringency of General Smith’s 
orders, and to save corn by dismounting those who are to be dis- 
mounted as soon as possible, I sliall commence the reorganization _ as 
soon after the 25th as I can receive reports of those commands which 
have been furloughed by General Price to that date, and I can have the 
necessary papers printed for the impressment of the horses, saddles, 
bridles, and arms, tlie private property of the men. I am informed 
that many of these furloughed men will not retuni at all. A plot was 
reported last night in which officers and soldiers were engaged to 
desert their commands and go north of the Arkansas Eiver. I have 
stationed troops to intercept the conspirators, with orders to shoot 
them down, but do not know if luy orders will be carried out in good 
faith by those whose duty it is thus made to fire.

General : G eneral Bains is here reiiresenting that he is acting under 
your orders and those of Governor Bcynolds. He has about 200 men. 
I have heard he is a man of bad habits, and from what I have seen, 
believe it. His men are under no control; they are lawless, and. have 
been and are depredating on the citizens. I have no cavalry in hand 
that I can rely on to iireveut this. I desire to be authorized to cause 
these men to be dismounted and turned over to Parsons’ division until 
they can be disposed of by the - infantry organization of Price’s army, 
as contemplated, allowingthem to keep their infantry arms and issumg 
their cavalry arms and equipments with their horses (after appraise- 
ment) to the cavalry. I have not the least hope of obtaining these 
men, arms, and horses unless allowed to use Gano’s brigade. Ho time 
is to be lost. I therefore beg that this and all other suggestions made 
by me on the subject of the reorganization or connected with it be 
answered as soon as possible, for I am as anxious as you can be to iiro- 
ceed rapidly with it. You seem to think that Price’s army is in hand, 
whilst only about 3,500 of them can be so considered, and if I dismount 
and organize these the others may never come. Should this occur we 
shall not only lose the men, but what is of far more importance, their 
horses, mules, and arms. Even the order, Ho. 90, which you sent nie, 
to dismount those who have joined since the 31st of August, 1804, will 
cause many to stay away, and of those present many will escape. I in- 
tended to have dismounted all by a general order, then by confidential 
instructions given at the same time to have retained the regiments 
necessary to form the prescribed number of brigades, and to have fur- 
nished these retained regiments with the necessary horses and cavalry 
arms taken from those who are to remain as infantry after the mules 
were taken and the artillery supplied. All this is very difficult, even 
when backed by you, for every step must be legal or the officers and 
men cannot be punished by court-martial for disobedience of orders. 
ITnder similar circiimstan ces officers were tried for disobedience of orders, 
I am told, when you dismouiited Dockery’s brigade and were acquitted, 
and I am informed that no horses or mules were obtained. The men 
own their horses, saddles, and bridles, and in many cases -their arms. 
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These cannot be taken from them, except by impressment. If it be at- 
tempted otherwise and the officers choose (as they probably will) to ad- 
vise The men to resist^ there is no court which could conscientiously 
with their oath punish the officers. I therefore propose to impress ac- 
cording to law the horses, arms, &c., the private property of the men, 
to effect all of which Gano’s cavalry is urgently needed.

General : I would most respectfully represent that this army stands 
in the moat urgent need of arms, and that unless the general com- 
manding distributes to this district its proportion, of arms received 
through Texas, the spring campaign Avill find it utterly unprepared to 
meet tlie enemy. A previous aiiplication to this eflect was answered 
from department headquarters by giving me authority to obtain arms 
from Selma; but independently of the fact that thei’o is no certainty 
of there being any arms tliere, I have since ,my last c.ominunication on 
this subject received information that the state of tlie roads on the 
other side of the Mississijipi Kiver forbids all idea.' of crossing them 
directly into this district. ’ These roads are represented by Major Bur- 
ton, chief quartermaster IDistrict of Arkansas, im])assable at this 
season, even for empty wagons. He informs me that the road leading 
from Jackson, Miss., to Saint Joe, La., is good, but this is probably in 
the hands of the enemy. The general cominandiiig will therefore per- 
ceive that no practicable result (.‘.an be obtained from this authority to 
])rocure arms from Selma, in time for the next campfiign, and that 
without his assists, ncc in furnishing arms throngli Texas this army will 
not possess the means even of dedending itself against an advance in 
force, when it should bo provided with all that is necessary to act offen- 
sivelysliould an opportunity occur. Gen (wal .Price’s army, I am informed, 
lost some 5,000 or 0,000 arms on its retreat from Missouri, and of the com- 
paratively small number of men of that army yet in hand it is reported 
by General Price and others of his officers that only one-tl.nrd are armed. 
Under these circumstances, I hope that the wants of this army may 
not be ignored, and that the general commanding the department will 
at least order a pro rata distribution both in quality and quantity of 
all arms on liancl or which may be received through Texas. Of the 
1,300 arms which I Avas fortunate enough to obtain from Selma, 1,000 
Avere issued to troops in this district and 360 AA^ent to the Texas or 
Louisiana cavalry. The Enlield rides Avhicli I applied for in September 
last were issued, as I was informed from department headquarters, to 
Brigadi(Ar-Geueral Thomas’ brigade in Louisiana.

General: Majoi’ Rowley, cliief engineer District of Arkansas, in- 
forms me that the chief engineer Trans-Mississippi Department regards 
the construction of the earth-works on. the Little. Missouri as ot tlie 
greatest importance, and suggests the detail of troops for that piU' 
pose. I would most respectfully represent that less than 400 working 
hands for this purpose are useless. Troops must be worked by rebels ; 
therefore 1,200 would have to be detailed to the desired points, and 
there are not supplies enough in that region for such a force. Hegroes 
alone can do the work, as that number (400) can be supplied, though 
with difficulty. That the general commanding may be satisfied of my 
wish to build works by means of troops where it can be done, I have 
only to point to those of Oamden, now completed, and to those of Ful- 
ton and Dooley’s Ferry, about to be constructed by troops, and where 
supplies for them can be obtained. I would also respectfully call to 
your favorable attention the communications of Maj. W. W. Johnson, 
chief Labor Bureau, dated October 5 and November 4, to department 
headquarters, asking that the counties of Hempstead, La Fayette, and 
Columbia be reattached to the Labor Bureau of the District of Arkan- 
sas and for 1,000 to 1,500 negroes from Texas.

Gentlemen : I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of a copy 
of the resolutions passed by the general council of the Confederated 
Indian Nations, on the 9th of November, mi4=. The control of 
is now Traced in the hands of the Treasury Hepartnient, and its expoitiu 
tion made under the regulations of the President in 
act of Congress. Under the regulations referred to, ® 

Dlaced upon the exportation of cotton by citniens, but the btatcs in 
their sovereign capacity have the right with the General Govennnent 
to export cotton on their own account free from interfeiumu. ihc 
Confederated Indian Nations which you represent under treiity st^^ 
ulations has the same rights ot exjiortation with the States, andthioUt,h 
tlieir agents can iiurchase and export cotton and introduce suiipliesnot 
prohibited by the laws of Congress. The cotton wljuh is 
be the bona fide property of the nation, and the certihcate of the j nincipal 
chiefs that it is the bona fide property of the nation sliould accompanj^ 
it in transitu through the State of Texas. I would suggest m order to 
facilitate the transportation, that whenever a trainis prepaied oi about 
being prepared, that the certificate showing the number of bales trans- 
Tiorted and tlie wagons required be forwarded to deiiartinent headquai- 
ters, where an indorsement will be made prohibHing interfeiuncu or 
impressment in the transportation of the cotton to the Alexican frontier. 

1 shall be glad and willingly give every facility lu my power made by 
the nation to clothe and supply their o\ni people. Under 
amendment to the impressment act, the Government has no pi lyilcges 
over any other purchaser who goes into the market. Tlie Cotton bureau 
has ceased its operations, and does not any longer ^ 

Government. You will have to go into the market and through you 
own agents inircliase the cotton required fortius enterprise, ilie difi- 
culty of communicating with the General Government at hichmond, and 
of sending supplies to this department, has hitherto made it impossible 
for me to'arm the troops in service. Twenty-five thousand 
arms were sent to Selma, Ala., but owing to the operations of the 
enemy on the Mississippi Kiver did not reach tins department. I 
have assurances that arms will be sent by Havana and Galveston, and 
■ on their receipt will issue a just proportion to the troops 
Indian Territory. Capt. T. F. Anderson and Sergt. John Walkei will 
be sent to Selma with authority to receive and bnng arms across the 
Mississippi River for the sole use of the Indian Division. The Gov- 
ernment recognizes the loyalty and services of its allies and, 

will observe its treaties with the Confederated Indian Nations. I wil 
oive you every support and assistance wdiich, as the military repre- 
sentative of my Government, can be done with the means at my dis- 
posal, and together we will struggle manfully in the cause of our 
Fndependence until Providence crowuis our efforts with success.

General: Hercwitli I send a, plan of reorganization in accordance, 
AA^itli. iny' views, and several alternate plans. It Avill b(', perceived tliat 
I greatly reduce tlie cavalry by plan Ho. 1 Avitliout varying materially 
from General Smitli’s views. Besides, tliis plan will suit iar better tlie 
geograpliical features of the country, witli tlie defense of A^dlic]l am 
intrusted. If I take action independently of General Smitli’s previous 
ariproval, and lie directs clianges alter tlie reorganization is effected, 
either in part or altogether, the confusion wliicli Avoiild result would be 
very disastrous to tiie public service. The ivhole country is flooded; 
creeks and rivers everywhere being almost impassable, some delay 
may take place on this account. I have been unable, notwithstanding 
every exertion on my part, to procure returns. I sent for them Avhen 
General Price was at Perryvillc, and forwarded blanks Avhen he vais 
at Clarksville. The general commanding Avill not, I hope. And fault 
Avith a delay Avhich is caused liy events occurring before General Price 
reported to'me. I beg that the ansAver of tlie general commanding may 
be addressed to me at Lewisville, and respectfully urge_ that this sub- 
ject may be brought to his earliest a'ttention. Tyler’s brigade has been 
organized partly in Missouri and partly in Texas since its return. Is 
its organization legal Whether so or not I recommend that it be iire-^ 
served until it caii' be ascertained if there Avill be a sufficieiit number of 
men. to till up the old infantry organizations witliout it. If this should 
prove to be the case it is desirable it should be retained, as it is tormed 
of a good class of men, and mostly neighbors, having been recruited 
from well-to-do farmers in Missouri, and that it should be attached, 
dismounted, to Price’s diAusion of infantry. If not so disposed of, I rec- 
ommend that the men should be transferred to Price’s infantry as re- 
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emits. Inclosed I send a form* of account to be used for tbe dismounted 
troops. The tbrin of account explains itself. I propose dismounting 
the troops at Lewisville and transferring the dismounted men at once 

to the infantry. , , . , ^

General : I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of yonr com- 
munication of the 12th instant. General Maxey was instructed by 
department headquarters to station Gano’s brigade near Laynesport. 
This was done at your request that this brigade might be in position to 
co-operate with you when the enemy’s movements made it necessary. 
I was under the impression that their winter quarters were in Bowie 
County, Tex. If they are within the limits of the State of Arkansas 
they are near the hue of the Indian Territory. Under these circum- 
stances, I think you can no longer charge General Maxey with want of 
courtesy in this matter. I have written to Governor Eeynolds in regard 
to General Eains, and will soon know what is the status of his com- 
mand, wliatever it may be. Wliilst he is in your district he is subject 
to your orders and the rules of discipline for your command. When 
1-Vharton’s cavalry was ordered to Texas Carter’s regiment, of Steele’s 
brigade, and Logan’s brigade of cavalry remained under your command. 
The inactivity of the enemy and the exhausted condition of the country 
in your front should have left a portion of that command disposable 
for the purpose required by you. Major Hill has been instructed to 
furnish such funds as he may have for the purchase in whole or in part 
of the animals belonging to the dismounted troopers. Only such horses 
as can be used for the artillery and such mules as are suitable for trans- 
portation purposes will be required by the Government; the rest can 
be disposed of by the men themselves. General Maxey has been 
directed to investigate the charges against Captain Lewis, and if foninl 
true to send him to Arkansas for trial, and to return the negroes kid- 
naped iiniqediately.

General : Your letter of the 28th of October, 1864, recommending 
the appointment of certain general officers therein named, has been 
received.

1 
therefore frankly state to you that, believing myself fully acquainted 
with all the facts in relation to the return of your son, Genera-1 Ihlwin 
Price, by your advice, within the Federal lines in 1862, his subseejuent 
course, and the oommunications between you and him, I design to make 
a memoir of those facts to the President of the Confederate States, and 
on it and the management of the late expedition to ask from him an 
order that you cease to be an officer in the j)rovisional army of those 
States.

Dear General: I arrived at this place after a long and tedious 
trip, avoiding capture but running pretty close on the Yanliees S(weral 
times. In Jackson, Miss., I came near losing one of my little children, 
who was extremely ill for several days. Being detained there in con- 
sequence of my child’s illness I sent my baggage on in charge of a 
gentleman who, through carelessness, permitted it to be captured by a 
gun-boat. So everything I jiossessed went ui3 — my Avife’s and iny 
children’s and my clothing, &c. It is a serious loss, but all in a life-time. 

I delivered your letter introducing me to General Smith, and he 
received me very kindly and evinces a disposition to aid me in every 
way. I shall commence immediately a thorough inspection and forwuird 
to you as detailed and correct report of affairs in this State and Ar- 
kansas as possible. I will call your attention to one grievous evil ex- 
isting in an official report, which requires correction. There are a 
number of able-bodied men detailed on the Mississippi Eiver to init 
mails and persons across the river. These men, instead of subserving 
the public interest, have converted their ferries into extortioning 
machines, and will pass deserters over as quick as anyone authorized 
to cross. I stopped some deserters who were about to be crossed by a 
man by the name of Pintard (detailed), living near Eodiiey. I was 
credibly informed that if a soldier or officer, on furlough or under 
orders, wanted to cross the river he Avill not have them put over unless 
he is paid $100 in advance for man and horse, while he never pre- 
tends to ask for a man’s papery being only interested in his having suf- 
fLcieut money. In short, hundi'eds of deserters are crossing the river 
daily, being imt over by these men who get these details to keep out 
of the army and Avho are making independent fortunes. Yor are our 
scouts on either side of the river vigilant. In fact, I did not see any on 
either side near the river. The prices for ijassing j)ersons across the 
river ought to be regulated by the authority granting the detail. Any 
person passing over soldiers not authorized to cross or be absent from 
their commands ought to be put in the field, and otherwise punished. 
I will report more fully and specifically (officially) as soon as I can 
make an investigation of the matter. I took the resiionsibility of 
stopping on this side for the present a Private Boothe, of a Texas 
regiment in Eoss’ brigade, in order to send him to the river to detect 
deserters from his command and have them arrested, also to get infor- 
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Illation coiiceriiiiif*- tlio men wlio crossed iliese deserters over tlie river. 
I also recinii’e liim to detect deserters in the Texas ref^imeiits over here. 
X am deteriiiined to iirefei- eliargi'.s myself aj^ahist the parties crossing 
tliein over ami the ollicein who receive them into their companies 
and regiments. I did not like to atop this man, Ihdvate Boothe, hut 
he is ail energetic, reliahle man. and I. can make him more nselhl in 
using liim for th(‘, imrposes mentioned than, lie would otherwise he. I 
will send liim to his command as soon as X can colleid up a numher of 
the deserters now here. Xf you do not a^iiprove of my stopping him let 
me kiioAv and X will amid him hack immediately. 

This side of the Mississixipi Xtiver is badly whi])ped. They receive 
hut little news Invre except Yankee accounts, and they helicvo every- 
thing they hear in regard to reverses to our arms. General Smith 
has a largo army, and X helieve is very industrious and active. XXo is 
inucli abused liy many citizens. X liavc discovered since X arrived on 
tins side of the river ihat there is more loyalty, more patriotism, and 
better armies on, the ea,st side of tlie river. X Avill send yon reports and 
give you all the inhirmatioii X can get as oltcn as praoticahle. Blease 
let me know what is going on. with you as often as convenient.

Chief of Staff, Shreveport, La. : 

Genebae : If it be possible to get one or two light-draught steamers 
above tXie raft, I cannot too earnestly beg that it may he dpne. This 
district is in the greatest danger from the difficulty of providing corn. 
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There ivS not much of it, and the roads and streams are imx)assal)le in 
many xdaces. If I cannot procure horses and. mules from Price’s army 
I shall not be able to move the troo])S, and if I had a i)roper organiza- 
tion before the troox)S come in (to-day being the limit to Avhich tlie last 
of them were furloughed) I should not only have lost the men, but the 
mules and horses, and the same number of animals would have been 
feeding in the country scattered singly and in small parties. Hence, I 
could not have organized before to-day, but the late rains have so swol- 
len Ked Eiver and the streams that some delay must still occur on that 
account. I have not yet received the decision at dei)artment head- 
quarters as to which of the ])laces there submitted has been selected. 
Most of this I have stated before, but it has this bearing now: The 
corn becoming more scarce, it is necessary to collect it in depots, and 
as our means of transportation are entirely niadeqiiate, a steamer is 
of the last importance to us. The river here is very high, and I am 
informed that though it may have risen only a few inches at Shreve- 
port, yet there is quite water enough to take a light-draught steamer by 
way of the lake. If there be a steamer that can be brought above tlie 
raft, I cannot magnify the importance of its being done without 
delay. On the Ouachita my difficulties are also very great. There 
is very little corn on that stream above the Saline. The river is 
now up, and I must place corn at Tate’s Bluff, Camden, and Pigeon 
Hill, or we cannot operate at all on that line next spring, and the 
enemy can take possession wdthout a struggle. I depend in a great 
degree upon corn from the neighborhood of Monroe and Bastrop, and 
I learn that the quartermaster of Harrison’s brigade, stationed in that 
region, states that he has the sole right to the corn there. The troops 
of the Indian Territory are allowed to encamp for the winter on upper 
Eed Eiver, in my district, on my left flank j corn is forbidden me in Lou- 
isiana, on my right flank. There is none in my front, and I am directed 
not to use that In my rear (counties* of Texas bordering on Eed Eiver) 
without the ijermission of my junior, Major-General Maxey, who has 
forced his troops into my district, and complained that my own troops 
are in his way, and all this seems to be by the authority, or at least sub- 
sequent direction, of the general commanding the department. Give 
me any district; I will lu'omise to defend it to the full capacity of its 
resorces, but situated as I am and have been, the energy of Eapoleon, 
with the wisdom of Solomon, cannot insure success. I have proposed 
remedies frequently, but they have been rejected. In consequence of 
the rise of the river and streams I have changed the place at which I 
proi)ose to dismount the cavalry from Lewisville to Pulton, and have 
sent to Lewisville for General Smith’s rep>ly to my letter conveying to 
him the ultimate places of organization.

Dear Sir : Knowing your deep interest in the fate of this district, I 
send you a copy of a letter* of this date to Brigadier-General Boggs, 
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cliief of staff of G-etieral Smitli. I beg that you will urge on General 
Smith tliat a light-draft steamer be sent here at once, and that I may 
be permitted to station such of the cavalry as I may tliink proper in 
Eed Eiiver County, Tex., or other counties of Texas bordering on the 
river, in order to relieve the valley in some degree, after tlie reorgan- 
ization of the cavalry, Avhose liirlonghs expire only to-day. Ihis 
organization will be effected as soon as they can cross the rivers and 
streams. General Smith has permitted Major-General Maxey to billet 
on my district without my consent a large brigade of cavahy, and they 
have engaged and consumed a large xiortion of the corn upon which I 
liad a right to calculate. You will see that whilst I am compelled to 
Bpocik tli 0 truth, I licW6 d-Oiic so rcsj)6ctfLilly tiiid in ii spiiitoi Ccilimicsb 
ami candor. I beg also that you will urge upon him the propriety of 
a fair division of the arms, which may come through Pexas, foi 1 tear 
General Smith may be satisfied to depend upon Selma, Ala., for a.rms 
for Arkansas. The events., which have swept over Georgia like a whirl- 
wind iniike that dependence fatal. It is obvious that there is not tne 
least possibility of getting arms from there now.

General : I have the honor to call your attention to the inclosed 
copy of General Orders, No. 70, headquarters Traiis-Mississippi De- 
partment, September 12, 1864,* by which the system of ^ 

collecting subsistence stores, inaugurated by this Bureau, JPP^?I^ 

of the Secretary of War, April 15, 1863, is entirely abrogated The 
very great results of the working of thi s system on this side of tne 

* See Part III, p. 925. 
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Mississilipi River are 'well known. And I am informed by officers 
ot intelligence and capacity from tlie Trans-Mississii^pi Department 
that by its operations alone can the troops in that department be eco- 
nomically and well fed. It is worthy of remark that the system estab- 
lished by General Smith in its stead is just that which was prevalent 
on this side of the river until April 15, i803, and was then given up as 
inadequate for the collection of all the supplies in the country. 

By the operation of this order the officer who had been selected by 
the Commissary- General for the management of tlie commissariat in 
Texas, because of his long experience and intimate acquaintance with 
the country and people, is removed, and there and elsewhere in that 
department men put in charge who are not known to have any other 
qualification than that of occupying an illegal imsition on the staff of the 
generals commanding the several military districts. Maj. Sackfield Mac- 
lin, then an officer of the TJ. S. An^my, was at the commencement of 
the war in Texas. He at once entered the Confederate service, and 
exhibited the greatest zeal and fearlessness of personal responsibility 
in the advancement of its interests. Having public funds in his pos- 
session, he unhesitatingly made use of them for the purposes of the new 
Government, and was prominent in securing U. S. property for the 
Confederacy. He for a long time discharged the duties of commissary, 
quartermaster, and ordnance officer in the State of Texas, and was 
finally relieved of all, save those of commissary. When the new sys- 
tem was inaugurated he was appointed chief purchasing commissary 
of subsistence for that State. 

General Magruder, while in command of that district, without au- 
thority, relieved him and appointed hT. B, Pearce chief commissary. 
On the application of the Commissary-General, paragraph XIII, Special 
Orders, Xo. 163, Adjutant and Inspector Generaks Office, July 11, 1863, 
and paragraph XXV, Special Orders, Xo. 250, Adjutant and Inspector 
General’s Office, October 21, 1863, were issued, restoring him to Ms 
position. The latter reaffirmed the former and annulled ‘^orders con- 
tiicting therewith from any source whatever.” I noAV renew my recom- 
mendation that Maj. S. Maclin be appointed commissary of subsistence, 
with rank of lieutenant-colonel. When General E. K. Smith assumed 
command of the Trans-Mississippi Department he took with him, with- 
out authority apparent in orders, Maj. W. H. Thomas, commissary of 
subsistence, who had been with him in Tennessee. The Commissary- 
General received a letter from Major Thomas, written soon after his 
arrival in the Trans-Mississippi Department, saying that he intended 
asking General Smith to assign him to the duty of collecting supplies. 
In reply the Commissary-General wrote him. May 6, 1863, telling him 
that the new purchasing system then just inaugurated must be carried 
out in the Trans-Mississippi Department, and appointing him chief 
purchaser of commissaries of subsistence for West Louisiana. He 
inclosed the circular of April 15, 1863, approved by the Secretary of 
War, establishing the purchasing system, and directed him to show 
both the letter and circular to General Smith. The Commissary-Gen- 
eral wrote General Smith at the same time referring to his letter to 
Major Thomas. On the 7th of July, 1863, the Commissary-General 
again wrote Major Thomas informing him of his appointment as chief 
commissary of subsistence for West Louisiana, and on the 11th July, 
1863, the Commissary-General again wrote him asking why he for- 
warded his communications through General Smith, and "assuming 
that his letter of May 6, 1863, had never been received, again told him 
of his appointment. On 4th Xovember, 1863, Major Thomas wrote

tliat liiB appointment as cliief commissary of subsistence, for West 
Louisiana was not received until July 11, 1803, and declined it, saying’^ 
that lie could be of more service while serving as chief commissary of 
subsistence on the stall of General Sniitli. It is respectfully submitted 
that the position of Major Thomas in the Trans- Mississippi Department 
has been productive of very evil results, and it is recommended that 
he be ordeix'd to report in person, wthout delay, to the Gommissary- 
General. 


It is also asked that General Orders, No. 70, headquarters Department 
of Trans-Mississip]:)i, September 1!3, 1804, may be revoked as being in 
direct violation of the orders of the Secretary of War contained in 
(jircular of this Bureau of April 15, 1803, which was by him approved; 
and that General Smith be called upon to explain the persistent efforts 
made by him since he assumed command of the Trans-Mississippi 
Department to overthrow the system created by the War Department 
and to substitute in its stead that which had been tried and given up 
as essentially vicious.

General: Owing to the scarcity of funds in this department the 
public credit has become so seriously impaired that even by impress- 
ment it is almost impossible to procure many articles of prime neces- 
sity tor the army. A resort to the power of impressment in the absence 
of money to pay for the property impressed is so glaring an act of in- 
justice and so wholly unauthorized by law, that it excites a spirit of 
opposition and spreads dissatisfaction among the people. With funds 
articles could be obtained by imxiressment. Without money, it is very 
questionable, indeed, whether that mode of obtaining supplies will be 
submitted to. At present the public credit is very low for the reason 
that the Government has outstanding in the hands of citizens over 
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$40,000,000 of certified acconuts, some of tliese nearly of two years’ 
standing. tJntil funds are provided for the i^ayment of tliese claims, 
public confidence in tlie ability or disiiosition of the Government to 
pay its debts will be destroyed. Another evil resulting from the want 
of snfiicient funds is being felt more and more every day. It is the 
demoralizing eftect upon the soldiers, resulting from their not being 
liaid. Many of the trooiis in this department have not been paid for 
eighteen months, and all of them have heavy arrears of pay due them. 
In this connection I have the honor to call your attention to the accom- 
panying copy of a letter Aom Lieutenant-General Buckner, commanding 
District of West Louisiana, showing the evil effects upon the disciiiline 
of his command, resulting from the failure of the Government to fur- 
nish funds to pay its soldiers. I liave on more than one occasion called 
the attention of the agent, for this department, of the Treasury to these 
subjects. I have also addressed the Secretai'y of the Treasury to the 
same effect. Full estimates have been sent forward repeatedly. In 
September, 1864, the actual indebtedness of the department was 
$40,000,000, and it is doubtless nearly double that amount now. In 
that month (September) there had been received of the new issue just 
$8,000,000. The disproportion between the amount of indebtedness and 
funds furnished to meet it is now much greater than it was then. I 
trust the attention of the Secretary of the Treasury will be again 
directed to this subject as it is one of the greatest importance to this 
department.

I. Soldiers who were between the ages of forty-five and fifty at the 
passage of the act of 17th February, 1804, and enlisted for a given 
period, are entitled to their discharge from field service at the expira- 
tion of their present terms of enlistment, but will be still liable to 
enrollment in the reserve corps. Soldiers who were over forty-five 
years of age at the passage of the above-named act, and had voluntarily 
enlisted for the war, are not entitled to change their service from the 
field to the reserve corps. 

II. All medical examining boards in the Trans-Mississippi Depart- 
ment will report on the 1st day of Jamm.ry, 1865, and every three 
months thereafter, to the Chief of the Medical Bureau, and to the Med- 
ical Director, Trans-Mississippi Department, the names of the members 
thereof, and the orders under which they were constituted. On the 
formation of any new board the fact will at once be reported. 

III. The daily extra compensation allowed clerks serving in the dif- 
ferent departments, in addition to their extra pay of one dollar per day, 
will not exceed two dollars. 

lY. Paragraph YIII, General Orders, No. 42, current series. Adjutant 
and Inspector General’s Office, does not entitle to a discharge men 
who were under forty-five years of age at the passage of the act of 17th 
February, 1864,, nor does it embrace members of the reserve corps, or 
entitle them to a discharge on arriving at the age of fifty years.

The major-general commanding division has with much regret and 
mortification recently received many and repeated coinplaiuts from the 
citizens of the surrounding country, especially from those living in the 
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vicinity of tlie. Out-Oii^ tliat tlie soldiery of tliis division are committing 
many acts of depredation and violence. So great has been the confi- 
dence reposed by liim in the honor and integrity of the men and officers 
of his command, that when, the above-mentioned complaints were first 
laid before him, he conld not be convinced that any of them would be 
guilty of the conduct alleged, and therelbre took no stei)S to confine 
them more closely to their encampments. Facts have, however, come 
to his knowledge which prove too clearly that the perpetrators of these 
outrages belong to this command; and he now calls upon its members 
to come forward and repa 3 '‘ his confidence and kindness by making 
known the aiders and abettors in all acts of violence of which they may 
be cognizant, in order that the villainy of a few may be severely pun- 
ished and this command relieved of tlie stigma thereby attached to it. 
Should, liowever, no response be made to the above invitation and these 
outrages be continued, promiit measures will be taken to discover and 
punish those committing them, and the whole coimnand will, by strict 
guards, be con fined to narrow limits, that the citizens, on whom depends 
as much as upon the troops the success of our cause, inaj^ be protected 
in the enjoyment of their rights.

Commanding District of Arlcansas : 

General : I am directed by the general commanding to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter dated 2fitli instant, concerning the reorganization 
of General Price’s command, and to say that the first plan appears to 
be the best, but requires explanation concerning the organization of 
Colonel Brooks’ brigade. The brigade you propose is not the one raised 
by Colonel Brooks, and to which the general proposed assigning him 
and contains a Missouri (Slayback’s) command. It should consist 
entirely of Arkansas troops. As the President has recommended legis- 
lation upon the subject of consolidation of small commands, General 
Smith does not desire to anticipate this legislation, and does not approve 
ofthe consolidation proposed. Webb’s, Kidder’s, and Eoberts’ unattached 
companies do not appear in the returns of the dex)artment, and before 
assigning them as cavalry he desires to be fully informed as to the 
manner of their organization and the duties upon which they have 
been engaged. The commands recruited in Missouri will have to be 
organized according to law before they can be recognized or formed 
into brigades, and he insists that they shall not be formed from 
deserters, absentees, or by transfers. When regiments properly re- 
cruited have not a sufficient number of men to be received, they can be 
combined with the consent of all concerned. When they decline to com- 
bine for comifieting the organization they Avill have to be assigned 
to fill up the infantry regiments of the Missouri division. In regard 
to the independent companies of Webb, Kidder, and Eoberts, wliich 
are by plan first attaclied to Cabell’s brigade, they should be inspected, 
and .if properly and legally organized should be attached to some bat- 
talion of Arkansas troops to comi)lete a regimental organization. The 
general commanding objects to retaining independent companies and 
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regards tlio regiment as tlie iniit of organizations. If those companies 
are left independent it will only cause fixture trouble. Webb’s company, 
lie has understood, was a marauding debacliment in tlie vicinity of Au- 
gusta, Ark., and Webb liimself isreported to be absentfrom bisregiment 
Avitliout authority. He is also under the impression that Kidder’s company 
is composed of absentees and deserters from theinfantry, and wasnmunted 
without proper authority, he thinks, by General Churchill. Each of 
these companies should be carefully inspected. Slayback’s command 
being a new organization and but 300 strong certainly cannot be a 
legally organized regiment, and being Missourians, it retained in service 
should be a legally organized battalion and attached to Marmaduke s 
brigade under the first plan. The commands brought from Arkansas 
by Colonel Brooks should be inspected, regularly received into service, 
and legally organized into regiments. Tlie battalions, with the excep- 
tion of Buck Brown’s battalion, should be combined into a regiment 
and attaclied to the Arkansas brigade in the place of Slayback’s. 
This brigade will be the first dismounted when the necessities of the 
service require it. Before assigning Colonel Brooks to command his 
relative rank with Colonel Logan should be ascertained. In regard to 
Jackman’s brigade, which axipears in the second plan, Colonels Schnable 
and Hunter are both represented to be good offi cers. J ackman has been 
deservedly recommended. Of W^illiams’ regiment General Smith knows 
nothing, but if these regiments are properly organized he thinks they 
can be successfully dismounted by retaining Jackman in command ot 
the brigade. They are each reported to have 400 men. You may have 
to combine one with the others, thus making these regiments of the 
minimum number of men. The State battalion, organized by General 
Bains, and which was turned over under agreement with Governor 
Beynolds, I wopld suggest could be combined with Slaybaok’s and 
organized into a regiment, as under agreement it \yas ixromised to be 
retained mounted. The general commanding desires that you 
direct Maior Slialer to make an inspection of the organizations and 
I’cccivG tliGTii into sGrA^icG* I'Ig knows tlxcit JMixjor Slitilor will litorcilly 

carry out his instructions. , , . , .

Camp Hear Scullyville, 

JJecemher 31, 1864. 

[Brig. Gen. D. H. Cooper:] 

General: I have gleaned much information this trip. It ism sub- 
stance as follows: Doctor M,, by agent, informed me that the Federal 
army would all be gone from Fort- Smith in eight or ten days from the 
28th instant. They had orders from W ashington City to evacuate Forts 
Sfinith] , Gibson, and Little Bock, holding no post save Helena, dhe Gov- 
ernor, Generals Steele and Thayer, had sent Fishback to Waslnngton 
to protest and ask that the order be ^'^''^oked. Froni other sourc^ t^^ 
reliable to be doubted, I have it that from the 2oth to the 27th five boats 
arrived at Fort Simith] empty, bringing no supplies. As soon as it 
could be done these were loaded with men and cannon and returned 
down the river. Since then boats have continued to arrive empty and 
go away loaded. On the 27th or 28th the ordnance was moved from 
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Forts Nos. 3 and 4 and some of the riiie-pits filled ni). On the same 
day or 29th a number of winter-quarters huts and tents were burned. 
Those of the Kansas Second were entirely destroyed. 

Through a Federal major I learn that there are to be two regiments 
left to garrison the post. (The cannon Irom Nos. 3 and 4 were sent 
down the river.) Doctor M. earnestly desires that the place be occu- 
pied by our troops at once. His impression is that all will leave. My 
own is that perhaps tvm regiments 'will be left. Many different sur- 
mises are made by the soldiers of the army. Some say they are going 
to Texas, via Little Bock; others say to Virginia; others, to Tennessee. 
We have possession of Nashville, and I think they are ordered to Ten- 
nessee. That the greater part, if not all, of the army are leaving Fort 
S[mith J there is no doubt in iny mind. They say Sherman has Savannah. 
Lincoln is certaiidy elected, McClellan carrying only two States — New 
Jersey and Kentucky. Some say the drafting has commenced. From, 
aU accounts there is much excitement and confusion in the Nortli. I 
can learn nothing certain of the fighting. Faniilies who are with me 
from Missouri say the copperheads and abolitionists are having bloody 
fights, copperheads carrying the day. I have also learned that Sher- 
man is completely trapped in Savannah. The Federals are not jubi- 
lant by any means over the capture of S[avaunah]. Some ot the Federal 
officers (so since told) offer to bet that peace will be made by the 1st 
of April. 

Keported no troops at Van Buren. I send you a bulletin handed me 
by Captain Judson. I think it was printed in Fort Smith for the edifi,- 
cation and consolation of war-sick Federal soldiers. I trust some move 
may be made to take in t;he paltry force at Fort S[mith]. It can be 
done. The guns are still on Nos. 1 and 2, perhaps left for the last for 
safety.

The order herein referred to, if issued, was based on the condition of 
things in Tennessee and Georgia at the date of its issuance. Federal 
dispatches received last night lead me to conclude that if issued i twill 
be countermanded. The evacuation of Fort Smith aud Fort Gibson, 
however, is probable, outside of this order, for reasons which I have 
frequently stated, The hay of their supply trains having been de- 
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stroyed last fall by my forces, and iiotliing of consequence raised in 
viciiiity of either place, they can’t subsist, provided the river is 
ffuarded. I am advised by General Magnider that he has sent Colonel 
Brooks, with 1,000 men and two pieces artillery, to the Arkansas lor 
that i)urpose. If Brooks is lit for his post he has a splendid opening, 
and (‘an do great service ; if not, it will only be another lailure. It he is 
any account, ho will know of tliese movements and can advise General 
Miigruder. 1 will send copy hereof to General Magruder by to-day s
